ENDING JANUARY 31, 1879. 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Auditors chosen at the special town meeting, Febru- 
ary 11, 1879, to examine the accounts for the financial year, 
1878-9, respectfully report that they have carefully examin- 
ed the Treasurer’s accounts and have found them correct, 
properly cast and with proper vouchers and warrants. In 
view of the severe criticism to which our Treasurer has been 
subjected during the past two years we think it but right to 
say that a marked improvement has undoubtedly been made 
in the method of keeping the town’s accounts. The books 
were well started at the beginning of the year under the 
guidance of Mr. Prescott, and a fairly successful effort has 
been made to keep them in accordance with the views ex- 
pressed in the Auditors’ report of last year. 

The examination of the books shows that there has been 
received from collection of taxes and miscellaneous sources, 
$409,798.22, which with $50,345.62, amount on hand at the 
beginning of the financial year, gives a total of $460,143.84. 
The payments have been $434,245.75. The balance of cash 
on hand called for by the books is represented by,

During the past year notes of the town have been paid to 
the amount of $29,000. By vote of the town July 17th, 
$5,000 was borrowed for one year; so that the town debt 
now stands at $1,444,350. The amount of the Sinking 
Fund is $136,000, which deducted, leaves the net debt of 
$1,308,350.

The Treasurer’s accounts with the Trustees of the Walnut 
Hills Cemetery and of the Warren Tree Fund have also 
been examined by us and found to be correct and as report- 


ed by him. 
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In comparing the reports of the Water Registrar and 
Town Treasurer it must be borne in mind, as was pointed out 
by the Auditors of last year, that the financial year of the 
town is from February 1 to January 31, inclusive, while 
that of the Water Board is from January 1 to December 31, 
inclusive. 7 

A comparison of the receipts from Water Rates with the 
expenses of the maintenance of the Water Works and items 
charged directly to the Water Rates will show that the 
revenue from the Water Rates is now more than enough to 
pay all the cost of maintaining the works and the incidental 
expenses of the Water Board, so that practically no money 
is raised by taxation for these purposes. 

We have also examined the accounts and securities of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund and find them as stated 
in the report of the Treasurer. i 

In 1874 the town adopted the following By-Law: “No 
member of the Board of Selectmen or any officer appointed 
by the legal voters of the town, authorized to make any con- 
tract or agreement in behalf of the town for labor, materi- 
als, goods, wares or merchandise furnished to the town, or 
for a loan of money, shall be interested in a private capacity, 
either directly or indirectly in such contract, agreement or 
loan; nor shall either, directly or indirectly, for himself or 
for any other person receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, 
loan, contract or agreement, or furnishing such materials, 
goods, wares and merchandise.” 

From the Treasurer’s report it will be seen that this By- 
Law has been practically disregarded, although still suppos- 
ed to be in force. The warrants or orders on the Treasurer 
are signed by a majority of the Selectmen; but in several 
cases we found one of the majority to be a member directly 
interested in the contract, for the payment of which the order 
was drawn; a practice certainly not to be commended, and 
to which we think the attention of the town ought to be 
called.

The Selectmen, Surveyors of Highways and Board of 


Health, chosen at the annual meeting held March 26, 1878, 
respectfully report that they organized by the choice of Wm.

Secretary, and the following standing committees were 


appointed : 


On auditing accounts, Mr. Lawrence. 

On fire department, Messrs. Bowditch and Lawrence. 

On health, The full Board, Mr. Edgerly being special 
agent. 

On police, Messrs. Lawrence and Edgerly. 

On repairs and care of public buildings, Messrs. James 
and Edgerly. 

On public grounds, Messrs. Bowditch and James. 

On sewers, Messrs. Whyte and James. 

On the lateral sewers, Messrs. Lawrence, James and 
Whyte. 

On street lamps, Messrs. Lawrence and Whyte. 

On Town Hall, Mr. Whyte. 

On town stable, Messrs. James and Whyte. 


Wm. D. Coolidge has been keeper of the Northern, 


Francis H. Bacon, keeper of the Southern hay scales,. and 
Willard Y. Gross has been Janitor of the Town Hall during 
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the past year. Alpheus Trowbridge, J. W. Hill and John E. 
Cousens were appointed weighers of coal. 

Elijah S. Holmes was licensed to keep a billiard saloon for 
one year from April 1. 

April 1. The bond of Willard Y. Gross as constable was 
examined and approved. 

April 17. George R. Rogers was authorized to lay a 
trench drain across Perry street, opposite his estate, for the 
purpose of draining the same into a cesspool on private 
lands on the south side of Perry street, the work to be done 
to the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Streets. 

June 3. We awarded to Cousens Bros., the contract for 
furnishing coal for the town buildings at $4.88 a ton for fur- 
nace coal, and $5.00 for stove coal, they being the lowest 
bidders. 

June 10. The House of the Angel Guardian, Boston 
Highlands, was designated as a suitable institution to which 
truant school children might be sent. 

Sept. 14. George E. Everett was licensed as an auction- 
eer for one year from date. 

Oct. 21. The contract for building the two short streets 
leading from Aspinwall avenue to Brook street, was awarded 
to James Driscoll, he being the lowest bidder. 

We have settled all the claims for land damage growing 
out of the construction of the main sewer, except only the 
damages awarded by us to Isaac Taylor or some person or 
persons unknown to us, $200. 


CLAIMS AGAINST THE TOWN. 


Charles H. Drew, Esq., gives the following account of the 
condition of the suits of which he has charge: | 


William Aspinwall and others, trustees, vs. the Town of 
Brookline. | 
This suit has been discontinued, the bill in equity brought 
by the complainants having been dismissed without costs. 
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Mary W. Gardner against the Town of Brookline. 


This case was tried before the Superior Court for the 
County of Suffolk on the 20th, 21st, 22d and 25th of March, 
1878, and a verdict was rendered against the town of 
$12,152.58. A motion for a new trial was filed by the 
counsel for the town on the ground of excessive damages, 
and was argued on the 29th of March. The motion was 
granted, the verdict set aside, and a new trial ordered. The 
second trial took place on the 24th, 25th, 26th and 29th of 
April, 1878, and resulted in a verdict for the petitioner for 
$8,119. As this included interest for nearly three years, 
the verdict was less than had been previously offered to the 
petitioner for a settlement, namely: three hnndred dollars 
per acre for the twenty-four acres of land taken from her by 
the town, with interest from the time of taking. A motion 
for a new trial was filed by the counsel for the petitioner, 
inadequate damages being the reason alleged for the motion. 
The motion was heard on the 10th of May, and was over- 
ruled by the court. Exceptions to the ruling of the court 
on certain questions of law were taken by the petitioner, 
and are now pending in the Supreme Court. It is expected 
that they will be argued in March of this year. 


Enoch Joy against the Town of Brookline. 


This case, which is a petition for assessment of damages 
caused by the taking of land for the construction of water 
works, was tried in September last, before commissioners 
appointed to hear the parties and assess the damages. The 
commissioners assessed damages in the sum of $432 and in- 
terest. Mr. Joy is dissatisfied with this award and will pro- 
bably bring the case before a jury. 


Aaron D. Weld against the Town of Brookline. — 


The two suits of Mr. Weld against the town were heard be- 
fore commissioners appointed to assess damages, who award- 
ed the sum of $1,025 and interest. 
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A. C. Wiswall, the Newton Mills, the Boston Manufactur- 
ing Co., Ttichard T. Sullivan and another, the Dudley 
Hosiery Co., Wm. Perkins and another, EF. A. Hol- 
lingsworth and others, F'. W. Rice, G..W. Walker and 
another, C'. T. Crehore, G. H. Ellis and another, the 
Hitna Mills, W. S. Cordingley and another, against 
the Town of Brookline. 


These thirteen suits brought by mill owners on Charles. 
River against the town for damages for an alleged taking of 
water from the river, are pending in the Supreme Court on 
exceptions taken by the town to the pro forma ruling of the 
Superior Court that the petitioners were éntitled to damages. 
The exceptions will probably be argued in March next. 


The Merchants Woolen Company, the Smithfield Manufac- 
turing Company, Josiah Webb, F. D. Tileston and 
another, H. L. Pierce, Franklin D. Tileston, Tileston 
and Hollingsworth, Baker and another, against the 
Town of Brookline. 


These are nine suits brought by mill owners on Neponset 
River and Mother Brook for damages for an alleged taking 
of water from Charles River. No action has been taken in 
these cases since the answers were filed, and it is expected 
that if the decision in the cases of the owners of Mills on 
Charles River shall be favorable to the town that the suits 
will be discontinued. 


Moses Williams, Jr., Esq., gives the following account 
of the condition of the suits of which he has had charge : 


The case of M. H. Chase and another vs. the Town of 
Brookline, referred to in the last town report as one in which. 
a decision had been made by the auditor in favor of the 
town, was placed upon the trial list of the Norfolk Superior 
Court at April term, 1878, and when the action came up for 
trial the plaintiffs consented to abandon their suit, if the 
town would not insist upon costs against them. 
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It was judged wise to make this settlement and judgment 
without costs was entered in favor of the town. 


The case of James B. Hand vs. Town of Brookline, in 
which a verdict for $3,125 was rendered against the town at 
October term, 1877, of Norfolk Superior Court, and which 
was argued before the full bench of the Supreme Judicial 
Court, upon questions of law raised by the town in January, 
1878, has not yet been decided by the court, though a year 
has elapsed since the argument. 

The questions raised are novel and important and it is 
impossible to say how much longer time will be required by 
the court before rendering its decision. 


CYPRESS STREET STATION. 


Since our last annual report the Railroad Commissioners 
have done as we feared they would. Their last decree is as 
follows : 


Ordered, That the station building erected by the New 
York & New England Railroad Company on Cypress street 
in Brookline, under the order of this Board of July 2, 1877, — 
is hereby approved, and on and after February 18th trains 
will stop at the said station in compliance with the terms in- 
dicated in a communication addressed to the counsel for said 
corporation, of December 13,1877, to wit :: all way trains on 
the time-table will stop and all through trains will be relieved 
from stopping. In stopping, train engineers and conductors 
will exercise particular care that no portion of any passenger 
car is stopped in front of the station building proper, until 
such time as the same can be moved back to a distance of at 
least seven (7) feet further than it now stands from the rail- 
road track. 

This approval is also given with the distinct agreement 
on the part of the corporation that such station shall be 
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moved back from the track and placed over the town brook 
immediately south of it, in such manner as this Board shall 
approve or prescribe, within a reasonable time after the con- 
sent thereto of the Town of Brookline can be obtained. 

As stated in our last report the Railroad Commissioners 
ordered the corporation (July 2, 1877), to build the station 
at Cypress street solely on the ground that the corporation 
was bound by contract to build it. The only contract that 
was offered in evidence was one which obliged the corpora- 
tion not merely to build a station at Cypress street but also 
to stop all the trains at that point. Pursuant to this original 
intention, land.amply sufficient for a convenient station was 
taken by the original corporation and now stands wholly 
unused, and the corporation urged in mitigation of the 
claims for land damages that it was bound and intended to 
build a station and stop all trains. 

When we consider these facts and read the last order of 
the commissioners approving the present building, unsafe 
and insufficient as it is, and as they evidently consider it to 
be until such time as the town will at its expense make it 
more convenient and safer, and expressly authorizing the 
corporation to refrain from stopping any train which it may 
please to call a through train, although the contract obliged 
the corporation to build a convenient station on its own land, 
and to stop all the trains, we can only say that the commis- 
sioners have failed to do their duty. 

It is only another striking instance (in a small way to be 
sure) of the power of railroad corporations to evade doing 
anything but what they wish to do, even in cases of express 
contract. 
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FINANCES.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 


The Fire Department contains the same number of com- 
panies and apparatus as last year, although each company 
has been reduced in numbers, owing to reduced appropri- 
ation. 
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They are as follows: Hose Company No, 1, located in 
brick house corner of Washington and High streets, and 
has eleven (11) men. Steam Fire Engine located in same 
house, is run in connection with Hose Company No. 1, and 
has a call Engineer and Fireman. Hose Company No. 2, 
located in brick house on Washington street opposite the 
Town Hall, has eleven (11) men. Hook and Ladder Com- 
pany No. 1, located in same building, has thirteen (13) men. 
A reduction on all of the companies of five (5) men from 
last year. 


APPARATUS. 


Hose Carriage No. 1 is in a very poor condition; in fact 
it is actually unsafe. It was a second-hand carriage when 
purchased by the town some twelve or thirteen (12 or 13) 
years ago, and being a hand-carriage, never was intended 
for the service it now has to perform, it having been changed 
to a horse-carriage. It is in such a condition that the pres- 
ent Board of Engineers feel that it would be money actually 
thrown away to attempt to repair and put in good condition, 
and would recommend that the sum of $600 be appropriated 
to purchase a new carriage to replace the same. 

Hose Carriage No. 2 is in good condition, and with slight 
repairs from time to time, will last the town for years. 
Hook and Ladder Carriage No. 1 was built at the same time 
as Hose Carriage No. 2; is in good repair. Steam’ Fire 
Engine No. 1 has been in the Department since 1874, and 
a few repairs would put it in as good a condition as it was 
the day it was delivered. At the time the Steamer was 
purchased, it was alinost impossible for the Fire Depart- 
ment to cope with any kind of a fire in any part of the 
town, on account of the scarcity of water, but since the 
introduction of water into the town from Charles River, the 
territory located within the limits of Sewell, Cypress, Wash- 
ington and Beacon streets can be controlled by the hydrants, 
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the pressure of which, would be sufficient to cope with 
almost any fire that might occur; but we must take into 
consideration, that should a fire of great magnitude get 
under headway in the thickly settled parts of this territory, 
the strain brought to bear on the hydrants would weaken the 
pressure to such a degree, that we should be obliged to use 
the Steamer, also, perhaps, ask the assistance of Boston. 
The buildings located outside of the streets mentioned, are 
mostly on high grounds, and consequently the hydrants are 
almost worthless without the use of a Steamer, and in the 
opinion of the Engineers, the Steamer should be placed 
where it is mostly needed, which consequently would involve 
- the expense of a small house somewhere in the vicinity of 
the Heath Street School-house. 


HORSES. 


We report the same number as last year—four of the six 
horses have been employed from the first of May to the first 
of November watering streets ; the other two horses which 
were located in different houses could not very well be 
brought into any service on the streets. 


PERMANENT MEN. 


This year there has been one more permanent man ap- 
pointed in consequence of the arrangements made with the 
Selectmen. On the first of May we found it was impossible 
for us to run the Department and keep it in a condition to han- 
dle any fire that might occur in town, and keep within our 
appropriation, and we will state here that it is our desire to 
do all we can to help reduce expenses, although we wish the 
citizens would not be too hasty in reducing our appropria- 
tions, and at the same time expect to be well guarded against 
fires. On the first of May, finding we were unable to pro- 
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perly protect the town in case of fire, we made the following 
arrangements with the Selectmen. ‘That we would put both 
pair of our horses on the watering carts if they would feed 
and drive one pair; also we agreed to give up some of our 
stable room so that they might build stalls, in which police 
horses could be kept in our houses which was a great saving 
to the town; and further to accommodate the town and help 
them reduce their expenses, we gave up to the School Com- 
mittee the largest part of one of our engine-houses for school- 
rooms, and consequently when our drivers were on the streets 
watering, we had to have an extra man to take care of the 
remaining horses and police horses. We would also say 
that we not only reduced the numbers of each of the com- 
panies, but we reduced the pay of the permanent and call 
men 25 per cent. In the future we would like to have it so 
consolidated that we could have our appropriation made large 
enough to water the same districts, and feed and take care of 
the police horses without having things as mixed as they — 
have been the past year. 


HOSE. 


The amount of hose in the Department is as follows: 


Boyd’s cotton hose 2,900 feet in fair condition, but not to 
be relied upon in all cases; of this 2,900 feet, 900 feet 
have been damaged and repaired the past year, 1,000 feet — 
leather hose which was bought in 1871 and consequently 
has seen considerable service, 250 feet of leather hose 
which we do not dare to use unless we are forced so to do 
when some is being repaired. We would recommend that 
the town purchase 1,000 feet of hose, and that $1,000 be 
appropriated for that purpose. 


BUILDINGS. 


The building situated at the corner of Washington and 
High streets was built in 1870, and has not had any money 
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of any account laid out on it for repairs, but this year it 
will be necessary to replace the floor in lower story and 
should have the finish oiled and some painting done. The 
building on Washington street needs oiling and painting, 
with a few repairs in the stable. And we would recommend 
that the sum of $300 be appropriated for these purposes. 


HYDRANTS AND RESERVOIRS 


Are the same as last year, with the addition of thirteen new 
hydrants in different parts of the town, making in all one 
hundred and fifty-four hydrants and nine reservoirs. The 
reservoirs are all in good condition except the one at the 
corner of Kent and Colchester streets, which still leaks. 
There are nine hydrants on the line of the Boston mains ; of 
this number five are on Boylston street, between Cypress 
and High streets, and there are none on the Brookline pipes. 
Should any accident happen to the Boston mains, or the 
authorities have them shut off for any purpose, which they 
are liable to do, there would be a thickly settled territory 
entirely unprotected in case of fire. We would recommend 
that the Brookline Water Board be instructed to place four 
hydrants on the line of their pipe on Boylston street, which 
would not only protect the property on said street but would 
have to be relied upon to protect White place where there 
are no hydrants, and only 1$ inch water main. The ex- 
pense would be about $350. 


FIRES. 


The town has been remarkably fortunate in regard to fires 
this last year, but the citizens must take into consideration, 
that some parts of this town are fast building up, and of 
such material, and the manner in which the buildings are 
being built, also their close proximity to each other, should 
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a fire get well under way, they might be called upon to wit- 
ness a disaster such as has befallen a great many other places. 
It is but just to say, that had a number of fires occurred 
during the past year, the Board would have found it impos- 
sible to have kept within their appropriation, with the 
practice of the most rigid economy. 3 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Taking into consideration the interests of the town, we 
would recommend the following appropriations : 
For the current expenses of the Fire Depart- 

ment, watering the same two districts as 

last year, andcare of Police horses, the 


sum of $7,000 00 
New Hose Carriage, i 600 00 
1,000 feet new hose, 1,000 00 
Repairs on buildings, 300 00

HEALTH. 


James W. Edgerly agreed to act as special agent of the 
Board without pay and he makes the following report of our 
doings the past year : 3 


A contract was made with Francis Mealey for the removal 
of house offal for one year from May 1, 1878, for the sum 
of $200. 

Thomas S. Pettengill was appointed funeral undertaker 
for one year from April 1, 1878. 
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Licenses were granted to twenty-two persons to collect 
bones and grease from house to house in the town, with the 
‘condition that once a month each license should be presented 
to the Chief of Police for his endorsement. 

Fourteen complaints against citizens for maintaining nui- 
sances on their premises, mainly consisting of defective vaults 
were investigated, and the nuisances ordered to be abated. 
No prosecutions have been necessary during the past year, 
as the citizens generally have cheerfully complied with the 
orders of the Board. 


TIDE-GATE AT BROOKLINE AVENUE. 


The tide-gate has been attended the past season by J. W. 
Steere, and no formal complaint has been made of any offen- 
sive smell from the channel of Muddy River during the year. ° 
The expense of attending to the duty was $10 per month. 


DEATH RATE. 


The whole number of deaths reported for the year ending 
January 1, 1879, is 93. From diphtheria, 4; scarlatina, 1; 
typhus fever, 1. | 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


Under Chap. 26 of the General Statutes requiring notice 
to the Board of Health of cases of contagious diseases, by 
householders and physicians, there have been reported for 
the year ending January 1, 1879, only 34 cases; 41 cases 
less than for the previous year. Of these, 19 were diphthe- 
ria.and 15 scarlet fever, occurring as follows:

TOP-DRESSING OF LAWNS. 


The recommendation of the last Board to the citizens in 
regard to offensive and improper top-dressing for lawns has 
‘been generally adopted, and a practice so detrimental to 
comfort, if not to health, has for the past year been quite 
rare. 
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GENERAL REMARKS. 


The attention which has been paid to the matter of the 
public health in the past, and probably owing in some 
measure to the introduction and general use of pure water 
and the extension of improved sewerage, seems to have 
borne legitimate fruit in the reduction of the death rate, 
and in the occurrence of cases of contagious diseases. 

The public mind seems to be awakened to the necessity 
of a reformation of many existing evils prejudicial to health, 
and no doubt, before long, a greater improvement will be 
visible, without oppressive or arbitrary action on the part 
of those to whom the execution of the laws is committed.

The value of the work done by the teams for other de- 
partments was $566.63; the whole cost of keeping the 
horses was charged to the support of highways, and the 
department ought therefore to be credited with this amount, 
making the actual expenditure $16,029.91. 

About four hundred dollars worth of material prepared 
last season, is still on hand. 

Broken stone have been used in the repairs, except where 
the amount of gravel already on the street was sufficient, or 
nearly so, or where the amount of travel did not warrant 
the expense ; in these cases the street was picked over and 
re-shaped, a small quantity of new material was carted on, 
and the whole thoroughly rolled. 

The sign-boards and fences in many parts of the town, 
are in need of extensive repairs during the coming season. 
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HORSES. 


The working horses owned by the town, ten in number, 
are in good condition with two exceptions; one bought in 
1873 is wearing out rapidly, and will be worth little after 
another season’s work; the other, received from the Police 
department in October, 1877, slipped her hip in going down 
the hill on Cottage street, with a load of broken stone, in 
September last, and has done no work since; she is slowly. 
recovering, and may possibly be fit for light work in the 
spring, but as she was never suitable for the heavy work of 
at ip-cart, it is doubtful. 


STREET CROSSINGS.

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SIDEWALKS. 


Gravel walks were made on Grove street from Newton 
street to the Cemetery gate; on Cypress street from Davis 
avenue to Tappan street; on Chestnut street from High 


street, on the one side, and house of Jno. J. McCormack on . 


the other, to the town line; on High street from Summit 
street to southerly line of Mrs. Towne’s lot; and on the 
northerly side of Pierce street. 

Edgestones were set on the corner of Pond avenue and 
Washington street ; corner of Village lane and Walnut street, 
and corner of Pierce and Harvard streets. Edgestones were 
reset on Washington street through the village; on Davis 
avenue opposite Mr: Emerson’s new block; on Park street 
opposite T. H. Bacon’s estate; on Harvard square opposite 
Joyce’s building, and in sundry other places. 

The brick sidewalks on Washington street, in front of 
Mrs. Mahony’s building and Russell’s block, and on Harvard 
square, in front of Joyce’s building, were repaved. 


The concrete walk on Carlton street, from near Ivy street 


to Chapel Station, received a coat of skimming; a new con- 
crete walk was laid on Davis avenue opposite E. C. Emer- 
son’s new house; and the sidewalk on Washington street in 
the village, where it was damaged by the construction of 
the new main sewer, was mended ; repairs were made on con- 
crete walks in various places.

*671 feet of this walk were paid for by Mr. Bowditch. 
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The board walks laid some five years ago are worn out, 
and even with constant patching, are dangerous ; the police 
are very prompt in reporting defects, but as long as these 
walks remain, their duty in this respect will continue. On 
the principal thoroughfares, such, for example, as Boylston, 
Brighton and Beacon streets, these walks should be taken 
up, the sound parts cut out and relaid with new bearings, 
and the balance replaced with plank or gravel walks. The 
process could be repeated at intervals, until sidewalks of one 
inch boards, in the public streets, were things of the past.

The sum of $256.82 was expended in the care of the public - 
grounds and school-house lots which amount was charged to Con- 
tingencies. 

The manure from the Tewn Stable, and the stables of the Fire 
Department, instead of being sold as heretofore, has been saved and 
applied to these grounds with very satisfactory results, 6°25 tons 
of good hay being cut and saved. The Reservoir grounds, and 
the sides of Fisher avenue, yielded 4339.5, tons, making a total of 
10,8355 tons. 


COLLECTING ASHES. 


The ashes have been collected weekly throughout the town at 
an expense of $723.23.

LICENSES TO SELL LIQUOR. 


We fixed the fees for licenses of the first class to Inn- 
holders at $300. Common Victuallers at $150. For licenses 
of the second and third classes at $100, and for licenses 
of the fourth class at $50. 


*The same is on file. 
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We granted licenses as Innholders to T. W. Dempster, 
and Simon P. Humphrey, and as Common Victuallers, to 
Thomas MeCullough, Patrick M. Kelleher, Patrick Fay, 
Jacob Morloch, Patrick H. Cusick, James H. Curley, Mar- 
garet Crosby, John Hayes and John McCormack. 

We granted a license of the second class to Michael O’Dea 
as a Retail Liquor dealer. 

We granted licenses of the fourth class to Warren G. Cur- 
rier and George W. Bird as Druggists, and to Francis H. 
Bacon, Thomas IT. Robinson, Solomon Burt, William D. 
Rand and William D. Coolidge as Grocers. 

The Chief of Police was ordered to prosecute all unli- 
censed sellers, and he was also ordered to see that the per- 
sons thus licensed continued to be really and truly Innholders, 
Common Victuallers and Grocers, respectively, and he was 
ordered to report to us forewith any failure or omission in 
this respect, and also any infringement of any of the licenses 
granted, to the end that the same might after due process be 
revoked. 

Sept. 2. Having been notified that John Hayes had been 
convicted before Justice Drew of selling liquor on the Lord’s 
day, contrary to the terms of his license, and sentenced to 
pay a fine and costs, and it appearing that he had not ap- 
pealed, but had paid the fine and cost, his license was 
revoked. 

Having been also notified at the same time, that John 
McCormack had been duly convicted before the same mag- 
istrate of the same offence, and sentenced to pay a fine and 
costs, from which sentence he had appealed to the Superior 
court, after due notice to said McCormack, and a hearing of 
himself and counsel, and witnesses, we revoked his license 
also. 

Oct. 16. James McCormack was licensed as a common 
victualler by a majority of the Board. 
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LIGHTING STREETS. 


The plan of lighting the streets until midnight, twenty- 
three nights in Sock ante being apparently satin tionee to 
the town, the contracts of last year were renewed as follows : 

The gas is furnished by the Brookline Gaslight Co. in 
four feet burners, at $2.90 per thousand feet. 

The gas lamps are cleaned, lighted, extinguished and kept 
in repair by Mr. John 8. Woods, at 23 cents per night for 
each lamp, his contract expiring May 1, 1879. 

The Globe Gaslight Co. furnishes all materials, lights and 
keeps in repair the gasoline lamps, at 72 cents per night 
for each lamp. 

In accordance with a vote of the town at the annual meet- 
ing, two new gasoline posts were placed on St. Paul street, 
and one new gas post at the corner of Morss avenue and 
Walnut street.

’ TRAMPS ° 


But few complaints have been made of tramps for the past 
year. 

Tramps can remain but a short time in town before they 
are recognized as such by officers, and they are either arrest- 
ed as vagrants, or sent out of town. 

Several cases of house-breaking and robbery have occurred 
in town the past year. 

In one or two cases the losses were considerable, and were 
the work of professional burglars. 

Several cases of petty larceny have also occurred. 

From the best.information I can obtain, the total loss by

LICENSE LAW. 


Twelve prosecutions have been made for the illegal sale 
or keeping for sale, and 158 gallons of liquors of various 
kinds have been seized, condemned, and disposed of 
according to law.

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The illicit sale of liquors has been confined mostly to 
dwelling-houses, and the difficulties attending the procuring 
of evidence sufficient for conviction are such as few unac- 
quainted with the business are aware of. 

The arrests for the crime of drunkenness for the last three 
years have been as follows: In 1876, 197, in 1877, 119; in 
1878, 90. 

I am convinced from the best information obtainable, that 
one result of the granting of licenses, has been the increased 
consumption of malt liquors, and a corresponding decrease 
in the use of spirituous or alcoholic beverages. * * * 

One or more officers should be especially detailed to en- 
force the license law, but with our reduced force, I have 
found it impracticable to doso. The statutes seem to require 
that an officer shall be especially authorized by the Select- 
men, in order to efficiently perform his duty in this direc- 
tion. See chap. 99,sect. 11, Acts of 1875. 

Our thanks are due to the Ladies’ Temperance Union for 
valuable information and assistance the past year. 


MOUNTED POLICE. 


Two horses have been employed in the department the 
past year, and with the best results, and have proved to be 
a very useful and important part of the service. ° 

Valuable buildings have been saved from destruction by 
fire, by*the quickness with which the alarm was given by the 
mounted officers. 

In pursuing and stopping runaway horses, the services of 
the mounted officers have been invaluable, in several instan- 
ces doubtless preventing severe accidents, and loss of life. 


CONCLUSION. 


I have found it impossible with the small force at my dis- 
posal, to supply the demands of citizens for police service, 
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especially during the summer months, when many citizens 
are out of town, and scores of houses are vacant in all parts 
of the town. 

The great thoroughfares which pass through the town, 
leading from the large city on our borders, should be pa- 
trolled at all hours of the day and night. 

The record of sixty-eight buildings, mostly stores and 
shops, found open and secured by the night officers, and 
eighty-eight defects in streets and sidowalky shows the im- 
portance of a strict attention to duty. * * * 

The discipline and conduct of the officers has been ex- 
cellent, and they have cheerfully performed all duties re- 
quired of them. And in concluding this report I desire to 
thank the officers who have performed their duties in a 
manner to render mine pleasant and agreeable. Our thanks 
are due to officers of Boston Police Department, for valuable 
assistance cheerfully rendered. Also to the Police Depart- 
ment of the city of Newton. 

I tender my sincere thanks to the Board of Saleetee for 
the kind consideration extended to me.

SEWERS. 


At the last annual town meeting an appropriation of $17,034 
was made for the purpose of constructing sewers in a portion of the 
streets of the Longwood district and in the Village. The manner 
in which this work should be done, having been referred toa 
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committee, reported upon, and discussed, by the Board, it was 
decided that the work should be done under the general super- 
vision of the Committee on Sewers. That the labor should be 
employed by the day, preference being given to our own citizens, 
and that all tools and materials required in the prosecution of the 
work should be furnished by the town, the whole to be under the 
immediate supervision and inspection of some suitable Engineer. 

At a meeting of the Selectmen held May 13, 1878, the Com- 
mittee on Sewers, increased at this time by the addition of F. W. 
Lawrence, Esq., were authorized to make contracts for materials, 
to employ Mr. A. H. French, as Engineer, and to proceed to lay 
the sewers in the districts before mentioned. 

The size, location and general inclination of these sewers are 
substantially as recommended by Mr. Shedd in his report to the — 
Selectmen upon this subject made February, 1878. 

The following detailed statement of the work done the past year 
is taken from the report of A. H. French, Engineer, in charge of 
the work, made Jan. 31, 1878. 

* * Pid * * * * * * 

“ At the annual town meeting $17.034 was appropriated for lay- 
ing lateral sewers and a tabular statement presented of the work 
contemplated. In the main, the sewers mentioned in the tabular 
statement have been laid; as the season advanced, however, it 
became apparent that in a few instances there was less demand 
for the sewers than was at first supposed, also that there was 
urgent need of: sewers in several streets, which it was not intended 
to sewer the past year. It was also found that the sewers were 
being laid at considerably less than the estimated cost, and it was 
therefore decided to lay twelve-inch sewers through the greater 
part of Prescott street, in Pearl street from Emerald street west- 
erly to brook crossing, and in Davis avenue from Washington street 
westerly to summit opposite the estate of Dr. Francis. The 
excess of work done, beyond what was provided for in the esti- 
mates is 781.57 feet of sewer and fourteen manholes. The total 
number of catch-basins built is two less than was provided for. 

In order to complete the surface drainage in several streets 
sewered, a few more catch-basins will ultimately be required, and 
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branches were therefore set in the proper places for them, 
when the land shall be built over to such an extent as to re- 
quire further surface drainage. 

The sewers have been laid by day-work, and employed an 
average force of sixty-five men for four mouths. 

The materials for the sewers were bought directly of the 
manufacturers or their agents, after competitive estimates 
had been invited from the principal manufacturers represent- 
ed in Boston. | 

Akron sewer pipe has been almost entirely used,—the ex- 
ceptions being a part of the St. Mary street sewer, and 
about fifty feet of the Ivy street sewer, where Scotch pipe 
was used, on account of a delay on the part of the contrac- 
tor in furnishing Akron pipe. The experience of the town 
has been adverse to the use of Akron pipe of as large size 
as two feet in diameter, yet it is true that the smaller sizes 
are very generally used for sewerage purposes, on account 
of its superiority to any other manufacture with respect to 
smoothness, and the compact and durable character of the 
material of which itis made. It was found by tests of the 
crushing strain (for the determination of which an appliance 
has been arranged in the Town Hall basement), that the pipe 
had sufficient strength to resist the pressure to which it was 
to be subjected, and the experience of more than half a year 
has confirmed the correctness of this conclusion. 

All sewer pipe used was required to pass a rigid inspec- 
tion, as regards soundness, smoothness, straightness and 
circularity. In the process of burning, pipes are frequently 
distorted to a greater or less degree, from a perfectly circu- 
lar form, and those that passed the inspection in this and 
the other particulars, were always laid with the side of the 
pipe which was nearest straight longitudinally, and nearest 
circular laterally, for the invert in order that this important 
part of the sewer might be as nearly continuous and perfect 
as possible. 


~ 
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A small amount of the best of the rejected pipe, was ac- 
cepted at reduced rates, and used in the chutes of catch- 
basins, where its inferiority did not materially impair the 
quality of the work. 
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In addition to the above named $16,191.25 a further 
amount of $825.77 has been paid for catch-basins not in 
the above named streets, tools, materials on hand and sewer 
appliances, making a total sum of $17,017.02 paid from the 
appropriation for laying lateral sewers. 

With reference to the new sewers in Pearl street, Em- 
erald street, Brookline avenue and Washington street, I 
will say that they are so laid as to enable the removal from 
Muddy River and its tributaries of nearly all of the large 
amount of sewage draining into those streams, from estates 
bordering on the same which are located in Brookline. 
This long-delayed and extremely necessary measure, affect- 
ing as it does the comfort and health of a large number of 
people, is now so nearly accomplished, that special effort 
should be made to carry it into execution; and I therefore 
recommend that an order be passed requiring the diversion 
into the sewers wherever it is possible, of the sewage now 
draining into Muddy River or its branches, and that no fur- 
ther pollution of these streams be allowed. 

The present need of the seemingly large sewer in Brook- 
line avenue and Washington street, is to furnish drainage 
to estates on the east and north sides of the same respec- 
tively, and to intercept the sewer built in Washington 
street in 1869, which discharged into Muddy River, at a 
point below its connection with the main sewer laid last 
year, between which points it received the drainage of the 
recently built streets on what was known as the Kimball 
estate. This sewer will finally serve as the trunk sewer for 
the large valley whose southerly boundary is near Jamaica 
Pond, and westerly a line near to, and nearly parallel with 
the southeast side of Walnut street. The sewer was built 
into Pond avenue a short distance, so that its extension 
will not obstruct Washington street. A large connection 
was built in the sewer to facilitate draining into it the 
sewage of that part of the city of Boston adjacent to Brook- 
line village. Allthree of the Boston water mains were 
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found at such a level where the sewer passed beneath them, 
as to encroach into the arch from two to four inches, but 
they will not materially reduce the discharge of the sewer. 
The construction of the sewer rendered necessary the taking 
up a sixteen-inch blow-off pipe from one of the Boston 
water mains, which was connected with the sewer on the 
curve opposite the estate of Mr. Duffy. 

The sectional plans made by Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer, 
for the purpose of recording information concerning the 
main sewer, have been extended so as to comprise the ter- 
ritory in which is located the sewers laid the past season, 
information respecting which has been entered in those 
lines.” 7 

With a view to establishing a proper system for the care. 
of the town’s sewers and drains and of adopting such rules 
and regulations as might be found necessary or expedient 
for the proper government of persons who may be licensed 
to construct and repair private drains or open and dig in the 
street or highway for that purpose, we in April last pre- 
pared a by-law on this subject, which by request of the 
town was presented to the committee on the revision of the 
by-laws to examine and report upon. The by-law was ex- 
“amined and approved by the committee and with others 
printed ina Supplementary Report which was presented 
and circulated at a town meeting held July 2d. It how- 
ever has never been acted upon by the town. 

It seems to us important that this should be done at once ; 
we therefore recommend the town to take action in the 
matter at the annual town meeting. 

The matter of a sewer for the Aspinwall brook district 
having been settled by the laying out of Brook street, we 
recommend that the sewer be built the ensuing summer, 
and also about 600 feet of 12-inch sewer in either Aspinwall 
avenue, or Perry street, as may best serve the needs of per- 
sons requiring drainage in that section. 
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May 27. A petition was received from Ira B. Cushing, 
M. D. and others, for “the perfect and effectual drainage of 
Thayer place.” On this petition an informal hearing was 
had June 3d, and it was voted to procure a plan and esti- 
mate of the cost of a sewer for draining Thayer place. 

Mr. Edward Sawyer was employed to do this work, and 
has presented a plan for a sewer from Thayer place through 
the lands of E. C. Emerson, C. D. Lincoln and others, to 
and through White place to the sewer in Washington street, 
near the site of the old railroad station. , 

At the time the route of the sewer was selected through 
the land of Mr. Emerson, it was understood to be satisfac- 
tory to him; he now desires a change, and the su)jcct has 
been referred to Mr. Sawyer for an opinion in regard to 
the merits of the new route, difference in cost, &c., and his 
answer is not yet received. 

The petition of W. I. Taylor and others for “better 
drainage from Hart’s Village, and the district near the cor- 
ner of Walnut and Cypress streets,” was received June 
18th, on this petition an informal hearing was given June 
24th. : 

Of the need of drainage from these districts there can be 
no doubt, and the remedy for their trouble seems to be the 
building of two long lines of sewers, the one from Hart’s 
Village through Chestnut street and Pond avenue, to con- 
nect at Washington street, with the sewer laid last summer, 
and the other through Cypress and School streets and As- 
pinwall avenue, to connect with the Brook street sewer, 
when it shall have been bi ilt.

Genter, Lewis, and family. He lives in Sharon, and 
we have paid Sharon $21.50 for 2 barrels of flour 
furnished in 1877. 

Gilson, Richard H., wife and five children. They live 
in Boston. We have paid the city $10 for the ex- 
penses of his burial. 

Griffin Patrick, and wife, and two children. They are 
State paupers. The Board of State Charities forbid 
us to give relief. We have therefore only given 
$6.75. They refused to go to Tewksbury, where we 
have offered to send them. 
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Hall, Ann, daughter of James, and two illegitimate 
children, probably State paupers. We have given 
$18 in relief, but none since Jan. 8th. 

Harris, Davis, and wife, and one child. He has a 
military settlement and lives in Haverhill, and we 
have paid that town $14.61. 

Hennessey, Michael C., and wife and four children. 
He has been wholly disabled for work, and we have 
allowed him $3 a week and fuel since Nov. 27th. 
His wife died Jan 28th. 

Hill, Eliza, widow of Thomas, and three children.

We have had several applications for reimbursement of 
the expense of supporting paupers in other places. We 
‘have had no difficulty in coming to some agreement about 
the settlement of these paupers in every case but three. 
Jan. 3, 1876.- The Board of State Charities claimed pay- 
ment for the support of Honore Leehan, or Lane, then in 
the Taunton Asylum. The Board have just renewed the 
application, and the Overseers of Boston, where Miss Leehan 
now lives, have also made-a similar claim for her support 
now. We have declined all these applications on the ground 
that she did not live in town for five years after the passage 
“of Stat. 1870, Ch. 392, (as amended by Stat. 1874, Ch. 274, 
Sec. 2, 120 Mass., Rep. 576) and has no settlement by vir- 
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tue of Stat. 1874, Ch. 274, Sec. 3, (which is retroactive in 
its character) because she paid no taxes in town. 

The Board of State Charities Sept 5, 1878, called upon 
us to pay for the support of Dorcas Brown, a daughter of 
Jeremiah, who was then in the Taunton Asylum. Her case 
being similar to that of Honore Leehan, we declined to rec- 
ognize the settlement for similar reasons. 

The Overseers of Boston Dec. 23d, last, claimed for the 
support of Ann Carney, who lived six years with Enos 
Stone at Longwood, and left town prior to June, 1873; we 
have declined to recognize her settlement on the ground that 
she has paid no taxes in town. 

It is proper to state that our conclusion as to the true in- 
terpretation of these laws has been confirmed by the opinion 
of Moses Williams, jr.

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ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Water Board organized for the year 1878, by the choice 
of Oliver Whyte as Chairman; the several officers and employ- 
ees of the works remain the same as last year. 

The term of service for which the members of the Board were 
elected, will expire as follows : 


Francis Hunnewell, ; 189, 
Oliver Whyte, . ; : 1880.

Street mains have been laid since our last annual report in Har- 
vard, Babcock, Cottage and Freeman streets, Chestnut place and 
McDonald’s court, rear of Linden place, and there have been 
new service pipes laid in various streets, as shown by the report of 
the Superintendent annexed. 

The orly petition presented for street mains since our last report, 
is from Ignatius Sargent, for the extension of the2-inch main in 
Chestnut place, from its terminus opposite Mrs. §. F. Train’s, to 
the line of his estate, a distance of 500 feet, the estimated cost of 
which extension is $200. 

At a meeting held July 2, 1878, the town passed the follow- 
ing vote: 

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay a six-inch 


main in Brookline avenue, from the point where the main now ends 
to a point near the Boston line, a distance of six hundred and fifty 
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feet, at an estimated expense of five hundred and eighty-eight dol- 
lars, provided there should remain of the sum appropriated at the 
annual town meeting for the extension of water works enough, 
after paying for such mains as have heretofore been authorized 
and other expenses incidental thereto. 


As there was not money enough left to pay for that extension, 
the work was not done, and the Board now ask to have authority 
to lay the main, and pay for the same from the regular appropria- 
tion to be made at the annual meeting for the extension of water 
works. 

The amount of water pumped to supply the town the past 
year, has been 169,582,304 gallons, an excess of 41,987,543 
gallons over the amount pumped in 1877, and by comparison of 
the record it will be seen that there has been a saving of about 20 
per cent., taking the amount pumped and the expense of pump- 
ing. 

We are advised by Mr. Worthington, the builder of the engine 
at the Pumping Station, that by an alteration in the plunger of the 
high pressure side of the engine, a still larger saving can be 
effected (see Appendix), and we intend during the coming season 
to make this improvement. 

The numerous immediate calls for the laying of service pipes, 
which were made upon the introduction of the water, and the two 
years following, having been supplied, the Board have considered 
it economy to have those called for hereafter, laid under the di- 
rection of the Superintendent of the works, and therefore in July 
last, we purchased of Messrs. Kenrick Brothers, the tools they had 
used as contractors for doing that work, together with the necessary 
stock, etc., and have, since that time, had such work done by our 
employees at quite a saving to the town from the contract price 
heretofore paid. 

During the spring and summer months, the Board spent much 
time and tried various expedients to locate and remedy the cause 
of the impurities in the water, supplied the town ; samples of the 
water were taken from the conduit at different points and submit- 
ted to Prof. S. Dana Hayes for analysis, and from that analysis as 
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well as from our own observations, we were confident that the 
whole or nearly all the trouble was caused by the swamp water 
finding its way into the conduit ; but owing to the surface water 
being so high on the meadows through the summer, it was im- 
possible to uncover the conduit, until the month of September, 
when it was done, and the fact proven that the conduit was in a 
very leaky condition. 

Before, however, the Board could make any report and offer 
suggestions as to the best way to overcome the trouble, a com- 
mittee of three citizens together with the Water Board, was ap-_ 
pointed by the town, to examine into and advise upon the subject, 
and we would refer to their report. 

The Board consider that it would be'a great aid in keeping the 
water pure in the reservoir, if the pipe which delivers the water into 
the same, was continued so as to let the water flow in at a point 
opposite the outlet, thereby causing a greater circulation ; as it now 
is, both outlet and inlet are near one and the same end, and the 
main body of the water remains nearly quiet, only rising or fall- 
ing as the supply is increased or diminished. As there 1s about 
enough pipe on hand to do the work, the expense of laying it, 
etc., would be but about $371 and we ask for authority to make 
this improvement. 

The different purposes for which the town at the adjourned an- 
nual meeting, made special appropriations, viz., the grading of 
the grounds around the engine-house, the raising of the stand- 
pipe, and the purchase of a lathe and steam engine indicator, have 
all been fulfilled, and have proved satisfactory, with the exception 
that in the labor performed about the engine-house, there still re- 
mains considerable to be done, to bring the grounds into fair con- 
dition, which however can be left for a futuretime, or done with- 
out a special appropriation. 

As our consumers have now been supplied with the town water 
for nearly four years, it has become not only a luxury, but a ne- 
cessity ; therefore any diminishing, or interruption in the supply, 
were it only for a day, would cause much trouble and annoyance. 
The Board would therefore call the attention of the town to cer- 
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tain facts, as follows, and request that the deficiencies indicated 
may be obviated as speedily as it may be practicable. 

1. In the last annual report attention was called to the advis- 
ableness of laying a 16-inch main in Boylston street, to connect 
the reservoir with the main in Cypress street, to insure a supply 
of water should a breakage occur in the main which now supplies 
the town through Warren street ; perhaps the risk is not very 
great at present, but we think this should be guarded against, as 
soon as may be, and we deem it proper to recall the attention of 
the town to this matter. 

2. During the month of July, it was found that after continu- 
ous pumping for several days, the maximum of water supplied the 
pumps through the conduit was 1,010,000 gallons in 24 hours ; 
as we are confident that quite a percentage of that water came 
from the leakage in the conduit, between the filtering gallery 
and pump-well, we do not think the gallery as it is at present 
can be relied upon to furnish more than 900,000 gallons in 24 
hours during the summer months, and that by another year it will 
become necessary to extend the filtering gallery ; but as the 
bottom of the pump-well at the engine-house is at such a level, 
that when the water is drawn to its lowest point, there still remains 
in the gallery some 24 inches of water, and as there can be but 
little question that the flow into the gallery below that point is larger 
than in the same space above, during the summer months, we 
think that by making a depression in the bottom of the pump- 
well, and lengthening the suction of the pumps, a portion of that 
water can be utilized. | 

3. In cities or towns that furnish water to their inhabitants 
by pumping, it is almost uniyersally considered of great impor- 
tance to have an auxiliary or spare engine, either to assist in 
maintaining a supply, or to take the place of the regular engine 
in case of accident or repairs. The Board are advised by com- 
petent authority, that the town of Brookline having an engine 
capable of supplying the required quantity of water up to the 
maximum amount allowed by our charter, still need a lower 
priced machine as a reserve, to be used as occasion may require, 
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and that one of the capacity of 1,000,000 gallons in 24 hours would 
be the most suitable. The cost of such an engine would be about 
$2,000 exclusive of the setting. 

In view of the Jarge expense the town will probably be called 
upon to assume in the means taken to secure the purity of the 
water, delivered to consumers, the Board hardly feel justified in 
insisting upon the purchase of an engine this year, but they do 
consider it of the utmost importance to have another engine as a 
safeguard at the earliest time practicable. 

For the same reasons that the Board advise the buying of 
another engine, and for stronger reasons, we feel it important that 
the works be furnished with an additional boiler immediately. 
The present Water Board upon taking charge of the works, un- 
derstood that the engine was supplied with steam from a boiler 
fully able to furnish with safety the power required to run the 
engine to the amount of 2,000,000 gallons in 24 hours, against the 
height of water necessary to supply the town, and therefore it has 
been a common practice when the flow of water was ample, to 
run the engine at nearly full speed, at a boiler pressure of 67 Ibs. to 
the inch, to gain on the reservoir, and to make up for time when 
the engine has been delayed for repairs, &c.; and not until within 
a few months were we informed by the boiler maker, that in 
carrying over 60 lbs. of steam, we were running a great risk, and 
upon further enquiry, we found that the contract for this boiler 
was, that it should have a working pressure of only 45 lbs. Mr. 
Worthington, who built the engine and furnished the boiler, cau- 
tions us not to exceed 50 lbs. pressure. We have, therefore, 
ordered the engineer not to exceed that point, to wit, 50 Ibs., and. 
although atthat pressure the engine will pump at the rate of 
about 1,500,000 gallons in 24 hours, yet as there are many times 
during the year when it becomes necessary to stop the engine for 
a day or two either for cleansing or making repairs on boiler or 
engine, it is then with difficulty we are enabled to keep up the 
supply to the town, except by running nights, even if there is an 
abundance of water, and taking this fact with the importance of 
having a duplicate boiler to guard against accident, the Board. 
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would advise the town to give them authority to purchase 
and set up a suitable boiler capable to fully perform the ser- 
vice likely ever to be required of it. The estimated cost of 
the same including placing in position ready for use, would 
be $2,000. ‘The boiler now in service will answer as a 
reserve The Board offer the following vote : 

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to expend a 
sum not exceeding $2,000, for the construction and setting 
of an additional boiler at the engine-house, and that the 
same be charged to extension of Water Works, as a special 
appropriation. 

For the purpose of laying such street mains as are already 
or may be petitioned for, and which the town may decide to 
have laid during the coming year, together with the expense 
of putting in service pipes, and other work incidental to the 
extension of Water Works, the Board would ask for an ap- 
propriation of $2,500, and for the maintenance of Water 
Works, $7,000.

GentTLEemeN,— I have the honor to present herewith the annual 
report of the Superintendent for the year ending Feb. 1, 1879. 


STREET MAINS. 


During the past year water-plpe has been laid in the following 
streets with cost as shown below.

SERVICE PIPE. 

The service pipe was laid by Kenrick Brothers till July 
16th, after which date this work was done by the town.

Number of service pipes laid by the town, 82. Number 
of feet of pipe, 738. Total cost, $301.05. 

Enamelled iron pipe was used as before. 

Examinations of this pipe during the past year, show 
that the enamel is not a very lasting protection against oxi- 
dation, especially in some kinds of earths, and in none where 
it has been exposed to view, does it appear to stand as well 
as the tar coating on the mains. | 

No leak has occurred in any of these pipes laid during 
the year.

LEAKS. 


There were 17 leaks in the street mains, costing for re- 
pairs, $55.81; sixteen of these were in the lead joints, 
none large, and one was in a 2-inch pipe which was found 
split. Only one leak has occurred in the force main, and 
was repaired at an expense of $9.25. The number of leaks 
in the service pipe were nine, costing for repairs, $77.03 ; 
three of these were caused by settling of sewer trench, and 
two were in services on Brookline avenue, which have been 
re-laid with tin lined lead pipe, at a cost of $42.66. 

It seems that the enamelled pipe could not stand the 
effects of the salt peat mud, and was found eaten through 
in places. 


HYDRANTS. 


The hydrants are in-good working order. Eight valves 
have been renewed at a cost of $38.67; and seven frost- 
jackets lowered at an expense of $13.89. No hydrant has 
ever frozen up. Those set the past year were of a new pat- 
tern, one Pattee and Perkins on trial, which so far has 
worked satisfactorily, and the remainder made by the Bos- 
ton Machine Co., which-shut against the pressure, instead 
of with it, the object being to avoid a water hammer, in 
which as yet they seem to-be-successful. 
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Every hydrant has been carefully inspected and oiled 
several times during the past year, those in the most thickly 
settled parts of the town, usually once a week. 


TELEGRAPH. 


No outlay has been made on telegraph instruments. The 
only expense in keeping the line in repair was in setting 
five new poles in the place of those demolished by light- 
ning, cutting the brush, and replacing a few insulators. 


RESERVOIR. 


The walks around the reservoir were gravelled last May 
at an expense of about $50. The inlet pipe running across 
the western dam was found to be broken off where it left 
the screen-house, caused by the settling of the dam, and has 
been repaired. In April last the reservoir was drawn off 
and thoroughly cleaned. 

No great amount of sediment was found on the bottom or 
sides, but what there was, was of such a character as to 
taint the water. The water in the reservoir might be kept 
in a purer state by causing more circulation in it. 


CLEANSING THE MAINS. 


Last March a 6-inch blow-off was put in the 14-inch 
force main, a few feet from the engine-house, carrying the 
water from the pumps into the swamp beside the pipe from 
the air pump, the object. being to get rid of the foul water, 
which came from the conduit when flushing it, as soon as 
possible after leaving the pumps, and not allow it to be dis- 
charged at a point farther on as formerly, and consequently 
depositing sediment along the inside of the force-main for 
nearly half its length. |

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Later in the season an 8-inch blow-off was put in the 
16-inch main on Grove street, near the school-house, thig 
being the lowest point between the stand-pipe and Brighton 
street. 

The velocity of the water in this main when the pumps 
are delivering at the rate of two million gallons per 24 hours 
is only 2.22 feet per second, and during several weeks in 
summer the velocity does not exceed 1.38 feet per second, 
consequently this main is a kind of settling basin and be- 
comes foul after a time ; about three inches of mud and sand 
was found in the bottom of the pipe, besides a coating of 
fine material all around the inside. When this blow-off is open 
the velocity of the water is much more than doubled, and 
this main is cleansed its entire length; large quantities of 
mud and foul matter have in this way been cleaned out, and 
it has made a noticeable difference in the color of the water 
blown off at the hydrants throughout the town. There have 
also been three 2-inch blow-offs put in the ends of the mains 
on the following named streets: Dudley street (Longwoed), 
‘Beacon street, near St. Mary’s, and Ivy street. All through 
the year the mains have had to be constantly flushed, on some 
streets as often as once a week, and such a state of things 
will continue as long as the town is supplied with water 
through the present conduit.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEER. 


Pumpine Station, Brookrins WATER Works, 
West Roxsury, Feb. 8, 1879. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


GentLemEN,— I have the honor to present the report of the 
Engineer for the year ending February 1, 1879. 

The pumping engine is in first-class condition, and has 
needed but slight repairs during the year. 

By reference to Table A it will be seen that a much better 
duty has been obtained than in 1877. Table B shows the 
pumping expenses. Although the quantity of water pumped 
through the blow-off is more than doubled, the total pumping ex- 
penses is nearly twenty per cent. per million gallons pumped to 
reservoir, less than last year. 

Last June I tested the level of the steam and water cylinders 
and found them out of line, the foundation having settled slightly. 


This is supposed to be caused by a large spring in the pump — 
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well, washing the sand from under the foundation. The spring 
has been filled with broken stone, but, as the sand still comes in- 
to pump well, it is possible that the foundation will continue to 
settle. Should it do so, the pumps will have to be raised, as 
the friction of the engine (as shown by Indicator) is now six and 
one-half per cent. of steam pressure on piston. 

A very severe strain is thrown on the engine when filling the 
force-main, the air getting trapped in several places between en- 
gine-house and stand-pipe. This can be avoided by placing au- 
tomatic air cocks on the highest points of the pipe. 

Some improvements have been made on the engine and 
boiler, and everything connected with them has been kept in the 
highest state of efficiency.

Revo lLEES’ REPORT. 


The Trustees present this, their twenty-second annual re- 
port, and the reports of the librarian and the treasurer of 
the Board. 

The library is in a more satisfactory condition than for 
some years before. ‘The circulation is as large as ever, and 
it is believed by the Board that its usefulness has been un- 
diminished during the past year, notwithstanding that it was 
necessarily closed during some weeks for the purpose of 
making the special examination. The experiment of fur- 
nishing accommodation for the younger frequenters of the 
jibrary in the outer hall, where they might conveniently use 
the illustrated newspapers and magazines, and thus leave 
Gardner Hall for the use of older readers, appears to have 
resulted well and to have added to the comfort of both 
Icasses. 


PRESERVATION OF BOOKS. 


The mutilation of books, an evil referred to at some 
length in the last annual report, continued to increase, until 
it became necessary to close the building for nearly eight 
weeks, to the end that each book might be carefully examin- 
ed, page by page, and thoroughly cleansed. 

This was accomplished by the expenditure of great labor 
and considerable money. Many volumes were found to be so 
badly defaced that no pains could render them fit for further 
circulation, and they were necessarily replaced by new ones. 
In others, scribblings were erased when in pencil, noted when 
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in ink, and the books made as presentable as might be undeT 
the circumstances. 

The librarian’s report gives the number of volumes thus 
discarded. 

It being evident to the Board that the establishment of some 
entirely new regulations had now become imperative, it was 
determined that a system should be at once adopted which 
would lead to the detection of those wantonly destroying the 
town’s property, and expose them to well merited punish- 
ment. 

The rule was adopted that every book should hereafter re- 
main in one day before being re-issued and should be during 
this interval carefully inspected. This procedure has vastly 
increased the work, and rendered necessary the employment 
of additional aid. The result has been, however, eminently 
satisfactory. A number of convictions have been made, and 
the books are returned in comparatively good condition. 

No better method of preserving the library suggests itself 
than the continuance of this regulation. It is, however, to 
be regretted that the money which otherwise might be de- 
voted to the increase of the library should be required to re- 
press vandalism in an educated community like this. Fair 
usage of books, which one would suppose might be reason- 
ably counted upon in Brookline, would be a saving to the 
library of hundreds of dollars in every year. 


READING—ROOM. 


The establishment of separate reading tables for the 
boys and girls, as already stated, has proved in every way 
a happy arrangement. 

The children are enabled to look over the pictorials with- 
out feeling that they may be disturbing those who wish to 
read the periodicals and newspapers, and Gardner Hall is 
now a comparatively quiet and comfortable place for the 
perusal of the large and varied amount of serial literature 
with which the tables are covered.

A more secluded room, where books of reference can be 
consulted, and scientific study or historical research pro- 
secuted, is the one great want that is more and more clearly 
indicated each year. 


FUNDS. 


Many standard and valuable works have been added to the 
library, during the year, by use of the income of the Gard- 
ner fund. Among the most noteworthy may be mentioned 
Sir Rutherford Alcock’s ‘*‘ Art and Industries in Japan,” 
Mrs. Brassey’s ‘‘ Voyage in the Yacht. Sunbeam,” Curtis’s 
‘‘Homes of American Authors,” Capt. Burnaby’s ‘Asia 
Minor,” Gray’s ‘‘China,” Havard’s ‘‘Picturesque Holland,” 
Hulme’s ‘Familiar Wild Flowers,” ‘«* New England Historical 
and Genealogical Register,” (thirty volumes, ) “ Lang’s Cy- 
press,” Sir F. Palgrave’s ‘‘ Normandy,” Timbs’s ‘‘ Curiosi- 
ties of London,” Stanley’s ‘‘ Through the Dark Continent,” 
and Spedding’s ‘‘ Bacon,” and a number of standard German 
works, including Stoltberg, Gleim, Herder and Weiland. 

The Hall fund has also been the means of adding to the 
library a number of books of permanent and positive value, 
including Cook’s ‘‘House Beautiful,” Duyckinck’s ‘‘Cyclopze- 
dia of American Literature,” Guizot’s “ England,” Lessing’s 
Works, Robertson’s ‘‘ History of the Christian Church,” 
Smith’s «‘Ancient History of the East,” Tyler’s ‘‘American 
Literature,” Van Laun’s ‘‘ French Revolution,” Vapereau’s 
‘¢ Dictionnaire Universel,” Finlay’s ‘‘ History of Greece,” 
and Green’s ‘‘History of the English People.” 

The Trastees would state that there is some doubt whether 
the income of the Gardner fund, will be wholly available 
during the coming year. That fund is invested in a first 
mortgage on a house owned by the late Arthur Cheney, 
whose estate is not yet settled. It is not unlikely that dif- 
ficulty and delay in transferring the investment to some other 
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security may involve the loss of a portion, at least, of the 
year’s income of the fund. 


STATISTICS. 


The total number of volumes now in the library is. 22,925, 
and of this number 1,540 have been added during the past 
year. 

The circulation for the year has reached 47,295 volumes, 
of which 44,736 volumes have been for home use. Some 
2,559 volumes have also been consulted for reference. 

The Board take. pleasure in commending the faithful ser- 
vice of the librarian and her assistants. Although the 
service required of them during the year has been more 
arduous than in any former year, it has been performed 
energtically and efficiently, and to the satisfaction of the 
Trustees. ma 

The Trustees request, as in former reports, the co-operation 
of the citizens in making the library more and more valuable 
and practically useful, and to this end request that any one 
who observes any deficiency in the library, either in books, 
periodicals, or the method of performing the library service, 
will communicate his suggestions to the Board, who will 
give all such suggestions due attention.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


BRooKuineE, Feb. 1, 1879. 


To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library : 


GENTLEMEN,—I herewith respectfully submit my seventh 
annual report, presenting the principal points of interest in 
the annals of the library, for the official year ending January 
31, 1879. 

The even tenor of library routine from year to year affords 
but little material for other than the most monotonous repe- 
titions of facts and figures, but the year just closed has been 
marked by several innovations requiring much additional 
time and service, and rendering it altogether the most 
laborious library year in the experience of those immediately 
connected with its administration. 

Notwithstanding the amount of extra labor, I am glad to 
report that the various requirements have been fully met, 
and all legitimate work of the library completed. 

A general summary of the year indicates the condition of 
the books to have been much improved, the accessions to 
have been numerous and varied, the ratio of circulation to 
have equalled that of last year (the largest on record), and 
every department of the library to have been in thorough 
working order. 
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CONDITION OF THE LIBRARY. 


On the last day of January, 1879, the library contained 
22,925 volumes, an increase of 1,509 volumes over last year, 
when the total stood 21,416. During the year 1,540 
volumes have been added, and 31 volumes permanently 
withdrawn. 

The duplicates have increased 159 volumes by gift, and 
123 volumes by removal from the shelves, amounting to 282 
additional volumes, and a total of 1,466 unused duplicates. 
Deducting this number of duplicates from the total number 
of volumes, we have 21,459 volumes in actual service. 

A larger number of volumes than in any previous year has 
been discarded on account of their mutilated and defaced 
condition, most of them having been condemned at the time 
of the examination. 384 volumes have been withdrawn, and 
316 of them replaced. All but 31 of the remainder will be 
restored as soon as copies can be procured. 

The effect of last summer’s cleaning has been to place the 
books in better condition than for years before, and a daily 
examination has been maintained since the re-opening of the 
library, in order to preserve this condition. 


ACCESSIONS. 


The growth of the library has been largely promoted both 
by gift and by purchase, the total number of accessions 
exceeding, by nearly 1,000, that of any other year since my 
connection with the library. 

The statistics of accessions stand thus: by purchase, 945 
volumes; by gift, 495 volumes; by bound periodicals, 100 
volumes ; making a total of 1,540 volumes. 

The character of these additions equals in excellence that 
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of any preceding year, and contributes much to the sub- 
stantial value of the library. Great care and deliberation 
have been bestowed upon the purchase of books, with a 
view to increase the usefulness, as well as the recreative 
facilities of the library, and, by judicious exclusion, an effort 
has been made to restrain in a measure the growing ten- 
dency of the young to choose only that pernicious class of 
literature called juvenile fiction, much of which is fit only 
for the fire — never fora child’s mind. 

Numerous and valuable gifts in books, pamphlets, news- 
papers and unbound periodicals have been received from 
various friendly sources, making, in the matter of books 
alone, nearly one-third of the year’s accessions. ‘The files 
of newspapers thus received have been particularly valuable ; 
among them may be mentioned the complete files contributed 
by R. M. Hodges, M. D., from his late father’s collection. 
Many other gifts are equally noteworthy, but the limits of 
this report do not permit their notice, except in the tabular 
form appended. 


CIRCULATION. 


In consequence of the special examination and cleaning 
of books in the months of August and September, the 
library was necessarily closed, thus limiting the circulation 
to 259 days, during which time 44,736 volumes were deliv- 
ered for home use, and 2,559 for use in the library, making 
a total delivery of 47,295 volumes, or an average of 182 
per day. 

February 23, 1878, registered 425 volumes given out, 
being the largest daily issue ever known in the library. 

Fines to the amount of $112.37 have been collected in 
response to 2,914 notices sent for books over due. 
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LOSSES. 


The losses incident to this circulation have been six 
volumes, only one of which can be recovered, the others 
having fallen into the hands of book thieves, one of whom 
proves to have been a professional who has been practicing 
upon out-of-town libraries for nearly two years, and selling 
his plunder as second-hand books. The young man made 
his appearance at the Brookline library in the latter part of 
February 1878, and took out cards in the regular way for 
himself and his mother, whom he represented as unable to 
leave her home. He came to the library several times, 
seemingly a quiet, well-disposed person, who knew how to 
choose good books; but after obtaining, at, different times, 
Lecky’s “Kuropean Morals” and Lossing’s “ Fieldbook of 
the Revolution” (two volumes each), he disappeared. 

The janitor made every effort to find the man, but without 
success, and the matter was reported to the Chief of Police 
for investigation, but with the same unsatisfactory result. 

Nobody had ever seen or known such persons, and there * 
the case rested until about five months since we had the 
satisfaction of learning that the man’s career had been check- 
ed for a while, through the instrumentality of Mr. Wiliam 
B. Clarke, bookseller, who detecting him in the act of sell- 
ing stolen books, had caused his arrest. 

He is now serving a term of six months for his depreda- 
tions in one library, and Brookline library awaits its turn to 
take him in hand, so that after having served a round of 
sentences for his various offences in Brockton, Stoughton, 
Stoneham, Melrose, Somerville and other places, he may 
discover that stealing library books is unprofitable. 

The thanks of our library, in common with others in the 
vicinity of Boston, are due to Mr. Clarke for his prompt 
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action in behalf of their interests, and for his successful 
effort in bringing the offender to justice. 


LIBRARY WORK. 


In addition to the regularly increasing work of the library, 
following upon the steady growth of circulation and acces- 


_ sions, the hours of the library have been extended from 9 


A.M. to 9 p.M., thus requiring three hours additional at- 
tendance and labor per day, since May last. 

The compilation of the school catalogue forms another 
item in the extras of the year, and claimed weeks of careful 
study and attention. This work, undertaken by vote of the 
Trustees, at the request of the School Committee, was begun 
in the summer, but was necessarily laid aside for the pressing 
duties of the examination, and not resumed until after the 
accumulated work following the examination, had been dis- 
posed of. The catalogue has been recently completed, sub- 
mitted for approval, and returned with kindly commenda- 
tions. As soon as printed it will be placed in the hands of 
the pupils, where, it is hoped, its mission will be beneficial. 

Early last spring, the Brookline library was invited to share 
in the labor of the compilation of the new edition of Poole’s 
* Index to Periodical Literature,” and with the sanction of your 
Board the invitation was accepted and the work assumed, 
but I regret to say that I have been compelled to neglect it 
for the more urgent and immediate demands of our own 
work. I trust that the coming months will afford oppor- 
tunity for resuming this work and pressing it to the end. 


EXAMINATION. 


For several years past an unpleasant duty has forced me 
to call attention to the abuse of books which, from year to 
year, has grown more general and more unscrupulous until 
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the evil cried aloud for correction. But the then existing 
state of nearly every book, precluded the possibility of 
fastening the guilt of mutilation or defacement upon any 
single individual, since each accused party disclaimed all 
knowledge of the mischief and declared the book to have 
been in precisely that state when taken out, consequently it 
became evident that in order to detect the offender and prove 
his offence, we must first put the books themselves in such 
condition as would leave no future possibility of dodging the 
issue. 

A plan was therefore adopted by which every book in the 
circulating library should undergo a searching examination 
and be made clean. ‘This meant the erasure of all pencil 
marks, and the removal of every other form of defacement, 
so far as practicable, noting all exceptions in order to pre- 
vent wrongful accusations when books were again in cir- 
culation. 

This examination was appointed for August, and extend- 
ed itself to the latter part of September, a period of nearly 
eight weeks, during which time nearly 20,000 volumes 
were carefully examined, page by page, leading to the dis- 
covery that over four-fifths of them were more or less mark- 
ed, and subjects for corresponding degrees of rubbing to 
make them presentable. 

Books were found in every conceivable stage of abuse, 
thousands requiring hard rubbing from end to end, while a 
large number (297 volumes) were so utterly defaced as to be 
worthless, and were necessarily withdrawn and replaced. 
Hundreds of others, containing torn leaves, were mended by 
the assistants, and the more dilapidated cases (161 volumes) 
sent to the book-binder for repairs. 

The accomplishment of this task required the entire 
library force, and the employment of seven additional as- 
sistants, besides a volunteer service of several weeks. 

To give an approximate idea of its extent, I quote, from 
my special report in August, the following statistical table

These four alcoves contained altogether the worst phases 
of the work, although similar results were reached in nearly 
all the other departments, except in the number of discarded 
books, which was much less. 

The practical results of this endeavor to secure cleanliness 
and repress abuse cannot be doubted, when we recognize the 
facility with which the slightest injury to a book can now be 
traced, several cases having been already dealt with. 

The salutary influence upon the younger borrowers is 
marked by the caution with which a book is taken, as well as 
by the scrupulous manner of reporting even torn covers, 
with an apology. 

The effect of the present daily examination and of an 
occasional challenged book goes far to impress the hitherto 
lawless ones, with a wholesome respect for the fixed purpose 
of the library authorities to detect and punish every offender. 

The necessity of this constant supervision is very much 
regretted by the officers of the library, and is felt to be an 
inconvenience by portions of the community, but it is be- 
lieved that the preservation of library property warrants the 
- measure for the present, and it is hoped that the good results 
already shown will lead any who may have felt this annoy- 
ance to waive their personal objections in deference to the 
general interest of the library. 
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CATALOGUE. 


It is now more than five years since our catalogue was 
published and copies freely supplied for use in the library. 
Numerous expedients in the way of interleaved catalogues, 
annual lists, and monthly bulletins have been adopted and 
maintained, in order to keep pace with the new books 
added, but the time has arrived when these have ceased to 
be useful by reason of their multiplicity. 

All these methods have served their purpose well for the 
time originally intended, but beyond this point their practi- 
cability may be reasonably questioned. 

At the time the interleaved catalogues were recommended 
and introduced, some of the members of your Board will 
remember that my estimate for their probable time of service 
was about five years, and experience has verified the 
estimate, for that term has fully expired, and the capacity 
of these catalogues will have reached its utmost limit in less 
than six months. Sit 

The remedy lies in the publication of a full supplement to 
the catalogue of 1873, which shall include all the accessions 
since that time. This supplementary catalogue would 
represent nearly 8,000 volumes, and would make a hand- 
some volume of about 350 pages, or half the size of the 
present catalogue, which represents over 16,000 volumes. 

The need of such a catalogue has been forcibly felt for 
more than a year, and was suggested in the last report, but 
in deference to public feeling in regard to expenditure the 
matter was not pressed. It now becomes necessary to make 
an urgent appeal in behalf of the speedy undertaking of a 
work which every interest, of the library and of the read- 
ing public demands. | 

Foreseeing the time when this necessity would inevita- 
bly come, I have, in addition to my regular library duties, 
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taken the responsibility of preparing, in a measure, for the 
emergency, by keeping a manuscript copy of all new titles, 
which, when arranged and revised, will furnish printer's 
copy. 

Should the wished for appropriation be granted, the 
careful preparation and final revision of this copy will 
require nearly three months, the printing and proof-read- 
ing will need two months more, so that within five 
months we could issue a supplement equal in merit to the 


catalogue itself, and in every way worthy of the Brookline 
Public Library. 


CATALOGUE FOR SCHOOL USE. 


A conviction has been growing in my mind for several 
years, while watching the manufacture of juvenile literature: 
and its effect upon the young, that the entire freedom which. 
our public libraries afford to school children for indiscrimi- 
nate and frequent use of these books is a positive injury to 
them, leading to a most inordinate consumption of such 
reading matter, which is altogether incompatible with true 
mental training and growth. 

Nothing is more helpful or more pleasurable than well- 
chosen reading for the young, but that they themselves are 
always capable of making their selections wisely, is a ques- 
tion which should give serious concern to every parent 
having the welfare of childhood at heart, and one whose 
discussion has led to an effort on the part of the School 
Committee and Trustees to furnish some guidance in the 
choice of books from this library, by the compilation of a 
catalogue which shall serve the immediate needs of school 
children and diminish the chances of unsuitable selection. 

This catalogue has been prepared with a view to meet 
the wants of the more advanced pupils of the High School,. 
as well as of the different grades of the grammar schools, 
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consequently it covers a wide range of books and a diversity 
of tastes ; but it has something for all, and it is hoped that 
all classes will find it helpful in the choice of books, and 
leading to higher and better results in education. 


CONCLUSION. 


The monthly bulletins have been published regularly, and 
aid sensibly in giving the freshest accessions free circulation. 
The sixth annual list of additions accompanies this report 
and furnishes a convenient reference list for home use. 

Thus the record of the year’s service will attest the gen- 
uineness of every effort to reach the highest measure of 
usefulness, and to preserve the standard of the library un- 
impaired. If these efforts meet your approval our work will 
have been amply repaid, and encouragement given for the 


future.

CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


The following changes have occurred during the FOS by 
voluntary resignation hid otherwise. 
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HIGH SCHOOL. 


The number of teachers in this school has been reduced 
from five to four, and the following appointments have been 
made to fill vacancies : 

Mr. N. H. Harriman, as first assistant, Miss Mary S. 
Edgerly, as second lady assistant. 

The new appointments in the grammar and primary 
schools have been as follows :

Ward Primary School, Mr. C. N. Bentley, for the third 
grammar Ward School, Miss Daggett, for the primary in 
Engine-house, Miss Stearns, for the Newton Street School, 
Miss Kelley, for the fifth grammar Heath School, Miss 
Ballou, for the Longwood Primary School. 

These teachers have been selected from a large number of 
applicants, and great care has been used. ‘They have come 
to us with the highest testimonials from sources entitled to 
high consideration. 


SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The attention of the town is earnestly called to the neces- 
sity of providing for the increase in our school population. 
By arrangement with the Board of Selectmen, the upper 
rooms in the engine-house were prepared for the reception 
of pupils, and there are now about 80 children in attendance. 
It is regarded only as a temporary measure, as the locality, 
and the offensive odors from the stable under the rooms, 
render it totally unfit for the purpose. Some action should 
at once be taken to provide not only for these pupils, but for 
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the customary increase in the fall. There are two plans 
that the Board would suggest to the town. The one involy- 
ing the least expenditure of money would be the enlargement 
of the Boylston School, the present building constituting one 
of the wings, as originally intended. ‘To complete the plan 
would require the construction of a central portion, and a 
wing corresponding to the one now in use. The other plan 
is to erect an entirely new building in a locality that will be 
more convenient for the pupils. If this should be adopted, 
the Board would recommend a structure adapted especially 
to the occupancy of the higher grammar classes now in 
attendance at the Ward School, thereby separating the gram- 
mar and primary classes now occupying the Ward School 
buildiny. That such a change is desirable must be obvious 
to all who are acquainted with the classifying of pupils. 

Two years ago the town appointed a committee to take 
the subject into consideration, especially with reference to 
the location. It is probable that the town would have taken 
action some time since, if a suitable locality could have been 
agreed upon. Many citizens oppose the selection of a site 
near their residences, and the difficulties in this respect appear 
to be very great. 

It is desirable that the object should be attained without 
injury to any one. The Board would therefore request the 
town to appoint a committee to investigate the subject, and 
report a plan to the town at an early day. 


RETRENCHMENT. 


In accordance with the wish of the town as expressed by 
their vote upon the appropriation for the support of schools, 
the Board made a reduction in the salaries of teachers. It 
must be borne in mind that we had previously made a redue- 
tion of ten per cent. in the salaries of the principals of the 
schools, leaving the salaries of the other teachers without 
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any abatement. A general reduction was at once ordered. 
The salaries of the principals of the Pierce and Ward 
schools were reduced from $2,160 per annum, to $2,000, 
the salary of the principal of the Heath School reduced 
from $1,440 to $1,300, and the salaries of the grammar and 
primary teachers from $700 to $625. Some reduction was 
also made in the pay of the janitors. One teacher was also 
removed from the High School, while the formation of 
new classes in the grammar and primary schools, required 
the appointment of two additional teachers. We feel that 
we have now reduced our expenses to a minimum, and fur-_ 
ther reduction would be injurious to the welfare of the 
schools. 


ATTENDANCE. 


‘The attendance upon our schools has not been interrupted 
to any serious extent by contagious diseases. At the Ward . 
School it has not attained as high a percentage as we could 
wish, and the same causes that have existed in previous years 

have prevailed to reduce this percentage. The services of 
the truant officer have been in constant requisition, and a 
few cases have been brought before the trial justice, and the 
boys sent to the House of the Angel Guardian—as authorized 
by the town. While this action has produced a salutary 
effect, the evil has not been wholly checked, and we see no 
remedy. but in persistent effort. 

Quite a number of children have been detained at home 
in consequence of a Jack of proper clothing and shoes. This — 
want has been partially met through the charitable efforts of 
some of the ladies who have interested themselves in the 
work. It does seem to us that with the comparatively 
small number requiring assistance there should not be any 
children deprived of school privileges from this cause, and 
we wish some plan could be devised whereby it could be en- 
tirely removed. 
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LIBRARY CATALOGUE FOR THE USE OF 
SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Some time since the Board authorized its chairman to con- 
fer with the Trustees of the Public Library upon the sub- 
ject of preparing a catalogue of books especially adapted to 
the wants of the pupils attending the schools. We are 
happy to state such a catalogue has been prepared, and _ that 


over one thousand volumes have beenselected. QOurthanks . 


are especially due to Miss Bean, the Librarian, for the deep 
interest she has taken in the work, and for the great amount 
of labor she has bestowed upon it. When it is considered 
what a powerful influence the nature of the books that are 
read exerts upon the minds and character of the children, 
the importance of providing suitable reading can hardly be 
over-estimated. With a catalogue placed in the hands of 
each pupil, we believe a taste will be cultivated for reading, 
such as can be accomplished in no other way, and the library 
thus be enabled to fulfill its highest mission and become a 
source of pleasure and profit to those whose wants demand 
our most watchful care. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The evening school has not been so largely attended as in 
some years. But those who have attended have been of the 
earnest, industrious sort, who have derived solid benefit 
from their studies. The committee believe that it would 
be for the advantage of the town to appropriate $200 next 
year for this use. 


REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


The ladies of the Advisory Board are glad to report their 
satisfaction in the improvement in the sewing, and the faith- 
ful work of the teachers employed. 
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They wish very much the sewing could be continued 
another year into the next grade of the grammar schools. 

They also wish the parents of the scholars could be 
induced to visit the schools more frequently. 

It would encourage the teachers who labor with such un- 
flagging patience for the children’s good, and accustom the 
children to use their minds in the presence of visitors. 

The ladies feel more and more with each year of obser- 
vation the importance of a superintendent, who should 
‘hold in his mind the needs of each school, should feel the 
dependence of one grade upon another, and by his+personal 
observation and knowledge, bring unity of purpose, and 
harmony of work into the various grades; and aid and 
strengthen the teachers, by adapting their work to the need 
of each room or class without deranging the general plan.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON 
EXAMINATIONS. 


The written examination for promotion was given during the 
week prior to the public exhibitions, commencing on Wednesday, 
June 19th, and continuing during the week. Taken as a whole 


the results show marked improvement over the last examination. 


The most important changes suggested in our last annnal report 
have been already effected by vote of the Board. We have but 
little to add to the recommendations made in previous reports, 
but some repetition may not be inappropriate, especially when 
we consider that the Board has undergone so many changes in 
respect to its membership. We will therefore present for your 
consideration a few subjects under their appropriate heads. 
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READING. 


That an improvement has been made in this important branch, 
especially in the higher classes, does not admit of a doubt. 
The examination of all the grammar classes is personally con- 
ducted by your committee. The pupils should be exercised in 
supplementary reading outside of the regular text-book. This 
will tend to produce naturalness in reading, as well as a readi- 
ness to read correctly at sight. With the introduction of the 
Nursery*Primer and Reader in the primary classes, and the 
greater variety of interesting reading that will now be afforded 
the pupils, we expect to accomplish better results in these grades, 
the effect of which will in time be felt in the higher classes. 


GRAMMAR. 


While the results in this branch are more satisfactory than they 
have been, we are convinced that the study is commenced too. 
soon and that too much time is devoted to it. We shall therefore 
recommend that the text-book be removed from the lower classes 
and that the study be commenced not earlier than the fourth class. 

More time should be given to dictation exercises. We would 


also suggest a reduction in the regular writing exercises and com- 


bine a portion of this with dictation. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


We-would again present the importance of map drawing in con- 
nection with this study, and would suggest that in those classes 
where drawing from memory is required, the pupils be exercised in 
drawing upon the blackboard. ‘The faults and errors can then be 
pointed out by the teacher, for the benefit of the entire class, 
Teachers should be reminded that it is not desirable to commit to 
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memory the minor points and unimportant facts, especially the 
names and location of places and rivers that have no prominence. 


DRAWING. 


The exhibit that was made in the lower Town Hall, was very 
satisfactory, and we believe the work is in competent hands. The 
examination papers prepared by the teacher, Miss White, showed 
that a method had been adopted, and we notice a general advance 


in all the classes. The previous want of a proper system has been © 


fully met. 


The entire subject of examinations is attracting considerable 
attention. ‘That they have occupied too prominent a place in 
many systems, that they have been perverted and produced incal- 
culable harm, does not admit of a doubt. But that is no reason 
why they should be totally condemned and discarded entirely. Mr. 
Elliot, Superintendent of the Boston schools, devotes a large por- 
tion of his report to this subject, and while criticising severely cer- 
tain practices, admits that “ adapted as they should be to what 

recedes and what is to follow after them, too moderate to injure 
health of mind or body, true to their own functions, they are among 
the most serviceable of our agencies.’”’ It is the abuse of ex- 
aminations that has created the mischief and that has called forth 
such an outcry against them. It is of the utmost importance that 
great care should be used in the selection of questions. ‘Che marking 
or correction of papers must be upon a proper basis. We claim 
great benefits have accrued to our schools the past five years by the 
introduction of these examinations. The number has been consid- 
erably reduced since the commencement, and there may be room 
for further improvement in this direction. We believe that the 
teachers would strongly urge the continuance ef this system, The 
semi-annual examinations conducted by your sub-committee cer- 
tainly test the character of the instruction given by each teacher, 
reveal ‘the true condition of the school and determine the fitness 
of the pupils to advance. 
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The complaint is often made that the graduates of the 

rammar schools at the present day have a greater variety 
of knowledge, but that in the essential branches of education 
they are deficient, and do not compare favorably with the 
attainments of the graduates of the previous generation. It 
is said that pupils can draw, sing, and perform more com- 
plicated problems in arithmetic; but that they cannot read 
with fluency and ease, write a good business hand, compose 
a creditable letter, or perform questions that occur in prac- 
tical business. But if our pupils have not received that 
training of the faculties, if their powers of mind have not 
been so developed as will enable them to meet the require- 
ments of daily life, there is something radically wrong in 
the system, and the thousunds that have been expended to 
accomplish these very results, have been worse than squan- 
dered. This is a practical age in which we live. Every 
thing is brought to the test; what is efficient, progressive, 
substantial, real, what will accomplish the desired result in 
the simplest and most rapid manner, and with certainty and 
accuracy, is accepted, while theories that fail when the 
principle is applied, and knowledge that is superficial and 
cannot satisfy the demands that are made upon it, are con- 
demned and discarded. While we should not rest satisfied 
with what we are now accomplishing, and while we must 
exert ourselves and expect to obtain far greater results in 
the future, we must claim that we are far in advance of the 
standard, and the actual results of years gone by ; and should 
a visitor enter our schools, and question the pupils, espe- 
cially those of the advanced classes, he would be impressed 
with the amount of general information possessed by them, 
and with their readiness to grasp. any new thought, as well 
as to apply themselves successfully to the performance of 
any work requiring mental exertion. There has always 
been too much rote teaching, a too rigid adherence to rules, 
too close confinement to text-books, but Jess now than ever, 
and the tendency is more and more’ to break away from. 
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these slavish and harmful restraints, and to encourage inde- 
pendence and originality of thought and expression. The 
principal reform has commenced in the proper place, and it 
takes hold of the child upon his first entrance to the school. 
The greater part of what the pupils actually commits to 
memory from the text-books, especially in Geography, 
Grammar and History, soon passes from the mind after 
school life has closed. There is still much time squandered, 
much useless knowledge required of the pupils. The text- 
books are far from being perfect, and we must rely more 
upon the wisdom and discretion of the teacher. There is 
room for great improvement in the direction indicated, and 
efforts should be constantly and persistently made on the 
part of school committees, superintendents and teachers, to 
eliminate from all the studies whatever is unimportant, a 
burden to the pupil, a trial to the teacher, and a benefit to 
no one. The chaff must be rejected as worse than useless, 
not only affording no nutriment, but occupying the space 
that might otherwise be filled with substantial material. 
We look forward to the future with hope and confidence. 
The importance and value of education are more universally 
recognized. The public interest in this subject is daily in- 
creasing. A proper supervision of the schools is necessary 
to their progress and prosperity. Great and important 
changes are constantly being made in the means and methods 
employed. There never was a time when more sound 
judgment, discretion, and vigilance were required of the 
school authorities. The*education we should seek to give, 
should consist not only of facts, principles, and rules stored 
in the mind, but should develop a power to possess knowl- 
edge, an ability to discriminate what is good, what is true, 
what is useful, and a desire to make progress in all that will 
enrich and ennoble life. ,

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VENTILATION. 


The Board, regarding the subject of ventilation a very impor- 
tant one, requested Dr. Van Slyck to investigate the question. 
The following report was submitted by Dr. Van Slyck, and was 
accepted by the committee, and ordered to be printed in the An- 
nual Report. 

The subject of the veitilation of houses, is one whose impor- 
tance every body admits, while as to the best means of accomplish- 
ing this object, prevailing ideas are very vague and unsatisfactory. 
The matter is left wholly with the architects, and if they are to 
be judged by the almost total absence of any attempt to ventilate 
private houses, and the inadequate and generally futile methods 
adopted for this purpose in public buildings, it must be confessed 
that these experts are, as a rule, but little better informed on 
this subject, than the general public. ‘There are certainly nota- 
ble exceptions, but not more than enough to prove the rule. 

This. being the case, it is not surprising, that most people 
should have the impression that there is no scientifically exact 
knowledge on this point, and that about all there is of ventilation, 
is to let in cold and let out hot air, when a room is overheated. 
They are dimly conscious, when they visit a scHool-room or any 
crowded place of public resort, that the air is bad and unwhole- 
some, but that really there is no help for it, except to open 
more doors and windows. I have taken the liberty, therefore, of 
calling the attention of the school committee, and citizens general- 
ly, to the condition of our school-houses in regard to ventilation, 
to give (not anybody’s theory) but only a few established and 
demonstrated facts, and certain general principles, some knowl- 
edge of which is necessary to a proper understanding of the sub- 
ject. The latter, I think, can be so simply stated’ as to be ac- 
cepted as self evident propositions. 

In respiration, we not only consume 500 to 600 volumes of 
oxygen in every 10,000 volumes of air breathed, but we add to 
it from 400 to 500 volumes of carbonic acid gas; we saturate it 
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with moisture, and besides, load it with impurities exhaled from 
the lungs, and constantly thrown off from the surface of our 
bodies. 

There are other matters, more poisonous than carbonic acid gas, 
evolved in respiration, but as their volume increases or dimin- 
ishes in much the same ratio as it, I use that gas to represent all. 
Wher there is from 150 to 200 volumes of carbonic acid gas_ to 
10,000 of air, it causes headache, faintness, nausea, and loss of 
appetite. Increase it to 500 to 1,000 voluines, and it destroys 
life. We see then how rapidly we are poisohing ourselves, when 
we crowd together in ill-ventilated rooms, and it has been found 
by actual experiment, that each person im a room requires about 
four cubic feet of pure air per minute, to furnish a_ sufficiency 
of oxygen, and to carry off the carbonic acid gas, and the other 
impurities mentioned. 

This is on the supposition that the inmates are cleanly in their 
persons,— otherwise a much larger amount is needed; and if the 
supply fall much below this, they will suffer more or less discom-- 
fort and the odor of foul air will be quite apparent to one entering 
from without. This carbonic acid gas is heavier than air, and 
requires to be heated 250° hotter, to be equally volatile with air, and 
therefore, after being breathed out it settles quickly to the bot- 
tom of the room.* Bear this in mind, for it is important in de- 
termining the point at which ventilation should be established, and 
also this other fact, that air arranges itself according to density, 
the cold at the bottom, and the hot at the top. 

In connection with ventilation, we have to consider also the 
subject of warming the school-rooms, so that the whole problem 
presented to us, may be stated thus :—How to furnish each pupil 
with about four cubic feet of pure air, so heated as to maintain a 
temperature in the room of from 65 to 70°, and to remove an 
equal amount after it has been breathed, and otherwise vitiated, 
in the ways stated above. Given a room of such size, that each 
pupil will have about 300 cubic feet of space, and occupied by 
50 pupils ;—we have a hot-air furnace in the basement of suffi- 
cient power, and a cold air-box to bring an ample supply of 
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pure air to be heated, and a pipe of corresponding size to convey 
the hot air, and entering through the floor in the ordinary way: 
if our room is tizht, it is plain we cannot bring in 200 feet of 
warm air per minute, without taking out an equal amount of cold, 
and the room cannot be warmed, unless we make some outlet 
for this purpose. ! 

Now if we make our opening at the top of the room, inasmuch 
as the hot air rises at once to the top, it will pass out immediately 
without being utilized ; and besides, the carbonic acid gas, the im- 
portant thing to be rid of, will still remain at the bottom, to be 
breathed over and over again by the pupils, and we are no better 
off in this regard, if, after an enormous waste of hot air, we succeed 
in getting the room comfortable. The same conditions obtain if 
the opening be made anywhere above the level of the children’s 
heads, and if the ventilation be directly to the outer air, there will 
be indraughts of cold air, that will be sure to cause colds and other 
diseases incident to such exposure, while the constant breathing 
of the undisturbed poisoned air will tend to lay the foundation of 
other and more serious constitutional diseases. We are compelled 
then to place our ventilator on a level with the floor, and opening 
into a flue leading to the top of the house. Even then, the air 
will not enter it of itself. 

Air is a ponderable fluid and must be moved*by force if at all. 
If, by the momentum of the incoming hot air, we force out enough 
to produce some upward current in the flue, it will be too little for 
our purpose, and conditions will constantly arise to cause a down 
flow of coldair, and defeat us utterly. If now, we could only 
create a vacuum in this flue, how quickly would the airof our room 
rush in to fillit. Wedo not need to be at the trouble and expense 
of a huge air pump to effect this. Everybody knows that by 
putting fire in the flue, we can attain the same end, and produce 
as constant and rapid an up-current as we please, according to 
the amount of heat used. 

Let us use enough then to cause a velocity of 200 feet a 
minute, which we are able to measure accurately with a meter, 
and we shall have our ventilator a foot square. Is not the prob-> 
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lem solved? We know we are taking out of our room 200 cubic 
feet of foul air per minute, and of course the same amount of 
pure air must be coming in. We take it from near the floor, 
where is the cold air and the poison, while the warm air from 
above takes its place, and there will continue a constant circula- 
tion in this o:der; the pure air warmed by the furnace fills the 
top of the room, while the carbonic acid laden air at the bottom 
is rapidly drawn off. There is no sense of a current, or draught 
of air anywhere in the room, and the temperature can be regu- 
lated by the rate of admission of bot air. Knowing the size of 
our room, we can tell precisely how long it will take to change the 
entire volume of airin it. If it take an hour, and we wish to 
double the capacity of our ventilator, we have only to double its 
size, and we can double that again, by doubling the beat in the 
flue, and thus secure a constant renewal every fifteen minutes. 
This is no mere theory, no guess work. It is as certain as the 
Binomial Theorem, or the 49th proposition of Euclid. I have 
seen several military hospitals filled with wounded men, venti- 
lated in this way, so that no odor of foul air was perceptible. And 
there are hospitals in Europe, where from twenty to fifty cubic 
feet of air per minute are furnished each minute. 

It can not, certainly, be a very difficult thing, then, to ventilate 
properly the Brookline school-houses, as I shall be able to show 
in detail hereafter with practical illustrations taken. from their 
actual condition. 

My investigations began with the Harvard Street School. The 
first thing that confronted me, was the entrance of the cold air- 
box, 1x2 feet, located in the tight vestibule. The velocity of 
the entering air was only 40 feet per minute, showing that only 
80 cubic feet were being heated, to supply nearly 60 pupils, 
whose minimum need was 240 cubic feet. On opening the door, 
the velocity went up to 200 feet per minute, equal to a fresh air 
supply of 400 cubic feet per minute. I had a window removed 
until the cold air-box can be changed. 

Both rooms are ventilated into the chimney by separate flues, 
with a register 9x14 inches. The velocity through these was 
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found to be 65 feet per minute, discharging only 38 cubic feet 
per minute, and affording barely sufficient ventilation for 10 
pupils. ‘There was no appreciable difference in the two rooms. 

Before going any further, I determined, by a simple experi- 
ment, to demonstrate the advantage of heated flues in ventilation. 

For this purpose, I had an unused No. 12 new Globe stove 
removed from the basement of the Lawrence school-house, to 
that of the Harvard Street, and a casing of galvanized iron set 
Over it, for a small impromptu hot-air furnace. 

Its smoke pipe was inserted into the smoke flue of the chim- 
ney, and the hot air conducted into the ventilating flue of the 
lower room. With a moderate fire in this stove, the velocity of 
the air in the flue was increased to 257 feet per minute, dis- 
charging 150 cubic feet per minute, or sufficient ventilation for 37 
pupils. The flue is 12x16 inches, so that by enlarging the reg- 
ister, its ventilating capacity could be more than doubled. A fter- 
wards, another hot-air pipe was added, connecting with the ven- 
tilating flue of the upper room, with the effect of increasing the 
velocity of the foul air discharge, from 65 to 162 feet per minute. 

Nothing could be more satisfactory or conclusive than this ex- 
periment. The rooms are 30!x32x12 feet, yet large as they are 
for the number of pupils, by doubling the size of the ventilating 
registers, the whole volume of air in them would be renewed 
every 40 minutes, without allowing for any ventilation through 
the crevices of windows and doors, the opening and shutting of 
doors, and the porous walls of the house. | 

In the Lawrence school-house, the smoke pipe goes to the top 
of the chimney, and the flue around it is used for foul air. At 
this visit, the pipe was hot to the chimney, as the draught of the 
furnace was unchecked, and the fire very hot. At other times, 
I have found the pipe cold a few feet from the furnace. By 
putting a check-damper in the pipe, and discontinuing the use of 
the cold air damper, the pipe continues quite hot all the time, 
and the current in the flue will probably be pretty uniform as 
given. | 

In the lower room the velocity of the air through the 12x19 
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inch ventilator, was 153 feet per minute, discharging 161 cubic 
feet, enough for 40 pupils. 

In the upper room, the velocity was 109 feet per minute, dis- 
charging 115 cubic feet per minute, enough for 28 pupils. For 
the full capacity of these rooms, 50 pupils each, additional heat 
would be needed in the flue. 


These two rooms are at present, perfect specimens of efficient 
ventilation. The purity of the air, and its freedom from any 
odor, is in striking contrast with any others visited. 


HEATH SCHOOL. 


The front room, on the first floor, has no foul air ventilation. 
There is one register at the top of the room into a board flue, but 
the current is as often down as up. ‘There are two ventilators 
through the sides of room near the top, to the outer air, but they 
only serve to let in cold air, and waste the hot air. This and the 
room over it, are in the same condition. 

By constant vigilance on the part of the teachers, a good supply 
of fresh air is brought in through windows, doors, and ventilators, 
indeed, currents of cold air can be felt in every part of these rooms, 
and the bad air pretty well diluted, but itis by a great waste of 
heat, while of ventilation in its true sense, there is none at all. 

The back room on the first floor ventilates into the chimney. 
The smoke pipe of the portable furnace, which warms this side of 
the house, was, by a curious accident, entered into the ventilating 
flue of this room, consequently it is hot, and the velocity of the 
air in it is 400 feet per minute, discharging 255 cubic feet per min- 
ute—ventilation for 63 pupils ; average in attendance, 28. Itisa 
notable fact, that this room is more quickly warmed, than any 
other in the building. 

Near the top of the room there are two side ventilators to the 
outside air, and one into a board flue also at top of the room, but 
perfectly useless. 

The upper back room, ventilates into the chimney by a flue not 
directly heated, though the smoke pipes from the two furnaces heat 
the whole chimney, so as to produce a constant upward current. 
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In this flue the velocity was 219 feet per minute, removing 128 
cubic feet of air—ventilation for 32 pupils. The register is only 
9x14 inches, and should be replaced by one twice as large. Other 
ventilators same as inthe room below. The floor in this room is 
settled in the centre, is shaky in walking across it, and seems to 
me unsafe. 

There should be built a chimney in the middle of this house, or 
if this is not practicable, the smoke pipe could be carried directly up 

from the large furnace, and cased with galvanized iron, so as to 
form a foul air flue, into which the two front rooms could be ven- 
tilated. It should be so made, that a hot air stove could be placed 
in the bottom of it if necessary. 

The chimney would be cheaper in the long run, and better in 
every way, and require very little if any change in walls, &e. 

The High School is very effectually ventilated. The ventilating 
flues are large, and the distance from first floor to the cupola, the 
mode of discharge, and the large amount of ascending heat in the 
whole building, conspire together to secure a sufficiently rapid dis- 
charge of foul air. Every flue in every room was tested, and they 
were doing their work well. = - 

The ventilating flues are all of boards, and the danger of fire, 
from the junction and arrangement of the smoke pipes in the base- 
ment, seems to me considerable, and in case of such an accident, 
these flues would spread the fire almost instantly over the building. 
In Boston, or any large town, such a mode of construction would 
not be al‘owed. For other reasons, to be stated further on, I think 
a good chimney ought to be built, or possibly two. ; 


PIERCE GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 


The existing flues for ventilation in this building, seem to give 
a variable current, sometimes bringing cold air down into the 
rooms. ‘Ihe openings from the rooms into the flues are too small, 
and no attempt is made to use them, under the impression that 
they are useless. 

The two registers in the upper rooms, on being opened, gave a 
velocity of 60 feet per minute, which, if constant, would be quite 
jnsufticient. 

The proper thing to do for this building, is to build two chim- 
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neys into which to ventilate, and carry the smoke pipes through 
them, and provide a small hot-air stove at the bottom of each. 


PIERCE PRIMARY. 


The ventilation of this building is as bad as can possibly be. 
The air ‘is always bad; the odor of exhalations both from bodies 
and lungs is stifling, notwithstanding every effort of the teachers 
to prevent it, by opening doors and windows and the ventilators 
through the side walls. The teachers and many of the pupils 
suffer from headaches, and it is no wonder that many pupils are 
constantly absent on account of colds and other ailments, incident 
to this state of things. That over 150 children, of tender years, 
should be obliged to spend five hours a day in such a pvisoned at- 
mosphere can only be characterized as disgraceful, and a cruel 
barbarity. ‘The only remedy is to build a brick ventilating flue 
alongside the present chimney, heated by a hot-air stove at the 
bottom. 


BOYLSTON SCHOOL. 


This building is in the same condition as the Pierce Primary, 
but good ventilation can be secured by simply placing a hot-air 
stove in the basement, and heating two flues already in the chim- 
ney, ventilating from the dressiug-room, and removing the doors 
leading into them from the school-rooms. 


WARD SCHOOL. 
There is no ventilation in this building worthy the name. 


The only ventilator near the floor is in the east room, lower floor. 
This opens into the chimney, but the velocity of air passing 


through it is too slight to be of practical use. In the front and 


back rooms there is absolutely no attempt at ventilation, except 


through the sides of the house, and high up. In the west room 


Be 
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there is a ventilator of boards in the top and one corner of the 
room useless, except to carry off warm and admit cold air. All 
the upper rooms have ventilators in the middle and top of the 
room. The practical result of these is to establish a current 
of air direct from the hot-air registers, and carry it off without 
being utilized through one side of the ventilator, while cold air 
comes down the other side on to the children’s heads. The 
vitiated air at the bottom of the room can only be carried off 
by keeping a door open, and by this means it is more diluted than 
carried off. Through the door the inflow is at the bottom, and the 
outflow at the top, as any one can ascertain by experiment. 

If door or windows are open, there will be an up-current in both 
sides of this sort of ventilator. 

To sum up the condition of this building, I need. only say 
that is worse than the Pierce Primary. It is so, for this reasen ; 
the pupils, who attend here, are the children of the poor, who 
have neither the habits of nor facilities for being cleanly in their per- 
sons, and at least twice the foul air ventilation should be afforded 
them, as is required for any other schools in town, in order to 
carry off the more offensive emanations from the surface of their 
bodies. About 300 children are confined in this house five hours 
a day, and five days in a week! 

All the rooms in this building could be well ventilated into 
existing chimneys, except the two on the back of the house. For 
these a chimney should be built, and I think the flues of the four 
could be sufficiently heated by one small portable furnace. 


LONGWOOD SCHOOL. 


There is only one room in this building occupied, and the smoke 
pipe heats the flue sufficiently for good ventilation for the number 
of pupils in attendance. Register 9x12, velocity 220, discharging 
120 cubic feet of air per minute, enough for 30 pupils; average 
attendance 28. 

Of the school-rooms in the Engine-house I need say nothing. 
It is not possible that children will, for another year, be confined 
in rooms so loathsome and disgusting. There is no proper venti- 
lation, and the odor from the stables is simply intolerable. 
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It seems to me no word of comment need be added to this 
description of the ventilation of our school-houses. I have set 
down everything as I found it, and if any one doubts the efficiency 
of the remedy I propose, let them go and see for themselves. 

~The test of hot air introduced into ventilating flues can be shown 
in a few minutes at the Harvard Street School, while at the Law- 
rence can be found the sort of ventilation advocated in successful 
operation. And to be convinced that it is all that is claimed for it, 
one need only go there and breathe for a few minutes its pure and 
odorless air, and then visit the Pierce Primary, the Ward, or any 
other of the schools I have characterized as unventilated. Give us 
heated flues for ventilation, and all our school-houses can be made 
as healthful as the Lawrence. I think it is important, that the 
heat for this purpose should be independent of the furnaces, be- 
cause, during the milder weather of the spring and fall, when but 
little heat is needed from the furnaces, the smoke pipes will hard- 
ly heat the flue sufficiently. Then there are many days after the 
fires are out, that are too cold to have the windows open enough 
for ventilation, and then a little heat from a hot-air stove will 
make it as good as in winter, when all the fires are going, and 
besides, we shall have it in our power to make it constant and 
uniform. 

Of course there are points of detail to be considered. The 
size of the cold air-box, the size of hot-air registers, the size of 
ventilating flues and of the openings into them as well as the heat- 
ing capacity of the furnace, are factors in the problem, but all 
determinable by mathematics and common sense, and not by 
guess work. 

Exact knowledge, on this whole subject, is attainable by any 
one who has the capacity, and disposition to look it up and study 
it. The day is near at hand when ventilation will hold as promi- 
nent a place in Sanitary Science, as proper sewage and a pure 
water supply do now, and it will be more to our credit to be at 
the front in this reform, than to come into it at last after poison- 
ing our children for a few years longer, and I am sure the com- 
mittee, and the citizens of the town, need only to know what the 
actual condition of our school-houses is in this regard, to induce 
them to apply the remedy without delay. 

There are many other points in connection with the subject of 
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ventilation, deserving of consideration, but the limits of such a 
communication as this, forbid a more thorough discussion of the 
subject.

CONCLUSION. 


We feel that we can truly congratulate the town upon the excel- 
lent condition of the schools. There has been but little change in 
the course or methods employed in the grammar schools, but in 
the primary department we have a considerable number of newly- 
appointed teachers, all of whom are doing excellent work, and new 
and improved methods of instruction have been tried with success. 
There will be quite a change in some respects in this department. 
Under the new system children are taught to read and write in 
much less time than formerly, and with more ease. 

An increased interest has been developed in the monthly teach- 
ers’ meetings. The teachers of all the schools, including the High, 
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take an active part, and at the last meeting there were but three 
absentees. The proceedings are conducted according to a plan 
prepared by a committee appointed by the teachers, and questions 
relating to the daily work of the teacher are discussed with earn- 
estness and ability. Members of the Committee and Advisory 
Board are also present, and the meetings are exceedingly inter- 
esting, as well as profitable. The teachers of the different schools 
are thus made acquainted with each other; a common bond of 
sympathy unites them, and the different systems are thus brought 
within the circle of the same influences. Teachers of one branch 
no longer feel that they are separate and distinct from those of 
another branch, but that all are working, perhaps in different ways, 
but still towards the same result. In the desire to produce good 
scholarship it is quite possible that the education of the heart has 
been to some extent neglected. Did teachers truly realize what 
unseen influences they exerted upon the characters of those com- 
mitted to their charge, the feeling of responsibility would be deeper 
and more abiding. While manuals prescribe instruction in morals, 
and schoo] committees never fail to allude to it on certain occa- 
sions, it is too frequently neglected in the daily work. In the 
multiplicity of other cares and duties it is lost sight of, and only 
some special cause will bring it forth from its retirement. We 
believe that the future is to witness a great change in this respect. 
The necessity for it is becoming more universally recognized, and 
the aim of the school authorities and teachers will be not only to 
produce good scholars, but to develop character, and to cultivate 
those qualities of the mind and heart that will lead to a true 
manhood. -With such high and noble aims in view on the part of 
conscientious and faithful teachers, will society be renovated and 
elevated to a higher plane, and the influences extending to all 
pursuits and callings in life will impart blessings to all classes and 
ranks, and furnish additional security to the State.

The Assessors respectfully report that they have attended 
to their duties in the usual course through the year. 

The difficulty in ascertaining a correct basis of valuation 
of the real estate has increased with the stagnation and uncer- 
tainty which have continued to affect all business enterprise. 

The valuation of the personal estate in the town on the 
first day of May last, shows a falling off of $876,400 from 
that of 1877. The reduction of valuation of the real 
estate from that of 1877 was $1,481,300. Unless a marked 
change takes place in the aspect of business before the first 
of May next, there must be a considerable further reduction 
of the real estate valuation for the coming year. 

Appended are the usual condensed statement of the taxa- 
tion of the town for the past year, and the table of expendi- 
tures, debt, valuation and rate of taxation, extended to the 
present time.

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ARTICLE V. 


The license law went into operation May 1, 1875 (Stat. 1875, 
ch. 99); under it we may grant licenses, — 

Ist. To sell liquors of any kind, to be drunk on the premises. 

2d. To sell malt liquors, cider, and light wines containing not 
more than fifteen per centum of alcohol, to be drunk on the 
premises. | 

8. To sell malt liquors and cider, to be drunk on the premises. 

4th. To sell liquors of any kind, not to be drunk on the 
premises. 

5th. To sell malt liquors, cider, and light wines containing not 
more than fifteen percentum of alcohol, not to be drunk on the 
premises. , 

No licenses have been granted by us or our predecessors. The 
following table shows the action of our police for the three 
years ending respectively Feb. 1, 1876, 1877, and 1878 : —

—and about two-thirds of those arrested for drunkenness do not 
live in town. 

There is no good reason for thinking that the evil of drunken- 
ness has increased in town within the last two years, and we do 
not believe such to be the fact. 

Any person convicted of a violation of the terms of his license 
‘or of this act’ ( Jb. Sec. 13) subjects himself to fine or impris- 
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onment, or both, and the Selectmen are required ‘‘ to prosecute to 
final judgment all violations of this section.”’ 

The law of 1876 (Stat. 1876, ch. 162) being later in point 
of time, supersedes the law of 1875 so far as its provisions cover 
the same ground of action or duty. By this later law (Sect. 14), 
the Selectmen and Police are authorized to arrest without a war- 
rant any person found ‘‘in the act of illegally selling liquor,” 
and the Selectmen and Police are ordered to ‘‘ enforce or cause to 
be enforced the penalties provided by law against every person 
guilty of any violation of any law in relation to the sale of 
intoxicating liquors of which they can obtain reasonable proof,” 
and if our Police ‘‘after being furnished with a written notice of 
any violation of the law. . .and the names of the witnesses, 
for two weeks neglect to institute proceedings thereon, any person 
who thereafter makes complaint shall be Reuss entitled to 
all fines imposed and collected for said violation.” 

We have directed the Police, and they have always been ready 
and are now ready to prosecute any person against whom com- 
plaint is made, where they are furnished with reasonable proof of 
the fact by the party complaining, or can supply such proof of 
their own knowledge. They have carried through 84 of these 
prosecutions during the last two years. 

They have not, however, undertaken to prosecute public sellers 
unless complained of, and we have not ordered them to do so, for 
two reasons: (1) because such has not been the practice hereto- 
fore; (2) It is better to- have the sale of liquor open than secret. 
If sales can be made only in secret, only the worst class of 
liquors, and those most easily concealed, will be kept and the sales 
of beer, cider, and light wines will stop. 

To prevent the public sale of liquor will prevent entirely the 
sale of the classes of liquors which do the least injury, and will 
leave comparatively unaffected the sales of those liquors which do 
the most injury. 

When this subject was first brought before us we called the 
attention of the petitioners to the fact that any one who now 
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sells liquor is liable to be complained of by any persons inter- 
ested in the cause of temperance, and that our Police would act 
on every such complaint backed up by reasonable proof. We 
also offered the petitioners to appoint as policeman any suitable 
person whom they might name, and charge him with the special 
duty of looking after cases under this law. But at neither of the 
hearings before us has any one of the petitioners been willing to 
do anything about, or to take any part whatever in, making such 
a complaint, or naming any person as special police officer. 

It seems to us that the power now held by any and every citi- 
zen, man or woman, who is interested in the cause of temperance, 
to furnish our Police with notice of the violation of the law, and 
the names of witnesses, or other reasonable proof, and the readi- 
ness of the Police in case of every such complaint to act on such 
proof, and to furnish the proof themselves where it is in their 
knowledge, ought to protect the town from having the places where 
liquor is sold become nuisances, quite as perfectly, and perhaps 
more so than to license these same places, and by so doing protect 
them from all outside interference so long as the terms of their 
licenses are complied with. | 

If, however, the town shall think differently, and that it is 
expedient for the Selectmen to grant licenses and prosecute all 
unlicensed sellers, we desire the town to pass a vote to that effect. 

We hoped to be able to lay before you a statement of the facts 
bearing on this subject, and a vote for you to consider, specially 
prepared for the purpose, by the petitioners or persons who are 
dissatisfied with our action in this matter. We especially desired 
that the petitioners should state their own views of the matter, 
and in their own way; but they decline to make any such state- 
ments, or prepare any such vote, for the reasons shown in the 
following correspondence : —

Drar Sir, —I am in receipt of yours of 18th inst., and beg 
to reply that I do not desire any action by the town on the 
Temperance question, as I do not think it necessary.

They have thought best not to license; and it only 
remains for them to enforce that part of the law relating to 
illegal sales, in accordance with the prayer of the petitioners.

ARTICLE VI. 


We have received from Mr. Shedd the following communica- 
tion : — | | 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline : — 


GENTLEMEN , —I give below, in the form of a tabular state- 
ment, an estimate of the cost of various sewers designed for the 
relief of streets in Longwood and in the Village. 

The sewer in Washington street and Brookline avenue will 
finally serve as the main sewer outlet for a large valley, in the 
the bottom of which lie Pond avenue and Chesnut street. It must, 
therefore, be of the large size represented. The length of about 
250 feet, located in Brookline avenue, is made necessary from the 
position of the 40-inch main water-pipe of the Boston Water 
Works, which cuts off access from the east side to the new main 
sewer, between a point about 62 feet west of Walter avenue and 
the old brook crossing on Brookline avenue. It would be possi- 
ble to save about 100 feet in length by running up Washington 
street and crossing above the point named; but the extra expense 
that would be incurred there, on account of the numerous water- 
pipes and the character of the quicksand through which it would 
be necessary to pass, make a saving of cost doubtful. This is 
especially the case if we take into account the need of a sewer 
along Brookline avenue, south-east of the water-pipe, to receive 
the private connections from abutting estates. 

The lower position is much better for a connection of the lat- 
eral sewer, and I therefore decide to recommend it to you. 

It would be practicable to pass under the water-pipe by a si- 
phon, but I think it is not, under the circumstances, advisable. 

The lengths given in the following table may be slightly 
changed in construction.

ARTICLE VII. 


We received the following communication from Mr. Shedd : — 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have considered the question of sewerage 
for the Aspinwall-brook district. 

Certain portions of the area which naturally drain into this 
district may be advantageously turned down Beacon street so as 
to enter the main sewer nearer the outlet. Other portions, 
naturally beyond the district, may be gathered through Walnut 
street, Boylston street, Tappan street, Cypress street, and others, 
and turned into it with advantage. The whole area thus 
artificially formed into a drainage district, including an estimated 
area of 50 acres in Brighton belonging to it, is about 525 
acres. 

The natural outlet for the rainfall from a larger part of this 
territory is through Aspinwall brook, which runs through private 
property except for a comparatively short distance near Harvard 
street and Aspinwall avenue, where it has been walled, and 
covered by the town. 

It is practicable to construct a sewer in Aspinwall avenue 
from the present brook to the main sewer, to take the sewage of 
the district, and the rainfall of ordinary storms, leaving the over- 
flow from excessive storms to pass down the present channel, or 
even to divert the brook altogether through the avenue; but 
there are serious objections to either course, and I think it best 
to lay out a street near the general course of the brook, from 
Aspinwall avenue to the Brookline Branch Railroad, in which to 
construct a sewer suited to take the brook water as well as the 
sewage. ) 

I have therefore, in accordance with your instructions, caused a 
survey to be made for such a street, and a plan and profile 
prepared to be used in filing a location. 

The rate of fall which seems best suited to a sewer in this 
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street is 1 foot per thousand, and at that rate the size necessary 
to carry the brook water in excessive storms, as it will be more 
quickly gathered in the future, is 7 feet in diameter. 

It is not necessary to provide, at present, for sewage from the 
entire district. That which should be provided for can be dis- 
charged through a sewer 4 feet in diameter at points, or in line, 
where the excessive storm-water need not be included. | 

I estimate the cost of a sewer 7 feet in diameter, from the mid- 
dle of Aspinwall ayenue to the main sewer through the proposed 
street, at $28,440. This is on the supposition that the con- 
struction of the street will be conducted in a way to favor the 
cheapness of the sewer construction, as can be done without in- 
creasing the cost of the street. | 

The sewer above described will take the flow from the sewers 
now built, which empty into Aspinwall brook. 

When it becomes necessary to take the sewage from Walnut, 
Boylston, and Cypress streets, a new sewer must be built through 
School street and Aspinwall avenue to conpect with this sewer.

The street along Aspinwall brook and the streets connecting 
the same with Aspinwall avenue are shown on Aspinwall and 
Lincoln’s plan, made at the request of Mr. Shedd, and the 
plan will be exhibited at the meeting. 

The building ofthese streets and the 7-feet drain along 
Aspinwall brook will not obviate the necessity for laying a drain, at 
least 12 inches in diameter, in Aspinwall avenue, to carry off the 
sewage from the houses on that street.

Although it is evident that the line along Aspinwall brook is 
the best location for a sewer, as being the lowest point, yet the 
expense of constructing the sewer and streets as proposed by Mr. 
Shedd seemed to us be so large, that we asked him to see if some 
less expensive plan could not be devised, that would answer our 
necessities for many years, and he sends us the following com- 
munication : — 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: — 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with your request I give below 
the substance of what was verbally stated to your Board in 
regard to a plan for disposing of the sewage at present entering 
Aspinwall brook, by taking it through Aspinwall avenue, and 
leaving the brook water to flow in the present channel. 

For this purpose a sewer, 4 feet in diameter, should be con- 
structed from the junction of School and Harvard streets, 
through Aspinwall avenue, to the main sewer near the railroad. 
The sewers in Harvard street and School street, which now dis- 
charge into Aspinwall brook, should be cut off from that, and con 
nected with the new sewer at its upper end. ‘The present brook- 
channel in Aspinwall avenue should be undisturbed; the new 
sewer being laid alongside of it at a lower grade. 
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From School and Harvard streets lateral sewers can be 
extended through the streets of the district as they may be 
needed. When this is done care should be taken to exclude 
from the laterals all the storm-water, which can be kept in the 
original channels. If this is properly attended to I estimate that 
all the sewage of the district can be taken care of in this proposed 
sewer, for, perhaps, the next fifteen years. After that time, or 
when it becomes necessary to receive into the sewer a larger 
proportion of storm-water than it is designed to carry, overflows 
into the brook channel will be needed. 

It will be practicable to divert into the new sewer much of the 
sewage matter that now passes into the brook, and to prevent 
contamination from new sources to a large extent. By these 
means the ‘brook would become less objectionable to riparian 
proprietors than it is at present, and retain a purer condition for 
many years. 

One objection to the proposed method of treating the excessive 
storm-water lies in the fact that, after a time, as the system ‘of 
lateral sewers approaches completion, the street surfaces may, at 
intervals, be gullied by the water retained upon them. I do not 
anticipate a serious money loss from this; and when it becomes 
intolerable the overflows to the brook can be provided. 

The approximate length of this proposed sewer, from the 
present sewers in Harvard street to the main sewer, is 2,25.) 
feet. I estimate the cost for this length, including connecting 
the present sewers and building 11 manholes and 8 catch-basins, 
with their chutes, at 826, 621.

We can, therefore, take all the sewage properly so called 
through this 4-feet drain in Aspinwall avenue, and relieve 
Aspinwall brook from nearly all the contaminating matter which

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now flows into it, and, by so doing, save $24,000; and this plan 
will probably answer all our purposes for fifteen years. 

At the expiration of that time, or when it becomes necessary 
to receive into the sewer a larger proportion of storm-water than 
it is designed to carry, overflows into the brook channel can be 
constructed, and we shall then, we hope, be in a better financial 
condition, and more able to bear the expense, than we are now; 
at all events, we shall have saved $24,000, and interest for 
perhaps fifteen years. 

We therefore advise the town to appropriate $26,621 to con- 
struct a sewer in Aspinwall avenue, and to connect the same with 
the existing sewers in School and Harvard streets, as set forth in 
Mr. Shedd’s scheme. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


We respectfully refer to the report of the committee on the 
subject of this article for all the information which it is in our 
power at present to give in reference to the mode of laying assess- 
ments for entering the town sewers. 


ARTICLE IX. 


The Park Commissioners of Boston, in their sixth report, Dec. 


29, 1877 (City Doc. 104), use the following language : — 


‘It was also necessary to consider what disposition should be 
made of the waters of Stony brook and Muddy river, which now 
are discharged into the Back Bay. ‘These streams should be 
diverted from their present courses and conducted into Charles 
river, but all sewage which they now receive should be otherwise 
provided for. 

‘By act of the Legislature, chapter 267 of the year 1872, 
the Town of Brookline and the City of Boston were empowered to 
divert the waters of Muddy river so as to make them flow in a 
more direct line to Charles river, through the lands of any person 
or corporation, as they shall adjudge to be necessary for the public 
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convenience or the public health. It is for the interests of the 
town and city that united action should be taken at once, as 
authorized by the act. 

‘‘ Feasible routes to Charles river are indicated on the map, but 
the execution of the work belongs to another department of the 
government, more competent to decide upon the details than this. 
It is recommended that the subject receive early attention, both 
for sanitary reasons and to facilitate the improvement of the park 
and the adjacent territory.”’ 

The route thus indicated taps Muddy river where it last 
crosses Brookline avenue, and would therefore be of very little or 
no use to the town, and would leave wholly untouched and unre- 
lieved the very great nuisance now existing from Washington 
street eastward throughout the whole extent of the river. 

Stat. 1876, ch. 186, points out a way for making a new 
channel over part of this route, to be built at the joint expense 
of the town and city. 

Whilst this report is going through the press we have received 
he following communication : —

Dear Sir,— The City of Boston desires to make arrange- 
ments with the Town of Brookline, by which it can enter its 
sewers at Longwood and Tremont street into the main outlet 
lately built by the town.

We advise the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That be a committee, with authority 
to negotiate with the City of Boston in reference to constructing 
a new channel for Muddy river from near Pond avenue to Charles 
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river, so that the same may be kept free from sewage, such nego- 
tiation to be subject to ratification or rejection by the town. 


ARTICLE X. 


We respectfully refer to the report of the committee on the 
subject of this article for all the information which it is in our 
power to give in reference to the proposed revision of the by-laws 
of the town. 


ARTICLE XI. 


The Supreme Judicial Court having decided that Aaron D- 
Weld has a right of way by prescription to his wood-lot lying 
south of Grove street, across the north-west corner of the new 
Cemetery, and certain parties having warranted the title to be free 
from all such incumbrances, it has seemed to us expedient that a 
settlement should be made with such persons, either by receivin 
an equivalent in money or land for such defect of title. 

We therefore advise the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That the subject-matter of this article be referred to 
the Trustees of the new Cemetery, with full power to effect such 
a settlement of the claim of the town either in money or other 
land, as they shall think expedient, and for the best interests of 
the Cemetery. They are required to report such settlement made 
in either mode, or their inability to agree upon a settlement, as 
soon as may be. 


ARTICLE XII. 


We have received application for lamp-posts on St. Paul street, 
between Beacon and Francis streets, and at or near the corner of 
Morss avenue. 

We advise the town to appropriate $800 for the erection of 
lamp-posts and lighting the same for the year ensuing.

To see what action the town will take in reference to 
uniting with Boston in making a new channel for Muddy river, 
so that the river may be kept free from sewage as far as possible. 
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Tenth. To hear and act upon the report of the Committee 
on By-Laws. 

Eleventh. To see what action the town will take in reference 
to Aaron D. Weld’s right of way across the north-west corner of 
the new cemetery. | 

Twelfth. To see whether the town will make an appropria- 
tion for lighting St. Paul’s street, from Longwood avenue to 
Francis street, and to place a lamp near the corner of Morss 
avenue and Walnut street. 

Thirteenth. To see if the town will accept the list of jurors, 
as revised by the Selectmen, and posted according to law. 

Fourteenth. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be required to defray the expenses of the town during the 
ensuing year, and for any or all of the foregoing articles.

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ARTICLE II. 


To see if the Town will adopt a system of sewerage, establish a 
mode of assessment for the right to enter and use the sewers, 
adopt the Act relating to the Apportionment of Sewer and Side- 
walk Assessments, approved May 15, 1878 (Stat. 1878, chap. 
249), and generally to hear and act upon the reports of the Com- 
mittee on the mode of laying assessments. 


The law now provides (Gen. St. chap. 48, sect. 4) that every 
person who enters his particular drain into a main drain or 
common sewer, or who, by more remote means, receives benefit 
thereby, for draining his cellar or land, shall pay to the town a 
proportional part of the charge of making and repairing the same, 
and (by Stat. 1878, chap. 282, sect. 1) of the charge, not 
already assessed, of making and repairing other main drains and 
common sewers through which the same discharges, to be ascer- 
tained, assessed, and certified by the Selectmen; and notice 
thereof shall be given to the party to be charged or his tenant 
or lessee. 

Stat. 1878, chap. 232, sect. 3, provides that, ‘‘ The legal voters 
of any town, in a meeting called for that purpose, may adopt a sys- 
tem of sewerage to apply to any part or the whole of the territory 
of such town, and and may provide that the assessment authorized 
by said Section 4 (Gen. Stat., chap. 48, sect. 4) shall be made 
upon the owners of the estates embraced in such system by a fixed, 
uniform rate, based upon the estimated average cost of all the 
sewers therein, according to the number of feet of frontage their 
estates have on any street or way where a sewer is constructed, or 
according to the number of feet of area their said estates contain 
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within a fixed depth from such street or way, or both according 
to such frontage and area, which rate, when adopted, shall not be 
changed.”’ 

Mr. J. Herbert Shedd has already reported to the Town 
(August, 1876) on ‘A System of sewerage for the Town of 
Brookline.’”? His scheme provides ‘‘for nearly all the eastern 
portion of the Town.’’ Following his advice, the Town has 
already constructed, and we are now beginning to use, the main 
sewer to Charles river, which is to form the outlet for the whole 
system of sewers contemplated by him. The Town has therefore 
already, practically speaking, adopted a system of sewerage to 
apply to nearly all the eastern portion of the Town. 

No assessment can be made on any estate which cannot drain 
into this main sewer, because all such estates are outside the drain- 
age district contemplated by Mr. Shedd. 

Estates through or along which the main sewer has been built, 
and which can drain into it directly by private connection, without 
the construction of lateral sewers, can be properly assessed now. 
Thus, the estates on St. Mary’s and Carlton streets, and part of 
Beacon street, through which the main sewer has been built, may 
be assessed. So the estates of Mrs. Judge Wells, the Stearns 
and the Aspinwall estates may properly be assessed. 

But no assessment can be made on any other estates until a sewer 
connected with this main sewer has been actually constructed by 
the Town in the street or way on which the estate bounds, or 
through or along the estate in such a manner that it can enjoy 
the advantages of the main sewer. 

By the law passed this year, we may assess each and all estates 
benefited a fixed, uniform rate, based upon the estimated average 
cost of all the sewers in the. district proposed ultimately to be 
drained through the main sewer, and we may make this assess- 
ment according to the number of frontage feet of the lot on the 
street, or on the area of the lot within some fixed depth from the 
street, or we may base the assessment upon both frontage and 
area of the lot to be benefited. 
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The majority of the Committee on Sewer Assessments have 
already advised the Town to pay one-third, and to assess upon the 
estates benefited two-thirds, of the cost of the construction of the 
sewers. They say: ‘‘Mr. Shedd’s estimate is, that a rate of 
seventy-five cents per front foot, and one and one-eighth cents per 
square foot of area, not exceeding one hundred and fifty feet in 
depth from the street, will be necessary in order for the Town to 
get back two-thirds of the whole expenditure. As the larger —that 
is, the most expensive — sewers are built first, this rate at first 
would be too small, and would approach two-thirds of cost in pro- 
portion as the whole work neared completion. The experience 
of the City of Providence illustrates this. There the rate estab- 
lished was sixty cents per front foot, and one cent per square foot of 
area, not exceeding the depth of one hundred and fifty feet. The 
city assumed two-fifths of the whole cost, and the remaining three- 
fifths was to be assessed upon abutting estates. After the expen- : 
diture had reached $1,816,248.61, the assessments amounted to 
$507,801.68, or about thirty-eight and one-half per cent. of cost 
of the sixty per cent. aimed at. Up to this point the cost of 
construction per foot had been $6.60; but as the work progresses 
the proportion of smaller sewers increases, thus reducing the 
average cost per foot of the whole work, and making the total 
amount of assessments constitute a larger portion of the whole 
cost. It is evidently impossible in such an estimate to determine 
precisely what rate of assessment would bring back to the Town 
just two-thirds of all its expenditure. Making the best allow- 
ance we can for all contingencies, we think that a rate seventy-five 
cents per front foot and one cent per square foot of area, not exceed- 
ing one hundred feet in depth from the street, will make the sum 
assessed upon each individual reasonable, just, and proper; and 
on the completion of the system of sewerage the total amount 
of assessments will bring back to the Town nearly two-thirds of 
its whole expenditure.’ 

If the Town shall think best to follow the advice of the 
majority of the Committee, we offer the following votes for 
consideration ; — 


(1.) Voted, That the Town hereby adopts the system of 
sewerage already reported to the Town by J. Herbert Shedd, for 
which system of sewers the main sewer to Charles river already 
built will form the outlet ; and the Town assumes to pay one-third 
of the estimated cost of the whole work necessary to complete the 
sewer system, and the remaining two-thirds shall be assessed on 
the estates benefited, in the manner hereinafter stated. 

(2.) Voted, That the Town hereby establishes as a uni- 
form rate of assessment for all the estates which will finally use 
the main sewer directly or indirectly, seventy-five cents for every 
front foot on the street or way or on the sewer itself, and one 
cent for every square foot of area of each and all estates to be 
assessed; but the area so to be assessed shall in no case exceed 
in depth one hundred feet from the street or way or from the 
sewer itself. 


The ‘‘ Act relating to the Apportionment of Sewer and Sidewalk 
Assessments’’ (Stat. 1878, chap. 249) provides : — 

‘Section 1. At any time within sixty days after notice is 
given of a sewer or sidewalk assessment on any real estate, if the 
owner thereof shall in writing notify the board making the same 
that he desires to have the amount due on said assessment appor- 
tioned, said board shall apportion the same into three equal parts, 
and certify such apportionment to the assessors of the city or town 
where such real estate is situate; and said assessors shall add one 
of said equal parts, with the interest due thereon from the date of 
the apportionment, to the annual tax of said real estate for each 
of the three years next ensuing. And all liens for the collection 
of such assessments shall continue in force until the expiration of 
two years from the time the last instalment thereof is committed 
to the tax-collector; and all sewer and sidewalk assessments upon 
real estate which remain unpaid after the time stated in the 
order making the same for payment thereof, shall draw interest 
from such time until paid.”’ 

‘¢ And we offer this vote : — 
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(8.) Voted, That the Town hereby adopts the ‘ Act relating 
to the Apportionment of Sewer and Sidewalk Assessments,”’ 
approved May 15,1878. (Stat. 1878, chap. 249.) 


The minority of the Committee on Sewer Assessments have, 
however, advised us to adopt the Boston plan, which is in sub- 
stance as follows : — 

‘¢ A main sewer through a valley is built, and its cost divided 
by the whole area eventually to be drained by it, calculated from 
the water-shed. A rate is thus fixed which each thousand feet 
should pay towards the main. Then, as fast as branches are built, 
to their cost is added the proportion of the cost of the main ; one- 
fourth is then deducted to be borne by the city, and the balance 
apportioned on the abutting estates according to their area, gener- 
ally not exceeding one hundred feet in depth, but sometimes 
reaching one hundred and fifty.”’ 

Under this system, estates equal in point of value, and receiving 
equal benefit, do not necessarily pay the same assessment, but pay 
a greater or smaller sum as they happen to abut on an expensive 
or inexpensive local sewer. 

This and other considerations, and the passage of the general 
law by the last Legislature authorizing the general adoption by 
towns and cities of the plan recommended by the majority of our 
Committee, lead us to advise the Town not to adopt the Boston plan 
of assessments. 


“ARTICLE III. 


To see if the Town will accept those parts of the ‘‘ Act in re- 
lation to Betterments,’”’ approved May 26, 1871 (or Stat. 1871, 
chap. 882), and the amendments thereof, which are not in force 
in this Town until accepted by it. 

After we shall have accepted this law, then, at any time within 
two years after any street or way shall be laid out, altered, 
widened, graded, or discontinued, if the Selectmen shall be of 
opinion that any real estate, including that a part of which has 
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been taken for such purpose, will receive any benefit and advan- 
tage therefrom, beyond the general advantages to all real estate 
in the Town, the Selectmen may determine the value of such © 
benefit, and assess not over one-ha]f the amount of such benefit 
on the estates improved. 

Any party aggrieved by the doings of the Selectmen may 
petition the Superior Court, and have a jury-trial on the 
question. cork 

Even if the statute be accepted by the Town, we need not act 
under it unless we please. By Stat. 1874, chap. 275, unless 
the order laying out a street expressly declares that the street 
has been laid out under the provisions of law authorizing the 
assessment of betterments, no assessment can be made. 

We therefore advise the Town to accept the act. We can avail 
ourselves of its provisions or not, as we please, in each particular 
street ; and there are constantly occurring cases where, if the 
parties chiefly interested were willing to bear their proper share 
of the expense, the Town would be perfectly justified in paying 
one-half the expense; whereas now the Town must pay the 
whole expense of every such improvement, no matter whether the 
improvement is a general or merely a local one. 

We offer the following vote for consideration : — 


Voted, That those parts of an ‘‘ Act in relation to Better- 
ments,’’? approved May 26, 1871, being Stat. 1871, chap. 382, 
and the amendments thereof, which are not now in force in this 
town, be, and the same are hereby, accepted by the Town. 


ARTICLE IV. 


To see if the Town will make an appropriation to pay the 
Auditors for their services last year. 


The Auditors earned three hundred dollars for their services, 
and would have been entitled to receive that amount if their bill 
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had been brought in seasonably. “They now bring in a bill for 
one-half the amount really due them, and we offer this vote : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and directed to pay 
one hundred and fifty dollars to the Auditors for last year 
for their services out of any unexpended or unappropriated balance 
in the Treasury. 


ARTICLE V. 


To see if the Town will increase the appropriation for lighting 
gas-lamps. 


The gas-company declined to reduce the price of gas, as the 
Town, at the annual meeting, thought would be done; and we 
have been, therefore, obliged to discontinue lighting more than 
one hundred lamps for want of funds. Many of these lamps 
were put up by individuals, at their expense, on the agreement or 
understanding that the Town would keep them lighted. 

We offer the following vote : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be and they hereby are authorized 
and directed to light all the gas-lamps that were lighted last year, 
and the expense thereof may be paid out of any unexpended or 
unappropriated balances in the Treasury.

Second. To see if the Town will adopt a system of sewerage ; 
establish a mode of assessment for the right to enter and use the 
sewers ; adopt the Act relating to the Apportionment of Sewer and 
Sidewalk Assessments approved May 15, 1878 (Stat. 1878, chap. 
249); and generally to hear and act upon the reports of the Com- 
mittee on the mode of laying assessments. 

Third. Tosee if the Town will accept those parts of the “ Act 
in relation to Betterments,”’ approved May 26, 1871 (or Stat. 
1871, chap. 382), and the amendments thereof, which are not in 
force in this Town until accepted by it. 

Fourth. Tosee if the Town will make an appropriation to 
pay the Auditors for their services last year. 

Fifth. To see if the Town will increase the appropriation for 
lighting gas-lamps. 

Sixth. To see what action the Town will take in reference to 
suits or claims against the Town. 

Seventh. To hear and act upon the report of the Committee 
on By-Laws. 

Highth. Tosee if the Town will grant permission to the Holy- 
hood Cemetery Association to use, for the purposes of burial, a 
parcel of land situated upon Boylston street, in Brookline, being 
the whole of Lots Three and Five, shown upon a plan of Chestnut 
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Hill, in Brookline and Newton, drawn by J. Herbert Shedd, 
surveyor, dated August, 1856, except such portions of said lots 
as lie in the city of Newton, in conformity with section five 
of chapter twenty-eight of the General Statutes. 

Ninth. To see if the Town will authorize the Water Board to 
lay a water-pipe in Chestnut place, to supply the estates of Mr. 
A. L. Cutler and Mrs. S. F. Train. 

Tenth. Tosee if the Town will authorize the Water Board to 
extend the water-main already laid in Brookline avenue to a point 
near the Boston line. 

Eleventh. ‘To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be required for any or all the foregoing articles. 

Twelvth. To see if the Town will apply to the County Com- 
missioners to locate anew Harvard street, or any other highway 
whose boundaries are uncertain. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your 
doings thereon, to the Selectmen, four days at least before the 
day of said meeting.

ARTICLE II. 


To see if the Town will accept and allow three town-ways, as 
laid out by the Selectmen under the provisions of law authoriz- _ 
ing the assessment of betterments: one called Brook street, 


leading from Aspinwall avenue to the location of the Boston & 


Albany Railroad, following the general course of Aspinwall 
brook; and two leading from Brook street to Aspinwall avenue, 
one of which will form the extension of Perry street, and the 
other will be about 150 feet west of the said location; the 
purpose being to build a 7-feet sewer under Brook street, and 
to make an appropriation to pay the damages awarded the owners 
of the land taken to make said street. 


In their report at the last annual meeting the Selectmen ad- 
vised the town to appropriate $26,621 to construct a 4-feet 
sewer in Aspinwall avenue, and to connect the same with the ex- 
isting sewers in School and Harvard streets, as_set forth in Mr. 
Shedd’s letter, dated Feb. 27, 1878. 

The Town, however, made no such appropriation, but referred 
the whole subject back to us for public hearing and consideration. 
We have accordingly had the public hearing, and have had 
various interviews and negotiations with the parties specially 
interested, and make the following report: — 


No one seems seriously to call in question the necessity of a 
sewer somewhere in the neighborhood of Aspinwall brook, which 
also seems to be the natural place for a sewer ; and Mr. Shedd says 
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a 7-feet sewer will be needed to carry the water in the brook in | 
times of storm. . 

There are, therefore, only three ways, besides that recom- 
mended at the annual meeting, in which -the existing evil can 
possibly be remedied, We must build such a sewer either — 


(1.) Along the line of the brook. 

(2.) We must lay it in Aspinwall avenue, or 

(8.) We must lay out a new street and build the sewer under 
it. 

If we adopt the first plan, — abandon the idea of building any 
streets, and proceed to lay out and construct a sewer along the 
line of the brook from Aspinwall avenue to the main sewer at 
the railroad, —— the sewer itself, according to Mr. Shedd’s letter, 
dated Feb. 22, 1878, will cost . : : . $28,440 
For the land within which to build this sewer, we ~ 

must take a strip 28 feet wide and about 1,814 

feet long, or 50,792 square feet. As no one’s 

estate can be deemed benefited by having a strip 

of land 28 feet wide running through it con- 

demned for sewerage purposes, we shall have to 

pay damages for this taking. Some parts of the 

land are valuable, other parts less so, but we do 

not think we could get off without paying 

at least 80 cents a foot on an average. This 


would make the land damages amount to, say. 15,237 
600 feet of 12-inch sewer in Aspinwall avenue will 

cost. A : ; ‘ 3 ; 1,200 
Engineering expenses will be, say ’ 2 ‘ 1,000 


It will therefore cost about . ; : ; $45,877 
if we lay out and build a sewer merely. 


The owners of the land through which it would be laid object 
to a sewer being thus built, and we may therefore reasonably 
expect no backwardness on their part in claiming damages. 
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If we build the sewer in Aspinwall avenue it will cost, accord- 
ing to the estimate of Mr. Sawyer, contained in his letter dated 


May 20, 1878 . : . $41,400 
Add engineering expenses . , 1,000 
$42,400 


It may, therefore, cost us $3,477 less to build the sewer in 
theavenue than it will to build it along the brook. It should 
be borne in mind, however, that if built under the avenue the 
present winding channel of the brook will be disused, and the 
surface-water from the estates in the neighborhood will settle 
down and remain standing where this channel now runs, and 
make a swampy place immediately, and shortly create a nuisance, 
the suppression of which, and settlement with the land-owners 
for their damages, would doubtless absorb more than the $3,477 
thus saved. 

The third way is to lay and build a new street, and construct 
the sewer under it. 

We have agreed with all parties known to us to be interested 
in this plan except Mr. and Mrs. Burt, Messrs. Lovett, Doane, 
and Howe. We propose to take but little land from either of 
these parties. Mrs. Burt is damaged somewhat; but to her and 
all the others the construction of the streets will be a benefit, — 
to some of them a very great benefit,—and from those thus 
greatly benefited we shall claim payment of a betterment.

If, therefore, we build the streets and a 7-feet sewer under 
Brook street, and pay the land damages, it will cost us $1,168 
more than it will to build a T-feet sewer merely along the brook ; 
but in building the streets we shall not only open up the land to 
improvement, and increase its taxable value, but we shall be 
able to get back more than this excess of cost from the better- 
ments to-be hereafter assessed. 

Of the three plans we have been considering, we think, there- 
fore, that it will be more expedient for the Town to adopt the 
third.. We think it will prove more satisfactory in the end; and 
cheaper, to lay out the three streets desired by the land-owners, and 
build the sewer under Brook street, than it will be either to build 
a T-feet sewer along the brook or under Aspinwall avenue. 

If, however, the town wishes so to do, we can still build a 
4-feet sewer in Aspinwall avenue for $26,621, as stated in the 
report at the annual meeting; $1,000 should, however, be added 
for engineering expenses. ‘T'his, as was then stated, will relieve 
Aspinwall brook from nearly all the contaminating matter which 
now flows into it. Mr. Shedd, in his letter of February 27, 
thinks this 4-feet sewer may answer our purposes for perhaps 
15 years. Mr. Sawyer, in- his letter of April 19, 1878, 
thinks it may even suffice for 25 years. It is, however, 
of course, a mere matter of conjecture on their part. No one can 
tell with any certainty how soon the land in the vicinity will be 
so thickly covered with buildings as to render necessary the coy- 
ering in of Aspinwall brook. In 1869 we thought the Full 
Basin had ‘‘ superior merits as a reservoir for drainage for some 
time to come;”’ but we found out our mistake in about 5 years. 
Whenever, therefore, it shall become necessary, whether it be in 
15 or 20 years, or in 10 years, or even less, the Town will 
be obliged, on the score of health, to lay out a* sewer nvalong 
the line of the brook. , 

Mr. Sawyer, in his letter dated June 3, 1878, estimate that 
a sewer 6 feet 4 inches in diameter will then be needed in 
addition to the 4-feet sewer in the avenue, in order to take the 


whole flow of the brook. This will cost, at present prices, ac- 





cording to Mr. Sawyer’s estimate : ; . $26,450 00 

And the‘land damages, at 80 cents a foot, will 
amount, as we have seen, to . é 15,237 00 
$41,687 00 


If, therefore, we build a 4-feet sewer in the avenue, we shall 
have to expend now $27,621; we shall save $19,424.60, and 
interest thereon, until a sewer has to be laid along the brook. 
In five years we shall save $24,791.26, and in ten years 
$31,640.63, compounding interest at 5 per cent. But, at some 
uncertain time hence, we shall have to expend $41,687 more, 
even if the cost of construction and price of land shall then be 
no higher than they now are, neither of which contingencies can 
safely be relied upon. ‘This will make the drains in this vicinity 
cost $69,308. 

Under these circumstances, we have concluded to lay out the 
streets desired by the land-owners, leaving it to the Town to 
accept them or not, at its pleasure, with the understanding, how- 
ever, that, if accepted, the Town will*build a 7-feet sewer 
under Brook street. |

The undersigned, Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, having 
given printed and written notices to William Aspinwall, Right 
Rev. John J. Williams, Benjamin Hurd, Archibald E. McDon- 
ald, Solomon Burt and wife, Charles H. Union or his grantee, 
Joseph Lovett, George E. Stedman, William Aspinwall (who is 
believed to have become the purchaser of the estate of the Emi- 
grant Savings-Bank), Daniel Doane, and Thomas Howe (being all 
the parties known to us or believed by us to be interested in the 
subject-matter of the streets laid out), that we intended to lay 
out, under the provisions of law, authorizing the assessment of

A short street about 150 feet north-west of 
the location of said railroad, to lead from Aspinwall avenue 
to Brook street; and for these purposes to take lands and 
to divert water from the brook coming within the lines of the 
locations of the contemplated streets, such notices requiring such 
persons and corporation to appear before us at our room, at the 
Town Hall, on the 10th day of July, A.D. 1878, at 8 o’clock

The location of all three of said streets is in aecordance with a 
plan and profile of the same, dated June, 1878, made by Aspin- 
wall and Lincoln, Civil Engineers, approved by us, and such plan 
and profile are adopted by us as part of this record. 

The Selectmen also take the right to support each and all of 
said streets by sloping the banks on each side thereof on the ad- 
joining land owned by said parties respectively, and for a short 
distance on land owned by George E. Stedman ; but this is not in- 
tended to affect or impair at all the right of any owner of such 
adjoining land to use such slopes for building or any other pur- 
pose or use, whatsoever incident to the ownership of the fee in 
said slopes, that will not impair the security of the road-beds. 

We have estimated the damage sustained by the owners of land 
riglits and interests, including water-rights, caused by the laying 
out and construction of these three streets in manner aforesaid, 
whether by taking property, diverting water, or by injuring prop- 
erty in any manner whatsoever, and also estimate and determine 
the amounts to be paid to said parties respectively as follows : — 
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The Right Rev. John J. Williams, Benjamin Hurd, Archibald 
E. McDonald, and George E. Stedman, have waived all claims 
to damages. 

We take from owners unknown to us about 440 square feet, 
and we award to such owners the sum of $5. 

We take from Mrs. Solomon Burt 880 square feet of land in 
front of her barn, which land forms part of the private way laid 
out by McDonald, and we-also take the right to support the road- 
bed as aforesaid. It will be necessary to raise the barn about 6 
feet, in order to bring it on the level of Brook street, and we 
award her as damages for the land and rights thus taken the sum 
of $200. | 

We take from Joseph Lovett, as the grantee of Charles H. 
Union, 1,517 square feet of land, which forms part of the private 
way laid out by McDonald, and also the right to support the 
road-bed as aforesaid, and we award him as damages for the land 
and rights thus taken the sum of $75. 

We take from Daniel Doane 8,705 square feet of land, and also 
the right to support the road-bed as aforesaid, and we award him 
as damages for the land and rights thus taken the sum of $870. 

We take from Thomas Howe 5,001 square feet of land, and 
also the right to support the road-bed as aforesaid, and we award 
him as damages for the land and rights thus taken the sum of 
$750. 

We take from William Aspinwall eight parcels of land, con- 
taining respectively : —

We thus take from William Aspinwall a total of 46,112 sq. ft. 


and also the right to support the road-bed as aforesaid; and | 
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we award to him, and he has agreed to receive in full for all 
claim for damages for the land and rights thus taken, the sum of 
$2,700. 

We take from the estate lately owned by the Emigrant Sav- 
ings-Bank, but now owned by William Aspinwall, four parcels of 
land, containing respectively, 8,230, 11,802, 4,806, and 4,276 
square feet, making a total of 28,614 square feet; and also the 
right to support the road-bed as aforesaid. And we award to him, 
as legal purchaser of this estate of the bank, and he has agreed 
to receive in full for all claim by said bank or himself, for damage 
for the land and rights thus taken, the sum of $1,705.60 ; being, 
as we believe, no more than the value of the gravel on the estate, 
late of said bank, which will fall withm the line of the location 
of Brook street, reckoning such value at $8.20 a square. 

As additional motives for inducing the Town to accept these 
streets, Mr. Aspinwall offers to give the Town, without expense, 
a right to construct and maintain a covered sewer, not exceeding 
4 feet in diameter, from Aspinwall avenue through his land im- 
mediately adjoining, and easterly of land of George EH. Stedman, 
to the sewer to be built under Brook street; or, in lieu thereof, 
to obtain, and without expense to the Town, a right to construct 
and maintain a similar sewer through the land of said Stedman 
opposite Toxteth street, the choice between these lines to be with 
Mr. Aspinwall; but no manholes or catch-basins, or other open- 
ings, are to be constructed in said sewer on the private lands of 
either said Aspinwall or Stedman. 

Mr. Aspinwall also offers to accept the awards of $799, made 
to the heirs or grantees of Thomas Aspinwall, for damages occa- 
sioned by the laying out of the main sewer to Charles river, and 
to withdraw his application to the County Commissioners for a 
jury to assess his damages, without costs against the Town, 
although he is of opinion that the construction’ of such sewer 
has damaged his estate at least $4,000. 

Mr. Aspinwall also offers to release the Town from all claims 
for injury done to his property by heretofore using Aspinwall 
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brook for drainage or sewerage purposes illegally and to his 
injury, as he claims the Town has done. 

Mr. Aspinwall also offers to release the Town from all claims 
for injury done to his land by the illegal use of the dam and 
tide-gate erected some years since across Muddy river at the 
Brookline-avenue Bridge, as he claims the Town has done. 

We do not admit that Mr. Aspinwall has any just claim 
against the ‘Town for the use of Aspinwall brook by private 
parties for sewerage purposes. Nor do we admit that he has 
any just claim for damages growing out of the use of the dam 
and tide-gate; but, nevertheless, we think it an advantage to the 
Town to ey these claims abandoned. 

Mr. Aspinwall proposes to give to the Town certain rights, 
and also 69,726 square fect of land, for the sum of $4,405.60. 


On a portion of this land is a bank of gravel, worth in the mar- 


ket not less than $1,705.60. We should probably have to pay 


more than that sum to place on the line of the road that amount 


of gravel. So that the Town really gets from Mr. Aspinwall 


69,726 square feet of land and certain other rights for $2,700. 
We, therefore, on behalf of the Town, assume the payment of 
any betterment hereafter to be assessed on his estates for the lay- 
ing out of these streets. 


We also assume, on behalf of the Town, the payment of any ~ 


betterment hereafter to be assessed on the estates of Archibald EH. 
McDonald and George EH. Stedman, but expressly reserve the 
right to assess the estates of all other parties, according to law. 
And we have given the owners of the lands through which 
said streets are laid out, thirty days from the date of the accept- 
ance of this report by the own, in which to remove structures, 
buildings, walls, fences, hedges, or trees, standing on said land. 
And said streets, as so laid out, located, and described, are 


hereby reported to the Town for acceptance; and when so’ ™ 


accepted, allowed and recorded, are to be known as town ways. 
The said plan, profile, and this record have been this day filed 
by us.in the Town Clerk’s office.

It will be seen from Mr. Aspinwall’s letter that we are obliged 
to lay out these streets, and the Town must accept them before 
September 1 next, in order to be able to avail ourselves of his 
offer. But we need not build either them or the sewer under 
Brook street at present. Mr. Aspinwall at first advised us to 
take two years for the work. 

We therefore advise the Town to postpone making any appro- 
priations for the construction of these streets and sewer until the 
- next annual meeting, when we can divide the expenses between 
the taxation of next year and the year after. Before that time 
we hope the Town will have adopted some system of sewer assess- 
ments by which we shall be able to collect considerable sums of 
money from those estates in Longwood which enjoy the benefit of 
the main sewer, which sums may be applied to reduce the amounts 
to be raised by taxation. 

We offer the following votes for the consideration of the 
Town :— 
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(1.) Voted, That the three streets laid out by the Selectmen, 
July 10, 1878, as thus reported by them to the Town be, and 


‘ the same are hereby accepted and allowed as town ways, and 


ordered to be recorded as laid out by them. 

(2.) Voted, That the Town will build all three of said streets, 
and also a 7-feet sewer under Brook street, thus laid out and 
accepted substantially as such sewer is described in J. H. Shedd’s 
letter, dated February 22, 1878, the letter being printed in the 
Selectmen’s Report on the articles in the warrant for the last 
annual meeting.

To see if the Town will make an appropriation to pay for 
engineering services about the lateral sewers reported at the last 
annual meeting, and the drainage of the districts along Aspin- 
wall brook, School street, Thayer place, White place, and the 
corner of Cypress street and Walnut street, and for making book 
of plans to show all the entrances into the sewer, and for surveys 
for the proposed street by the new station. 

We offer these votes: — 


(1.) Voted, That the sum of $2,500, or so much thereof as

The City desires to use our sewer, and, of course, is ready to 
give us an equivalent for such use, and it is manifestly for our 
interest to allow them to share our burdens as far as possible. 

If the Committee on Sewer Assessments, appointed at the 
annual meeting in 1877, had been able to advise us what assess- 
ment our own citizens ought to pay for the right to use the 
sewer ; and if the committee on the subject of the new channel 
for Muddy river, appointed at the last meeting, had been able to 
report to us some scheme for this new channel, upon which both 
Town and City could unite, we should feel better able to frame a 
vote for your consideration. 


As it is, we offer the following : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be, and they hereby are, au- 
thorized to allow the City of Boston to use our main sewer, and 
the lateral sewer in Brookline avenue and Washington street, 
upon such terms as may seem then reasonable. But such agree- 
ment shall not be binding on the Town for more than one year 
from this date, unless actually reported to and approved by the 
Town. 
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ARTICLE II. 


To see if the Town will build one or more of the 
streets laid out and accepted by the Town, July 17, 
1878, during the present year. 

This and the next article are inserted at the request 
of Felix Johnson, Patrick Hickey, and fifteen others. 


We think it is too late to build Brook Street, as 
under this street the large sewer is to be laid; a 
whole season had better be taken for the work. There 
is, however, no objection to building the extension of 
Perry Street, and the short street north of the rail- 
road, and their construction this autumn will facili- 
tate, in some degree, the completion of the sewer and 
Brook Street. The original estimate of the cost of 
building these two streets was $2,900: we think it 
can be done for less money. 

We offer for consideration the following vote: 

Voted, That the Selectmen are hereby authorized to 
build the extension of Perry Street and the short street 
just north of the railroad,—being two of the streets 
accepted by the Town, July 17, last; and to provide 
funds with which to pay the expense of such con- 
struction, they are hereby authorized to borrow such 
sum as they may deem necessary, not exceeding the 
sum of $2,900, and at nota higher rate of interest than 
_ five per cent. per annum; such sum to be paid out of 
the taxes to be assessed next year; and the Treasurer 
is hereby directed to sign a note or notes for this 
amount when requested to do so by the Selectmen. 
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ARTICLE III. 


To see if the Town will examine the cause of the 
alleged impurity of the water supplied from Charles 
River. 

On this article the Water Board report: That they 
are aware, from their own observation, as well as from 
numerous complaints received from the takers of water, 
that it is notas pure as it should be, and they have 
been constantly at work all the summer, trying to rem- 
edy the trouble by having the water passed through 
fine wire screens, and by frequent flushing of the mains. 
They have put in two new gates—one immediately 
adjacent to the engine house, so that the impure water 
could be discharged on its leaving the pumps and 
before it enters the force main; another in the sixteen 
inch main near the Newton Street school-house, that 
being the lowest point between the stand-pipe and res- 
ervoir—and though a large amount of foul and impure 
matter is thus got rid of, they have not succeeded to 
their satisfaction. ‘They have, also, acting on sugges- | 
tions received, forced through the conduit, by ropes 
attached, a wooden disk, as large as could be passed, 
to scrape off any accumulation of fungus or foul mat- 
ter that might have gathered on the inside. It has been 
evident for a long time that there has been a leakage in 
the conduit, from the facts that the water in the filter- 
ing gallery was, to all appearances, perfectly pure, 
while by examining the conduit at the different man- 
holds, it was found that the sediment increased rapidly 
as the pumping station was neared; then again, it was 
observed along the line of the conduit where, when 


the pumps were not working, pools of water stood, 
I 
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they would disappear in afew hours after the pumps 
were started. It was also found, that by filling the 
pump-well some four feet above the line of the con- 
duit and opening the gate, allowing the water to pass 
back into the conduit, a very marked effect took place 
in the water lying on the surface of the ground above 
the line of the conduit, causing it to bubble up and 
become agitated. ‘The Water Board, therefore, deemed 
it advisable to partially uncover the conduit and make 
an examination, to see if there was any practicable way 
of repairing the leaks. Upon opening the conduit for 
some hundred feet in different sections, there could be 
seen no evidence of any settlement along the line, nor 
any large leaks in any one locality; but it was found 
that the water forced itself in or out in numberless 
places in the joints of the planks of which the conduit is 
composed. 


Another complaint concerning the water supplied 
is, that often it both smells and tastes bad, though in 
appearance it is clear. It is noticed that when the 
water is passing directly from the pumps into the street 
mains that, though the water may contain sediment, 
it is free from taste or smell; but when the pumps are 
not working, and the supply is flowing from the res- 
ervoir, the water is often offensive. This, the Water 
Board think, could be remedied in part, at least, by 
having the inlet pipe carried around the reservoir, and 
discharge on.the opposite side from the outlet. At 
present the inlet and outlet are in close proximity: to 
each other, and the main body of water in the reser- 
voir, having no circulation, quickly becomes bad, has- 
tened by the sediment and fungus, pumped into it from 
the conduit. 
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As to the most judicious way of overcoming the dif- 
ficulty and delivering pure water, the Board do not 
feel justified in recommending any particular way at 
present, as the season is so near its close, and it would 
be impossible to make any large repairs or alterations 
before the meadows would be likely to be flooded, 
and they would advise that the subject be referred 
back to the Water Board to examine into more fully, 
and report at the March meeting of 1879, and in the 
meantime the Board will use their best endeavors to 
deliver the water as pure as possible. 


We offer this vote for consideration: 


Voted, That the subject matter of this article be re- 
ferred back to the Water Board, with a request that 
they report at the next Annual Meeting the full ex- 
tent of the difficulty, the best way to remedy it, and 
the cost of doing it. 


ARTICLE “IV. 


To see if the Town will establish another class in 
the Lawrence School. 


The following letter from the Chairman of the 
School Committee explains the reasons for this arti- 
cle. 

‘‘ LONGWOOD, Sept. 11, 1878. 
William I. Bowditch, Esq., 


DEAR SrtrR:— * * * * Will you please cause to be 
inserted in the Warrant an article: To see if the 
Town will appropriate $300, to defray the expense of 
establishing another class in the Lawrence School. 

The facts are these. It has been the practice to 
promote the 4th class from this school to the Pierce . 
3d class. This year there were eighteen pupils to be 
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promoted. Less than one-half only could be accomo- 
dated in the room of the Pierce School. The class 
would therefore have to be divided, to the detriment 
of the school. ‘The parents were very anxious to have 
the school established in the upper room of the Law- 
rence School, and offered to contribute towards the 
expense. The Board of School Committee felt it 
could not spare the funds. ‘Twelve persons subscribed, 
or rather, agreed to pay $40 per annum each. The 
Board then established the school. A few have not 
subscribed, and feel that the Town should provide a 
school there. Iam of the same opinion. Ifthe arti- 
cle is inserted in the warrant, the parties interested can 
state their case at the meeting and abide the result. 
The Committee would then be relieved of the respon- 
sibility. 

If the Town does not desire to appropriate the 
money, there is an appropriation of $500 for an Eve- 
ning School, which, in my opinion, will not be re- 
quired, and a portion of this could be transferred. ***

We offer the following vote: 


Voted, That the School Committee are hereby 
authorized to establish a class in the Lawrence School, 
to be composed of those scholars in the district who 
are fitted to enter the third class in the Pierce School, 
and the sum of $300 is hereby diverted from the 
appropriation of $500, made for an Evening School 
at the last annual meeting, and the same is hereby 
appropriated for the purpose of defraying the expenses 
of this new class. 


ARTICLE V. 


To see if the Town will aid in building a brick 
sidewalk along the Blake estate, on Washington 
Street. 
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Mr. Blake bought the present edgestones, and paid 
for the original setting of them. When the street 
was afterwards widened the Town reset them at its 
expense. ‘The cost of a brick sidewalk will be about 
$400. 

We offer this vote for your consideration: 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to pay one- 
half the cost of a brick sidewalk along the Blake 
estate, on Washington Street, provided the same shall 
not exceed the sum of $200, and the balance of the 
appropriation made at the annual meeting for an eve- 
ning school, ($200), is hereby diverted from that pur- 
pose and appropriated for the purpose of paying one- 
half the cost of this sidewalk. 


ARTE Eval 


To bring in their ballots on the question whether 
the Town favors, or is opposed to the petition of John 
W. Candler, dated July 22, 1878, wherein he calls upon 
the County Commissioners to lay out as a ‘Town road 
the extension of Kent Street across Aspinwall Avenue, 
and through Harrison Place to Harvard Square, and 
also, to lay out a Town road from Harrison Place to 
the new station: those who favor Mr. Candler’s petition 
to vote yes, and those who oppose it to vote no. 


The following isa copy of the petition: 


To the Honorable County Commissioners for the 
County of Norfolk : 


Respectfully represent the undersigned, inhabitant 
and legal voter of the town of Brookline, in said 
County, that the Selectmen of said Town, on and 
before the first day of February, 1878, did, and there- 
after to this date, have unreasonably neglected and 
refused to lay out a certain town-way in said ‘Town, to 
wit: one which would extend from the southerly ter- 
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minus of the town-way known as Kent Street, in a 
direction parallel with the Brookline Branch Railroad, 
to the easterly terminus of the private way, known as 
Harrison Place, and along this private way to Harvard 
Square, so called, and also from this private way to 
the Brookline railroad station; said Selectmen having 
been requested in writing by numerous inhabitants of 
said town, including the undersigned, to lay out said 
way or ways by petitions, to wit: a petition signed by 
Augustus Whittemore and twelve others, presented 
May 14, 1877, and a petition signed by John W. Can- 
dler and one hundred and thirty-eight others, pre- 
sented June 25th, in the same year. Wherefore: the 
undersigned, being aggrieved by said neglect and re- 
fusal, respectfully request your honorable board to 
cause such way to be laid out, to ascertain its place 
- and. course, and to estimate the damages thereof, and 
to prescribe the manner in which, and the time within 
which said way shall be made and completed.

If the Selectmen unreasonably refuse or neglect to 
lay out a town way, any person who is aggrieved 
may apply to the County Commissioners, and if they 
are satisfied that there has been such refusal or neglect 
they may compel the town to build the road. (Gen- 
eral Stat. Ch. 43, Sec. 67.) By this proceeding, there- 
fore, Mr. Candler seeks to compel the ‘Town to build 
two town roads, whether we want them or not. 

A case similar to this has occurred in Belchertown 
where the County Commissioners were called upon to 
lay out a ‘Town road. They adjudicated “that com- 
mon convenience and necessity required the prayer of 
the petition to be granted.” But the Supreme Court 
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decided that their laying qut the road was illegal. 
The Court said: (11.Cush. 190.) “The authority 
of the County Commissioners to proceed to lay out 
such way.arises wholly from their finding the fact to 
be true that the Selectmen have unreasonably refused 
or neglected to lay out such way. It is not enough 
that in their view the common convenience of the 
public generally, or the common convenience of the 
inhabitants of Belchertown required it. All this 
might be true, and yet no unreasonable refusal on the 
part of the Selectmen have taken place.” 

The subject of the extension of Kent street came 
before a previous Board of Selectmen a few years 
since. On examination they thought the amount of 
public convenience to be secured by the road did ‘not 
justify the Town in incurring the expense. 

When these petitions were presented to last year’s 
Board, we agreed with our predecessors in opinion. 
Nevertheless, thinking it possible that we might re- 
ceive from the parties interested a plan of a route, some 
favorable estimates of the cost of construction, and a 
waiver of land damages, or some reliable statement 
as to land damages, which might serve to change our 
views, we had an informal hearing. We, however, 
got no satisfaction or offers as to either of these things. 
Now the Supreme Court has decided that we cannot 
legally issue a notice for a formal hearing under the 
Statute unless we really intend to lay out the way peti- 
. tioned for, (121 Mass., 133). We therefore issued 
no such notice, because, in the absence of all evidence 
to the contrary, we felt compelled to come to the same 
conclusion as our predecessors,—that the road was not 
called for by any public necessity. - 
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We have, however, always been ready to receive 
any such statements or evidence trom Mr. Candler, or, 
indeed from any one else, but none such have ever 
been oftered to us. 


No one knows better than he the great indebtedness 
of the Town, and the high rate of our taxation. No 
one has been more outspoken than he in town meet- 
ings, in declaring the pressing need of economy in 
every branch of town service. Our debt is already 
beyond the legal limit of prudent indebtedness. In 
view of this fact, and the certainty that the Town can- 
not possibly avoid the expenditure of large sums of 
money for sewerage purposes each and every year for 
many years to come,—all of which ought, as far as 
possible, to be paid out of our yearly taxation,—the 
Selectmen and the Town have endeavored to avoid 
every unnecessary expense for several years past. 


We have, accordingly, only laid out that part of the 
extension of Kent Street as prayed for that comes 
within the limits of the short street leading from Aspin- 
wall Avenue to Brook Street, just north of the rail- 
road. This has seemed to us to be all that the circum- 
stances or the wants of the town justified us in laying 
out. Even this we should not have done had it not 
been necessary, in order to enable us to build tae main 
sewer along Aspinwall brook in a satisfactory man- 
ner. We cannot too strongly impress upon the ‘Town 
the importance of postponing every possible expense 
not absolutely needed for good government, until we 
have got through with the principal expenses con- 
nected with the introduction of water and the building 
of sewers. ‘These matters have relation to health, and 
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cannot be postponed; but all matters of mere conven- 
ience, like a little shortening of the distance into the 
city or to the post office, may safely be postponed for 
years to come. ’ 


The most expensive part of the proposed Kent 
Street extension is north of Aspinwall Avenue. It 
runs over a boggy meadow similar, though not per- 
haps so bad as that over which Beacon Street was laid 
out through the Stearns estate, like that over which 
part of St. Paul Street has recently been built, and is 
a part of the same meadow over which our main © 
sewer was constructed last year with so much labor. 


We had the greatest difficulty in getting a founda- 
tion for our sewer over this marsh, although we built 
along the railroad track, and had therefore the benefit 
of the filling and settling for so many years of the rail- 
_road bed. We were obliged to drive piles and make 
use of iron bands, in order to get a foundation. But 
the mud and gravel with which we sought to protect 
the sewer from frost begun to settle before the work 
was completed. ‘The Town has spent large sums of 
money, and at several times, for grading up Beacon 
Street over Stearns’ meadow, and it has, without doubt, 
several similar billsof expense in prospect, in reference 
to St. Paul Street,which has already settled in one place 
a little more than two feet. Was it, then, an unrea- 
sonable thing for us to refuse to extend Kent Street 
over this meadow, at great original expense, and with 
the probability, almost certainty, staring us in the face 
of a constantly recurring bill of expense? It seems 
to us a very great responsibility for any single citizen, 
however eminent he may be, to seek to compel the 
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Town to incur this wholly unnecessary expense. If 
he was dissatisfied with our action why did he not 
bring the matter before the Town, as he could have 
done easily enough in various ways? If the Town 
really favored it, it would choose a Board of Select- 
men to carry out its wishes. 


In reference to the latter part of the road petitioned 
for by Mr. Candler, we have all along admitted its 
importance, and been ready and willing to co-operate 
with the railroad corporation and the parties interested 
in every reasonable way. But until this year, the 
corporation has not known what its wants really were, 
either in reference to the access to the station or ac- 
cess to its freight tracks for business purposes. In 
1877 the corporation did not wish a road running 
further east than the Church lot; now it wishes it to 
be two hundred and forty feet longer, and will not be 
satisfied with one foot less. ‘Then it wanted a road 
thirty feet wide and without any branch leading to 
Harrison Place ; now it wishes a road forty feet wide 
throughout, and running up to Harrison Place, and 
will not be satisfied without the exit on Harrison 
Place. In 1877 the owners of the church set what 
was thought too high a value on their land ; now they 
are quite reasonable. | 


The great reason, however, why we could not pru- 
dently do anything in 1877 was that until the plans for 
the new station were completed and its position de- 
termined upon this year, the corporation did not really 
know what it wanted us to do. 


In April, 1878, we had a plan made by Mr. French 
of a street forty feet wide running from Harvard 
“ 4 
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Square along the north side of the new station over 
lands of Panter, the corporation, the church, and 
Messrs. Hand and Twichell to Harrison Place. New 
negotiations were had by Mr. Edgerly, as a sub-com- 
mittee of our Board, with the land owners, and we got 
liberal terms from most of them. Still another plan 
was made by Aspinwall and Lincoln June 10, 1878, 
and in July they made a finished plan and profile of 
the proposed street, which we intended to present to 
the Town. The only point left uncertain, so far as 
the route was concerned, was whether the road 
should run north along the line of Mr. Edgerly’s land 
so as to give him a frontage upon it, or whether it 
should go over the west side of Mr. Twichell’s lot. 
The Town having adopted the betterment law, we 
were able to deal with the land owners better than we 
could possibly have done last year, and they were also 
more reasonable and liberal. 


On the 2d of July last we issued a legal notice to 
the corporation and the parties interested that we in- 
tended to meet July roth to lay out this road. On 
this latter day we hoped to sign and file the location 
in the Clerk’s office so as to be able to act upon the 
matter at the Town meeting to be held July 17th. 
Accordingly we actually began to prepare the record 
of the location so as to have everything in readiness 
for signature on the morning of the 1oth, but when 
the description of the lands taken was brought in to 
us (July 8th) to be incorporated in the location, the 
quantities of land described as taken differed more or 
less in every single instance from the quantities at first 
stated, and on the basis of which our negotiations had 
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been had with the various land owners. There was 
not time enough remaining then to enable us to settle 
where the mistake really was or what these differences 
really amounted to, and also to have the location 
ready for signature on the roth of July. We therefore 
thought it would be better to postpone the further 
consideration of the subject till September, especially 
as one of our number might be personally interested 
in the location of the street, if we laid the street along 
his land. If we had not thus postponed it, we should 
have been obliged to call another and special ‘town 
meeting to act on this road, in the latter part of July, 
when no one likes to attend town meeting, and when 
many citizens are away from town. 


These mistakes and considerations coming only a 
day or two before July 10 were therefore really the 
cause why this road was not reported to the Town 
July 17. It has not been owing, in any degree, to our 
unreasonable neglect or refusal to act, for all along, 
and from the very start, we have honestly endeavored 
to do everything in our power to advance this improve- 
ment, and had it not been for this proceeding on the 
part of Mr. Candler, we think we should have been 
able, before this time, to have reported to the Town a 
road which would be satisfactory to the Town, the 
corporation and the parties interested. 


We say, therefore, that we have not unreasonably 
neglected or refused to: do our duty in reference to 
this part of the road prior to February first, as Mr. 
Candler alleges, because prior to that time the cor- 
poration did not really know what it wanted, or the 
public needed, and if we had laid out the road as then 
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talked of we should manifestly have made a great mis- 
take. Nor have we unreasonably neglected or refused 
to do our duty since then, but on the contrary, we have 
diligently tried to do it, and only failed to finish the 
location at the last minute, in consequence of mistakes 
made by other parties, too late to be rectified in sea- 
son for us to act on the road at the town meeting in 
July. 

We hope, therefore, that the Town will by a very 
decided vote of “No” express the opinion that the 
Selectmen have neither unreasonably neglected nor 
refused to do their duty, in reference to either branch 
of this road. ‘The Selectmen and the Town together 
are fully competent to determine any mere matter of 
town policy, like the laying out of this road, without 
the necessity for calling in outside parties to compel 
-us to do what is for our interest to do. We have no 
belief that the County Commissioners will compel the 
Town to expend many thousands of dollars which can 
so very properly be saved, or that they will decide that 
we have unreasonably neglected to lay out that part of 
the road which leads to the station. 
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ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Auditors chosen at the special town meeting, Febru- 
ary 11,1879, to examine the accounts for the financial year, 
1878-9, respectfully report that they have carefully examin- 
ed the Treasurer’s accounts and have found them correct, 
properly cast and with proper vouchers and warrants. In 
view of the severe criticisms to which our Treasurer has been 
subjected during the past two years we think it but right to 
say that a marked improvement has undoubtedly been made 
in the method of keeping the town’s accounts. ‘The books 
were well started at the beginning of the year under the 
guidance of Mr. Prescott, and a fairly successful effort has 
been made to keep them in accordance with the views ex- 
pressed in the Auditors’ report of last year. 

The examination of the books shows that there has been 
received from collection of taxes and miscellaneous sources, 
$409,798.22, which with $50,345.62, amount on hand at the 
beginning of the financial year, gives a total of $460,143.84. 
The payments have been $434,245.75. The balance of cash 
on hand called for by the books is represented by,

During the past year notes of the town have been paid to 
the amount of $29,000. By vote of the town July 17th, 
$5,000 was borrowed for one year; so that the town debt 
now stands at $1,444,350. The amount of the Sinking 
Fund is $136,000, which deducted, leaves the net debt of 
$1,308,350.

The Treasurer’s accounts with the Trustees of the Walnut 
Hills Cemetery and of the Warren Tree Fund have also 


been examined by us and found to be correct and as report- 
ed by him. 
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In comparing the reports of the Water Registrar and 
Town Treasurer it must be borne in mind, as was pointed out 
by the Auditors of last year, that the financial year of the 
town is from February 1 to January 31, inclusive, while 
that of the Water Board is from January 1 to December 31, 
inclusive. 

A comparison of the receipts from Water Rates with the 
expenses of the maintenance of the Water Works and items 
charged directly to the Water Rates will show that the 
revenue from the Water Rates is now more than enough to 
pay all the cost of maintaining the works and the incidental 
expenses of the Water Board, so that practically no money 
is raised by taxation for these purposes. 

We have also examined the accounts and securities of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund and find them as stated 
in the report of the Treasurer. 

In 1874 the town adopted the following By-Law: “No 
member of the Board of Selectmen or any officer appointed 
by the legal voters of the town, authorized to make any con- 
tract or agreement in behalf of the town for labor, materi- 
als, goods, wares, or merchandise furnished to the town, or 
for a loan of money, shall be interested in a private capacity, 
either directly or indirectly in such contract, agreement or 
loan; nor shall either, directly or indirectly, for himself or 
for any other person receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, 
loan, contract or agreement, or furnishing such materials, 
goods, wares and merchandise.” 

From the Treasurer’s report-it will be seen that this By- 
Law has been practically disregarded, although still suppos- 
ed to be in force.. The warrants or orders on the Treasurer 
are signed by a majority of the Selectmen; but in several 
cases we found one of the majority to be a member directly 
interested in the contract, for the payment of which the order 
was drawn; a practice certainly not to be commended, and 


to which we think the attention of the town ought to be 
called.

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The expenditures on account of Schools and of Sidewalks, 
have exceeded the appropriations therefor—the former 
$530.32 and the latter $11.64. 

We have reduced the appropriations for Highways, Re- 
moving snow from sidewalks, Lighting Streets and for Care 
of Town Hall, from the estimates of the Selectmen, to about 
what they were last year, thinking that the amounts we have 
recommended should be sufficient in view of the urgent 
need of retrenchment in the expenditures of the town.

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THE committee appointed to revise the by-laws of 
the town have attended to that duty, and submit their 
report to the town. The committee have re-arranged 
the by-laws, and, in many instances, re-drafted them. 
They have not felt authorized, however, to omit from 
the draft herewith submitted any provisions of the exist- 
ing by-laws, except when they seemed to conflict with 
by-laws passed subsequently. The committee have 
prepared by-laws upon the subjects of the discharge 
of fire-arms and driving of cattle, to which their atten- 
tion was called by citizens of the town, and have in- 
corporated them with the others. 

With these exceptions, the committee believe that 
the draft submitted embraces only the provisions of the 
existing by-laws. 

The committee append a draft of by-laws relating 
to the accounts of the treasurer, in pursuance of the 
instructions of the town, referring a proposed code,of 
by-laws on that subject to this committee. In explana- 
tion of the changes which they have made in their draft 
from that submitted by the auditors, they have to say,— 

ist. The clause concerning the appropriation for the 
treasurers salary seems to be out of place in a by-law, 
and unnecessary. 

2d. The clause respecting the notification of balances 
of appropriations seems not germane to the remainder 
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of the recommendation of the auditors, and therefore 
appropriate for a separate by-law. The committee 
have, therefore, reported it separately. 

3d. It seemed to the committee doubtful whether 
the recommendation of the auditors, providing a pen- 
alty in the event of the treasurer's not complying with 
their instructions, was in accordance with law; and they 
are quite clear that the recommendation is an inexpe- 
dient one to adopt. They have, therefore, omitted it 
from their draft. The committee append the draft as 
originally proposed by the auditors.

PROPOSED BY-LAWS 


OF THE 


TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


I—THE CALLING OF TOWN MEETINGS. 


SEcT. 1. The Selectmen, whenever it is possible, shall, be- 
fore calling any town meeting, post notices of their intention 
so to do, in at least ten places in the town, at least fifteen days 
before the time of such meeting. 


I1—TAXES. 


Sect. 2. All taxes shall be assessed according to law, and 
the tax-bills shall be delivered as soon as the assessment is 
completed. 

Sect. 3. All taxes shall be paid on or before the first day 
of October in each year, unless otherwise ordered by the Town. 
Except bills for Poll Taxes only, which shall be paid on presen- 
tation thereof. 

Sect. 4. The Assessors shall keep a record of all abate- 
ments of taxes, the names of the parties taxed, and the reasons 
for, and amounts of, abatement. 

Sect. 5. In all cases where tax-bills are not paid at the 
time specified in the second section, it shall be the duty of the 
collector forthwith to issue a summons to each delinquent ; 
and, if such delinquent do not pay the amount of his tax 
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within ten days after the issuing of the summons, with twenty 
cents more for the summons, the collector shall issue his war- 
rant to an officer, who shall forthwith proceed to collect the 
amount due, in manner provided by law. Twelve per cent 
interest shall be charged on all tax-bills from the time they 
respectively become due until paid, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the town. 


III—CONVEYANCES OF TOWN PROPERTY. 


Sect. 6. The Town Clerk, under the direction of the 
Selectmen, shall have the custody of the Town Seal. 

Sect. 7. All conveyances under seal, which may hereafter 
be executed on behalf of the Town, pursuant to a vote of the 
Town or otherwise, shall be sealed with such seal, and sub- 
scribed by the whole Board of Selectmen for the time being. 

Sect. 8. The Town Clerk shall keep a true copy (in a 
book to be kept for such purpose alone) of all deeds, or other 
instruments executed by the Selectmen, in accordance with 
the provisions of this By-law. 


IV.—CONTRACTS BY TOWN OFFICERS. 


Sect. 9. No member of the Board of Selectmen or any 
Officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contract or agreement in behalf of the town for 
labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished to the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall be interested in a private ~ 
capacity, either directly or indirectly, in such contract, agree- 
ment or loan; nor shall either directly or indirectly for himself 
or for any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, 
loan, contract or agreement, or furnishing such materials, 
goods, wares and merchandise. 

Sect. 10. All calls for contracts shall be advertised in not 
less than two Boston daily newspapers, and shall have not 
less than three insertions in each, at intervals of two days; 
the last publication to be at least two days before the day 
of opening the bids. 


/ 

Sect. 11. The advertisement shall require each proposal 
to be sealed, the name of the bidder to be in a separate en- 
velope, properly designated, and shall announce the place, 
day and hour at which they will be opened. The bids as re- 
ceived shall be deposited in a box securely locked, and at the 
time and place named shall be publicly opened in the presence 
of a majority of the Board of Selectmen, or Committee author- 
ized by the town to make the contract. No bids shall be 
deposited after the time advertised for opening. 


V.—CONSTRUCTION OF TOWN-WAYS. 


SecT. 12. Whenever any way shall have been laid out or 
altered by the Selectmen, and accepted and allowed by the 
town, no entry for the purpose of constructing any part of 
such laying out or alteration shall be made, until all claims 
for damages by reason thereof shall have been finally adjusted 
or determined; unless such entry shall be authorized by special 
vote of the town. 


VI—APPROPRIATIONS. 


Sect. 13. It shall be the duty of the Selectmen to prepare 
and print in the Annual Town Report a table of estimates of 
all the regular appropriations proposed to be made at the 
annual meeting. In order that they may make such a table, 
each Board or Standing Committee shall make out an esti- 
mate for each respective regular appropriation needed, and 
cause the same to be handed to the Selectmen, in writing, in 
season for such publication, with the reasons therefor. 

Secr. 14. Any Board or Standing Committee or Officer 
of the town, or any person or persons intending to ask an 
appropriation at any meeting of the town, other than the 
regular annual appropriations before named, shall file a written 
notice in the office of the Town Clerk of such intention, at 
least ten days before such meeting, stating the object and sum 
of the appropriation intended to be asked. The Town Clerk 
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shall thereupon record such notice, and inform the Selectmen 
thereof. It shall thereupon be the duty of the Selectmen to 
examine into the subject and be prepared to inform the town 
thereon. 

Sect. 15. If the sum of the appropriation so proposed to 
be asked shall exceed one thousand dollars, a statement of the 
proposition shall be printed and circulated with the warrant 
for the meeting, or at least four days before such meeting. 

Provided, that an appropriation may be asked, without such 
notice, at any meeting of the town, but in the absence of such 
previous notice, the subject shall not be acted upon except at 
an adjournment of said meeting, or at another meeting; in 
either case not less than one week from the date thereof, and 
during said interim the Selectmen shall cause a printed notice 
of the sum and object of said proposed appropriation to be 
distributed among the voters, at least three days before such 
adjourned or other meeting, and shall also fully inform them- 
selves upon the subject, and report thereon when it comes 
before the town for action. 


VII.— REPORTS. 


Sect. 16. The Town Clerk shall make an annual report 
upon the vital statistics of the town. 

Sect. 17. The Selectmen, acting in their function of a 
Board of Health, shall report such statistics, recommendations 
and suggestions, as they shall deem suitable, in order to give 
to the town full information upon the subject of the public 
health and sanitary welfare of the inhabitants of the town. 

Sect. 18. The Selectmen shall, in their annual report, 
state in detail what action they have taken in the year pre- 
ceding, whether as Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, Sur- 
veyors of Highways or Board of Health. In regard to town- 
ways, county-ways and sewers, they shall state specifically 
what have been laid out and constructed, what have been 
altered, what damages have been assessed and paid; what 
claims are outstanding, and what claims are in suit against

the town. They shall also state what ways or sewers that have 
been ordered, laid out or accepted, remain to be constructed. 
They shall especially give full reports in regard to all suits 
against the town, by or with all the circumstances relating 
thereto. 

Sect. 19. The Selectmen shall, on the first day of each 
month, cause an exhibit to be prepared of the sum and object 
of each appropriation made by the town, the amount of the 
_ warrants drawn against the same, and the balance unexpended. 
Said exhibit shall be recorded in a book kept for the purpose, 
subject to the inspection of the citizens. 

SEcT. 20. In his annual report, the Treasurer shall state 
specifically the objects for which the debt of the town was in- 
creased during -the year preceding, and recite the votes under 
which the money was borrowed; and shall render a classi- 
fied statement of all expenditures and receipts of the town in 
such detail as to give a fair and full exhibit of the objects and 
methods of all expenditures. He shall also state the amount 
of money received from other sources than taxation by the 
town ; and the expenditures and town debt for each year since 
the year 1847, including the year last ended. 

Sect. 21. The Assessors shall append to their annual re- 
port, a table of the valuation, real, personal and total, the rate 
of taxation, and the amount of money raised. 

SEcT. 22. The School Committee shall append to their 
annual report a statement of the total number of children who 
have attended the public schools during the year. 

SEcT. 23. The Trustees of the Public Library shall append 
to their annual report an account of the amounts received and 
of the sum and object of their expenditures for the support 
of the Town Library during the year preceding. 

Secr. 24. All Boards, Standing Committees and Officers 
of the town shall cause records of their doings and accounts 
to be kept in suitable books. Said books shall be kept in 
their respective places in the Town Hall, and shall not be re- 
moved therefrom. Said record books shall be open to the 
inspection of the citizens of the town during business hours 
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on every day, but shall remain during such inspection under 
the supervision of the Board, Committee or Officer designated 
to keep charge thereof. 

Sect. 25. All Boards, Standing Committees, Special Com- 
mittees or Officers of the town having the charge of the ex- 
penditure of money, shall annually report thereon in print in 
such manner as to give the citizens a fair and full under- 
standing of the objects and methods of such expenditures, 
referring, however, to the report of the Treasurer for specific 
details. 

Sect. 26. All reports intended to be presented or proposed 
to be acted upon at the annual meeting of the town, shall be 
made on or before February 15th, in each year, and shall 
thereupon be printed, and shall be distributed at least four days 
before said meeting. 

Sect. 27. The Town Clerk shall have charge of printing 
and make a full index to the reports. 


VITI.— PUBLIC WAYS. 


Sect. 28. All persons intending to erect, repair, or take 
down any building, on land abutting on any way which this 
Town is obliged to keep in repair, and who desire to make use 
of any portion of said way for the purpose of placing thereon ~ 
building materials or rubbish, shall, ten days at least before so 
placing any building materials or rubbish, give notice in writing, 
to the Selectmen of such wish. And thereupon the Selectmen 
may grant a permit to occupy such a portion of said way to be 
used for such purpose, as in their judgment the necessity of 
the case demands and the security of the public allows ; such 
permit in no case to be in force longer than ninety days, and 
to be on such conditions as the Selectmen may require; and 
especially, in every case, upon condition that during the whole 
of every night, from twilight in the evening until sunrise in 
the morning, lighted lanterns shall be so placed as effectually 
to secure all travelers from liability to come in contact with 
such building materials or rubbish. 


If 


Sect. 29. Whoever shall use any portion of any way which 
the Town of Brookline is obliged to keep in repair, without the 
permit, in writing, of the Selectmen, as above provided, or 
having obtained such permit, shall fail to comply with the 
conditions thereof, shall forfeit and pay into the Town Treasury 
ten dollars for each offence, and shall also re-imburse the Town 
for all expenses by way of damages or otherwise, which the 
town may be compelled to pay by reason of the way being 
encumbered. 

Sect. 30. Whoever shall move, or assist in moving, any 
building, more than ten feet high, over any way in this 
Town, which this Town is obliged to keep in repair, without 
the written permit of the Selectmen being first obtained, or, 
having obtained such permit, shall not comply with the restric- 
tions and provisions thereof, shall forfeit and pay into the 
Town Treasury, for every such offence, twenty dollars. 

SEcT. 31. In case any building shall be moved contrary to 
the provisions of the third section, the owner of the building 
shall re-imburse the Town for all expenses by way of damages 
or otherwise, which the Town may be compelled to pay by 
reason of the way being encumbered. | 

Sect. 32. Whoever shall coast upon a sled in any of the 
streets, or upon any of the sidewalks in this Town, shall forfeit 
and pay into the Town Treasury, for each offence, a sum not 
less than one dollar, and not more than five dollars. 

Sect. 33. Whoever shall drive, or take charge of, at the 
same time, in any of the public ways of the Town, two or more 
vehicles, drawn by horses or other beasts, or shall allow any 
vehicle belonging to him to be driven in the public ways of 
the Town, without some competent person in charge thereof, 
shall forfeit and pay for each offence the sum of five dollars. 

Sect. 34. No person shall drive cattle in droves of more 
than six, through any of the streets of the town, without first 
obtaining a license from the selectmen so to do. 

Sect. 35. Whoever having charge of any beast, shall suffer 
or permit any such beast to run, gallop, trot, pace, or go, at 
any rate exceeding eight miles to the hour, through any way, 
avenue or street in this Town, shall forfeit and pay not less 
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than five dollars, nor more than twenty dollars for each offence, 
to be paid into the Treasury of the Town. 

SEcT. 36. Whoever shall suffer horses, or grazing beasts, 
or swine, to run at large in this Town, or to feed by the road- 
side, either with or without a keeper, shall forfeit and pay into 
the Town Treasury five dollars for every such offence. 

SECT. 37. Whoever shall drive, wheel, or draw any coach, 
cart, wheelbarrows, handcarts, velocipedes, bicycles, or any 
carriages of burden or pleasure (excepting children’s carriages, 
drawn by hand), upon any sidewalk in the Town, or permit 
any horse, cattle, swine, or sheep under his or her care, to go 
upon any sidewalk in the Town, so as to interfere with the 
convenient use of the same by all passengers, or behave him- 
self in a rude or disorderly manner, or use any indecent, 
profane, or insulting language, in any public place in the Town, 
or near any dwelling house, or other building, therein, or be, 
or remain upon any side walk, or upon any doorstep, portico, or 
other projection of any house or other building, not his own, 
to the annoyance or disturbance of any person, or by any 
noise, gestures, or other means, wantonly and designedly 
frighten any horse in any street, or other public place in 
the Town, or shall throw stones, snowballs, sticks or other 
missiles, or kick at football, or play at any game in which a ball 
is used, or fly any kites, or balloons, in any of the public ways 
in the Town, shall forfeit and pay for each offence, not less 
than five dollars and not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 38. Whoever shall stand on any public way, in such 
a manner as to obstruct a free passage for passengers, or shall 
fire or discharge any gun, fowling-piece, pistol, or other fire-arm, 
or make any bonfire, or other fire in any public way or public 
place in the Town, or within two hundred feet of any such 
way or place within the Town, shall forfeit and pay for each 
offence, not less than five dollars, and not more than twenty 
dollars. 

Secr. 39. Whoever shall shoot with, or use a bow and arrow, 
in any of the public ways of the Town, or shall place or cause 
to be placed upon any public way, footpath, or sidewalk, within 
the town, any lumber, iron, coal, trunks, bales, boxes, crates, 
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casks, barrels, package or other thing, or shall otherwise 
obstruct such way by placing things therein, for more than 
one hour, or more than ten minutes after being notified by a 
Constable, Police Officer, or the Selectmen, or shall lay, throw, 
or place, or cause to be laid, thrown or placed, any ice or snow 
into any street within the Town, unless the same be broken 
into small pieces, and spread evenly on the surface of such 
street, shall forfeit and pay not less than two, nor more than 
five dollars for every offence. 


IX.—HAY SCALES. 


Sect. 40. The Selectmen shall appoint, for a term not 
exceeding one year, a superintendent of the hay-scales belong- 
ing to the Town ; who may at any time, be removed from office 
by the Selectmen. 

SECT. 41. In case of temporary absence, or inability prop- 
erly to perform the duties of his office, the Superintendent 
shall at his own expense procure a substitute to perform such 
duties, who shall be approved by the Selectmen, and be remov- 
able at their pleasure. 

Sect. 42. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent to 
weigh all the hay and other articles, which may be offered 
to be weighed, subject to such rules and regulations as shall 
be established by the Selectmen, concerning the scales and the 
fees for weighing. 


X.—FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 43. Until otherwise provided, there shall be one 
Engine Company, and one Hose Company, and one Hook and 
Ladder Company. No person shall be appointed a member 
of either of said Companies, except he is eighteen years of 
age, and a resident in the town; nor shall any one be ap- 
pointed for a less term than three months. 

Sect. 44. Each Company shall have a Foreman, an Assis- 
tant Foreman, and a Clerk, who shall be chosen by each 
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Company annually, at a meeting to be held in May ; subject to 
the approval of the Board of Engineers. 

Sect. 45. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to see that 
the engines and apparatus and engine-houses are all kept neat, 
clean, and in order for immediate use, and to preserve order 
and discipline at all times in the Companies. 

Sect. 46. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a record 
(in a book to be provided by the Engineers) of the names of 
all the officers and members of the Companies, specifying the 
times of appointment, discharge, and age of each member, and 
the absence of each from all fires in this Town, and from the 
monthly meetings, provided for in the sixth section; and also 
a full account of the town property in charge of the Companies. 
This book to be always subject to the control and inspection 
of the engineers, and to be actually submitted to their inspec- 
tion some time in the months of January and July in each 
year. In the course of the same months, the Clerk is to 
deliver to the Town Treasurer a certified list of the officers 
and members of the Companies, specifying the number of 
times (if any) each officer or member has absented himself as 
aforesaid. 

Sect. 47. Each Company shall perform all duties by law 
required to be performed by engine-men, and shall use their 
endeavors, in as orderly and quiet a manner as possible, to 
extinguish all fires which may break out in this Town. And 
in no instance shall the engines or apparatus leave the Town, 
without the consent of one or more of the engineers of the 
Town. | 

Secr. 48. On the return of the apparatus from the fire, the 
same shall be well and securely taken care of; and once a 
month the Companies shall meet, for the purpose of examining 
the state of the engines and apparatus, and see that the same 
are in good repair, and ready for use. 

Secr. 49. The officers and members shall quarterly receive 
from the Town Treasurer, in full for their services, such com- 
pensation as the Selectmen may, from time to time, by vote 
determine. Provided that no member not appointed as pro- 
vided in the first section, and no officer not approved as 
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provided in the second section, shall receive any portion of 
such compensation. 

Sect. 50. Noclaims whatever on account of said Company, 
its members or officers, shall be paid by the Town Treasurer, 
except the compensation provided for by the seventh section. 

Sect. 51. The members of the Companies are not to meet 
in their respective houses for any purposes except those 
properly and reasonably connected with their duty as firemen, 
unless by permission of the board of engineers; and no dis- 
tilled or fermented liquors shall be used: at any meeting 
whatever, which shall be held in the engine-houses. At any 
time, when, in the judgment of the Selectmen, the public good 
will be advanced thereby, they may dismiss from the service 
all or any portion of the Companies, their officers or members, 

Sect. 52. Whoever shall take away, or cause to be re- 
moved, from any engine-house or other buildings in this 
Town, or in any way interfere with any Fire Engine, Hose 
Carriage, Ladder Carriage or any Hooks, Ladders, Hose or 
other apparatus for extinguishing fires, or connected with any 
Engine Company, (said property belonging to this Town,) 
without the consent of the Engineers or officers of any engine 
company, or members thereof duly authorized, or one of the 
Selectmen of the Town, shall forfeit and pay not less than five 
dollars, nor more than twenty dollars for each offence, to be 
paid into the Treasury of the Town 

‘Sect. 53. Whoever shall maliciously enter into any of 
the buildings belonging to this Town, which are used for 
engine-houses or the storage of apparatus connected with 
extinguishing fires, without the consent of the Engineers or 
officers of any engine company, shall forfeit and pay not less 
than five dollars, nor more than twenty dollars, for each offence, 
to be paid into the Treasury of the Town. 


XI.—PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Sect. 54. MHabitual truants and children between the ages 
of seven and fifteen years wandering about in the streets and 
public places of this town, having no lawful occupation or 
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business, not attending school, and growing up in ignorance, 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars, or by 
commitment to any institution of instruction, house of refor- 
mation, or suitable situation, provided for the purpose under the 
authority of the first section of chapter 262 of the Acts of the 
year 1873. 

Sect. 55. The school committee shall annually appoint two 
or more truant-officers whose duty it shall be to report all cases 
coming to their knowledge of habitual truancy, and of children 
found wandering in the streets as aforesaid, to the parents or 
guardians of the children found offending; and in case such 
children so reported are again found violating this by-law, to 
make complaint thereof before a court or magistrate having 
jurisdiction of the offence. They shall also inquire diligently 
concerning all persons between the ages aforesaid, who seem 
to be idle or vagrant; or who, whether employed or unem- 
ployed appear to be growing up in ignorance, and enter a 
complaint against any one violating section first of this by-law. 
Before making complaint against any child, the truant-officers 
shall notify the child and its parents or guardian of the penalty 
of the offence. 

Sect. 56. Every child before being admitted into any 
public school in this Town, shall present to the teacher a 
certificate from some physician, or from its parents or guar- 
dians, that he or she has been properly vaccinated. No child 
shall be allowed to attend school who has not been properly 
vaccinated. 


XII.— PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Secr. 57. It shall be the duty of the board of health to be 
vigilant and active in protecting the public health; to see that 
the laws and ordinances in relation to the same are enforced ; 
to communicate their views to the board of selectmen from 
time to time, as they may deem expedient ; and they shall have 
power to call upon the police and the various town officers to 
aid them in the performance of these duties. 
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Sect. 58. The board of health shall make all contracts and 
regulations for the cleaning of cesspools, vaults, and privies, 
and the collection of house offal, and the employment of labor- 
ers required therefor; provided, however, that the expenditure 
for the purposes herein enumerated shall not exceed the amount 
previously appropriated therefor by the town ; and ail contracts 
for such work shall contain the condition that they shall be 
performed to the satisfaction of the board of health. 

Sect. 59. ‘the board of health shall organize annually by 
choice of one of their members as chairman. The said board 
shall also appoint a secretary, whose duty it shall be to have 
charge of the records of the board. 

Sect. 60. The board shall annually, on or before the roth 
day of February, send to the selectmen an estimate, in 
detail, of the appropriations required by the health department 
during the next financial year. All bills for expenditures 
from the appropriations for the health department shall be 
drawn for by the chairman of the board, and examined by the 
auditor of the selectmen, before they are paid by the town 
treasurer. 

Sect. 61. The board of health shall annually, in the month 
of February, present to the town a report made up to and 
including the last day of the preceding January, containing 
afull and comprehensive statement of the acts of the board 
during the year, and a review of the sanitary condition of the 
town. 

Sect. 62. Whenever the board sells any article or ma- 
terials belonging to the town, or does, or causes to be done, 
work for any individual, they shall enter, in books to be kept 
for that purpose, all such sales and work done, with the price 
thereof, and shall forthwith make out bills for the same and 
deliver them to the town-treasurer for collection, and the 
treasurer shall forthwith demand payment of the said bills ; 
and in case any bills or dues under this by-law remain unpaid 
at the expiration of thirty days after demand for payment as 
aforesaid, the treasurer shall deliver the same to the board of 
selectmen for legal proceedings ; but if the selectmen are satis- 
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fied that the interests of the town require it, they may cause 
legal proceedings to be had at any time. 

Sect. 63. The board of health may give licenses for burials, 
and for the removal of dead bodies from the town, and point 
out the place, depth, width and range of all graves in the several 
burying-grounds, and shall forbid graves to be dug within those 
limits in such grounds in which, in its judgment, it would be 
dangerous to the public health to allow graves. 

SEecT. 64. No person shall bury or inter, or cause to be 
buried or interred, any dead body, in violation of any direction 
or order of the board, given in accordance with the preceding 
section, or without having first obtained a license so to do. 

Sect. 65. No person shall inter, or cause to be interred, any 
dead body in a grave less than three feet deep from the surface 
of the ground surrounding the grave to the top of the coffin. 

Secr. 66. On the first Monday of February annually, or 
within ten days thereafter, the board of health shall appoint 
for a period of one year, from the first Monday of April in the 
year in which they may be appointed, such a number of funeral 
undertakers as may be deemed expedient, and they shall be 
responsible for the decent, orderly, and faithful management of 
the funerals undertaken by them, and for a strict compliance 
with the ordinances of the town in this behalf. Each under- 
taker may employ porters, of a discreet and sober character, to 
assist him, and he shall be accountable for their conduct; said 
undertakers and porters may be removed at the pleasure of the 
board. No person not appointed as aforesaid shall open any 
tomb or grave for the purpose of depositing or removing a dead 
body, without the permission of the board of health. 

Sect. 67. No person shall bury or inter, or cause to be 
buried or interred, any dead body at any other time of the day 
than between sunrising and sunsetting, except when otherwise 
permitted by the board of health. 

Sect. 68. The board of health are authorized to make 
and adopt any regulations in relation to the interment of the 
dead which they may deem expedient. 

Sect. 69. In order to abate a nuisance the board of select- 
men, with the approval of the board of health, is authorized to 
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permit, under such restrictions, not inconsistent with existing 
by-laws of the town in relation thereto, and on the payment 
of such sum as they may deem expedient, the construction 
of sufficient passage-ways or conduits under ground for the 
purpose of conveying the contents of any vault, privy, or wet 
lands into any common sewer or drain. 

Sect. 70. If the board of health shall at any time be satis- 

fied that any tenement, used as a dwelling-house, is not provided 
with a suitable privy, vault, and drain, or either of them, as 
aforesaid, they shall give notice in writing to the owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person having the care thereof; and in case 
of neglect or refusal to obey such notice the board of health 
shall cause such privy, vault, and drain to be made for such 
tenement or other building, at the expense of such owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person; and in case any such drain, vault, 
or privy is constructed as aforesaid, for the use of more than 
one house, then the owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
having the charge of each of such houses, shall be liable to pay 
a proportional part of such expense. 
’ Sect. 71. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain becomes 
offensive or obstructed, the same shall be cleansed and made 
free, and the owner, agent, occupant, or other person having 
charge of the land in which any vault, privy, or drain is situated, 
the state or condition of which is in violation of the provisions of 
of this ordinance, shall remove, cleanse, alter, amend, or repair 
the same within such reasonable time, after notice in writing to 
that effect given by the board of health, as shall be expressed in 
such notice. In case of neglect or refusal so to do, the board 
of health may cause the same to be removed, altered, amended, 
or repaired, as they may deem expedient, at the expense of the 
owner, agent, occupant, or other person as aforesaid. 

Sect. 72. No cesspool, vault or privy situated within one 
hundred feet of any town way or public building shall be 
emptied in any other mode, or at any other time, than the 
board of health may direct and appoint, subject to such regu- 
lations as the board from time to time shall make on the 
subject, and always at the expense of the owner, agent, occu- 
pant, or other person having charge of the tenement in which 
such vault is situated. 
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Sect. 73. Books, in which shall be entered all applications 
for opening and cleansing vaults, shall be kept in convenient 
places under the charge of the chief of police ; such applications 
shall specify the number of loads, if less than the whole con- 
tents of the vault, to be removed ; and they shall receive atten- 
tion in the order in which they are made, so far as practicable. 

Sect. 74. All house offal, whether consisting of animal or 
vegetable substances, shall be placed in suitable vessels, and 
no ashes ‘or other refuse matter shall be mingled therewith ; 
and the same shall be kept in some convenient place, to be 
taken away by the town scavengers, which shall be done as 
often as once in each week. 

Sect. 75. No person shall remove, or carry in, or through, 
any of the streets, squares, courts, lanes, avenues, places, or 
alleys within the town of Brookline any house dirt or house 
offal, either animal or vegetable, or any grease or bones, or any 
refuse substances from any of the dwelling-houses or other 
places in the town, unless each person so removing or carrying 
the same, and the mode in which the same may be removed or 
carried, shall have been expressly licensed by the board of 
health, upon such terms and conditions as they may deem the 
health and interest of the town require. But all the ashes and 
cinders made from steam engines, or steam boilers, forges or 
furnaces, used for mechanical purposes, shall be removed at 
the expense of the parties occupying the building, or the owners 
thereof, and at such times, and in such manner, as the board 
of health may direct. 

Sect. 76. No person shall drive, or cause to be driven, 
any cart or wagon containing night-soil, or any wagon or cart 
used for that purpose, through any public way in the town, 
between the hours of four A. M. and 9g P. M., nor permit any 
such wagon or cart to stand between said hours, in any street, 
lane or alley in said town. 

Sect. 77. No person shall keep any swine within a distance 
of fifty feet of any public way or place, or within a distance of 
one hundred feet of any dwelling house not his own, or within 
a distance of twenty-five feet of his own dwelling - house, 
without a permit from the Selectmen previously obtained. 
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Sect. 78. No person shall put or suffer to accumulate on 
his premises any refuse, animal or vegetable matter, rubbish or 
filth, whereby any offensive or noxious stench or effluvia shall 
be created, and the health or comfort of the citizens be injur- 
riously affected, or shall throw any such substances into the 
streams or brooks of the town, not laid out by the town as 
common sewers, or shall allow the contents of any vault, or 
house-drain, or the refuse of manufacturing or slaughtering 
process, to drain into such streams or brooks. 

Sect. 79. No person shall throw or suffer to fall into any 
common sewer in the town, or into any inlet of the same, any 
dead animals, stones, bricks, sticks, or other substances likely 
to obstruct the flow of water in the same, and no person shall 
allow his vault or house drain to drain into any sewer, without 
first obtaining from the proper authorities the permission so 
to do. 

Sect. 80. No person, without the license of the board of 
health, shall throw into, or leave in, or upon, any street, court, 
square, lane, alley, public square, public enclosure, vacant lot, or 
any pond or body of water within the limits of the town, any 
dead animal, dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, 
shreds, manure, oyster, clam, or lobster shells, waste water, 
rubbish or filth of any kind, or any refuse animal or vegetable 
matter whatsoever. Nor shall any person throw into, or leave 
in, or upon, flats, or tide water within the jurisdiction of the 
town, any dead animal, or other foul or offensive matter. 

Sect. 81. If any of the substances mentioned in the pre- 
ceding section shall be thrown or carried from any house, ware- 
house, shop, cellar, yard, or other place, or left in any of the 
places specified in the preceding section, the owner and occu- 
pant of such house, warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, or other place 
as aforesaid, and the person who actually threw, carried, or | 
left the same, or who caused the same to be thrown, carried, or 
left, shall severally be held liable for such violation of this or- 
dinance; and all such substances shall be removed from the 
place where they have been so thrown or left, as aforesaid, by 
such owner or occupant, or other person, within two hours 
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after personal notice, in writing, to that effect, given by the 
board of health or any police officer ; or such removal shall be 
made under the direction of said board or its officers, and the 
expense thereof borne by such owner or occupant. 

SecT. 82. All dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, 
hair, shreds, manure, oyster, clam or lobster shells, waste water, 
or any animal or vegetable substance, rubbish, or filth, of any 
kind, in any house, warehouse, or other building, cellar, yard, 
unaccepted street, alley-way, or other place which the board of 
health may deem injurious to the health of the town shall be 
removed by the owner or occupant of such house, warehouse, 
other building, cellar, yard, unaccepted street, alley-way, or 
other place where the same may be found, within twenty-four 
hours, or such other time as the board of health may deem 
reasonable, after notice in writing to that effect, or such removal 
shall be made under the direction of the board of health, and 
the expense thereof borne by such owner or occupant, who shall 
also be liable to a penalty. 

Sect. 83. No person shall beat or shake any carpets 
within one hundred feet of any public way or place, or within 
one hundred feet of any dwelling house not his own, or in any 
places so that the dust from such carpets shall injure any 
person in any dwelling house or upon any public way or place. 

Sect. 84. No person shall bring into town, any decayed 
or damaged grain, rice, coffee, fruit, potatoes, or other vegetable 
product, or any tainted or damaged meat or fish, without a 
permit therefor from, and in such a manner only as directed 
by, the board of health. 

Sect. 85. The board of health shall have chat of any 
buildings which are or may be established within the town 
limits, for the admission of patients having the small-pox, or 
any other infectious disease ; and they shall make such rules 
and regulations for the management and government of the 
patients and employés as they may deem proper and necessary. 
And the board shall carefully guard against the introduction 
of any cases of infectious disease into any other buildings 
under their charge than those appropriated for that purpose 
by the town. 
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Sect. 86. All notices issued by the board of health shall be 
served personally upon the owner or occupant, or their author- 
ized agent, by any police officer or person competent to serve 
a notice in a civil suit, or it may be left at the owner’s, occu- 
pant’s, or agent’s last and usual place of abode, if the same be 
known and be within the State. 


XIII.— MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 87. Whoever posts, affixes, or in any way attaches 
any poster, handbill, notice, advertisement or placard, or paints, 
draws, or stamps any letter, notice, figure, advertisement, or 
marks upon or into, or otherwise defaces any wall, fence, post, 
tree, building or structure, not his own, within the Town of 
Brookline, without the permission of the owner of such wall, 
fence, post, tree, building or structure, shall forfeit and pay for 
each offence a fine of not less than five nor more than twenty 
dollars to be paid into the Treasury of said Town ; and if such 
posters, handbills, notice, placard, letter, figure, advertisement 
or marks be obscene, or indecent, the penalty shall not be less 
than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 88. Whoever shall swim or bathe in any of the 
waters within or surrounding the Town, so as to expose him- 
self to the view of any passenger or other person in any public 
way, railroad or house within the Town, shall forfeit and pay 
not less than five dollars, and not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 89. No person shall fire or discharge any gun, fowl- 
ing-piece, or fire-arm, within the limits of the Town of Brook- 
line; provided, however, that this by-law shall not apply to the 
use of such weapons at any military exercise or review, or in 
the lawful defence of the person, family, or property of any 
citizen. 

Sect. 90. The Board of Selectmen may make, from time 
to time, such rules and regulations for the government, dis- 
position, and management of the police as they may deem 
expedient. 
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XIV.— PROSECUTIONS AND PENALTIES. 


SECT. 91. Prosecutions for offences under these by-laws, 
may be made by any constable or police officer of the town. 

SEcT. 92. Any person who shall violate any provision of 
these by-laws, or who shall refuse or neglect to obey any order 
of the Board of Health duly issued under these by-laws, and 
directed to him and properly served upon him, shall, in cases 
not otherwise provided for, forfeit and pay for each offence a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


THE ACCOUNTS OF THE TOWN TREASURS 


_I.— The books of the Treasurer shall be kept in such man- 
ner and form as shall be prescribed by the auditors; and they 
shall report to the Selectmen any failure to comply with their 
instructions. ° 

II.—-The Treasurer shall, on the first day of each quarter, 
notify all officers, boards, committees, and agents of the Town, 
authorized to expend money, or incur indebtedness on account 
of the Town, of the balances of the appropriations against 
which they are authorized to draw, to the end that no debt 
shall be,contracted in excess of such appropriations.

The recommendation of the Auditors referred to the Com- 
mittee on By-Laws, was:as follows :— 

Voted, That there be appropriated the sum of Twenty-five 
Hundred Dollars for the salary of the Treasurer and Collector, 
including clerical assistance. That the Treasurer is hereby 
instructed to keep in the form and manner that the Auditors 
may direct, a Cash-book, Journal, and Ledger, (and other minor 
books they may deem necessary,) and that any failure or neglect 
to comply with their instructions, be reported by the Auditors 
to the Selectmen, who shall thereupon, if just cause appears, 
appoint a book-keeper or clerk to the Treasurer, who shall 
receive out of the salary (2,500) appropriated above, such com- 
pensation as the Selectmen shall allow —and that -all officers,

ADDITIONAL REPORT. 


— 


CARRIAGE-STANDS. 


SEcT. I. Noperson shall use any portion of any public way 
in this town as a carriage-stand for the solicitation of passen- 
gers for hire, without a license from the Selectmen. 

SEcT. 2. The Selectmen may grant licenses to use a 
certain portion of any public way as a carriage-stand, under 
such terms and conditions as they may prescribe. 


DEALERS IN JUNK. 


No person shall deal in junk within this town, or go from 
house to house purchasing or endeavoring to purchase, junk, 
bottles, bones or grease, without a license frm the Selectmen. 


SEWERS. 


Section I. There shall be appointed annually, on the first 
Monday in March, or within twenty days thereafter, by the 
Board of Selectmen, a Superintendent of Common Sewers, who 
shall hold his office for one year, from the first day of April 
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of the year in which he is appointed, or until he is removed, 
or a successor is appointed. He shall receive such compensa- 
tion as the town may determine. He may be removed at the 
pleasure of the Selectmen, and in case said office shall at any 
time become vacant, it shall be filled in the manner above pre- 
scribed for the unexpired term. 

On or before the first day of February, annually, the said 
Superintendent shall make a report to the Selectmen, con- 
taining a statement of the expenditures, income and business 
of his department during the preceding year, a schedule of the 
propefty belonging to the department, and such other informa- 
tion, or such suggestions, as he may deem expedient, and also 
an estimate in detail of the appropriations required by his 
department for the next financial year. | 


Sect. 2. The Superintendent shall, under the direction of 
the Board of Selectmen, take the general supervision of all 
common sewers, which now are, or hereafter may be, built and 
owned by the town, or which may be permitted to be built or 
opened by its authority; and he shall take charge of the 
building and repairs of the same, and make all contracts for 
the supply of labor and materials not otherwise provided for by 
the Selectmen or the town. 


SEcT. 3. All common sewers, which may be considered 
necessary by the Board of Selectmen, in any street or highway, 
shall be laid as nearly as possible in the centre of such street 
or highway, and shall be built of such materials and of such 
dimensions as the said Board shall direct. And where it is 
practicable, they shall be of a sufficient size to be entered and 
cleaned without disturbing the road-bed or pavement above. 


Sect, 4. The Superintendent, whenever any common 
sewer is ordered to be. built or repaired, shall ascertain its 
depth, breadth, mode of construction and general direction, and 
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take the plan thereof, and insert the same, with all those par- 
ticulars, in a book, to be kept for that purpose, and forthwith 
ascertain and insert on said plan all entries made into such 
sewer. 


Secr. 5. He shall keep an accurate account of the expense 
of constructing and repairing each common sewer, and shall 
report the same to the Board of Selectmen, together with a list 
of the persons and estates deriving benefit therefrom, and an 
accurate statement of the frontage and superficial area of the 
lands upon which said expense ought to be assessed. 


Secr. 6. The Board of Selectmen, in making assessments 
for defraying the expense of constructing. or repairing com- 
mon sewers, pursuant to the provisions of these By-Laws, shall 
deduct therefrom such part, not less than one third, unless 
otherwise directed by vote of the town, to be charged to and 
paid by the town ; and they shall assess the remainder thereof 
upon the persons and estates deriving benefit from such com- 
mon sewer, either by the entry of their particular drains, or by 
any more remote means, apportioning the assessment in such 
manner as the town shall hereafter direct ; and they shall also 
fix the time when the proportion of the said assessments 
charged upon persons benefited shall be paid; and the said 
assessment shall be made within one month from the time 
of the completion of any common sewer which may be con- 
structed pursuant to the provisions of these By-Laws. 


Sect. 7, The Superintendent shall enter in books, kept for 
that purpose, all such assessments made by the Board of Select- 
men, and shall forthwith make out bills for the same, and deliver 
them to the Town Treasurer for collection; and the Town 
Treasurer shall forthwith demand payment in writing of the 
said bills, in the manner prescribed by law; and if any bills or 
dues under these By-Laws remain unpaid at the expiration of 
three months after demand for payment, as aforesaid, the Town 
Treasurer shall cause the same to be collected by the proper 
legal process. 
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Secr. 8. The Board of Selectmen shall have power, in all 
cases where there is any common sewer in any street or high- 
way, to cause every owner of land, adjoining said street or 
highway, his agent or tenant, to make a sufficient drain from 
his house, yard or lot, whenever, in their opinion, the same may 
be necessary ; and they shall thereupon give such owner, agent 
or tenant notice in writing, specifying the time within which 
such drain must be completed ; and if the said owner, agent or 
tenant neglects to complete the same within the time specified, 
the Board of Selectmen shall cause it to be done, and shall 
recover the whole amount of the expense thereof, with ten per 
cent. damages, by an action in the name of the town of Brook- 
line, before any court proper to try the same ; provided, however, 
that in no case shall the ten per cent. claimed by way of 
damage exceed the sum of twenty dollars. 


Sect. 9. It shall be lawful for all persons having the care 
of any buildings, to carry the rainwater from the roofs of said 
buildings, at their own expense, into any common sewers, free 
of any charge from the town; provided, that the same be done 
by tight water spouts and tubes under ground, and under the 
direction of the Board of Selectmen. 


SECT. 10. Every person entering his or her particular 
drain into any common sewer without a permit in writing from 
the Board of Selectmen, or Superintendent of Common Sewers, 
as hereinafter mentioned, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
twenty dollars, and shall also be liable to pay all such damage 
by way of indemnification as the said Board may deem just and 
reasonable. 


Sect. 11. All particular drains which enter into any 
common sewer, in any street or highway, shall be built of such 
size and materials, and in such a direction, and at such a grade, 
and in such a manner as the Board of Selectmen or the Super- 
intendent of Sewers shall direct; and all openings into such 
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common sewer, for the purpose of connecting a drain there- 
with, and all drains and repairs of drains, from any house, 
cellar, yard, or other premises, connecting with such common 
sewer, and all openings or excavations, in any street or highway, 
for the purpose of constructing or repairing any private drains, 
shall be made by a person licensed in writing for that purpose, 
by the Selectmen, or the Superintendent of Sewers authorized 
so to do by the Board of Selectmen. 


SECT. 12. Every person licensed as provided in the pre- 
ceding section shall, before performing any work authorized 
thereby, execute a bond to the town, in such sum as the 
Selectmen may prescribe, (but such sum shall not be less than 
five hundred dollars,) with one or more persons as sureties, 
satisfactory to the Selectmen, conditioned that he will properly 
make the openings into the sewer; that he will properly 
construct or repair the drains connecting with the sewer or 
any other drain; that he will leave no obstruction of any 
description in the sewer which he may open; that he will 
properly close up the excavation and restore the earth and 
pavement taken up, and regrade and repave the street, should 
it settle or become out of order within one year thereafter, or 
if he shall fail to do so within twenty-four hours after being 
notified thereof in writing, then it shall be regraded or repaved 
at his expense, by direction of the Superintendent of Sewers ; 
also, that he will cause a sufficient fence to be placed and fixed 
so as to enclose the excavation, and the earth, stone, or other 
material which may be put into the street, and that he will 
maintain such fence during the whole time such excavation, 
earth, or other material may obstruct the street ; and that he 
will cause one or more lighted lanterns to be maintained in a 
conspicuous place over such excavation, earth or fence, from 
the beginning of twilight every evening, and through every 
night during the time such excavation or obstruction in the 
street may exist ; and further, that he will comply with the by- 
laws and ordinances in relation to sewers, and drains, and 
streets, and to such orders and regulations as the Board 
of Selectmen may adopt for the proper government of per- 
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sons licensed to construct or repair private drains or open 
and dig in the street or highway for that purpose; and that he 
will indemnify and hold harmless the town from any damage 
or costs to which they may be put by reason of injuries result- 
ing to any one from neglect or carelessness in making and 
repairing such drain, or in performing any work connected 
therewith, or in properly fencing or lighting at night any 
excavation or obstruction caused by making or repairing such 
drain. 


Secr. 13. If any drain in any street or highway be con- 
structed or repaired, or any excavation be made for that 
purpose, without the permission authorized in section eleven, 
or in mode different from that prescribed therein, the person 
doing such work, and the owner or agent directing the same, 
shall respectively be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
dollars. 


Secr. 14. No owner or owners of any real estate to whom 
permission has been or shall be given to construct private 
drains for such estate shall, by the construction of such private 
drains, be exempted from an assessment lawfully imposed for 
constructing common sewers in the same vicinity. 


Sect. 15. Whenever any drain connecting with any com- 
mon sewer or drain becomes clogged, obstructed, broken, out 
of order, or unfit for the purposes of drainage, the owner, agent, 
occupant, or person having charge of any building, yard, lot of 
land or other premises which are drained by said drain, shall, 
when directed by the Board of Selectmen, within five days after 
notice in writing from said Board, remove, reconstruct, alter, 
cleanse, or repair said drain, as the condition of said drain may 
require. Incase of neglect or refusal to remove, reconstruct, 
repair, alter or cleanse said drain for the space of five days, the 
Board of Selectmen shall cause the same to be removed, 
reconstructed, repaired, altered or cleansed, as they may deem 
expedient, at the expense of the owner, agent, occupant or 
other person as aforesaid, and such owner, agent, occupant, or 
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other person shall also be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
fifty dollars. 


Sect. 16. Any owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
having charge of any building, yard, lot of land, or other 
premises which are drained into any common sewer or drain, 
who permits any gravel, sand, ashes, or any substance or matter 
which may form a deposit or obstruction in any common sewer 
or drain to flow or pass into the same, shall be liable to a penalty 
of not more than twenty dollars for each offence. And said 
owner, agent, occupant, or other person as aforesaid shall, when 
directed by the Board of Selectmen, within ten days after 
notice in writing to that effect from said Board, provide his 
drain with a sufficient cesspool or catch-basin, or, if one already 
exists, clean out, repair, or alter the same, and provide such 
other means as shall prevent any substance or matter from 
passing into the sewer or drain which may cause a deposit or 
obstruction therein. 

In case of neglect or refusal to provide a cesspool or catch- 
basin, or to clean out, repair, or alter such cesspool or catch- 
basin, if one exist, for the space of five days, the Board of 
Selectmen shall cause to be constructed a suitable and sufficient 
cesspool or catch-basin, or, if one exists, shall cause it to be 
repaired, altered and cleaned, and provided with such other 
means to prevent any substance or matter from passing into 
the sewer or drain that may cause a deposit or obstruction 
therein, as they may deem expedient, at the expense of the 
owner, agent, occupant, or other person having charge of the 
premises, and such owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
shall also be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars. 


Secr. 17. The Superintendent of Sewers, under the direc- 
tion of the Board of Health, is authorized to permit under 
such restrictions, and on the payment of such sum, not exceed- 
ing thirty dollars, as they may deem expedient, the construction 
of sufficient passage-ways or conduits underground for the 
purpose of conveying the contents of any vault into any 
common sewer or drain.

In the Auditors’ list of appropriations for 1878, 
there is recommended for the Extension of Water 
Works, the re-appropriation of $2608.08, being the 
amount remaining from the sale of Water. Bonds; 
and that an additional sum of $2391.92 be appropri- 
ated, to be raised by taxation; making in the whole, 
- $5000.00, which may be used in the extension of the 
Works. This amount was recommended in view of 
the requests for the extension of street mains, received 
by the Water Board up to the time of making their 
annual report, to wit: ‘The Board ask that they may 
be authorized to pay the sum of $411.38 for the main 
laid by the order of the Sewer Committee in Mount- 
fort and St. Mary’s streets, and the sum of $59.16 for 
a main laid by Francis Maley, in Sewall place,— both 
of which amounts it was understood the Board would 
advise the town to repay—and also the sum of 
$1600.00 for the construction of the main in Harvard 
street, should the town authorize the laying of the 
same, on the petition of D.S. Coolidge and others. 
These requests are more fully set forth in the Annual 
Report presented at the March meeting. 

~Should the Water Board have authority to ex- 
pend the sums above named, amounting in the aggre- 

gate to $2070.54, and reserving $1200.00 for the prob- 
le expenditure in laying service pipes during the 
year, there would remain of the $5000.00 recom- 
mended by the Auditors the sum of $1729.46, for any 
other extensions of mains and which was supposed to 
be sufficient to meet the requirements likely to arise. 
But since the report of the Board was made, they 
have received two petitions for street mains; one 
from James L. Little, Jr., for the continuation of the 
6-inch main in Cottage street, from the point where 


‘it now terminates, opposite the estate of Thomas Par- 
sons, to a point opposite Mr. Little’s estate on the 
corner of Cottage street and Goddard avenue, a dis- 
tance of about nine hundred feet, at an estimated cost 
of $1200.00. Mr. Little has recently purchased this 
estate, and intends to make extensive improvements, 
and also to put another house on the premises. The 
water rates which he would pay would not probably 
be less than $40.00 per annum, and is likely to be 
considerably increased. He also offers, if the town 
will cause the main to be laid, to pay into the town 
treasury the sum of $350.00, as part of the expense 
incurred. The Water Board consider this a very 
liberal offer, and would advise the town to vote that 
this extension be laid. This work can be done within 
the appropriation recommended in the Auditors’ Re- 
port. 

The other petition is from Charles Stearns and 
nineteen others, for a 6-inch main in Babcock and 
Freeman streets, a distance of 3900 feet, at an esti- 
mated expense of $3700.00. The estimated imme- 
diate income from water consumers on this line is 
$90.00. The Water Board, taking into consideration 
the fact that these streets were specially laid out for 
building purposes, and that most of the lots abutting 
upon them are owned by persons who are not only 
paying large taxes, but also interest on the value of 
the land, and that they are, in consequence of there 
being no water supply, hindered from _ building 
themselves, or from disposing of the lots to others 
for building purposes, would advise that the town 
authorize the laying of water mains in these streets. 
To do this, it will be necessary that the appropriation 
asked for by the Auditors should be increased $3,- 
500.00. |

Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to 
lay a 6- inch main in Cottage street from the point 
where the main now ends to a point opposite the 
estate of James L. Little, Jr., a distance of 900 feet, 
at an estimated expense of $1200.00, upon Mr. Little 
agreeing to repay to the town $350.00, upon completion 
of the work, as part of the expense of laying the said 


main, the balance to be charged to extension of Water 
Works. 


Voted, ‘That the Water Board be authorized to 
lay a 6-inch main in Babcock and Freeman streets, a 
distance of 3900 feet, at an estimated expense of 


$3700.00, and charge the same to extension of Water 
W orks. 


REPORT ON WATER SUPPLY. 





Atv the special town-meeting holden Oct. 10, 1878, the 
third article of the warrant — viz., “‘ To see if the town will 
examine the cause of the alleged impurity of the water sup- 
plied from Charles River”’— being under consideration, it was 
“Voted, That the subject-matter of this article be referred 
to a Committee, consisting of Messrs. Henry M. Whitney, 
Willard A. Humphrey, William H. Lincoln, and the Water 
Board, with a request that they report at the next annual 
meeting the full extent of the difficulty, and the best way to 
remedy it, and the cost of doing it, and that the Committee 
have power to consult experts.” 

The Committee appointed by the foregoing vote respect- 
fully submit the following Report :— 

The Committee find that “the cause of the alleged impuri- 
ty of the water” is due to leakage of swamp-water into the 
conduit for carrying the filtered water from the filtering-gal- 
leries to the pumping-station. The conduit is made of wood, 
and the joints have shrunk; so that the swamp-water, in con- 
siderable quantities, leaks into the conduit, and is pumped 
with the filtered water into the reservoir, and is thence dis- 
tributed throughout the town. That section of the conduit 
connecting the eastern and western filtering-galleries — 
about four hundred feet—is thought to be in sufficiently 
good condition to warrant its being left as it is for the pres- 
ent, and no estimates are therefore made for repairs upon that 
section. Previous to the appointment of this Committee the 
Water Board had given the subject much serious and careful 
consideration. ‘They had at one time a portion of the con- 
duit uncovered, and invited several engineers of note, resi- | 
dents and non-residents of the town, to examine the conduit. 


* 
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Relying upon the opinion of these engineers and the opinion 
of the Water Board, we assumed, early in our investigation, 
that the best, if not the only, way of repairing this damage 
is by entirely rebuilding the conduit from the eastern end of 
the eastern filtering-gallery to the pumping-station,—a dis- 
tance of 3,047 feet. It furthermore appeared to be desirable, 
that, in rebuilding the conduit, it should be placed in a lower 
level, to permit of drawing the water lower in the filtering- 
gallery, thereby increasing the supply. For facts in relation 
to the present supply and consumption, see Report of Water 
Board for 1879. 

Mr. E. S. Philbrick, under date Dec. 31, 1878, estimated 
the cost of rebuilding the conduit with iron pipe twenty- 
four inches in diameter, using. the present level and founda- 
tion, at $6.75 per running foot, or, for

Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer estimated the cost of rebuilding the 
conduit one foot lower than the present, with twenty- 
four-inch iron pipe, including engineering, at ‘ . $25,838 50

Mr. Ernest W. Bowditch believed that it was advisable to 
drive piles for a foundation for the iron pipe. He examined 
personally the character of the ground, and gave the Com- 
mittee estimates for connecting the pipes by two different 
methods. By one of these methods the cost was estimated 
at about $10.25 per running foot, or, for

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Finding these estimates so large, the Committee next made 
inquiry as to the cost of moving the pumping-station to Cow 
Island, near the lower end of the filtering-galleries, connect- 
ing with the present force main by a new force main across 
the marsh, in place of the present conduit. 

Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer’s estimate for this, including 
175 feet additional length: of filteritig-gallery, was $29,385, 
details of which were as follows : —

This did not include the cost of new house for engineer, 
as it was estimated that the present engineer’s house and 
materials from old pumping-station would sell for sufficient 
to pay for the new house; neither does it include the cost 
of auxiliary engine, which would be needed immediately in 
case the pumping-station were moved, but which is needed 
wherever the pumping-station is located, and which the 
Water Board have already recommended the town to ‘pur 
chase, at a cost of about $3,000. 

It was intended, in case the pumping-station were removed, 
to have the pumps placed upon a lower level, thereby per- 
mitting the water to be drawn lower in the galleries than it 
-can now be done, which we consider would be an immediate 
and permanent advantage. The condition of the pumping- 
station is also such as to cause much anxiety to the Water 
Board in reference to the stability of the building and engine 
foundations. 

In view, therefore, of the apparent advantages in favor of 
the removal, and the slight apparent difference in cost, we 
_were, until quite recently, prepared to advise the town to 
move the pumping-station. But within a very few days we 
have received a proposal from Mr. James Driscoll for doing: 
-all the work of repairs, excepting furnishing the pipes and 
connecting them, for $2.47 per foot. |

Considering that the cost of moving the pumping-station 
would be from $15,000 to $17,000 more than the cost of a 
new conduit in the present location, according to the propo- 
sals given above, we recommend the town to adopt this 
course, and we offer the following vote : — 

Voted, That the sum of $17,500 be appropriated for repair- 
ing the conduit from the eastern end of the filtering-gallery 
to the pumping-station, and for building two hundred feet of 
filtering-gallery, the same to be expended under the direction 
of the Water Board, with Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer as con- 
sulting and supervising engineers. 

The estimates and reports from the engineers and experts 
who have been consulted by the Committee are left on file 
with the Water Board, for reference and examination by citi- 
zens who may feel desirous of obtaining more detailed infor- 
mation than is contained in this Report.

REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline : 


GentLemen, — I have now to report the completion of the 
main sewer from the village to Charles river as ordered by you 

last spring. 

It has been laid in Washington street, Brookline avenue, the 
Playground, northerly of and near the Brookline Branch railroad, 
through Carlton street, Beacon street, St. Mary’s street, and in 
the line of St. Mary’s street extended to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ Line in Charles river. Its position is more accurately 
stated in the ‘ Location of Main Sewer” made by the Select- 
men December 27, 1876, and represented upon an accompany- 
ing plan, except that the sewer has been laid on the northerly 
side of Washington street instead of on the southerly side as 
there given. 

At its outlet the sewer is entirely submerged, the interior 
crown being at zero of the Boston base, or mean low water in 
Boston harbor, which is below mean low water at the point in 
Charles river where the sewer discharges. 

From the Harbor Commissioners’ Line the grade of the sewer 
rises 1 in 29.762, a distance of 266.15 feet, to the bank of 
Charles river where the elevation of the crown is 9 32 and the 
elevation of the invert is 1.90. The size of this section of sewer 
is 7 ft. by 7 ft. 5 in., except just at the outlet where it is 7 ft. 
circular. From the bank of the river to Aspinwall brook, a

distance of 6,625.65 feet, the grade rises about 1 in 2,000. The 


elevation of the crown at the junction of Beacon and Carlton 
streets, where the size changes, a distance of 2,308.61 feet from 
the bank of Charles river, is 10.48 and the elevation of the in- 
vert at the same point is 3.06. The size of sewer below Carlton 
Street is 7 ft. by 7 ft. 5 in., and above Beacon street it is 6 ft. by 
T ft. Lin. At Aspinwall brook the elevation of the crown is 
12.29 and of the invert 5.21. From this point, in a dis- 
tance of 122.35 feet, crossing the Brookline Branch railroad, 
the sewer reduces to 4 ft. by 6 ft., and then to 4 ft. circular, and 
the grade rises about 1 in 2,000. At the end of the second re- 
ducer the elevation of the crown is 12.28 and the elevation of 
the invert is 8.28. At this point the grade line coincides with 
the crown of the sewer, but between this and the outlet the sewer 
has been constructed slightly larger than was originally planned, 
and the crown rises above the grade line by the amount of this 
excess of size, which is one inch in height from Aspinwall brook 
to Beacon street, and five inches in height from Carlton street to 
near the Harbor Commissioners’ Line. From the end of the 
second reducer above mentioned the grade rises about 1 in 1,000 
to the end of the sewer near the central railroad station. For a 
distance of 1,261.55 feet, to Washington street near Brookline 
avenue, and opposite the Gas Works, the size of the sewer is 4 
ft. in diameter, circular. The elevation of the crown, at the end 
of this size is 13.55 and the elevation of the invert is 9.55. 
Thence to the terminus in Washington street near the railroad 
station, a distance of 901.70 feet, the size of the sewer is 30 ins 
by 45 in. elliptical. The elevation of the crown at the end, is 
14.45 and that of the invert is 10.70. The whole Jength of the 
sewer is 9,177.40 feet or 1.738 miles. At its upper terminus the 
interior crown is 1.55 ft. below the cellar grade established 
by the town. | 

Bevelled pipes, six inches in diameter, are built into the sides 
or into the crown of the sewer to facilitate making connections 
for house drainage, at intervals of about forty feet, from the bank 
of Charles river to Aspinwall, brook. Where the depth of 
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earth above the crown exceeds twelve feet, these connections 
were inserted in the top of the sewer, and can be entered from 
either side of the street. ‘The pipes are extended above the 
crown, in deep cutting, so that the depth of trench for the pri- 
vate drain, to be connected with the sewer, need not be excessive. 
Where the cutting was moderate these connections were inserted 
on both sides of the sewer, except on the easterly side for a 
a distance of about eleven hundred feet below Aspinwall brook, 
and a distance of about two hundred and forty feet on the east- 
erly side, near Longwood Station, where the sewer is located in 
the old bed of Muddy river. From Aspinwall brook to a point 
near the junction of Pearl place and Washington street—except 
through the Playground—six-inch connections were put in on 
both sides of the sewer, at intervals of about forty feet. From 
near Pear] place to the terminus such connections were put in on 
the northerly side of the sewer, at intervals of about twenty feet. 

Bevelled pipes, twelve inches in diameter, are built into the 
walls at points where it is supposed that catch-basins or small 
lateral sewers will need to be connected. | 

An inlet is provided for a brick sewer eighteen inches in 
diameter from Ivy street, and one for a sewer four feet in diameter 
at Aspinwall biook. 

The sewer passes under the old bed of the brook which crosses 
Washington street, near the railroad. At this point a North 
River flagging-stone, two feet wide and six and one-half feet 
long, was built into the crown of the sewer in such a way as to 
replace the bed of the brook which crosses over it. Through 
the stone a slot four and one-half inches wide and four and one- 
half feet long is cut, longitudinally with the sewer, so that the 
flow of the brook, in such amount as will pass through the open- 
ing, may at all times be received into the sewer. This opening 
may be reduced to a greater or less extent, so that any needed 
quantity may be received from the brook. Whatever flow of 
water there may be in the brook, in excess of this quantity, will 
pass on as before, in the old channel. At present the aperture is 


wholly closed. 
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The existing sewer in Washington street, north of the railroad, 
was connected with the upper terminus of the main sewer. Just 
below this connection the main sewer crosses under the new bed 
of the brook, without connecting. 

On Washington steet, opposite the Gas Works, about 
613 feet above Walter avenue, a sump was built below the 
existing sewer, and from that a pipe twelve inches in diameter 
was laid to connect with the main sewer. By this means all the 
ordinary flow and the rainfall from a large proportion of the 
storms, which formerly passed this point, is turned into the main 
sewer. The excess of flow from extraordinary storms will pass 
on by the old outlet to Muddy river. 

The sewer is made to cross the brook channel on Brookline 
avenue, below the Gas Works, through an iron pipe four feet in 
diameter, and about twelve feet long. The channel was enlarged 
so that the area for the flow of the brook water is as great where 
the sewer pipe crosses as at other points in the channel. In ad- 
dition to this a pit was constructed in the bottom of the channel, 
under the pipe, twelve feet long, seven feet wide and three feet 
deep, which will add to the discharging area of the brook channel, 
so long as it is not filled with deposits. 

Until a lateral sewer is constructed near Aspinwall brook, the 
ordinary flow of the brook will pass into the sewer through the 
four feet connection. For the passage of excessive storm-waters 
a channel was built crossing under the sewer and connecting 
with the old culvert under the railroad. ‘This channel forms a 
pit where solid matter, brought down the brook, will collect and 
need to be cleared out periodically. ' 

Near this point, and on the south-east side of the railroad, the 
new brook channel and the main sewer cross each other at such 
a level that the invert of the main sewer is about two feet below 
the bottom of the brook channel. The sides of the channel and 
of the sewer are at present cut away so that there is free flow 
between them. When the flow of the sewer and the brook ex- 
ceeds two feet in depth in the sewer, it will rise above the 
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bottom of the brook and spread a certain distance down stream. 
But the bottom of the brook is lower here than it is a little distance 
down stream, so that the depth must exceed about three feet in © 
the sewer before a flow will take place through the brook into 
Muddy river. Under these circumstances it was thought that 
some years would elapse before objection would arise to the 
escape of water from the sewer. But whenever objection is fairly 
made to this arrangement the brook can be carried under the 
sewer at small cost by a sunken channel, similar to that provided 
for the storm-waters of Aspinwall brook. When this is done an 
overflow from the sewer should be preserved. Above the brook, 
the sewer is 4 ft. in diameter, below the brook it is 4 ft. by 6 ft. 

An overflow weir to discharge excessive storm-waters from the 
sewer into Muddy river is constructed about 206 ft. below Long- 
woodavenue. It.is formed by inserting two granite sills in the east- 
erly wall of the sewer, so that their rounded upper surfaces are one 
foot below the inside crown of the sewer. The two sills together 
thus form a weir 122 feet long, over which water can flow to a 
depth of one foot before the sewer will be overcharged. Having 
passed this weir the storm-water falls into an outer chamber from 
which it is conducted to Muddy river through, an arched channel 
6 by 42 ft. in diameter, passing under the railroad track. The 
chamber and the sewer are spanned by an arch of five feet radius 
covering the weir. 

Two flushing gates are inserted in the sewer.’ One is just 
above the overflow, near Longwood avenue, and the other in St. 
Mary’s street, near the northerly line of Beacon street. These 
gates are made of oak and hard-pine wood formed into one piece 
and arranged to swing upon horizontal axes. The axis is placed 
below the middle of each gate and turns in sheet-brass_ thimbles — 
built’ into the walls of the sewer. When closed, the gate fills the 
section of the sewer, and when open it lies horizontally and offers 
but slight obstruction to the flow. When the sewer needs to be 
flushed one of these gates can be closed, at about high-tide, so as 
to retain the water above it until the tide has fallen and that por- 
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tion of the sewer below the gate is nearly empty. On opening 
the gate at this time, the great volume of water which has been 
pent up escapes with such a velocity as to wash all deposit before 
it out of the sewer. 

‘Twenty-seven manholes are built at intervals in the lime, from 
the sewer up to the surface of the ground, where they are capped 
with cast-iron frames and covers. Iron bars like ladder-rounds, 
or brick steps, are inserted in the sides of the manholes to facili- 
tate passing between the surface and the sewer. At five other 
points, manholes are built a certain distance above the sewer and 
capped with stone. These can be extended to the surface if it 
should be convenient to use them. One manhole frame and 
cover was set in the brook channel near the section of 4 ft. iron 
pipe, on Brookline avenue. 

Eighteen catch-basins have been set at different points, and 
connected with the sewer, An old catch-basin, on Longwood 
- avenue, was rebuilt and connected. These basins should be 
examined occasionally, especially after a heavy rain-fall, and 
when the solid contents exceed a foot in depth they should be 


cleared out. 


Through a large portion of its length the sewer was built in 


‘difficult ground.” Nearly all of it required close sheeting. About 
one-third of a mile in length was founded in quicksand, and 
about one-fourth of a mile in nearly fluid marsh-mud. The out- 
let is submerged at all stages of the tide. From Brighton avenue 
to Beacon street, a total distance of about 1,700 feet, the volume 
of water draining into the sewer trench was so great that two 
steam-pumps, each having discharge pipes 6 inches in diameter, 
were kept constantly at work day and night. From thence to 
the marsh near Christ Church one such pump was constantly at 
work. Between Longwood Station and Aspinwall avenue one 
steam-pump wasrun more or less during the daytime. Near and 
across Aspinwall avenue it was run constantly, On Washington 
street from Brookline avenue toa point about 200 feet above 
Pearl street the steam-pump was in constant use, 
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In Carlton street from near Monmouth street to Colchester 
street, a distance of about 525 feet, the average depth of trench 
for the sewer was about 22 feet. ‘The material was coarse sand 
and quicksand. Near Monmouth street the quicksand extended 
about 125 feet in length of the sewer. ‘The deepest cut at this 
point was about 23 feet. 

From Carlton street to a point opposite Christ Church, a 
distance of about 800 feet, the sewer trench was cut in the side 
slope of the Brookline Branch railroad and within the railroad 
location. ‘The necessity for keeping off the private grounds on 
one side and the frequent passing of trains close to the work on 
the other, with a body of loose earth to be supported on one side 
of the trench, very much higher than that on the other, together 
with quicksand, a part of the way, to be dealt with in the bot- 
tom, made this a dangerous and difficult piece of work. 

The southerly retaining wall of Longwood avenue being high 
and heavy, the sewer was carried under it, and under a _ portion 
of Longwood avenue, in tunnel. As the lower portion of this 
tunnel was in quicksand, the process was too expensive to war- 
rant its being continued beyond a point where open cutting 
became practicable. The depth of open cutting at this point was 
about thirty feet, 

The depth of open cutting at Aspinwall avenue was about 
twenty-eight feet. 

The sewer was laid in quicksand in the following localities : 

A portion of Beacon street, a portion of Carlton street, between 
Colchester street and the railroad, near Longwood avenue, near 
Aspinwall avenue, and in Washington street, from Brighton 
avenue to within about one hundred and sixty-one feet of the 
terminus of the sewer. The whole length in quicksand is about 
1,717 feet. Many of the citizens of Brookline will remember 
the great delay and expense incurred by the Boston Water 
Department on account of quicksand, in laying the 40-inch water 
main around the corner from Washington street into Brookline 
avenue. It was necessary for our sewer to pass alongside of this 
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pipe for some distance, and the excavation of our trench exposed 
the water pipe a portion of the way. The sewer was laid several 
feet deeper than the water pipe, but the work was accomplished 
without disturbing the pipe or any other structure. The theory 
on which quicksand was everywhere treated was to draw away 
the water below the level of our work, without allowing the fine 
sand to follow it. 

The only point in the line of sewer where our first treatment 
was not entirely successful was in the marsh mud. ‘This material 
proved to be much softer and more unstable than was anticipated. 

The marshes crossed by the sewer are located, and may be 
defined, as follows : 

First. One nearly opposite Christ Church, about 320 feet 
long, in which piles were driven from 19 to 35 feet in depth below 
the marsh level, or in general about 28 feet deep. The.invert or 
water line of the sewer is about 4 feet above the Boston base, or 
6 to 7 feet below the marsh level. This marsh may be called the 
Sears marsh. 7 

Second. The old bed of Muddy river, and the marsh near 
it, south of Longwood Station, about 500 feet in length, where 
piles were driven from 16 to 29 feet below marsh level, averaging 
about 21 feet. The invert is about 4.3 feet above the base. 
This may be called the Stearns marsh. 

Third. The marsh north-easterly from Aspinwall avenue, 
about 500 feet long, where a large proportion of the piles ranged 
from 36 to 48 feet in length. Here the invert is about 4.8 feet 
above the base. This may be called the Davis marsh. | 

South of Aspinwall avenue the marsh mud was shallow, and 
cross walls of stone two or three feet high were put in to support 
the sewer. . : 

Through the deep marshes the sewer rests upon piles and 
stringeis. The piles are driven in two rows, one row under each 
side wall of the sewer at intervals of 5, 6, 63, T4, 8 or 10 feet 
according to the character or the depth of the mud. Lach pile 
was notched to form a rest for an 8 "x 12” stringer which was 
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run longitudinally and bolted to each pile. This arrangement 
furnished a complete support to the body of the sewer and what- 
ever load might come upon it. Only a narrow strip of the invert 
depended at all upon the earth for support. As only a vertical 
load comes upon the piles from the sewer, and each pile is en- 
tirely buried in earth, it was thought there would be sufficient 
stability without side bracing. After the piles were driven, a 
trench seven or eight feet in depth in one marsh and about six 
feet deep in the others, was dug for the sewer; the stringers 
were placed, and the sewer was built. While the first excava- 
tion was in progress, in the Sears marsh, it was observed that 
some of the piles on one side leaned inwards towards the axis’ of 
the sewer, but the assistant engineer in charge thought this was 
owing to inaccuracy in driving and he did not hestitate to build 


‘the sewer upon them. As it now appears, however, this indicat- 


ed that the mud, which was elastic, when relieved of a load by 
the excavation of the trench, swelled up from beneath, like the 
expansion of a sponge, and this in turn relieving the sides from 
pressure to a certain extent, caused a lateral motion of the mud 
which carried the piles inward along with it. This motion was 
less on the side next the railroad, where the embankment had 
consolidated the mud somewhat. ‘This lateral motion continued, 
slightly, after the brickwork was laid, causing cracks to appear in 
the invert, and, later, when the load of a full flow of water came 
upon the work, a narrow strip of the bottom settled one or two 
inches for a length of about eighty feet. 

When the cracks in the invert first appeared, braces were in- 
troduced in the work yet to be done, between the piles, laterally, 
which also, to a certain‘extent, furnished a support to the invert. 
The settlement occurred in that portion of the work built before 
the cross braces were introduced. 

In order to restore this strip of the invert to its proper 
position, and secure the work against further settlement, cuts 
were made across the bottom at intervals of about 31 feet, and’. 
bent iron straps passing from side to side below the inner course

of brickwork were securely fastened with screw bolts to the 
stringers. The inner course, four inches thick, was then removed 
and relaid upon a layer of concrete well rammed in place and 
brought to the proper height. After this, iron straps were put in, 
at intervals of about.five feet, all the way across the marshes. 
The iron, being entirely enclosed in masonry and coated with 
coal-tar, will not be liable torapid oxidation. The whole arrange- 
ment may be seen represented upon the following diagram, No. T. 

It is evident from this experience that piling is the only suita- 
ble support for the sewer, in such material, if itis of much depth. 
An embankment would not find firm foundation for many years ; 
indeed, the railroad embankment, which has been laid for more 
than a quarter of a century and has been subjected to heavy 
_ trains which aid its consolidation, is still settling. ‘The marsh- 
mud south of Aspinwall avenue is not very deep but the sewer, 
or new brook channel, built there by the town, east of the rail- 
road, in 1869 or 1870, is about a foot lower in the marsh than 
under Aspinwall avenue, which is down stream from the marsh, 

In a sewer of such flat grade as that of the main sewer, and 
depending on the flow to keep the invert free from deposit, even 
a slight settlement is objectionable. 

Notwithstanding the settling and repairing in Sears marsh, 
the sewer retains its shape remarkably wells Every one who is 
accustomed to measuring the cross-section of sewers, after the 
masonry is set, knows that it is rare to find a shape exactly 
according to plan. To illustrate this the following three sections, 
Nos. 1, 2 and 3, are given. | 

No. | is a section of the sewer previously built in Washington 
street north of the railroad, and now emptying into the main 
sewer. ‘The full line represents the contour of the sewer as it 
now stands, from accurate measurements, and the dotted line 
represents the intended cross-section, as understood. ‘The wall 
is single course, or four inch, brickwork. 

No, 2 is a section of the new brook channel, previously built, 
crossing Washington street within the railroad location. The 
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new main sewer crosses under thischannel. As before, the full 
line represents the present contour, from accurate measurements, 
and the dotted line the intended section, The wall of this chan- 
nel is three course, or twelve inch, brickwork. 

No. 3 is a section of sewer previously built, in Washington 
street, near the Gas Works. ‘This sewer is on the south side of 
the street and was connected with the new main sewer by a pipe, 
crossing the street. The full line represents the accurately 
measured contour, and the dotted line the intended section. 
The wall is single course, or four inch, brickwork. 

It is probable that many existing sewers which are doing their 
work in different cities and towns have sections worse than these, 
though the smaller sewers are more out of shape than ought to be 
allowed. 

The following six illustrations Nos. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9, 
represent sections of the new main sewer, as now existing, from 
accurate measurements. The full lines showing the present 
contour, and the dotted lines the intended section. 

Other things being equal, the stability of a sewer depends 
largely upon the thickness of its wall compared with its diameter. 
In the new main sewer the walls are comparatively thinner than 
in the sewers previously built and represented in the first three 
sections. The 30” x 45” sewer has only a single course, or four 
inch wall. The other sizes have double course, or eight inch 
walls, where brick is used, both in the crown and invert. Much 
the larger portion of the 7’ x 7! 5” and 6’ x T' 1" sewers have a 
stone arch for the crown, intended to be equivalent to an eight 
inch brick wall. After the masonry has set, the form may be 
considered permanent and no change will take place, from lapse 
of time, except under extraordinary circumstances. 

No. 4 is a section of the sewer built in the worst quicksand 
found in Washington street, opposite the Gas Works. 

No. 5 is a section of the sewer uearly in the middle of the 
Davis marsh, where the mud is deepest. 

No. 6 is a section about in the middle of the old bed of Muddy 
river, in the Stearns marsh. 
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No. 7 is a section about in the middle of Sears marsh, where 
the settlement took place. This diagram also illustrates the mode 
of construction in the marshes. 

No. 8 is a section in the deep cut in Carlton street, where the 
fill is 184 feet above the springing of the arch. 

No. 9 is a section in St. Mary’s street, under the middle of the 
Albany Railroad track. 

The two sections in the Stearns and Davis marshes represent 
the crown set one course higher than elsewhere. 

Considering the character of the earth in which the sewer is 
founded, at the points represented, it is very gratifying that the 
sections have retained their shape so much better than sewers 
crdinarily do, even in good ground. 

It will be noticed that section No. 5 leans out of plumb. At 
this point the outside crown of the sewer rises about 3 feet above 
the marsh level, and after construction an embankment was filled 
over the sewer to protect it from frost. The marsh is so soft that 
it will not sustain this embankment, and it settled for some time 
rapidly. The filling was continued as the bank settled, until it 
seemed likely to stay for a time, but the settling has continued, 
and the covering over the sewer is not so deep as it should be. 
In the spring the embankment should be brought up to grade 
and filled occasionally, as may be. necessary to maintain it there. 
In doing this it will be well to put some filling on the railroad side 
to balance the pressure upon the sewer. Notwithstanding this 
motion of the earth about the sewer, there appears to be no injury 
done beyond the slight leaning shown. 

A similar leaning is noticeable in section No. 2 of the sewer 
previously built near the railroad station, though this must have 
been from a different cause as the earth here is of the: most com- 
pact character. 

The interior surface of the main sewer is very smooth and true. 
The invert is laid in smooth brick—largely face brick—accurately 
placed to line. The inside of the arch or crown is smooth cement 
mortar giving a surface offering but slight resistance to the flow of 
water, a 
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Every barrel of Rosendale cement was tested and all that did 
not stand sixty pounds strain per square inch was rejected. About 
9,160 barrels were used, besides several hundred barrels of Port- 


land cement.

PROVIDENCE, Feb. 14, 1878. 
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REPORT. 


At a special town meeting of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Brookline, holden on Tuesday, the twenty-third day of 
January, 1877, the Third Article in the warrant calling the 
meeting being under consideration, namely :— ‘‘ To see if 
the town will accept and allow a public sewer from Wash- 
ington street to Charles river, as laid out and located by the 
Selectmen, and to act upon the votes reported by the 
Selectmen,” it was voted, ‘‘ That a committee of five, to be 
nominated by the chair, be appointed to consider and report 
in print at the annual town meeting, or some future meet- 
ing, upon what basis assessments for the building of main 
and lateral sewers or for entering the same shall be laid.” 


The committee appointed in accordance with this vote 
herewith submit their report: | 


Hitherto the system of laying sewer assessments in 
Brookline, has been to lay them upon estates only when 
drains therefrom have actually entered the sewer. At pres- 
ent the basis of assessment upon such estates is $1.25 per 
linear foot of frontage on the line of the sewer. -Up to 
January 1, 1877, the town had spent for sewers about 
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$100,000, and had collected for entering the same about 
$8,000. 

There is certainly one objection to the present plan, 
namely : 
~ All estates benefited by sewers are not assessed ; abutting 
estates afforded the opportunity of drainage can properly be 
assessed whether the owners avail themselves of the privilege 
or not. 

We think also that assessments can be distributed more 
equitably than upon the basis of frontage of abutting estates. 

Our investigations as to the best method of making sewer 
assessments at last reached this result, that we should recom- 
mend either the plan adopted by the City of Boston, or the 
one adopted by the City of Providence. 

The two plans are in substance as follows: 


Boston Pian. — ‘‘A main sewer through a valley is built, 
and its cost divided by the whole area eventually to be 
drained by it, calculated from the water-shed. A rate is 
thus fixed which each 1,000 feet should pay towards the 
main. Then as fast as branches are built, to their cost is 
added the proportion of the cost of the main, one-fourth is 
then deducted to be borne by the city, and the balance ap- 
portioned on the abutting estates according to their area, 
generally not exceeding 100 feet in depth, but sometimes 
reaching 150.” 

PROVIDENCE Puan. — “ The proper authority for the city 
makes an estimate of all sizes of sewers to be built to complete 
the system of sewerage for the whole district to be drained, 
finds the average cost per foot which represents the average 
cost of drainage for the district and, deducting one-third for the 
share to be borne by the city, establishes a uniform price for 
each running foot of sewer which is assessed upon abutting _ 
estates as their two-thirds share of the whole cost. The as- 
sessments are apportioned between abutting estates accord- 
ing to their area and frontage upon the streets in which sew- 
ers are laid, the area assessed not exceeding 150 feet in depth 
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from the street, and no assessment is made upon any estate 
until a sewer is built in the street bordering upon it.” 
The chief differences between the two plans are: 


First. One assesses a certain portion of the actual cost 
of sewers, the other assesses a certain portion of an esti- 
mated cost. 

Second. While each distributes the cost of the largest 
or main sewer by assessment upon the whole district, the 
Boston plan limits the distribution of the cost of the smaller : 
mains to their drainage district, while the Providence plan 
distributes their cost over the whole district to be drained by 
the system of sewerage of which they are a part. The local 
or ordinary sized sewers are considered by the Boston plan 
a benefit only to the estates immediately abutting upon them ; 
by the Providence plan they are considered an undivided 
part of the whole benefit procured by the whole system of 
sewerage. 

For this reason under one plan the assessments upon es- 
tates of equal area vary in amount according to the expense 
of the local sewers in front of them; under the other the as- 
sessments in this respect are uniform. 

Under the Boston plan if an estate happens to abut on a 
street in which an inexpensive sewer is laid it pays a small 
assessment; if the sewer prove expensive its assessment is 
correspondingly increased. By the Providence plan the 
cost of the smaller sewers is averaged with the cost of the 
larger sewers and a uniform price established, and each es- 
tate abutting on a sewer is assessed its proportionate share 
not of the cost of the sewer into which it immediately 
drains, but of the cost of the average size of sewers for the 
whole district. This is done upon the theory that it is sub- 
stantially a uniform benefit to every citizen to have the 
opportunity of drainage for his property, that the benefit 
being uniform the assessment, should be uniform, that the 
apportionment of cost should correspond with the distribu- 
tion of benefit. 
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Third. The Boston plan apportions the cost according 
to the area of estates assessed; the Providence plan makes 
the apportionment depend upon both area and frontage. 

After « comparison of the two plans we suggest the fol- 
lowing objections to the Boston plan: 


1. Local sewers differ so much from each other as to 
their cost that the assessments laid according thereto have 
too wide a difference. Estates receiving equal benefit do 
not pay the same assessment, but pay a greater or smaller 
sum as they happen to abut on an expensive or inexpensive 
local sewer. 

2. Local sewers are usually built from time to time for a 
short distance only. This makes a great many works of 
special construction and therefore a great many assessments, 
which differ from each other according to the difference in 
cost of construction. 

3. A proper execution of such a plan in Brookline 
would necessitate an expert to determine what length of 
local sewer should be built from time to time, in order to 
equalize the assessments as much as possible ; to estimate the 
spreading benefits of each particular main; and to keep an 
accurate record of all expenditures, so that each estate as- 
sessed should properly be charged for each item of benefit - 
from sewers constructed before the local sewer into which it 
should drain. Such an expert should be well qualified and 
his services would be constantly needed. For this reason 
his salary would add a considerable annual expense to the 
treasury of the town. 


PROVIDENCE PLAN. 


The first consideration as to the Providence plan is natur- 
ally, what dependence can be placed upon the correctness of 
the estimate. 


T 


Mr. Shedd’s estimate is based upon his own experience of a 
great many years, and is made up from all available data of 
the experience of others. He has made a careful and accurate 
investigation, and his conclusion is therefore entitled to great — 
weight. We find, too, that the result he has arrived at is 
supported by the experience of the City of Boston. In that 
city there are at present about 180 miles of sewers. The 
average cost per foot, excluding catch-basins (and man- 
holes) of 93 miles built since Jan. 1, 1859, is $3.54. Catch- 
basins and manholes, we are told, would make a difference 


of about 70 cents per foot. Mr. Shedd’s estimate of the aver- 


age cost per foot of sewers, including catch-basins and man- 
holes, to be built to complete the system in view for Brookline, 
is $4. If all engineers, or those best competent to judge 
of such matters, should substantially agree with the estimate 
of Mr. Shedd, we should feel satisfied that his calculation 
was avery fair index of the actual cost. It is not presumed 
that it can be exact, and the question is :—Is it exact enough 
for practical purposes, or is the inexactness such as will work 
injustice ? Taxation for public works is not necessarily depend- 
ent upon the actual outlay. ‘‘The assessment must of course 
be made upon an estimate which may be more or less incor- 
rect, as all estimates for public works are likely to be, but the 


liability to error ought not to defeat a special any more than a 


general levy for future purposes.”* The moneys appropriated 
for extensive public works are usually borrowed upon the cred- 
it of the public in anticipation of the work to be performed. 
Take for instance the appropriation of six millions of dollars 
by the City of Boston, in contemplation of the fulfilment of 
the Moon Island scheme of sewerage. The interest on this 
loan must be paid by general or special tax for some years 
before it can be certain that the whole or a considerable part 
of the sum shall be expended for the purpose for which it 
was raised.

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But it seems to us that the question need be but very 
slightly, if at all, burdened with the fact that the plan levies 


a a 


taxes for future purposes. The assessments are not increased 


in view of future construction, but for that reason are made 
smaller, because the larger sewers are built first, and as the 
work progresses the number of smaller sewers increases, thus 
reducing the average cost per foot. If the system of sewer- 
age should not be completed, those persons who had paid 
assessments would have no reason to complain, inasmuch as 
their assessments had been made smaller in view of the work 
undone; and the work done had been performed wholly for 
their benefit. But it may be said the system may be com- 
pleted and the estimate prove incorrect. Suppose the esti- 
mate prove too small. The result will be merely that the 
share borne by general tax will be increased. Suppose the 
estimate prove too large. The result will be that the share 
borne by general tax will be diminished ; and the estimate 
would have to be extremely inaccurate in order to make it 
possible for the total amount of assessments to exceed the 
total cost. The city assumes all risk of loss, advances a 
large sum of money—losing interest thereby—and though 
attempting by this plan of assessment to get back only a 
certain proportion of the cost, it does not exceed its authori- 
ty if it collects something more than the proportion aimed 
at, provided it does not collect more than its actual outlay. 
The experience of other cities, however, leads us to believe 
that there is little possibility of a city or town getting back 
any larger proportion of the cost than it assumes to collect. 

It seems to us that estimated cost ought not to be objected 
to if it is shown that the sum fixed upon is reasonable, just 
and proper, and does not exceed the cost to procure the 
benefit for which the assessments are made. 

The tendency of the plan is an equitable one. It tends 
to an equalization of assessments to correspond with the 
uniformity of benefit. 
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Which is the more equitable, the Boston plan or the Proy- 
idence plan. 

The principle upon which assessments are made at all is 
that certain estates are specially benefited by. the sewers, 
and for that reason a certain portion of the cost should be 
assessed upon them. In establishing a system of sewerage, 
the ultimate view is to furnish the opportunity of drainage to 
all lands in the district. The town undertakes the work and 
intends to perform it, not merely for a portion of the dis- 
trict, but for the whole; and the case is precisely as if all 
the owners of lands in the district agreed together to build 
the system for their own benefit, and their relations to each 
other are the same whether they make such an agreement, or 
the town, by a public vote, agrees to do the work for them. 
How then, if at the outset of such an enterprise the owners 
were to agree to bear the expense, would they regard the 
apportionment of cost between themselves. What distinc- 
tions would be made as to who should bear the cost of the 
expensive smaller sewers. Would those living on the line 
of a costly sewer consent to pay its cost, when in point of 
fact it might be the necessary connecting link with a line of 
inexpensive sewers, the abutters on the latter paying only 
its cost, though reaping the benefit of the greater cost which 
had been borne by their neighbors. The work being under- 
taken as a whole for the benefit of drainage of all the lands 
in the district, it would seem that the extent of the land of 
any estate, and not its location, should be the measure of its 
share of the burden of assessment. 


A Untrorm RatEe DESIRABLE. 


In determining a basis of taxation for sewer assessments, 
we think it is desirable to fix a uniform rate not only for the 
present, but for the future. The plan should be an equitable 
one, sharing the burden of assessment as equally as possible 


. upon estates benefited in proportion to the benefits received. 
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In establishing a system of sewerage, there should be an es- 
timate of the cost of the whole work necessary to complete 
the system. From this estimate it should be ascertained 
what is the proportionate share of the whole expense to be 
laid on each estate benefited. 

In order to recommend such a plan we have found it 
necessary to consider : | 

1. Whether an estimated cost of sewers, to be constructed 
in the future, can properly be made an element in the plan 
of assessment. ' 

2. What proportion of the whole cost should be borne 
by the town—that is, by general tax—and what proportion 
by the estates benefited. 

3. By what mode the assessments upon individual estates 
should be apportioned. 

4. When the assessments should be laid. 

5. When the assessments should be paid. 

First. Whether an estimated cost of sewers, to be con- 


structed in the future, can properly be made an element 
in the plan of assessment. 


In estimating the cost of sewers, in order to fix a uniform 
rate of assessment, the entire length of sewers in a given 
drainage district should be taken into account, and an 
average rate of cost established for each foot in length over 
the whole area. The cost per foot can be ascertained by 
dividing the whole estimated cost of construction by the 
whole number of feet to be constructed. There is no doubt 
that such an estimate cannot be exact, depending as it does 
upon so many contingencies. But we do not think it neces- 
sary to be exact in such an estimate. ‘‘ The assessment must 
of course be made upon an estimate which may be more or 
less incorrect, as all estimates for public works are likely to 
be, but the liability to error ought not to defeat a special 
any more than a general levy for future purposes.”* We

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depend entirely upon the engineer for the degree of accuracy 
which can be attained by this method of calculation; and, 
upon his authority, we report that a result so attained will 
approach very nearly the actual cost. The actual figures 
and estimates will be given hereafter in this report. Before 
solving this arithmetical problem, however, it should first 
be determined whether, under the existing laws in this State, 
an estimated cost can be considered an element in making a 
sewer assessment. | 


The legislation on the subject is as follows : 


**'The Mayor and Aldermen of any city and the Selectmen of 
any town may lay, make and maintain all such main drains or 
common sewers as they shall adjudge to be necessary for the 
public convenience or the public health, through the lands of 
any persons or corporations, and may repair the same, from time 
to time, whenever repair thereof shall be nécessary ; and all main 
drains and common sewers so laid shall be the property of the 
city or town laying the same.”—Stat. 1869, chap. 111, sect. 1. 
‘‘ Every person who enters his particular drain into such main 
drain or common sewer, or who by more remote means receives 
benefit thereby for draining his cellar or land, shall pay to the city 
or town a proportional part of the charge of making and repairing 
the same, to be ascertained, assessed and certified by the Mayor 
and Aldermen or Selectmen.” “Nothing herein contained shall 
prevent a city or town from providing by ordinance, or otherwise, 
that a part of the expense of constructing, maintaining and repair- 
ing main drains or common sewers shall be paid by such city or 
town.”--Gen. Stat. chap. 48, sects. 4 and 7. “The Selectmen of the 
Town of Brookline may lay, make and maintain, in the said town, 
all such main drains or common sewers through the lands of any 
persons or corporations as they shall adjudge to be necessary for 
the public convenience or public health, and may repair all such 
main drains or common sewers, from time to time, whenever 
repairs thereof may be necessary. ‘The said town, and the inhabi- 
tants thereof, shall have the same rights and be subject to the same 
liabilities as if the same had been laid, made or maintained under 
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the provisions of the 48th chapter of the General Statutes, except 
as hereinafter provided.”—Stat. 1867, chap. 71, sect. 1. 

[ Besides the laws now in force, another act has been passed 
by the House of Representatives, and is now (Feb. 28, 
-1878,) pending before the Senate of the Legislature. It is 
as follows: 

‘The Mayor and Aldermen of any city or the inhabitants of any 
town in which main drains or common sewers are hereafter laid 
and constructed under the provisions of chapter 111 of the Acts 
of the year 1869, may by vote determine that instead of paying 
an assessment, under section 4 of chapter 48 of the General Stat- 
utes, every person who enters his particular drain into such main — 
drains or common sewers, or uses the same in any way, shall pay 
for the permanent privilege to his estate such reasonable sum as 
the Mayor and Aldermen of said city, or the Selectmen of said 
town, shall determine.” 

We remark in regard to this, that it is permissive 
merely. It allows, but does not compel, any city or town 
to charge a fixed sum for entering a drain into a common 
sewer. This sum is left to the discretion of the city or 
town authorities, but is not made to depend upon the cost 
of the sewers. If a town chooses to act under such a law, 
only estates from which drains. are entered into the sewer 
can be made to pay anything towards the cost of construc- 
tion; and abutting estates afforded the opportunity of 
drainage, but whose owners do not see fit to avail themselves 
of the privilege, cannot be made to pay anything towards 
such cost. | | 

It is a question, in construing the existing statutes, 
whether the words, ‘‘ the charge of making and repairing 
the same to be ascertained, assessed and certified by the 
Mayor and Aldermen or Selectmen,” refer only to the actual 
cost of construction to be ascertained after sewers have been 
completed. We cannot find that the courts of the State 
have decided this question, or that it has ever been raised. 
In a case decided as late as 1873, Chief Justice Gray says: 
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‘« This case does not involve the determination of the proper 
mode of assessing future expenses of laying new drains and 
sewers, or of repairing those already laid.” This is the only 
reference to future expenses that we can find in any of the 
reported cases, either before or since that time, and it seems 
to us that although it may be a question open to argument, 
whether the proposed scheme is authorized by existing laws, 
the safer and wiser plan in furtherance of the adoption of 
the system of uniform assessments, is to ask for a special 
act from the Legislature which shall expressly delegate the 
proper authority to the Selectmen of the town. 

In recommending such action on the part of the town, 
we are not able to point to any precedent in this State as 
authority for our opinion that the act would be granted by 
the Legislature, and afterwards upheld by the courts, but we 
herewith report some of the reasons that have led us to our 
conclusion. 

Not finding a direct case in example of our plan, we have 
endeavored, by examining the legislation in regard to various 
cities, to learn what have been the methods adopted else- 
where, and what appeals have been made to the Legislature 
for an extension of the powers granted by general laws to 
lay sewer assessments. We have confined ourselves in this 
examination to the cities of Boston, Lowell, Springfield 
and Worcester, as the statutes established in their behalf 
seem to be the only ones under which cases have arisen in 
the courts. It appears to have been an invariable rule with 
all of these cities to make the assessments after the sewers 
had been completed, and without regard to the cost of sewers 
that should afterwards be made. There should be some 
reason for such uniformity of action as this, and we believe 
it can be found in the special circumstances of each case. 


Boston.—In the City of Boston, previous to the year 


1841, sewer assessments were laid by virtue of city ordinances 
3 
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‘¢passed under the general power to make reasonable by- 
laws. But in this year a general law was passed author- 
izing cities and towns to lay drains and common sewers, and 
since that time no less than fourteen special statutes in 
regard to sewers have been passed in behalf of said city. 
In no one of these can we find any provision for assessing 
future expenses upon the basis of an estimated cost. ven 
in the general revision of the charter by Stat. 1854, chap. 
448, when it must be presumed all the wants of the city for 
special legislation must have been carefully considered, the 
subject of sewers was not mentioned, so that it may be 
supposed the statute of 1841, there being no intervening 
legislation as to estimated cost, was found adequate to the 
city’s plans. When it is remembered that the sewerage of 
Boston was ‘‘ begun and continued without any general sew- 
erage survey, plans and estimates,” it can be understood how 
the cost of what may be fairly called piecemeal construction 
has been assessed without any regard to future expenses, 
especially when we consider how uncertain all plans for the 
future must always have been. We find, however, that 
finally the city endeavored to obtain from the Legislature an 
act ‘*to allow it to fix a general rate per square foot for the 
measure of benefit to any lands abutting on a sewer,” but 
it failed. It is sufficient now to say, without discussing the 
reason of the city’s failure in this respect, that the very fact 
of this attempt shows that the vast experience of the city 
had at last taught it how necessary it was that some such 
provision should be made. 


Worcester.—The experience of the City of Worcester 
gives a very good illustration of the difficulties of assessing 
only the actual cost to be ascertained after the completion of 
sewers. Under authority of Special Law 1867, chap. 106, 
said city established ‘‘a new and comprehensive system of 
sewerage.” ‘At the time of the assessment sewers of about 
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24 miles in length had been constructed, at a cost exceeding 
$1,000,000. The whole amount assessed was $450,000, and 
the whole number of assessments was 2,235. At the time 
of the assessment several sewers laid out, under some of the 
orders of the city council, were constructed for portions of 
their length only, and in such cases only the estates on the 
line of those parts of the sewers that were completed were 
included in the assessment, and estates on the line of those 
parts of the sewers not completed were not included; and 
since the assessment the city has laid out new sewers branch- - 
ing off from the sewers assessed at various points.” The 
actual expense incurred by the city, at the time of this 
assessment, was at best but a portion of what would be the 
cost of the whole sewer system. Estates abutting on the 
line of sewers, built later, when it became proper to assess 
them, could be made to bear their proportion of the cost of 
all that had gone before only by an elaborate calculation of 

their share of the cost of construction up to the time their 
assessment was laid. In the cases which have arisen under 
the act authorizing this expenditure, there is nothing to show 
how such estates were to be assessed, and the opinion of the 
learned justice herein before quoted, that the case did not 
involve the question of future expenses, seems to leave the 
validity of such assessments still undecided. 


SprincrieLp.—Afier the general law of 1841, there was 
no special statute for Springfield until the statute of 1852, 
chapter 94, by which the city was established, and in which 
it was provided that *<the city council may require all 
persons to pay a reasonable sum for the privilege of opening 
any drain into a public drain or common sewer.” By statute 
1863, chapter 107, authorizing the city to construct certain 
drains, it was provided that the benefit and expense thereof 
should be ascertained, determined and assessed after the 
drains had been completed. The only further provision for 
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sewers was made in the act of 1873, chapter 126, amending 
the city charter, but no reference was made to the mode of 
assessment. The drains provided for by the statute of 1863 
were peculiar in this respect, that they were made ‘for the 
purpose of protecting private property and the streets of 
the city from damage by water during seasons of freshet.” 
The statute of 1852, providing for the payment of a reason- 
able sum for entering sewers, not being repealed or altered, 
seems to show the plan of the city, and indeed we are 
informed that their practice has been to charge for connect- 
ing with sewers ‘‘ an entrance fee varying from $50 to $100,” 
of which it was said, ‘‘ This amounts to only a very small 
part of the cost.” We think this principle of fixing an 
arbitrary sum for entering a sewer, the total of which sums 
amounts to only a very small part of the cost, should be 
distinguished from fixing a sum estimated from the cost of 
construction per foot at an approximately correct valuation 
of such cost. In each case the sum to be paid by each estate 
is one made in the discretion of the city. But, in the first 
instance, the sum is purely arbitrary, and is equitable and 
just merely because it is not excessive, and because it recog- 
nizes the fact that ‘‘ estates drained are similarly benefited.” 

In the second instance the plan, while it may be made to 
rest on both of these reasons at the same time, rests also 
upon the fact that it considers the important element of cost 
of construction. 


LowELL.—We find no special legisiation on this subject 
for the City of Lowell, nor any information in the only case 
in which said city was a party. The mode of assessment, 
we are informed, is to assess area not exceeding 100 feet in 
depth, according to the assessors’ (tax) valuation per square 
foot. 


We have selected these four cities because they are the 
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only ones in this State whose sewer assessments have 
been contested in the courts, and for that reason gave special 
promise that some legal authority for our recommendation 
might be found. We observe in regard to them, that as far 
as we can find, there has been no special legislation author- 
izing the establishment of a new and comprehensive system 
of sewerage, similar to that in view for the town of Brook- 
line, except in the case of the City of Worcester, and that, 
in our opinion—which we think is confirmed by the court in 
said case of Butler vs. Worcester—the experience of that 
city shows that the subject of future expenses of laying new 
sewers is one that should be a part of the original plan of 
assessments. 

It may be said here that the City of Cambridge in the year 
1871, having considerable difficulty about sewer assessments, 
framed certain questions as to the law thereof, and requested 
the opinions in writing of Judges E. R. Hoar and B. R. Cur- 
tis, which opinions being given were afterwards printed ; but 
the question of future expenses was not raised, though the 
cost of rebuilding assessed after the work was performed, 
was held to be a proper subject of assessment. 

This system of assessing upon an estimated cost has been 
adopted in the City of Providence, and though it has not yet 
been ratified by the courts, it was reeommended by a com- 
mittee who had made a most patient and laborious investiga- 
tion, and was confirmed by another committee who had ac- 
quainted themselves with the details of the modes of laying 
sewer assessments in some sixty-nine cities, representing 
almost all the States in the Union. 

The plan is adopted in the City of Boston, and we think 
very generally elsewhere, to this extent, viz. : Estates abut- 
ting on main sewers are assessed not only their share of the 
cost of the main, but also what would be their share of the 
cost of an average sized sewer if laid in the street in front of 
the estate assessed. If some such plan were not adopted, 
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estates abutting on mains would pay a smaller assessment 
than other estates which pay both their share of the main 
and of their local sewer. 

_ We think this plan is sound in principle. ‘Although the 
assessment for a local improvement must be limited to the 
cost, yet there is no reason in the nature of things why it 
should not be made before the work is actually done, and 
before the cost shall be finally.and conclusively determined.” 
‘<In assessing benefits, the cost of the whole work distributed 
throughout the whole district is to be kept in view.”* 

Let us suppose it to be possible to construct forty miles of 
sewers in a day, at an average cost of $4 per foot. The number 
of feet constructed will be 40 times 5280 ; that is 211,200 feet. 
The cost of construction will be 211,200 times $4, which is 
$844,800. This expense can by law be assessed propor- 
tionally upon the estates benefited, and the work being done 
ina day, the assessment could be laid on the next day. 
Suppose now that it will take ten years, instead of one day, to 
construct the forty miles, the assessment will then be laid at 
intervals as the work progresses, and if computed from the 
cost of construction as it progresses, it will involve continual 
calculation and continual apportionment. If, however, the 
assessment is computed from said estimated cost, it can be 
laid upon the estates benefited as the work progresses; and 
the final result in the total amount of assessments will be the 
same as if the whole work had been performed in a day, and 
the assessment laid the next day, the only difference being 
in the time of laying the assessment. 


Second. What proportion of the whole cost should be 
borne by the town—that is, by general tax—and what pro- 
portion by the estates benefited. 


In deciding this question it is well to observe, in the first 
place, that there is no limit by statute as to what part of the 
expense shall be paid by the town. ‘This leaves us to con- 
sider : 3

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1. Shall the town pay the whole expense, or shall the 
estates benefited pay the whole expense. 

2. If it shall be decided that neither the town nor the 
estates benefited shall separately pay the whole expense, 
what part thereof shall each pay. 

First. Shall the town pay the whole expense, or shall 
the estates benefited pay the whole expense. 

We have had no difficulty in agreeing to recommend that 
- neither the town nor the estates benefited shall separately 
pay the whole expense. Public sewers are made not only 
for the general public good, but also ‘‘ upon the assumption, 
that a portion of the community is to be specially and pecu- 
liarly benefited” in the increase in value of lands to be 
drained by the sewers. ‘‘ The justice of demanding a 
special contribution ” to the cost of construction ‘‘ is sup- 
posed to be evident in the fact, that the persons who are to 
make it, while they are made to bear the cost of a public 
work, are at the same time to suffer no pecuniary loss there- 
by, their property being increased in value by the expendi- 
ture to an amount at least equal to the sum they are re- 
quired to pay.”* ‘*Take the case of money expended in 
effecting an improvement of a local character, which al- 
though it may inure, to a certain extent, to the benefit of the 
public, is nevertheless especially necessary for, and beneficial 
to, private property in the immediate vicinity. It certainly 
would not be equitable or just, or tend to an equalization of 
public burdens, that the cost of such a work should be laid 
on the whole people, or upon those living remote from the 
locality, having no property connected with the improve- 
ment, and who could derive but little or no benefit from its 
construction.” f 

‘¢ As there are thus two interests, somewhat distinct to be 
subserved by a system of public sewers, it is proper that the

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public bear a part of their cost, and the owners of abutting 
estates whose property is more immediately benefited should 
_ bear the rest.”* 

Second. If it shall be decided that neither the town nor 
the estates benefited shall separately pay the whole expense, 
what part thereof shall each pay. 

In determining what part the town should pay, our first 
question has been, whether the cost of the present intercept- 
ing sewer should be calculated in the estimate of all the cost 
of construction.to be assessed; or whether, being more in 
the nature of a public work than ordinary sewers, it should 
be paid for entirely by general tax. It may be said, on one 
side, that, being, to a great extent, merely a substitute for 
the water-course of Muddy brook, which has afforded nat- 
ural drainage heretofore for the town, it should be paid 
for out of the general tax, inasmuch as estates heretofore 
benefited by the possibility of drainage into said brook, 
though acquiring a similar benefit by the construction of this 
work, should not be put to expense for the enjoyment of a 
benefit which always had been, and always could be, afforded 
to them without expense. 

Our answer to this is, that the inteccem sewer is not 
only a part, but the foundation of the whole contemplated 
sewer system. It is to be the ultimate conduit of the com- 
plicated net work of mains and laterals; it is not only to do 
the work of Muddy river, but it is to comprehend a scheme 
of which said river could perform only a small part; it is to 
do all of this ina better manner; it is not only to be a great 
sanitary measure for the general public good, but it is to be 
of special benefit to all the estates eventually to be drained 
by it, by providing a complete, sure, ready, secret transit 
to open tide-water, thereby substituting, for the benefit 
which those enjoy who have had the opportunity to drain 
into Muddy river, a greater benefit, the value of which can 
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and should be estimated in dollars and cents, and assessed 
upon the estates benefited. 

We, therefore, recommend that the cost of the intercept- 
ing sewer be included in the estimate of all the cost of con- 
struction to be assessed. 

If our recommendation in this respect shall be followed it 
remains to be decided what part of the whole cost shall be 
borne by the town, and what part by the estates benefited. 

The comparative advantages of a sewer to the public and 
to individuals have been very well stated as follows: 


‘«¢ The advantage to the public of a system of sewers is: first, 
the promotion of the general health by the prompt removal 
and disposal of sewage and offensive matter; and, second, 
by freeing the streets from surface water in all but excep- 
tional storms. The individual advantage is in the exemption 
thereby obtained from the construction and maintenance of 
cesspools and vaults, and the facility for the easy and con- 
venient removal from the premises of sewage and night- 
soil, without offence to health or sense.” 

Now it is evidently impossible to fix precisely in what 
proportion these advantages stand to each other; nor is there 
any arbitrary rule mide in regard to this by the general 
laws, the only provision therein for the division of cost 
being for the City of Boston which is compelled to pay one- 
quarter part thereof. In other cities, so far as we can find, 
the practice is by no means uniform, though the most com- 
mon rule is for the town to assume either one-quarter or 
one-third. 

It is difficult to determine as to this division of cost 
between the town and individuals, but we have decided to 
recommend that the town assume one-third part. 

In coming to this conclusion we have been largely influ- 
enced not only by a common practice in other places, but 
also by the following statement by Mr. Shedd: 
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‘Three distinct and important objects are to be accomplished 
by public sewers: 

‘¢ First. The carriage of storm-waters. 

*¢ Second. The removal of liquid refuse. 

' Third. The drainage of the subsoil about dwellings. 

‘Of these objects the first may be considered as a public 
interest and the others as private interests, although in their 
proper accomplishment there is a certain value to the public on 
account of the favorable effect upon the general health. 

‘“The sewers must be much larger than would otherwise be 
necessary in order to accomplish the first object, and deeper to 
accomplish the others. 

‘CAs in construction a greater expense is generally required in 
making the sewers large for the public benefit than in making them 
deep for the private, it might be urged that the proportion of cost 
borne by the public should be greater than that assessed upon the 
abutters. But the demand for the removal of storm-waters, for 
the public benefit, is not ordinarily so great or so immediate as 
that for the removal of refuse from the vicinity of dwellings, and 
therefore the construction of sewers might be more safely delayed on 
the public account than on the private. Asa postponement of expen- 
diture would be equivalent toa saving in cost, the publicshould pay 
a less proportion for sewers constructed before they are required . 
for the public use. The public also has the first cost of the whole 
work to pay, and assumes all the risk of construction, and must 
wait for collections of assessments, losing interest meantime. The 
services of town officers in attending to the work is not usually 
charged as a part of the cost. The whole responsibility of main- 
taining and caring for the sewers, making repairs, and sometimes 
rebuilding, rest also with the public. 

‘¢ Taking these things into account, and giving due weight to all 
the conditions of the case, I think a proper division of the first 
cost will be made by assessing two-thirds of the cost upon owners 
of estates abutting upon the sewers, and one-third upon the public 
at large.” . 


Third. By what mods the assessments upon individual 
estates shall be apportioned. 


Every assessment, to be valid, must be laid upon lands 
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benefited by the sewer; and in apportioning the assessments 
the duty of the assessors is not ‘‘to ascertain the exact 
degree of benefit conferred upon each particular estate,” but 
to adopt some standard by which the assessments may be 
equitably and ratably assessed upon the estates benefited, 


the benefits received being proportionate to the standard 
adopted. 


From this we have resolved two questions: 


1. What estates and what benefit are meant by estates 
benefited ? 


2. What standard shall we recommend as the basis of 
assessment ? 


First. ‘* Estates benefited ” we understand to mean lands, 
exclusive of buildings thereon, abutting on streets through 
which sewers have been laid; and we understand that such 
lands are benefited not only by the construction of the sewer 
in the street on which they happen to abut, but are also 
benefited by the previous or subsequent construction of all 
connecting sewers, by which they are enabled to drain into 
_the final outlet. 

The benefit to estates benefited we understand to be the 
same in kind to all; namely, the opportunity afforded to 
drain into the sewer, and thereby the increase in value of 
the lands drained. 

Recurring now to our former illustration of supposing it 
to be possible to construct forty miles of sewer in a day, 
and the comparison as to the mode of laying the total 
amount of all assessments on the next day, with the plan of 
constructing the forty miles in ten years, instead of one day, 
and laying the assessment as the work progressed, upon the 
basis of an average cost per foot estimated for the whole 
work of construction, it can readily be seen how the plan of 
assessing, according to an estimated cost of construction for 
the whole sewer district, accords with our definition of 
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estates benefited. For, assuming that an estate is benefited 
by a sewer only when such sewer is laid in the street bor- 
dering upon it, and that no assessment is laid until that 
time, and that such assessment for each estate is its propor- 
‘tional share of the same estimated cost of construction, the 
amount of no assessment upon an estate depending upon the 
size of the sewer into which it immediately drains,—assum- 
ing, we say, all this, then it follows that all estates benefited 
by sewers are assessed equitably and ratably alike as to the 
time the benefit accrues, as to the time of assessment, and as 
to cost of construction. 


Second. What standard should be the basis of assess- 
ment? 

This leaves only one other element upon which the amount 
of assessment upon each estate should depend, and that, we 
think, must be either the value, the area, or the length of 
frontage of each estate upon the line of the sewer. ‘The as- 
sessment upon each estate is its proportionate share of the 
whole cost of construction, and the question is whether it 
shall be made to bear the same proportion to the whole cost 
of construction as the value of the estate bears to the total 
value of all the ‘estates benefited, or the area of the estate 
bears to the total area of all the estates benefited, or the 
frontage of the estate bears to the total amount of frontage 
of all the estates benefited ; or whether the benefit, being in 
& measure proportionate to all of these three things, the 
amount of each assessment should depend upon the value, 
the area and the frontage of each estate to be assessed. 

In Massachusetts, the rule seems to have been to as- 
sess according to the value of the lands benefited, inde- 
pendent of the buildings thereon, and this rule has 
‘repeatedly received the sanction of the courts, and indeed 
has been declared to be the most reasonable and usual one. 
Singular as it may seem, however, we find no instance of 
a sewer assessment, laid according to frontage or area, being 
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contested on that ground in the courts of this State, though 
each plan of assessment has been in use in different cities 
and towns. The reason of this may be, that this method of 
laying sewer assessments is a comparatively new one in this 
State, and has been but recently adopted; for we find no 
allusion even to it except in one case decided in 1875,* in 
which there is only a bare reference to the extent of the land 
assessed, that apparently being considered, as a matter of 
course, one element to which the amount of benefit received 
is proportionate, and upon which the amount of assessment 
could properly be made to depend. 

In other States there seems to be some conflict of authority 
as to the validity of sewer assessments laid in proportion 
only to front feet of abutting estates, though street assess- 
ments for paving, expenses of laying sidewalks, etc., are 
now generally laid upon this plan. It seems to be the opin- 
ion of the court in Connecticut that the benefit to an estate 
is not in proportion merely to the front feet abutting on the 
sewer, but also to the area and value of the estate. ‘‘In 
Pennsylvania, assessments which charged upon lots a portion 
of the cost of sewers not to exceed a certain maximum per 
foot front, have been sustained.” In Michigan,t it has been 
decided very recently that a sewer tax, laid according to 
superficial area of land benefited is not valid. But this 
decision was upon an assessment laid under an act of the 
Legislature, providing that the Common Council should first 
determine what lands were benefited, and that the assess- 
ment should then be made ‘‘upon the lots, lands and premises 
within the district in proportion to the number of superficial 
feet therein.” This was held to be too general a provision, 
inasmuch as under it lands remote from the sewer and not 
directly and peculiarly benefited could be taxed equally with 
those estates afforded the opportunity to drain directly into 
the sewer, the act not confining the assessment to lands upon 
the streets in which the sewer was laid. It was further

intended to decide or to intimate that a sewer tax may not, 
under some circumstances, be lawful, though apportioned by 
the area of the lots assessed.” 

We have concluded that ‘* the cost of sewers being in 
proportion to their length, and also to the frontage of abut- 
ting estates, the length of frontage should be an element in 
the plan of assessment; but the benefit of a sewer, while in 
a measure dependent upon the frontage, is much more 
dependent upon area; and this should also be taken into 
account in the plan of assessment.” : 

The element of taxation according to value of property 
enters largely into a plan by which the town assumes one- 
third of the whole cost, while at the same time it advances 
the whole cost of construction, thereby losing interest on a 
large sum of money for a number of years. All of this 
portion of the expense—namely, the one-third assumed by 
the town and the said interest upon the whole amount 
advanced—is met by general tax which is apportioned among 
property owners according to the value of their property. 

We have decided to recommend, as to the remaining por- 
tion of the expense, that the value of the land assessed should 
be entirely disregarded in the plan of assessment. We are 
unable to see how estates of different value but of equal 
frontage and area, can be said to be benefited in proportion 
to their value. It seems to us to approach much nearer a 
just apportionment to say that they are benefited in propor- 
tion to their area and frontage. A sewer tax is nota levy 
‘¢for general purposes,” it is an assessment laid upon the 
land on account of benefit to the land. We have said before 
that the benefit is the opportunity to drain the land, and the 
increase thereby in the value of the land. The extent of 
such increase in value depends, we think, not as a rule upon” 
the value of the land at the time of the assessment, but 
merely upon the fact that it can drain into the sewer. Can 
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it be said that this increase in value of different estates will 
be in proportion to their difference, in value? It costs as 
much, upon a general plan, to drain one acre of land as it 
does to drain another, and it is this cost that is assessed. 
The construction of a sewer saves the cost of cesspools. Is 
this saving of cost to each estate in proportion to its value? 
In some instances the sewer must be made of extra depth 
and cost in order to drain low lands, which are usually of 
comparatively little value. Are such lands benefited in pro- 
portion to their value, which we have said is comparatively 
small? It is evident that they belong to the class of cases 
most benefited by the sewer, and the benefits they receive 
are in a far greater degree proportional to their area and 
frontage than to their value. It is true, to be sure, that the 
plan of assessing estates according to their value has been 
repeatedly upheld.in the courts of this State, and the plan 
of assessing lands according to their yearly value has been 
sanctioned in England ; but the question is not whether such 
plans are equitable, but whether they are as equitable as the 
plan of assessing according to area and frontage combined. 
The courts have not, so fur as we can find, declared the area 
and frontage’ assessment an inequitable one. They have 
merely confined their decisions to a discussion of the cases 
brought before them, and have approved the assessment by 
value without disapproving the mode we have suggested. 
The general practice in cities and towns has been to estimate 
the benefits of sewers according to the value of the lands 
benefited, and hence only cases involving the equity of 
that principle have come before the courts, but we believe 
that the practice of estimating benefits according to the area 
of lands benefited is fast becoming popular; it was adopted 
last year in the City of Boston. Mr. W. H. Bradley, the 
superintendent of the sewer department, tells us, that 
under the old system, ‘‘ the value of lands being a matter 
of judgment gave rise to many complaints of too high 
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assessments.” We believe that this ‘* matter of judgment as 
to the value of lands” has been the chief cause of dissatis- 
faction with sewer assessments, and we are strongly of the 
opinion that such assessments should, if possible, be made 
to depend upon something like area and frontage ‘* which can 
be accurately determined.” But it was decided, in the 
Michigan case, that a sewer tax, laid according to area, is 
not valid, if that area is not distinctly defined and hmited, 
so that it may fairly be said each assessment, laid according 
thereto, is upon an estimate of actual benefits. We have 
decided therefore to recommend : 

That, in so far as area shall be considered an element in 
the plan of assessment, it shall be the area of estates abut- 
ting on the street in which the sewer is laid and extending 
back therefrom to an extent not exceeding 100 feet. This 
is on the assumption that this is as accurate and fair a calcu- 
lation of the average depth of lots in the Town of Brook- 
line as a general estimate can be. 


Fourth. When the assessments should be laid. 


As the assessment is by statute a lien upon the land, and 
as the lien attaches to the land at the time of assessment, it 
is important to fix the time when the assessment upon each 
estate should be laid. It certainly seems equitable to lay 
the assessment at the time the benefit accrues; that is, when 
it is made possible to drain the land by the sewer. 

Now, if a uniform rate of assessment is fixed, the amount 
to be laid upon each estate depending merely upon its front- 
age and area, it is evident that it is simply a matter of com- 
putation to determine the amount of each assessment, and 
if the time for making this computation is fixed at a period 
alike for all—namely, when the benefit accrues—the justice 
of the plan is apparent. By this method, 

No time of the Assessors is wasted. 

There is no need, as was the case with the City of Wor- 
cester, of waiting until the expenditure for sewers reaches 
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millions of dollars before an apportionment of assessments 
is made, in order that as much as possible of the actual cost 
of sewers may be assessed. 

There is no need to consider the past as distinguished 
from future expenses, the rate being uniform, the cost esti- 
mated, and the time of assessment fixed. 

Our opinion is, therefore, that the assessment upon any 
estate should be laid when a sewer is builtin a street bordering 
upon it, and when it is made possible to enter and drain 
into the sewer by a drain from the estate. 


Fifth. When the assessments should be paid. 


By the existing laws a sewer assessment is made a lien for 
one year upon the estate assessed. This necessitates the 
payment of the assessment in one year or the loss of the len. 
We think the lien should be made by statute to exist for 
three years, and that period of time should be allowed for 
the payment of assessments, in three equal annual instal- 
ments, with interest. There are abundant precedents for 
such a plan. 


What uniform rate should be established. 

' It remains now to determine what rate per foot of front- 
age and per foot of area shall be established. 

Mr. Shedd’s estimate is that a rate of 75 cents per front 
foot and 14 cents per square foot of area, not exceeding 150 
feet in depth from the street, will be necessary in order for 
the town to get back two-thirds of the whole expenditure. 
As the larger, that is the most expensive, sewers are built 
first, this rate at first would be too small, and would ap- 
proach two-thirds of cost in proportion as the whole work 
neared completion. ‘The experience of the City of Provi- 
dence illustrates this. There the rate established was 60 
cents per front’ foot and 1 cent per square foot of area, not 
exceeding the depth of 150 feet. The city assumed two- 
fifths of the whole cost, and the remaining three-fifths was to 
be assessed upon abutting estates. After the expenditure 
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had reached $1,816,248.61, the assessments amounted to 
$507,301.98, or about 38! per cent. of cost —of the 60 per 
cent. aimed at. Up to this point the cost of construction 
per foot had been $6.60, but as the work progresses the 
proportion of smaller sewers increases, thus reducing the 
average cost per foot of the whole work, and making the 
total amount of assessments constitute a lurger portion of 
the whole cost. It is evidently impossible in such an esti- 
mate to determine precisely what rate of assessment would 
bring back to the town just two-thirds of all its expendi- 
ture. Making the best allowance we can for all contingen- 
cies, we think that a rate of 75 cents per front foot and 1 
cent per square foot of area, not exceeding 100 feet in depth 
from the street, will make the sum assessed upon each indi- 
vidual reasonable, just and proper, and on the completion 
of the system of sewerage the total amount of assessments 
will bring back to the town nearly two-thirds of its whole 
expenditure. 

We recommend then in substance as follows : 

1. The assessment upon any estate should be its propor- 
tionate share of the estimated cost of the whole work neces- 
sary to complete the sewer system. 

2. The town should assume one-third of the whole cost, 
and the remaining two-thirds should be assessed upon the 
estates benefited. 

3. The amount of assessment upon any estate should de- 
pend upon its frontage and area, the latter being limited 
to a depth of 100 feet, from the street in which a sewer is 
laid. 

4. Anassessment should be laid upon an estate only 
when a sewer is built in a street bordering upon it, and a 
drain can be entered from the estate into the sewer. 

5. Assessments should be paid at the election of the 
owner of the estate assessed, either when assessed or in 
three equal annual instalments with interest within three 
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years from the time of assessment; provided the owner, if 
intending to pay in instalments, shall notify the Selectmen, 
in writing, of such intention within three months from the 
time of assessment. 

6. The Town should establish as a uniform rate of assess- 
ment seventy-five cents per front foot, and one cent per square 
foot of area of all estates to be assessed; but should limit 
the area to be assessed to a depth of 100 feet from the street. 

In order to make it possible for the town to adopt these 
recommendations we have petitioned the Legislature for the 
passage of the following act: 


Seot.1. The Townof Brookline after making an estimate 
of all sizes of sewers intended to be built to complete its 
system of sewerage, and finding their average cost per foot 
to represent the average cost of drainage, may then, after 
deducting the share to be borne by the town, establish a uni- 
form rate of assessment to he laid upon abutting estates as 
their share of the whole cost. The assessments may be 
apportioned between abutting estates according to their area 
and frontage upon the streets in which sewers are laid, by 
fixing a uniform rate of assessment for each foot of front- 
age and each square foot of area to be assessed. 

Sect. 2. All assessments made under this act shall con-. 
stitute a lien upon the real estate so assessed for three years 
after they are laid; and if the owner of the estate shall give 
notice to the Board authorized to make the assessment with- 
in three months from the time the assessment is laid that he 
desires to have the amount of such assessment appor- 
tioned, said Board shall apportion the same into three equal 
parts and certify such apportionment to the assessors of the 
town, and said assessors shall add one of said equal parts, 
with interest thereon from the date of the apportionment, to 
the annual tax of said estate for the three years next ensuing. 
If such notice is not given by the owner of any estate 
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assessed within three months from the time of assessment, or, 
if after an apportionment has been made as herein provided 
and the owner of the estate assessed neglects to pay any in- 
stalment of the assessment within three months from the time 
it is due and payable, then the whole assessment due may be 
enforced as provided in the forty-eighth chapter of the Gen- 
eral Statutes. And all assessments laid upon real estate, 
for any of the causes mentioned in this act, which shall remain 
unpaid after the same have become due or payable, shall 
draw interest. from the time when the same become due or 
payable, until the time of payment thereof. 

Sect. 3. <A person aggrieved by such assessment may 
have the same rights of appeal and hearing as provided in 
the sixth section of the forty-eighth chapter of the General 
Statutes. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance 
by a majority of the voters assembled at a town meeting of 
the Town of Brookline.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned members of the Committee on sewer 
assessments, while agreeing with much of the reasoning of 
the foregoing report, believe the relations of the building 
lands in Brookline with similar lands in Boston to be so 
close, that itis important that the system of sewer assessments 
should be the same in both municipalities. And while they 
do not consider the Boston system free from objectionable 
features, they do not consider these so serious as to make it 
inexpedient for the town to adopt it. Every system of as- 
sessment must be more or less arbitrary, and probably no 
system could be devised to which there would not be objec- 
tions both theoretical and practical. 

They therefore recommend the Town of Brookline to 
adopt the plan for assessments for sewers which is now in 
force in the City of Boston.

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THE undersigned elected Selectmen, Overseers of High- 
ways, and Board of Health, at the annual March meeting of 
1879, met at the Selectmen’s room, in the Town Hall, on 
March 26, 1879, and organized by the choice of Moses Wil-. 
liams, jun., as Chairman, and Charles D. Lincoln as Clerk. 

The following committees were appointed : — 

On Accounts, Mr. Lawrence. 

On Fire Department, Messrs. Lawrence and James. 

On Public Buildings, Messrs. James and Candage. 

On Public Grounds, Messrs. Williams and Candage. 

On Police, Messrs. Lawrence and Whyte. 

On Poor, Messrs. Williams and Whyte. 

On Sewers, Messrs. James and Lawrence. 

On Street-Lamps, Messrs. Whyte and Candage. 

On Town Stable, Messrs. Candage and James. 

On Town Hall, Mr. Whyte.

CLAIMS AGAINST THE TOWN. 


The case of James B. Hand v..the Town of Brookline, in 
which a verdict for the plaintiff of $3,125 was rendered 
against the town at October term, 1877, of Norfolk 
Superior Court, and which was carried by the town to the 
Supreme Judicial Court for the decision of questions of law, 
was decided against the town by the higher court. 

The verdict having been, however, set aside by the Supe- 
rior Court as excessive, a new trial was had upon the ques- 
tion of damages only at April term, 1879, of Norfolk Supe- 
rior Court, in which a verdict of $1,812.50 was rendered for 
the plaintiff. The case has been settled upon this verdict, 
and the money paid. 

Charles H. Drew, Esq., gives the following account of cer- 
tain suits of which he has had charge for the town: — : 


THe AlTNA MILLS v. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


This case, which was one of thirteen suits brought by mill- 
owners on Charles River for damages arising from the tak- 
ing of the town of the water of the river, was argued before 
the Supreme Court in March, 1879, by the Hon. William 
Gaston and myself for the town. In July last the Supreme 
Court sent down a rescript overruling the exceptions of ‘the 
town to the ruling of the Superior Court that the petitioners 
were entitled. to recover damages. The other suits of the 
mill-owners on Charles River were, of course, governed by 
the decision in this case, and judgment was entered in the 
Superior Court for the amounts assessed by the com- 
missioners appointed in 1877 for the purpose of ascertaining 
the damage caused by the taking of water from the river. 
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Mary W. GARDNER v. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE... 


This case brought to recover damages for the taking of 
twenty-four acres of land on Cow Island by the town was 
argued in March last before the Supreme Court by myself, on 
behalf of the town, on the exceptions of Mrs. Gardner to 
certain rulings of the Superior Court. In October last the 
Supreme Court sent down a rescript overruling the excep- 
tions of Mrs. Gardner, and judgment has since been entered 
upon the verdict of the jury in the Superior Court. 


THE MERCHANTS’ WOOLLEN COMPANY AND OTHERS v. 
THE Town OF BROOKLINE. 


These suits (nine in number) were brought by mill-owners 
on Neponset River for damages alleged to have been caused 
by water taken by the town from Charles River. No action 
has been taken in these cases for the past year. 


ENocH Joy v. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


In this case the award of the commissioners has been 
accepted, and the suit has been settled. 


AARON D. WELD v. THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


Mr. Weld has accepted the award of the commissioners 
in the two cases brought by him, and the suits have been 
settled. 


We are happy to announce, that, with the exception of the 
suits of the owners of mills on Neponset River, which are 
practically one, there is now no suit pending against the 
town, nor is there any pending in which the town is plaintiff. 


The Neponset-river suits have been in court for more 


than a year without action by the petitioners, and it is 
believed by us that they will not bring the same to trial, and 
that, if they do, the town has a good defence thereto. 

We may add, that, with the exception of some claims for 


support of paupers, which we make against the city of 
Boston, and. may have to enforce by suit, and with the 


further exception of the claims of the contractors for con- 


struction of Brook Street and Brook-street sewer, and a few 
trivial claims against the town, which may-possibly result in 
litigation, we know of no causes of action existing which are 
likely to cause the expense of legal proceedings at present. 

The judgments in the Gardner case and the Charles-river 
mill-owners’ cases, and those of Weld and Joy, have been 
paid. 

SEWALL-STREET SCHOOLHOUSE. 


At a special town meeting held June 11, 1879, it was — 

“* Voted, That the sum of five thousand dollars be appro- 
priated for the erection of a schoolhouse upon the town land 
on Sewall Street, and grading the lot therefor. 

“© Voted, That the Selectmen be empowered to carry out 
the preceding vote, and to make all necessary contracts 
therefor.” 

Under the above vote the Selectmen proceeded to act, and 
solicited plans from Messrs. Peabody & Stearns, architects, 
which, upon conference with the School Committee, were 
accepted by the Board. | 


Contracts were made with Mr. J. M. Russell for the 


foundation; with Samuel Beal for the erection and comple- 
tion of the building; and the grading of the lot, and the 
covering of the brook flowing through it, were done under 
the Superintendent of the Streets. 


It is gratifying to the Board to report to the fen that | 


the building which has been erected is a handsome and 
pleasant house of two stories, with two sunny schoolrooms, 
at a cost of $222.74 below the appropriation.

We have also borrowed during the year $20,000 toward 
the construction of Brook Street and Brook-street sewer, 
and $5,000 for the new schoolhouse in Sewall Street; but as 
these loans were made in anticipation of the taxes of 1880, 
and are to be paid by the assessment of 1880, they are not a 
part of the permanent debt of the town. 

We have, however, during the year, paid a Pete of 
the Charles-river mill-owners against the town of $23,626.06, 
and also a judgment in favor of Mary W. Gardner against 
the town of $9,607.56, both judgments arising from the 
building of the water-works ; and it will be necessary for the 
town at its annual meeting to issue Brookline water scrip 
for the amount of these judgments, after deducting cash 
on hand applicable to their satisfaction, probably about 
$27,000.

NUMBER OF DEATHS WITHIN THE Town.

Of this number, five were from diphtheria, two from 
scarlet fever, six from typhoid fever, and four from whoop- 
ing-cough, or from pneumonia following and owing to it.

During the year 1877 there were reported forty-six cases 
of scarlet fever, and twenty-nine of diphtheria; and, during 
1878, fifteen of the former and nineteen of the latter, thus 
showing a steady decrease’ in the number of cases of diph- 
theria. 


TYPHOID FEVER. 


During the months of August, September, and October, 
there was an unusual amount of typhoid fever; upwards of 
forty cases occurring, and six terminating fatally. A detailed 
account of the epidemic will be found in the forthcoming 
report of the State Board of Health. 
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HovusE-DRAINAGE, WHOOPING-CouGH, ETc. 


‘The attention of the inhabitants is again earnestly called 


to the very imperfect house-drainage which exists in many 
cases, especially in tenement-houses. Frequently there are 
-absolutely no traps in the drains, the dwellings thus serving 


as reservoirs for the foul gases arising from the decomposing 


sewage-matter in the cesspools or sewers. 
All soil-pipes should also be ventilated; for, where chiby: are 


not, sewer-gas may enter a dwelling, as no trap is absolutely 


perfect. 


Attention is also again called to the custom of top-dress- 


ing, although not practised so extensively as formerly. 
In many instances the odor arising from the dressing is 
extremely offensive to whole neighborhoods, if not actually 
causing illness at times. 


It will be seen that the number of deaths caused by | 


whooping-cough is very large. The custom of allowing 
infected children to attend the schools, and to mingle with 
healthy children, cannot be too severely condemned. 

Within a short time the State Board of Health has called 
the attention of the inhabitants, through the several local 


Boards, to the importance of thorough vaceination, as small- 


pox is now prevailing to a limited extent in certain portions 
of the State.

MUDDY BROOK. 


This Board has, as during the two previous years, in connec- 
tion with the Boston Board of Health, employed J. W. Steere 
to tend the tide-gate on Brookline Avenue, from the begin- 
ning of May till the 1st of October, at the rate of $20 per 
month, the expense being defrayed in part by each Board. 

This measure is found necessary in order to keep the bed of 
the river covered as much of the time as possible.

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline. 

We have to report the same number of companies as last 
year that are paid by the town, there being one located in 
Longwood without pay. Having on hand the old hose-car- 
riage which was replaced by the new one, and it appearing 
to the Board of Engineers that something of this kind was 
necessary, — there being so large an amount of property 
entirely unprotected in case of fire in that district, — the com- 
pany was organized, and the carriage was placed in the club 
stable by the permission of Mr. F. W. Lawrence. The com- 
panies are as follows: Hose Company No. 1, located in 
brick house, corner of High and Washington Streets, has 
eleven men. Hose Company No. 2, located in brick house on 
Washington Street, opposite the Town Hall, has eleven men. 
Hook and Ladder Company No. 1, located in the house 
with Hose Company No. 2, has thirteen men. Steam fire- 
engine No. 1, located in house with Hose Company No. 1, 
has call-engineer and fireman, and is run in connection with 
‘Hose Company No. 1. Hose Company No. 3, located in 
Longwood Club Stable, has fifteen men without pay; but 
the Board of Engineers’ would recommend that the town 
appropriate the sum of $400 in addition to the regular 
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appropriation, so that these men can be paid, and made a 
permanent addition to the Department. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the town is in a first-class condition, 
except the steam fire-engine, which needs some slight repairs. 


HORSES. 


We have to report the same number of horses as last year ; 
four of the six being used the same as last year, from the 
middle of April to the first of December, watering streets. 
The other two, being in separate houses, were used at differ- 
ent times as relief horses, there being no chance to water 
the streets. 

PERMANENT MEN. 


The permanent men are the same as last year, with the 
addition of one man; it being in consequence of the Fire 
Department having the entire charge of the two districts in 
which they watered the streets. 


HOskE. 


We report the same number of feet of hose as last year, 
with the addition of a thousand feet of new Boyd’s riveted 
hose. But should the town appropriate the sum recom- 
mended for the Longwood Company, thereby establishing a 
regular fire company under the charge of the Engineers, 
there should be another purchase of a thousand feet of hose, 
so that we could give the Longwood Company a shift of 
hose, without interfering with the rest of the companies; 
and we would recommend that $1,000 be appropriated for 
the purchase of hose this year. 


BUILDINGS. 


The buildings under the charge of the Engineers are at the 
present time in good repair, there having been considerable 
done the present year.

HYDRANTS AND RESERVOIRS. 


- We report the same number as last year, with the addition 
of four new hydrants on Boylston Street, one on the Western 
Avenue, and one on the hill opposite Mr. E. Atkinson’s ; 
-making in all the sum of a hundred and sixty hydrants 
and nine reservoirs. Last year there was appropriated the 
sum of $350 for four hydrants on Boylston. Street, of 
which only $281.21 was expended. ‘The Board would 
recommend that the balance ($118.79) be re-appropriated for 
the purpose of establishing hydrants in different sections of 
the town, where, in the judgment of the Board of Engineers, 
they may be needed. 


FIRES. 


The town, the same as last year, has been very fortunate 
with regard to fires; but there have been cases, the past year, 
where, if it had not been for the promptness on the part of 
the Department, the town would have met with some serious 
losses. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Taking into consideration the interests of the town, the 
Engineers would recommend the following appropriations : —

Also we wish to extend 
our thanks to the Committee on Fire Department for their 
help the past year; also the Chief of Police, and the men 
under his charge, for their promptness in giving us alarms of 
fire when discovered in the night, and maintaining order at 
fires; also to the officers and men under our charge, for their 
promptness in responding to alarms of fire, and their conduct 
while on duty, our thanks are due.

A considerable part of the expense of cleaning streets and 
sutters, repairing streets, and pruning trees, was caused by 
the violent gale of July 16. 

Our streets are, for the most part, in good condition; but 
on some of the principal thoroughfares the broken stone is 
worn out, and should be renewed. ‘This is especially the case 
with those parts of Beacon and Washington Streets which 
were rebuilt from six to eight years ago. With a view to 
improve the condition of these streets, as well as Harvard 
Street, Longwood and Brookline Avenues, the stone-crusher 
was removed from the Fairmount pit in November last, and 
set up in the Brighton pit, where there is a large quantity of 
stone. A small force is now employed in working the 
crusher, and already there is a good supply of broken stone 
with which to begin the spring work. As the well, sunk in 
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this pit some years since, was always dry, and no water could 
be obtained except through the kindness of neighbors, a well 
was sunk in another part of the lot, from which an abundant 
supply of water can be had, sufficient for the engine as well 
as for the men and horses. Your attention is invited to the 
question of the final disposition of this lot, which is already 
far below the grade of Warren Street (Winchester Street), 
on which it fronts. If it is to be made ready for sale, it is 
time that a definite grade should be established, and no mate- 
rial be taken out below that grade. The gravel remaining in 
the Brighton pit, being largely mixed with clay, is unsuitable 
for flat grades, and had better be kept for use on those streets 
having sufficient longitudinal inclination to readily remove 
storm-water. Good sharp gravel, which is the only kind ~ 
suitable for streets with flat grades, can be bought at fair 
prices; and, the length of haul being lessened, the cost will 
really be less than if we continue to use our own gravel. 

The heavy travel of tip-carts from Gibbs bank on Harvard 
street, and of ice-wagons over the streets in the southerly 
part of the town, during the past open winter, will largely 
increase the cost of repairs during the coming season. 

There is no gravel left in the lot owned by the town in 
Newton, just beyond the line, on Heath Street. 


St. PAUL STREET. 


St. Paul Street, for which a special appropriation of $400 
was made, has been raised to grade between Sewall Avenue 
and Beacon Street. New gutter-boxes were put in, a new 
fence built, and the gutter paved on one side, as before. The 
street has settled in two places north of Beacon Street, and 
requests have been made to raise it. This might be done, and 
paid for out of the appropriation for the support of high- 
ways. 

REMOVING SNOW. |

HORSES. 


One of the horses reported last year as of doubtful recoy- 
ery, proved incurable, and was sold in May last for twenty- 
five dollars. The remaining nine are in good condition, with 
the exception of the one referred to last year as wearing out: 
this horse should be disposed of, as he is fit only for the light- 
est work. In fact, to keep the stock up to what it should 
be, the town should do just as a private individual would 
in similar circumstances, — trade off the poorer animals while 
something can be got for them, and replace them with 
younger stock. There has been one case of sickness.

SIDEWALKS 


Sidewalks were gravelled on Clyde, Warren, Boylston, 
Pearl, Emerald, and Washington Streets, Davis and Brook- 
line Avenues, and sundry other places, as needed. 

Two hundred and eight feet of edgestones were set on 
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Harvard Street, opposite estate of Henry Peirce, and a con- 
erete walk made. A portion of the expense was borne by 
Mr. Peirce. 

The concrete walks were thoroughly mended; and, in 
many parts of the town, where the top-coat was worn out, 
received a coat of skimming. New concrete walks were laid

The stones blasted out on Boylston Street in 1874 
were used in covering and walling-in the brook, and the cost 
was therefore much less than if these had to be bought. The 
whole cost, including digging post-holes and levelling up the 
cellar-floor with gravel, was $1,014.34.

The ashes have been collected weekly throughout the 
town at an expense of $744.08.

LIGHTING STREETS. 


The usual plan of lighting the streets until midnight 
twenty-three nights each month has been continued; and 
contracts have been made the past year as follows: —

burners, $2.75 cents per thousand feet. 

John 8. Woods, to clean, light, extinguish, and keep in 
repair the gas-lights, 24 cents per lamp per night. 

United States Street-Lighting Company, to furnish all 
material, light and keep in repair the gasoline-lamp, 53 cents 
per night for each lamp. 

At his suggestion, and at his own expense, E. 8. Ritchie 
substituted, on twenty of the gas-burners, kerosene-lamps 
with reflectors, and has supplied all material, lighted and 
kept them in repair for $1.62$ per month for each lamp. 
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The relative cost of the different methods of lighting the

Of the one hundred and fifty-five persons arrested for _ 
drunkenness, seventy give Brookline as their place of resi- 
dence; of this number, eighteen have been released on 
becoming sober. Whenever it appears that the same or as 
good results can be obtained by allowing persons arrested 
for drunkenness to go without prosecution, none is made, 
particularly when a desire to take a pledge to reform is 
shown. Complaints against twelve of the above, arrested for 
drunkenness, were placed on a by the Court. 


LODGERS AND TRAMPS. 


The number of persons applying for lodgings has largely 
increased the past year. This is owing chiefly to the system 
adopted the past year by the city of Boston: persons apply- | 
ing at their police-stations for lodgings are given tickets to 
and directed to thé Wayfarers’ Lodge, Hawkins Street, 
where they are required to work to pay for their entertain- 
ment. Persons applying at the outlying stations —such as 
Brighton or West Roxbury — find our station more accessible 
than the north end of Boston: hence the increase the past 
year. | 
THE MOUNTED SERVICE. 

Two valuable saddle-horses have been in use the past year, 
and with the best results. Mounted officers have been suc- 
cessful in preventing fast and reckless driving, and in stop- 
ping runaway horses, preventing loss of property, and, in 
several cases, saving persons from severe, if not fatal, injury. 
The streets in the remote parts of the town are patrolled 
almost entirely by mounted officers. 
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Six prosecutions have been made for violation of the 
liquor laws. Fifty-two gallons of liquors have been seized 
for being illegally kept for sale, which have been condemned 
and disposed of according to law. The illegal sale of liquors 
has been mostly confined to dwelling-houses, and it is very 
difficult to obtain evidence sufficient to convict the offenders. 

The arrests for the crime of drunkenness in the last four 
years have been as follows: 1876-77, 119; 1877-78, 124; 
1878-79, 91; 1879-80, 155. 

This station is now connected with Bell’s Telephone 
Despatch Company, Boston; and, by the Brookline Tele- 
phone Exchange, with all parts of the town, and will be of 
value to the department, as well as a great convenience to 
the citizens. 

As now organized, the five patrolmen for day duty report 
for roll-call at seven A.M., and are on duty until six P.M., ten 
hours. The six patrolmen for night duty report for roll-call 
at seven P.M., and are on duty until four A.M.; nine hours. 
From six to seven P.M. only two officers are on patrol duty, 
— one in the village, and one (sergeant) who is mounted. 

I am convinced that this arrangement is no longer safe or 
judicious. There are four or five police routes which should 
be guarded the whole twenty-four hours of the day The 
experience of the past year fully warrants me in making 
this assertion. The addition of five or six patrolmen would 
be necessary to accomplish this. 

Our situation as regards police requirements is peculiar. 
In close proximity to, in fact nearly surrounded by, a large 
city, we are exposed to the criminal elements which pervade . 
all large cities, and who soon discover the most unguarded 
and defenceless part of the community on which to prey. 

Extinguishing the street-lamps at midnight seems almost 
an invitation to those “ who prefer darkness to light.” It is 
certainly a great hinderance and annoyance to the police 
officer who desires to thoroughly perform his duty. 

It is very desirable that the revision of the By-Laws of the 
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town, which have been long in the hands of a committee, 
should be completed and published. 


CONCLUSION. 


The first duty of the police is the prevention of crime; 
second, the arrest and punishment of offenders when crime 
is committed. 

With the small force at my disposal, it has been quite 
impossible to give the service and attention which should. be 
given to the pursuit, and bringing to justice, of persons who 
have committed serious crimes in our district. 

The discipline of the officers has been good. They have 
responded promptly and cheerfully to all calls of duty. 

The night officers have performed many hours of extra 
duty whenever called on to do so. The larger number of 
the officers are experienced in the service, and are intelligent, 
discreet, and efficient in the discharge of their duties. 

Our thanks are due to the Police Department of the city 
of Boston for valuable assistance cheerfully rendered the 
past year. We are also indebted to Police Department of 
the city of Newton for the co-operation and assistance ren- 


. dered.

SEWERS. 
SEWER PLANS. 


At the last annual meeting an appropriation was made for 
the purpose of procuring plans for the construction of lateral 
sewers throughout that portion of the town intended to be 
drained by the new main sewer; and early last season Messrs. 
Shedd and Sawyer were employed to furnish them. The 
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following letter from Mr. Shedd will show the present one 
tion of this work : —

Dear Sir, — The investigations and plans for a system of sewers to 
connect with the new main sewer in Brookline are in progress, but not yet 
completed. The investigation requires much time; but I am in such a 
state of progress that any special district can be quickly furnished, and 
the whole will be ready before any work can probably be done in the 


spring.

SEWERS CONSTRUCTED. 
Brook STREET, AND SEWER IN SAME. 


In accordance with votes of the town, Brook Street and 
the sewer intended to be built therein have been substantially 
constructed. ‘The plans and specifications for this work were 
made by Messrs. Shedd and Sawyer; and it has been con- 
structed under the superintendence of A. H. French and 
Howard A. Carson, civil engineers, Mr. Carson being em- 
ployed as consulting engineer. 

The brick, cement, granite coping, iron castings, pipes, and _ 
pipe-connections for the sewer, were furnished by the town; 
all other materials and labor needed to complete the work, 
by the contractors. The plans were received May 26, and 
proposals for building the sewer and street were immediately 
advertised for. Five bids were received, and the contract for 
both street and sewer was finally awarded to John J. Dorey 
of Boston and George F. Hitchings, jun., of Brookline. The 
contracts were signed June 28, and work commenced July 7, 
and the sewer connected with the sewer in Aspinwall Avenue 
Dec. 11, when, owing to the lateness of the season, the 
work was discontinued. 

Only a small amount of work now remains to be done to 
complete both street and sewer, so far as the contractors are 
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concerned. On the sewer seven catch-basins are to be built, 
and the street is to be dressed over, and the sidewalks and 
gutters formed. 

The awards for land damage have all been accepted and 
paid, except only the award to Mrs. Solomon Burt ($200) ; 
and, as we have not been notified to the contrary, we presume 
she intends to accept this. 

The drain leading from the catch-basins at the corner of 
Aspinwall Avenue and Toxteth Street, through the Stedman 
estate to the old brook, has been continued to and con- 
nected with the sewer in Brook Street. An 18-inch pipe has 
been laid across Aspinwall Avenue, opposite the westerly 
line of the Melcher estate, connecting the drain from the 
low lands on the north side of Aspinwall Avenue with the 
new sewer, the old drain being destroyed by the building of 
the sewer. 

PERRY-STREET SEWER. 


The Board of Selectmen, in the last annual report, recom- 
mended the laying of a 12-inch pipe-sewer, either in Perry 
Street or Aspinwall Avenue, as might be found most advan- 
tageous for those needing drainage in that vicinity. A hear- 
ing in relation to this sewer was held Oct. 9; and, it 
appearing that no one desired a sewer in Aspinwall Avenue, 
it was decided to lay one in Perry Street, where nearly all, 
the abutters favored it. A sewer has therefore been laid in 
Perry Street, from Brook Street to the top of the hill oppo- 
site the Gibson estate, — a distance of 816 feet. On account 
of the delay in the construction of the Brook-street Sewer, 
this work could not be done till the last of November; and 
we were obliged to omit, until the spring opens, the two 
catch-basins which are required at the corner of Aspinwall 
Avenue and Perry Street. 

The two short streets leading from Brook Street to Aspin- 
wall Avenue have been brought up to grade; and it is 
expected that the whole work, including fencing, will be 
finished early in the spring. 
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WATERING STREETS. 


The streets were watered by the parties whose names and 
districts were fully reported in the last annual report. 
The total expénse was $4,004.07.

TOWN OF BROOKLINE, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 1, 1880. 
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THE Board organized by choosing Moses Williams, jun., as 
Chairman, and Charles D. Lincoln as Secretary. The duties 
of the Board have been mostly performed by Mrs. J. Elliot 
Cabot, Mrs. James M. Codman, Mr. Whyte, and the Chair- 
man. 

The following table gives the names of persons regularly 
relieved : — 


5 Barrett, James, and wife’s children, — four boys at House of 
the Angel Guardian, $245; one girl at Saint Vincent’s, $24. 

3 Burke, John, aged 9; Katy, aged 7; Mary, aged 5, — chil- 
dren of Thomas or Michael Burke deceased. They are 
boarded with Martin Costello at $15 a month for the three. 

3 Casey, Nellie, widow of Thomas, and two young children. 
We pay her $6 a month, and supply her with fuel, and pay 
her rent. 

8 Collins, Mary, widow of Peter, and two children of brother, 
James Kilnan. She works for her relief, $1.75 a week, and 
her fuel. } 

8 Corcoran, Henry, and wife and one child. April 17 the State 
refused to allow any more aid. We allowed her $1 a week 
for food till June 18, 1879, and have paid $3 a month for 
her rent since Aug. 1.

He worked 
out $2 a week for relief until April 16, and has had no 
relief since, except $1.50 on Jan. 28, 1880. 

Kennedy, Ann, wife of James. She boarded with John 
Monahan at $6 a month, except three months, when she 
was at Dedham. 

She 
works out $1.50 a week relief and fuel. We have also 
paid her rent, and $10 for medical care.

REPORT. 


Tue Water Board herewith submit their annual report for 1879. 
Oliver Whyte was chosen Chairman at the annual meeting of the 
Board in April. There has been no change in the officers or em- 
ployees connected with the works during the year. The term of 
service for which the members of the Board was elected will expire 
as follows :—

In accordance with the vote of the town, street-mains have been 
laid in Aspinwall, Brookline, and Heath Avenues, Sewall Street, 
and Chestnut, Harvard, and Kerrigan Places, as will be shown by 
the Superintendent’s report annexed. There have also been laid 
seventy-two new service-pipes. A twelve-inch pipe has been laid 
around the reservoir, so that the water now enters the basin at a 
point opposite that at which it is discharged ; but as the inlet and 
outlet pipes connect only a few feet from the reservoir, and are vir- 
tually but one pipe, no great advantage is derived. 

All the water pumped for the town should be sent to the reser- 
voir, and distributed from thence through the mains, thereby renew- 
ing the water constantly. As it now is, only the surplus over what 
is daily consumed finds its way to the reservoir, and is drawn 
therefrom only as the excess beyond what is being pumped is used 
throughout the town. In winter, when there is comparatively little 
water used, and the supply at the filtering-galleries is ample, the 
water can be changed often by filling the reservoir as rapidly as 
may be, and then, stopping the pumps, supply our consumers 
directly from the reservoir. But during the summer months the 
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amount used is very nearly up to that pumped, and there is little 
or no change in the contents of the reservoir sometimes for ten or 
twelve days. A separate and distinct outlet-pipe should be laid - 
from the reservoir, through Boylston Street, to connect with the 
main in Cypress Street ; and the pipes so arranged at the corner of 
Clyde and Warren Streets, that the water could be forced to the 
reservoir, and then distributed, or, as now, sent directly from the 
pumps through the distributing-mains. 

Petitions have been presented for additional street-mains from 
the following-named parties: viz.,— 

T. R. Shewell and others, for a main in Tappan Street. 

John Keegan and others, for a main and hydrant in Ridgway 
Street. | 

J. W. Edgerly and others, for a main to supply houses at the 
lower end of Harrison Place. 

Thomas McMahon and others, for the extension of the main in 
Kerrigan Place across the brook and railroad to the estates at the 
end of that place. 

T. C. Brown, that a main be laid to supply his estate on Engle- 
wood Avenue. 

On the petition of Shewell and others, the Board would advise 
the laying of a six-inch main from Beacon through Tappan Street, 
to connect with the main now in Davis Avenue, a distance of 4,100 
feet, at an estimated cost of $5,826. This will supply all the 
buildings now on Tappan Street, and one to be erected the coming 
spring. 

On the petition of Keegan and others, the Board would recom- 
mend a six-inch main from the main in Freeman Street through 
Ridgway Street, a distance of 250 feet, at an estimated cost of 
$430. These petitioners also ask for a hydrant near the corner of 
Freeman and Ridgway Streets, which would cost $75. But, as 
there are already five hydrants within a radius of 800 feet of 
that point, the Board do not think it of importance to have one 
placed there, and therefore do not recommend it. 

On the petition of Edgerly and others, the Board advise laying 
a two-inch main, to connect with that now in Webster Place, for a 
distance of 450 feet, at an estimated cost of $281. This will sup- 
ply all the buildings on Harrison Place not already accommodated 
by mains in Andem and Webster Places. 
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On the petition of McMahon and others, that the main in Ker- 
rigan Place may be extended across the brook and railroad, the 
Board advise that it be done, the distance being but 90 feet, and 
the cost estimated at $85, and there being three houses which will 
be supplied. 

The last three applications are for pipes in private ways ; but as 
there will be quite an income from the estates served, and as the 
owners and ‘abutters have signed a release to the town for any 
damages in consequence of laying the pipes and maintaining the 
same, the Board deem it judicious to ask the town for authority to 
grant the requests. 

On the petition of T. C. Brown, the Board would represent that 
it would require the piping of about 2,000 feet of street, part 
of the distance through a ledge, and would cost a large amount, 
—some $4,200. And as there are but three houses, including Mr. 
Brown’s, on the line, and the owners of two of them refuse to use 
the water if the pipes are laid, the Board do not feel justified in 
asking the town to assume so large an expense at present. 

The Board intend to ask the town to pass the following vote : — 

Voted, That the Water Board have authority to lay a six-inch 
main in Tappan Street, from Beacon Street, to connect with the 
main in Davis Avenue; also a six-inch main in Ridgway Street, 
from Freeman Street, for a distance of 250 feet; also a two-inch 
main in Harrison Place, from Webster Place, for a distance of 
450 feet; and a two-inch main in Kerrigan Place for a distance: of 
about 90 feet, — at an estimated aggregate cost of $6,622: and 
that the same be paid from the appropriation for the extension of 
the water-works. 

As there have been extensive alterations and removals connected 
with the pumping-station during the past year, as will be shown 
by the report of the committee having that work in charge, the 
supply of water has been considerably interfered with, and for a 
long time the pumps were obliged to be run night and day to keep 
up the supply to the town. There has been as little as possible done 
in repairs or additions to the machinery, as it will have to be 
thoroughly overhauled and put in good order on its removal to the 
new station. 

The new boiler, which the Board were authorized to purchase at 
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the annual meeting in 1879, has been constructed, and set in the 
new location, in accordance with the other work in charge of the 
above-mentioned committee. 

During the latter part of the summer months a good deal of 
anxiety and uneasiness was felt by many of our citizens from the 
real or fancied tracing of an unusual amount of sickness to the 
impure quality of the water delivered from the works. In the 
month of October the new iron force-main, which is intended to ° 
be used in lieu of the former wooden conduit, having been placed 
in position, it was proposed that it should be employed temporarily 
as a suction-pipe to draw the water directly from the filtering-gal- 
leries while the new engine-house was building, and the new engine 
put in position ; and it proved a complete success, thereby allowing 
the water to be raised to some 24 feet, and along a level of about 
3,000 feet, to the engine, which now delivers as pure, if not purer, 
water than is furnished by any other public works. The employment 
of this new suction-pipe has also given the Board control over all 
the water in the galleries, instead of being obliged, as heretofore, 
to leave some 30 inches of the most productive part of them un- 
utilized when the pumps had reached their lowest limit of service. 
It also gives an opportunity to pass through and examine the gal- 
leries, which could not be done before the change. Shortly after 
this new main was put to this use, and the water lowered in the 
galleries, an examination was made, when it was found, that at 
or about the time they were constructed, in 1874, a portion of 
about 20 feet of the arch in the westerly one had fallen, and 
completely dammed the passage of the water for some 450 feet, 
thereby rendering nearly one-half the length of all the filter- 
ing-surface of little utility. The Board took immediate measures 
to have the break repaired, which necessitated a rebuilding of 
about 50 feet of the arch, and at the same time had the galleries 
thoroughly cleansed ; all at an expense of $406.75. We have also 
repaired the two man-holes on the line of the galleries, and built 
a new one; and we consider that that division of the works is now 
in good condition, except that the eastern and western galleries are 
still connected by a wooden conduit, 389 feet in length, which we 
must look upon as a temporary affair, to be replaced by a suitable 
filter-gallery as soon as it is practicable. 
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The Board would call the attention of the town to the fact that 
before long the demand for a high service will become imperative. 
Already dissatisfaction exists at the irregular and insufficient man- 
ner in which the water is supplied to some estates on a line so near 
our highest limit or level, that it is impossible to give them a con- 
stant supply throughout the buildings without running the pumps 
in an injudicious and extravagant manner, while others can only 
- receive the water in the basements, and others still are wholly 
debarred the taking of the water. And, as the various highlands 
throughout the town are built upon, means must be provided to 
furnish the water to such localities. This, in the judgment of the 
Board, can only be accomplished by pumping the water to a stand- 
pipe placed on as high a point as the summit of Corey’s Hill, and a 
system of mains laid independent of those at present in use, as 
they do not consider it would be safe to bring any more strain on 
pipes now laid; for in some places the pressure is now more than 
100 pounds to the inch. 

The necessity for frequent communication between the office at 
the Town Hall and the pumping-station, and the great difficulty in 
keeping the telegraphic instruments in order, together with the ob- 
jection that it requires an expert to receive and despatch a mes- 
sage, induced the Board to have attached to the wires a telephone 
by which any one can carry on a conversation between the two 
points ; and it has already proved a great convenience, and saved 
much time and trouble. 

Since the foregoing report was prepared, and the estimates 
made for the appropriations for the ensuing year, a petition has 
been received from Henry E. Raymond and others, asking that a 
street-main be laid in Goddard Avenue. An estimate of the cost 
of this has been prepared by the Superintendent, and ascertained 
to be about $6,500; a considerable part of the distance to be ex- 
cavated being ledge. On account of this great expense, enhanced 
by the present enormous increase in the price of iron pipe, the 
Board do not advise the laying of this main the present year. 

For the purpose of laying such street-mains as are petitioned for, 
and which the town may decide to have laid during the coming year, 
together with the expense of putting in service-pipes and other 
work incidental to the extension of water-works, the Board would 
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ask for an appropriation of $8,000, and, for the maintenance of 
water-works, $7,600.

To the Brookline Water Board. 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to present herewith the annual 
‘report of the Superintendent for the year ending Feb. 1, 1880. 


EXTENSION OF STREET MAINS. 


' In addition to laying and calking the mains, as has been the 
custom in past years, the town did all the trenching, with favora- 
ble results.

SERVICE-PIPE. 


All the work in this department was done by the employees of 
the town, and in as thorough a manner as possible. Tar-coated 
iron pipe was used for the larger number of the services: but, 
from experience gained during the past year, it is to be feared 
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that a great many, if not all, the iron service-pipes will rust 
up in the near future, as our water is very destructive to iron; 
and with this result in view lead pipe was used the latter part of 
the season in a few cases where a long-continued use of the water 
was seemingly insured. The number of service-pipes laid the 
past year was 72, costing $696.58,— an average of $9.67 each; 
making total number to date, 910. Of these, 857 are now open, 
and 53 shut off, —a gain of 82 services in actual use. 


LEAKS. 


At no previous time has our record of leaks been as small, and 
so. little difficulty experienced in repairing them. ‘The number in 
street-mains was 12, costing $41.13; in force-main, 3, costing 
$57.53 ; in service-pipe, 7, costing $33.23: making total number 
of leaks 22, and total cost $131.89. No leak has occurred in any 
pipe laid by employees of the town to date, with one exception, 
where a service-pipe was injured by a heavy team driving over the 
wrench-tube. 


HYDRANTS. 


But slight repairs have been made on the hydrants, only six 
valves having been renewed. The largest item of expense in 
their maintenance was the inspection, it being necessary to ex- 
amine those in parts of the town as often as once a week. All 
are now in good order. 


RESERVOIR. 


The inlet-pipe has been carried to the dam opposite the outlet, 
thus causing more circulation, and consequentl keeping the water 
in a purer state. 

The expense of this improvement was $343.67. 

The care of the grounds of the reservoir consisted chiefly in 
keeping the walk around it clear of weeds; and in fact there is 
not much encouragement to do more as long as the surrounding 
grounds are in such an unfinished condition. 

The reservoir was drawn off last May, and carefully cleaned. 
Every thing connected with the working of the reservoir is in as 
good state of efficiency as at any previous time. 
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CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


Since the pumps were connected with the new works, it has 
not been necessary to blow off nearly as often at the dead ends, 
and very few takers have made complaints. The large consump- 
tion for October was owing to the great amount of water used in 
flushing the street-mains, the plan being to clean them thoroughly 
as soon as the old conduit should be abandoned, which was done 
in October. 

The increase in consumption was about in proportion to in- 
crease in number of water-takers.

REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


PUMPING-STATION, BROOKLINE WATER- WORKS, 
Feb. 15, 1880. 
To the Brookline Water Board. 


GENTLEMEN,—I have the honor to present the report of the En- — 


gineer for the year ending Feb. 1, 1880. 
Pumping-engine No. 1 has performed its duty admirably, and 
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without the slightest accident, since it was erected in 1875. It 
was shut down on the 13th inst. to prepare it for removal to the 
new pumping-station. 

Early in October the old wooden conduit was abandoned, and 


the new 16-inch force-main, which is laid across the swamp, was, 


by direction of the Board, connected to the pumps, and used 
as a temporary suction-pipe. A vacuum-chamber, 12 feet in height 
and 16 inches diameter, was placed on this pipe close to engine- 
house, and connected by a #-inch valve and pipe to condenser of 
engine. By regulating the amount of opening of this valve, the 
water in the vacuum-chamber was held, when pumping, at a level 
of 31 feet above the surface of water in pump-well, and 7 feet 
above force-valves on pumps. ‘The length of this suction-pipe is 
about 2,900 feet, and is, I believe, the longest suction-pipe on 
record. Water was first drawn through it Oct. 9, the engine 
working smoothly and noiselessly at a speed of from fifteen to 
sixty strokes per minute. 

The new engine and boiler are in position and ready to work. 
The boiler is 16 feet long by 5 feet 6 inches diameter, and 2 inch 
in thickness. It contains 94 34-inch tubes. Eight feet of lower 
half of shell is steel. Steam-dome is 30 inches high by 30 inches 
diameter. The boiler-front is of the Walworth Manufacturing 
Company pattern, and is fitted up with finished brass pipe and 
fittings, which give it a handsome appearance. The boiler is sup- 
plied with water by a Hancock inspirator. 

The new engine is a Worthington 4-cylinder expanding pumping- 


engine. The high-pressure cylinders are 14 inches in diameter ; 


low-pressure cylinders, 20 inches ; and plungers, 12 inches. Length 
of stroke, 144 inches. The contract capacity of the engine is one 
million gallons in twenty-four hours ; but it can easily pump a mil- _ 
lion and a quarter. It was satisfactorily started on the 12th inst., 
and will, after connecting it to force-main, be put in operation to 
supply the town with water until the old engine is moved.

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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


Tue Trustees submit their twenty-third annual report, together 
with the report of the treasurer of the board, and that of the 
librarian. 

Those of our citizens who take an interest in knowing what 
becomes of the annual appropriation made by the town, and of 
the revenues derived from the Gardner and Hall Funds, and how 
much benefit the public derives from the expenditure, will find 
in these carefully prepared documents the information they may 
desire. 

The general condition of the books is satisfactory. The thor- 
ough overhauling and cleaning of dirty and defaced books last 
year, and the enforcement of fines for scribbling and mutilation, 
have helped to produce this result. 

The library-building is in good order, and requires only a small 
sum at present to preserve it in the way of usual annual repairs. 

The continued usefulness and benefit to the people, of our Public 
Library, is evident from the large number of books in circulation, 
and the increase of the number of takers of books; and the reading- 
room, this year, has been more resorted to. 

Many valuable standard works have been purchased from 
the income of the Gardner and Hall Funds, as will be seen in the 
librarian’s report. 

The total number of books now in the library is 24,018. 

Circulation for the year, 53,094. 

Accessions for the year, 1,093 volumes and 311 pamphlets. 

The library needs very much a supplement to the catalogue. 
The present catalogue, printed in November 1873, contains the 
titles of nearly sixteen thousand volumes, which is about two-thirds 
of the number now in the library. We have a consulting inter- 
leaved catalogue, in manuscript, of all the books, but this will 
rapidly wear out, besides being inconvenient to consult. The 
estimated cost of a supplement is a thousand dollars, for preparing 
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and printing. In the opinion of the Trustees it would be better to 

set about this work now, and we ask the town for an appa 
of a thousand dollars for this purpose. 

We would call attention to the report of the librarian, which is 

-quite full in detail in regard to the administration of the library. | 

The work of carrying on this department requires skill, as well 
as patient and continuous attention, and we have every reason to be 
satisfied with the faithful services of the librarian and assistants. 

The Gardner Fund, concerning which some anxiety was expressed 
in the last report, has been paid over without loss of either princi- 
pal or interest. It has been so judiciously re-invested, that its 
securities stand to-day at a premium, —a result which the Trustees 
are sure will be as gratifying to the town as it is to the board. 

The Trustees feel that the aim of the Brookline Public Library 
should be in the future, as it has been in the past, to stand in the 
front rank of institutions of its class. 

It has always received liberal support from the town, and from 
private citizens. If it fails in maintaining its just rank, or in 
being, in the broadest sense of the word, a good to the towns- 
people, the fault must lie with the board itself. 

Progress means change. What is now seemingly the best will 
doubtless be improved upon in years to come. 

The Trustees, therefore, would welcome the kindly criticism of 
their fellow-citizens in the conduct of their trust. The thoughtful 
suggestions of all friends of the library will always engage the 
serious consideration of the board.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT, 1879-80. 


BROOKLINE, Feb. 2, 1880. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library. 


GENTLEMEN, — My eighth annual report is herewith respectfully 
submitted, embodying the leading facts and statistics for the offi- 
cial year ending Jan. 31, 1880, as shown by the library records. 

The uniformity of library work, and consequently of its history, 
from year to year, makes it quite impossible to avoid wholly a 
stereotyped form of report, which fact must be my apology for 
any lack of freshness observed in the present one. 

The retrospect of the year now under consideration reveals 
nothing out of the ordinary current of events. The working con- 
dition of the library has preserved the same satisfactory showing 
as in previous reports ; the growth of its various departments has 
been steady and wholesome, affording increased facilities for use- 
fulness ; while the daily tide of circulation has ebbed and flowed 
with a regularity and certainty that leaves no doubt as to the 
popular appreciation and use of the library. 

A somewhat careful observation of this circulation indicates 
that its character has changed for the better in several ways, 
notably in a diminution of the demand for juvenile fiction, in an 
increased tendency to turn the general and special resources of 
the library to practical account for purposes of study and research, 
and in an improved standard of general reading. These indica- 
cations are certainly hopeful, and promise the best results both 
to the library and to the public. 


CONDITION OF THE LIBRARY. 


The library, which now numbers more than 24,000 volumes, has 
never been in so good condition to fulfil its highest ideal, not only 
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as a dispenser of recreation and amusement, but as a powerful 


ally of our school system and an educator of the people. 

Its alcoves are liberally supplied with standard works in nearly 
every department of general literature and learning, and the whole 
collection is as well preserved as the constant circulation will 
admit. 


Let it not be inferred, however, that the library has attained © 


perfection, and stands in no further need of improvement. No 
library can reach that happy state, since it must grow perpetually 
in order to do its best work. The truth in regard to our own 
library is, that, while the shelves are so well stored with carefully 
selected books, they still show many deficiencies which, it is 
hoped, the future will supply. 

The year’s record compares favorably with those past in notat 
of growth and preservation. The addition of 1,093 volumes in- 
creases the contents of the library to 24,018, all being in general 
use, except 1,547 dulplicates. 

The effect of the daily examination of incoming books has been, 
not only to check the special mischief against which it was di- 
rected, but also to secure more careful usage of books in general 
at the hands of borrowers. These results are proved by the facts 
that fewer volumes have been withdrawn on account of wear and 
tear, and that a much smaller number than usual has passed 
through the bookbinder’s hands. Still further corroboration lies 
in the fact that less than fifty cases of abuse have been reported 
and dealt with,—none of them of the more flagrant type, and in 
many instances only requiring a word of caution or a slight repri- 
mand. ‘Twenty-seven persons, however, have paid fines either for 
mutilation or marking of books, these fines amounting to $12.26. 

Nine volumes have also been,replaced at the expense of their 
respective borrowers, in accordance with the library regulation 
respecting lost or permanently injured books. 


ACCESSIONS. 


The present report cannot exhibit the exceptional figures of last 
year’s accessions, although the average yearly increase has been 
fully kept up. An occasional excess of additions, like that last 
reported, is due to an unusually large supply of gifts. This rarely 
occurs on consecutive years, therefore the present statistics suffer 
somewhat by comparison. 
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The accession catalogue registers the purchase of 667 volumes, 
7 pamphlets; and the gift of 274 volumes, 304 pamphlets, and 
653 numbers of unbound magazines and papers, not including 
those gifts of current serials which are regularly received and 
entered in the periodical accession book, and counted as volumes 
after having been bound. The binder’s schedules record 90 addi- 
tional volumes of bound periodicals, and 62 volumes of news- 
papers, which, with the purchases and gifts, make a total increase _ 
of 1,093 volumes, 311 pamphlets, and 653 miscellaneous numbers. 

The usual characteristics of our annual purchases are noticeable 
in the predominance of works of permanent worth and interest. 
One important and progressive step has been the purchase of the 
latest editions of several of the principal encyclopedias for the 
reference department, and the transfer of the earlier editions to 
the general library for circulation. Prominent among them must 
be mentioned ‘‘ Chambers’s Encylopeedia,’’ revised edition, and the 
ninth edition of ‘‘ The Encyclopeedia Britannica ’’ (Scribner). The 
latter was bought for home use, since the same edition, published 
by Little, Brown, & Co., already belongs to the reference library. 

Many other interesting and valuable works deserve notice, but 
must be passed with a simple reference to the appended lists of 
special and general accessions. 

There has never been a year within the history of the library 
when its friends have not added materially to its supplies by 
timely and repeated acts of generosity. The past year proves no 
exception to the rule, but has the same pleasant record to make, 
as may be seen by reference to Appendix A, wherein it appears — 
that the ladies have taken the lead in large contributions. Among 
the noteworthy examples may be cited Mrs. Cabot’s contribution 
of theological and religious works ; Miss Deane’s gift, consisting of 
a variety of useful and curious books ; Miss Nickerson’s collection 
of books and unbound periodicals; and the late Miss Harriet 
Woods’s files of educational magazines. 

It would be an agreeable task to enumerate other gifts of the 
year, but the limits of the report will not permit. Before the sub- 
ject is dismissed, it may be well to add that the newspapers pre- 
sented by Dr. R. M. Hodges last year have been bound agreeably 
to the terms upon which they were offered, making sixty volumes 
all told. 
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A complete set of ‘‘ The Radical,’’ given by Mr. C. K. Whipple 
on similar conditions, has also been bound and placed upon the 
shelves. 

CIRCULATION. | 

_ The library year included 307 working-days, during which time 
50,435 volumes were delivered for home use, and 2,659 volumes 
for use in the library ; making the entire circulation 53,094, at an 
average of 173 per day. During the busiest season, from January 
to April, the average ran much higher, culminating in the week 
ending March 1, 1879, when the delivery for home use alone 
reached the rate of 239 per day; that week’s total issue amounting 
to 1,487 volumes. The largest single day’s issue numbered 357 

volumes, and was recorded one week later, or March 8, 1879. 

This circulation of 53,000 and upwards is in account with 4,359 
registered borrowers, represented by as many cards; although it 
is certain that not more than two-thirds of these cards are in 
actual service, and probably not more than one-half are in constant 
use for the entire year. 

The only loss incident to this large circulation is that of two 
noyels, both easily replaced at a trifling cost. In each case the 
books were loaned to persons whose sense of duty failed to prompt 
the return of borrowed property when their transient residence in 
town ended. 

Postal notices have been sent to 3,194 persons for the detention 
of books over time, the fines thereon amounting to $122.53. 


LispRarRy Work. 


A close following of the foregoing facts and statistics will have 
proved that the year has been a busy one, requiring steady applica- 
tion to the routine work of each department in order to secure the 
clear record, finished to date. 

The circulation and daily examination of books have involved the 
handling of more than 159,000 volumes. The covering and label- 
ling of books add nearly 9,000 more, which, with the books 
scheduled to the binder, and the volumes of pictorial papers sup- 
plied at the desk, make a showing of over 170,000 volumes that 
have passed through the hands of the library assistants, and it 
gives me pleasure to report that these duties have been most faith- 
fully performed. 
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Beyond the accomplishment of the regular duties of my own 
department, the special work of supervising the printing of the 
School-list has been attended to; and the indexing, assigned to 
me for the new edition of Poole’s ‘‘ Index to Periodical Litera- 
ture,’’ has been carried forward whenever opportunity offered, and 
has nearly reached completion. 

Other extra work of the year has been the preparation of a new 
interleaved catalogue by Miss Ames. This catalogue, which con- 
tains all the accessions for the past six years, revised and alpha- 
betically arranged, must soon become our sole reliance for desk 
service, until an appropriation for the supplement can be obtained. 


CATALOGUES. 


The condition of our catalogues was fully reported last year, 
and the necessity of a printed supplement clearly shown. It is 
therefore needless to say that the status of affairs has not been 
improved by another year’s accessions, and that the same urgent 
appeal holds good for the present report. 

The expedient of the new interleaved catalogue will only afford 
temporary relief, and, judging from the usage of former desk cat- 
alogues, can scarcely be made to do a whole year’s service. 

It will perhaps be remembered that my last report referred to 
the preparation of a catalogue for the guidance of school-children 
in their choice of books. ‘This catalogue entered upon its mission 
shortly after the publication of the report; and it is gratifying to 
learn that it has met the cordial approbation and support of many 
parents and teachers. | 

Although not disseminated among the pupils as widely as might 
be wished, there are yet evidences that it has been faithfully used 
by no inconsiderable number of them with beneficial results; as I 
learn from a teacher most interested in the matter, that a marked 
improvement has been observed in the reading of those classes 
where its use is most general. | 

If an imperfectly tried experiment can show such encouraging 
results, what might we not expect from a more thorough test of 
the merits of the catalogue ? 

The usual bulletins continue to be published monthly, and are 
used freely in the library ; but are very rarely purchased for home 
use, where one would suppose they would be most serviceable. 
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The seventh annual list of additions appears with this report, 
but somewhat changed in the method of its arrangement, a partial | 


classification being substituted for the former single alphabetical 
arrangement by authors. I think that this change will render con- 
sultation easier and more satisfactory, and therefore submit it in 
the hope that it will meet general approval.. 

Looking over the ground covered by this report, it will be evi- 
dent to every unprejudiced mind that the library has done much 
effective work, with fair promise of greater activity as a more 
widely spread knowledge of its capacity for helpfulness becomes 
general.

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APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Committee ask that the town appropriate for the use 
of the day schools the sum of thirty-six thousand dollars, 
the amount appropriated last year. 

They would also request an appropriation of three hun- 
dred dollars for the evening school. Two hundred dollars, 
the amount expended last year, was found insufficient for 
the purpose. The article on the ‘‘ Evening School” will 
give the particulars of its working and its needs. 

The Committee would also ask that the sum of five hundred 
dollars be appropriated for the use of the Committee in mak- 
ing inside repairs upon our schoolhouses. Heretofore the 
Selectmen have had charge of this work, and have set apart 
the sum mentioned to be expended upon it; but last year 
the Selectmen were obliged to use upon other public build- 
ings the whole amount appropriated, without reserving any 
thing for these repairs. A member of the Board of Selectmen, 
who is connected with the expenditure of this money, is in 
favor of its being put into the hands of the Committee. To 
us there is a manifest propriety in making this change. Those 
who need the money should have full use and control of it, 
and should be held responsible for its wise use. 

The Committee are confident, after a careful and thorough 
study of the subject, that the efficiency of the school system 
cannot be maintained upon a less sum. ‘The salaries of our 
teachers have twice been reduced. No further reduction in 
this direction is advisable, especially on the eve of returning 
material prosperity, when the cost of living is constantly ad- 
vancing. In the interest of economy, and for the purpose of 
simplifying and unifying our school system, the Committee 
have consolidated certain classes, thereby saving a certain 
amount of expenditure; but the money thus saved has for 
the greater part been expended to satisfy other growing 
wants of the town. 

' 
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NEW SCHOOLHOUSE. 


In accordance with a vote of the town, a new school-build- © 
ing has been erected on Sewall Street. The building is ~ 
_ entirely satisfactory to the Committee, and well meets the 
wants of its occupants. It is sunny, well ventilated, and 
easily heated. Miss Daggett, who formerly had charge of 
the school in the engine-house, now discontinued, is the sole 
teacher as yet in the new building. The attendance upon 
the school is larger than was anticipated: thus the opinion of 
the Committee that the school ought to be established has 
been confirmed. 


CONSOLIDATION OF SCHOOLS AND THE AP- 
POINTMENT OF A SUPERINTENDENT. 


After a thorough examination of the question of consoli- 
dation by a sub-committee, and on their recommendation, the 
following votes were passed on the 21st of May, 1879: — 

‘¢ Voted, That the first class in the Ward Grammar School 
be consolidated with the first class in the Pierce Grammar 
School.” 

“ Voted, That the second and third grammar classes in the 
Ward School be placed under one teacher, and that the room 
thus vacated in the Ward School-building be used for one of 
the primary schools now in the engine-house.”’ 

‘‘ Voted, That the Pierce and Ward districts be placed 
under one person, who shall be principal and superintend- 
ent.” 

The following vote was passed on the 23d of the following 
month : — 

“« Voted, That the higher classes in the Ward School be 
placed under a teacher to be termed the principal’s head 
assistant, who, in addition to his instruction of those two 
classes, shall assist the principal in supervising the discipline 
of all the classes in the Ward School-building, and in his 
absence may exercise the powers of principal in matters of 
discipline.” 
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Mr. D. H. Daniels was appointed principal and superin- 
tendent by the Board, and Mr. Sylvester Brown is now acting 
as principal’s head assistant. Both of these gentlemen 
have performed their duties to the entire satisfaction of the 
Board; and, so far as the new system has been tried, it has 
proved a success. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Within this last year, from our High School, there have 
entered Harvard College six on the “full examination,” and 
one on the “preliminary examination.” Another has also 
entered there on the special “ course in art.” 

Fourteen were graduated last June at the close of the year, 
— eight in the English course, and six in the classical course. 

A college class, the largest we have ever had, has just been 
formed, numbering ten. They began Greek the first week of 
February. 

In very few schools are boys prepared for college in so 
short a time as in our school. Five or six years are usually 
spent in doing what boys are here required to do in four 
years. The Sub-Committee on the High School are meditat- 
ing extending both the English and classical courses, and in 
connection with this change are considering a new course of 
‘study. They are not ready as yet to report upon these sub- 
jects; but it is hoped that matters will assume a definite 
form before the opening of another school-year. The Com- 
mittee have had the hearty co-operation of Mr. Hoar, and 
derived much assistance from his ripe experience in the con- 
sideration of these subjects. More attention has been given 
to the English studies than heretofore. The Board have 
recently introduced Mayhew’s “ Book-keeping” as a text- 
book in the High School. 

Mr. Harriman has given special attention to training the 
pupils in declamation, and the results of his instruction have 
been very gratifying. 

We were much pleased that a reunion of the alumni of the 
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High School was held last June, and that efforts are being 
made to provide for these gatherings in the future. 

Our school has many children, and it does them and the 
community good to unite and renew old associations. The 
cause of education, as well as that of sociability and friend- 
ship, is advanced by such meetings. | 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The annual written examinations were given as usual, 
and under the same rules that were adopted the previous 
year. The tables annexed show the results in the different 
studies in each class. Without a knowledge of the ques- 
tions, or the method of correction of answers, the simple 
percentages do not afford any satisfactory idea of the attain- 
ments of the pupils. But regarding 100 as the maximum, 
and keeping in view the fact that an average of 65 in all 
the studies is required for promotion, and that both the 
nature of the questions and the system of correction are 
adapted to this requirement, we can arrive at a fair con- 
clusion as to the general progress of the classes, and by 
comparison can form an opinion of their relative scholarship. 

With the exception of the second class in the Pierce 
School, and the sixth class in the Ward School, the results 
are very satisfactory. In twelve classes all the pupils are 
entitled to promotion, and seven classes have only one pupil © 
in each who failed of promotion. 

As there are but twenty-four classes in all, it will be read- 
ily seen that the general condition of the classes in our 
grammar schools 1s excellent. 

A change of the Readers used in the first and second 
classes seems to be necessary. The character of the selec- 
tions is not suited to pupils of these grades. Pupils con- 
stantly hesitate over words the meaning of which they do 
not comprehend, and they fail to understand the thought or 
idea intended to be conveyed in the sentence itself. Our 
new course provides for supplementary reading; and with a 
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change, as suggested, we may look forward to more satisfac- 
tory results. 

The study of grammar has been reduced to limits advised 
in our last report, to the relief of the teachers and advan- 
tage of the pupils. We have endeavored to impress upon 
the teachers the great waste of time and effort in requiring 
of the pupils a study of the map-questions as put down in 
the geography. Our examinations require map-drawing and 
the location of principal rivers and cities. Fully one-half of 
the questions in every text-book on this subject should be 
wiped out. It is far better that scholars should know accu- 
rately one-half of what is usually attempted upon this sub- 
ject, and that portion the more important, than that they 
should have an imperfect acquaintance with the whole, as 
is usually the case. 

The new text-books in geography recently introduced 
(Harper’s) contain so much relating to physical geography, 
that we were enabled to discontinue the use of Guyot’s 
‘«Physical Geography ” in the first class. This afforded us 
an opportunity to introduce book-keeping at the commence- 
ment of the second term; and we think it will meet a want 
that has long been felt. It is not intended to make experts 
in book-keeping, but to afford an opportunity of acquiring 
such a knowledge of the principles involved as will enable 
the pupils to readily possess themselves of what may be 
needed in the future. 

Reasonable objection having been made to the English his- 
tory in use in the first classes, the Board have substituted 
Stone’s in place of the Craig-Knox history. 

A revised course of study has been adopted, and was put 
into operation at the commencement of the fall term. In- 
creased attention is to be given to composition and dictation 
exercises. ‘The change in our system, appointing Mr. D. H. 
Daniels as superintendent over all the primary and grammar 
schools, will secure unity of action that is extremely desir- 
able. Relieved from the duty of instruction, he will be 
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enabled to exercise a general supervision, and give attention 
to many details of the school-work that cannot fail of secur- 
ing excellent results. We regard this as the most important 
change in our plans that has taken place during the year.

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PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


In September last, a new course of study, prepared by the 
Committee in consultation with the principals and teachers, 
and conforming substantially to the course recommended by 
the sub-committee appointed by a convention of Norfolk- 
county school committees and superintendents, was adopted. 

A change was also made in the method of teaching read- 
ing, of which particular mention is made in the report of the 
Superintendent, by which much valuable time is saved, and 
the quality of the reading is much improved. In addition to 
the Monthly Readers and Nurseries, ten copies of various 
primary readers have been placed in each room, from which the 
pupils are required to read at sight. The books are changed 
every month, thus securing in each room a fresh supply of 
reading-matter. As a result, the interest of the pupils in their 
work is constantly maintained, and the reading lessons are 
no longer monotonous recitations of pieces long since com- 
mitted to memory. 


EVENING SCHOOL. 


The evening school was opened on the 13th of October, 
and continued on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday 
evenings of each week, until the 13th of January, when it 
was closed for want of funds. 

Mr. F. L. Wellman was appointed teacher, and served faith- 
fully until his health prevented his attendance on any but 
Monday evenings. Mr. D. B. Hoar filled his place very ac- 
ceptably on the other évenings. An assistant was needed for 
a part of the time, and Miss Nellie E. Shea was appointed to 
that position. 

In the early part of the season the attendance was quite 
large ; as many as thirty-eight being present on some evenings. 
Many came simply to have a good time, and soon dropped 
out; others were expelled for misconduct. The following 
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report from the teachers is necessarily incomplete, owing to 
the fact that the school register was stolen : — 

“At the beginning the attendance was larger than for 
most of the time the school was in session; but the class of 
scholars who remained or entered later in the season was 
much better than that at first. 

“The average attendance was nineteen, about equally 
divided between men and women in the fall: but subse- 
quently the number of the men decreased, while that of the 
women at the same time increased; so that, at the close, 
about three-fourths were women. 

‘*No one came who could not read, and most could write ; — 
but the greater part wished rather to improve their previous 
acquirements in reading, writing, and arithmetic. 

“It is more than probable that quite a large class could 
be organized to study book-keeping, but for want of the 
facilities it has this year been impossible. Quite a number 
have expressed a desire to take up that study, not caring for 
any thing else.” 


MUSIC. 


The musical instruction in the public schools has continued 
under the direction of Mr. O. B. Brown. 

Mr. Brown aims to instruct pupils to read music at sight ; 
but, as his visits are at weekly intervals, it is necessary that 
the regular teachers should assist in the lessons. 

In the primary schools a portion of each day should be set 
apart for musical instruction. This course seems necessary 
to lay a good foundation for musical education. It will also 
serve another purpose, equally useful, — that of giving varie-. 
ty to the school exercises, and of resting the little ones after 
the more exhausting mental application of learning their 
other lessons. } 

In view of these statements it is very desirable that 
teachers, especially those of the lower grades, should have 
some knowledge of teaching music. | 
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To accomplish this end, and to co-operate successfully with ° 


the music-teacher, a thorough knowledge of music is not 
necessary. An acquaintance with the fundamental principles 
of the science, and some ability to apply the accepted methods 
of teaching it, is all that is absolutely required. <A teacher 
that has these acquirements, and who is not deficient in 
other respects, can perform the best service for the town. 


DRAWING. 


Drawing is still under the direction of Miss White, whose 
work has been very satisfactory. As she has now been in 
our schools for two years, and as her system has been more 
fully introduced, we think that, with the full co-operation of 


the teachers, we may anticipate still better results the Sara 


year. 


In introducing this study into our public schools, the ques- 


tion no doubt arises in the minds of many whether we are 
giving the children intrusted to our care a practical educa- 
tion. Although space will not admit of answering the ques- 
tion fully, yet a few words will show the most important 
features of industrial drawing. 

It has been said, ‘“* There are now four fundamental studies 
required to fit children for practical life; namely, — 


“1. Reading, because it is the means of teaching and ace 


quiring knowledge. 


“2. Writing, because it is the means of expressing knowl 


edge. 


«3. Arithmetic, because it is the means of computing ~ 


knowledge and values. 


“4, Drawing, because it is the language of form in every 


branch of industry, from the most simple to the most com- 
plex.” 


connected with all our industrial and artistic products. 


Drawing forms an important feature in the education of 
both sexes. It expedites construction of all kinds, — building 
machinery, ships, bridges, railroads, &c., and is intimately 
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The rank of our manufactures depends quite as much 
upon the design as the material, and it has truly been said 
that ‘in no country will the quality of its manufactures rise 
above the taste of the people ;”’ and, when we consider that 
nine-tenths of the occupations of the present day require a 
knowledge of drawing, it must be admitted that it should 

occupy a prominent place in our public schools. 

Mr. Smith’s system was introduced two years ago, since 
which time lessons have been given to the teachers once a 
fortnight by the supervisor, who visits the different schools 
once a month, judging of the work of the teacher through 
her pupils. 

The work in the High School is not as good comparatively 
as that of the lower grades, owing to the low standard in 
drawing of the scholars, and the limited time given to the 
subject. Improvement will be more marked when scholars 
entering the High School have been well trained in the lower 
grades. 

The semi-annual examination shows a great advance upon 
that of a yearago. The subject seems to be more thoroughly 
understood by the teachers, who have, with scarcely an ex- 
ception, given their hearty co-operation. 


VENTILATION. 


In the last annual report of the School Committee, the sub- 
ject of the proper ventilation of the school-houses of the 
town was discussed at considerable length, and their actual 
condition in this regard given in detail. 

It was shown by actual experiment that there was scarcely 
a school-room whose ventilation was not defective, and that 
in more than three-fourths of them there was none at all 
worthy the name. | 

A plan was submitted to the Committee, which they were 
satisfied would prove efficient; and an appropriation of $2,000 
was asked for to carry it out, and generously granted by 
the town. 
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As all efforts to secure good and thorough ventilation 
are considered by most persons as merely an experiment, 
we desire to lay before the citizens of the town both the 
manner in which their appropriation was expended, and the 
actual result, in the hope of thereby adding something to 
exact knowledge, on a subject as yet very imperfectly under- 
stood. 

In order to make this paper intelligible by itself, it will 
be necessary briefly to restate some of the principles upon 
which a proper system of ventilation must be founded. 

Ventilation, stated in its simplest terms, consists in furnish- 
ing to each person in a room, — 

1st, A certain volume of pure air, to be actually taken ato 
the lungs in the process of respiration. 

2d, A certain volume to carry off the animal heat and the 
exhalations from the bodies of the occupants. 

And lastly, to remove the air, thus contaminated, so rapidly 
as to render it impossible that this poisoned atmosphere can 
be respired a second time. 7 | 

The volume of air required to be passed through a room 
for this purpose is variously stated by different authorities, — 
some placing it as low as four cubic feet per minute for 
each person ; and others, as high as twenty-five, or even thirty. 

All, however, unite in stating, that absence of any odor 
of animal exhalations is an infallible test of good ventilation ; 
and, when we consider how much of this odor depends upon 
personal cleanliness, the disparity is readily accounted for. 

Persons whose clothing is clean, and entirely removed 
and aired during the night, and whose persons are subjected 
to frequent baths, require much less air for good ventilation 
than those whose habits are less cleanly ; though I think it 
doubtful if the minimum amount mentioned will change the 
air of a room rapidly enough to prevent the re-inhalation of 
-more or less poisonous matters, so rapidly are they spread 
by diffusion. . 

It is a popular belief that open grates, or fireplaces, are 
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the only certain means of securing perfect ventilation; and 
that they are very efficient in private houses, or rooms any- 
where that are small and occupied by few persons, cannot 
be denied: but the heat they afford is wholly by radiation ; 
and it is evident that they are impracticable in large rooms 
occupied by many persons, where it is important that a 
uniform temperature be maintained in every part; and, be- 
sides, another difficulty would arise, — that of providing and 
removing a sufficient volume of air. However, by observing 
the manner in which veutilation is effected in a small way 
by a fireplace, we can apply the principle involved, in 
another way and on a large scale, to rooms however exten- 
- sive or crowded. ‘The only reason why a fireplace is a good 
ventilator is, because it tends constantly to produce a 
vacuum in the chimney-flue by keeping it heated, so that 
there may be a perpetual flow of air from the room into 
it to fill this vacuum. 

Now, if we builda chimney of sufficient capacity in a house, 
so that every room shall open into it by a_proper-sized 
aperture, and keep this large flue sufficiently heated, it is 
plain we shall be able to remove from every room so treated, 
a volume of air corresponding to the size of our chimney, 
the size of the openings into it, and the degree of heat 
introduced into the flue; and precisely in the same way and 
on the same principle that the air is withdrawn from a room 
by a fire in a grate or fireplace: so that we have only to pro- 
vide for the introduction of a sufficient volume of pure air, 
heated to the proper temperature, to replace that which is 
being constantly removed, to satisfy all the terms of our 
definition of perfect ventilation. To illustrate: suppose we 
have a room, 80 feet square and 13 high, to accommodate 
50 pupils. As this gives about the number of cubic feet of 
space needed for each pupil, and we wish to furnish 20. cubic 
feet of air per minute for each pupil, we find, by a simple 
means hereafter to be described, we are able to maintain a 
velocity in the flue of 800 feet per minute. As we wish to: 
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discharge 1,000 cubic feet per minute, the opening from the 
room into the flue must have a surface area of about 34 square 
feet, or, in register measurement, allowing 4 for force, a ven- 
tilating register about 20 by 380 inches. We place the ven- 
tilator on a level with the floor; an ample cold-air box brings 
the pure out-door air to the furnace below to be heated, and > 
it is then introduced into the school-room through the floor. 
As 1,000 cubic feet of air per minute are passing out into the 
chimney, 1,000 more must be coming in to take their place. 
The heated air, as it comes in, rises at once to the top, and 
the cooler air is drawn out from the bottom; and a constant 
circulation is maintained in this order. That air actually 
stratifies according to temperature is easily proved by sus- 
pending thermometers at equal heights on opposite sides of 
the room. Now the solid contents of the room supposed 
are 11,700 cubic feet: therefore the entire air of the room is 
changed in 11.7 minutes, and the whole volume of the air 
in the room is moving downward at the rate of 1.1 feet per 
minute. So that the noxious matters exhaled from the lungs, 
and thrown off from the surfaces of the pupils’ bodies, pass 
down and out in such a way, and so rapidly, that they cannot 
possibly be re-inhaled. 

In adapting a proper system of ventilation to our school- 
houses, it was believed that the smoke-pipes from the fur- 
naces, if carried to the top of the chimneys, would afford 
sufficient heat for the purpose. The existing chimneys were 
none of them large enough to be of use; and most of them 
were not located, in reference to the rooms, so as to be 
available, had they been of sufficient size. It was therefore 
necessary to build new chimneys, in all cases where the plan 
described was attempted. 

The Pierce Primary, as being the worst ventilated school- 
house in town, was the first experimented on; and the 
work was done duing the spring vacation. A chimney, 
twenty inches by four feet in the clear, was built at each end 
of the house. At the bottom, in the cellar, it was made a 
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foot wider, with an iron door high enough to admit a No. 8 
Globe heater, for heating the flue in spring and fall, when 
the furnaces are not in operation. An eight-inch pipe, of 
twenty-two ounce copper, received the furnace-funnel in the 
flue, and was carried one and a half feet above the top of 
chimney, which was capped with stone to prevent any return 
of gases down the flue. Below the stone were openings on 
all sides for the escape of foul air, the area of which, on any 
two sides, exceeded the entire capacity of the chimney, as 
the escape could be only on the two sides opposite the wind. 

The ordinary cold-air dampers in the smoke-pipe near the 
furnace were discontinued, and a simple check-damper, that 
would close the pipe about three-quarters only, used instead, 
in order that there might be a constant flow of heated gas 
through the pipe. The furnaces were respectively 15 and 
18 feet from the chimney; and it was feared that enough 
heat would not be carried into the flue, and that it might 
be necessary to move the furnaces near to the chimney. 
However, the result was entirely satisfactory. The ventilat- 
ing registers were 21 by 29 inches; and, on measuring with a 
meter the velocity of the foul air escaping through them, it 
was found to be 250 feet per minute in two rooms, and 300 
feet per minute in the other two. The average attendance 
being 35, this would give 20 cubic feet per minute of ventila- 
tion for each pupil. If the average attendance were increased 
to 50, each pupil would still be supplied with 14 cubic feet 
of pure air per minute. So that our experiment was cer- 
tainly a success, still further proved by the noticeable absence 
of odor, and that sickening sense of closeness, which pre- 
vailed before the chimneys were built, though every effort 
was always made by teachers to prevent it by opening win- 
dows and doors,— that common and dangerous mode of 
diluting the poisoned atmosphere of school-rooms, by simply 
letting in outside air. 

As to summer ventilation, to which allusion has been made, 
and for which the stoves in the bottom of the chimneys were 
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designed, a word must be said. As soon as the furnace-fires 
are allowed to go out, a fire should be constantly kept in 
these stoves, so as to keep the flues as well, or better heated, 
than by the furnace-pipes. In this way the same volume of 
air will be removed from each room, as when the furnaces 
are in operation, and the whole house heated. It must be 
observed, however, that in this case, the foul air must be drawn 
into the chimney from the top instead of the bottom of the 
room, and another set of ventilators must be provided, enter- 
ing the chimney as high up as possible. The reason for 
this is obvious. If the cold air be admitted at the bottom, 
and we provide for taking the foul air out at the bottom also, 
we shall have only a current of cold air along the floor, and 
‘the whole volume of air above the exit register will remain 
undisturbed. With the ventilator at the top of the room, the 
cold air admitted at the bottom gradually rises to take the 
place of that drawn out at the top into the chimney; and 
the same amount of ventilation will be effected as in the 
winter mode, but in reverse order. It is expected that the 
fire will be kept up in the stoves until the weather is warm 
- enough to keep doors and windows constantly open. 

The chimneys built in the other school-houses were 2 feet 
by 4 in the clear. In the Pierce Grammar School, two, 
ventilating four large rooms and four small recitation-rooms. 
In this house the furnaces were about six feet from the 
chimneys, —a much better distance than in the Pierce Pri- 
mary. The average attendance was 40 to a room, and the 
ventilation 25 cubic feet of air to each pupil per minute. 

The Ward School, containing eight rooms, was ventilated 
by four chimneys. The average attendance is about 35 toa 
room, and the ventilation 24 cubic feet per minute for each 
_ pupil. The change from the old condition of things in this 
house is very marked and gratifying. It could scarcely have 
been worse than it was a year ago; while now, the freedom 
from odor, and obvious purity of the air, in all the rooms; are 
all that could be desired. In this house it was necessary to 
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put in a new portable furnace, so as to have a heater for each 
chimney, and for each two rooms. 

In the Harvard School-house, of two rooms, one chimney 
was built. The average attendance is 30 pupils to a room, 
and the ventilation about 80 cubic feet of air per wart for 
each pupil. 

After completing the ventilation of the Pierce Primary 
School, it was found necessary to change, in several particu- 
lars, the specifications upon which the request for an appro- 
priation of $2,000 was based; and it was found, also, during 
the progress of the work, that several changes would be 
necessary requiring increased expenditure. 

It was therefore decided that the houses above mentioned 
as being most in need of it should be ventilated on the pro- 
posed plan, and the remainder temporarily ventilated, after 
the manner of the High-school building. 

The Longwood School was a sort of compromise. As only 
the upper room is used, one of three chimney-flues was made 
a ventilating flue for this season. The funnel from the heater 
was carried up in the middle flue to above the ventilating 
register, and the partition between the two removed, thus 
heating the flue as required. This flue was only 8 by 12 
inches; and, though the velocity of the air in it was 300 per 
minute, its capacity was only about 200 cubic feet per min- 
ute, — about 8 cubic feet per minute for each pupil. 

The ventilation of the Lawrence School was left as before./ 
It is effected on the proper principle; but the flue is so small 
as to afford only 5 cubic feet of air per minute for each pupil. 

In the Boylston-street School, two board flues, 1 by 2 feet, 
were constructed, running from the lower floor to the top of 
the building, and surmounted by the old ventilator removed 
from the Pierce Grammar School. The result was excellent 
in the lower room, giving 20 cubic feet per minute for 40 
pupils, but the upper room only about 10 for the same number. 
The flues for the two rooms were separate, and of the same size. 

In the Heath-street School the ventilation was effected in 
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the same manner, — one flue terminating in an Emerson ven- 
tilator, which was already on the building, and two others in 
the square ventilators taken from the Ward School-house, 
with a result nearly identical with the Boylston. In the 
lower front room there were 20 cubic feet of ventilation for 
31 pupils, and, in the room above, about half as much. The 
lower back room is not occupied, but has about 24 cubic feet 
of ventilation per minute for 85 pupils, and the upper room 
16. ‘The reason of these two rooms being better ventilated 
than the others is, that, in addition to one board flue, it is 
ventilated into the smoke-flue of the chimney, which is 12 by 
16 inches, and, though so small, discharges more than three 
times as much foul air as the board flue. 

There is this to be said about board flues, that if in suffi- 
cient number and of sufficient size, and their number or 
capacity doubled for upper rooms, — where, from their lesser 
length, the draught is greatly diminished, — they will afford 
excellent ventilation while the building is thoroughly heated, 
but are perfectly useless when the furnace-fires are out. 

The new schoolhouse on Sewall Street was built with 
special reference to proper ventilation; and the chimneys are 
like those described, with only this difference, that cast-iron 
pipe was used instead of copper for the smoke-pipe. The 
result is equally satisfactory, affording over 20 cubic feet 
of ventilation per minute for 40 pupils in each room. 

The cost of the entire work of ventilating the school-houses 
as described was $2,546.48. 

A careful observation and study of the results of ventila- 
tion by heated flues seems to establish beyond a doubt, by 
the test of actual experience, the following facts : — 

1st, That school-houses can, with very trifling, if any, addi- 
tional expense, be so built as to afford perfect ventilation, 
giving each pupil from 15 to 80 cubic feet of pure air per 
minute as desired. Large houses might be built so that 
each chimney should serve for four rooms, with one hot-air 
furnace for each chimney, and to heat these rooms. If a 
room is heated by steam, the furnace-pipe would suffice for 
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one large chimney, and other ventilating flues could be 
heated by coils of steam-pipe in the flue above the highest 
ventilator. Steam-radiators should never be tolerated in any 
room; but the whole house should be warmed by air heated 
_by being passed over coils of pipe in a hot-air chamber. 

2d, As to the size of the chimney, an area of 12 square 
inches should be allowed for each pupil, unless sufficient 
heat is furnished to secure a velocity of more than 250 feet 
per minute in the flue, in which case the dimensions may be 
proportionally diminished. ‘This is on the supposition that 
about 20 cubic feet of air per minute is to be furnished each 
pupil. : 

3d, In any mixed assembly as much as 20 cubic feet per 
minute should be furnished each person; certainly not less 
than 15. If the volume is as low as 10, there will often be 
a perceptible odor of animal exhalations, and a sense of close- 
ness or stuffiness, indicative of insufficient ventilation. 

4th, In a room new and clean, and where the occupants 
are all neat and tidy, wearing always clean clothes, and 
whose bodies are kept clean by frequent baths, there will be 
no perceptible odor if only 5 cubic feet of air per minute 
are furnished each person; but it is doubtful if less than 10 
is a safe amount. 

5th, The cold-air boxes, to supply the furnaces with pure 
air to be heated, should be as much as one foot by three, for 
a furnace to heat two rooms of proper size to accommodate 
40 or 50 pupils each. A good arrangement would be to 
have two cold-air boxes opening on opposite sides of the 
house into free, open space, and so constructed that, when 
one must be closed on account of the wind being in that 
quarter, the other would be opened; the besetting sin of jan- 
itors being to shut the cold-air boxes either wholly or in part. 

6th, Hot-air furnaces of boiler-iron, or at least those hay- 
ing brick-lined fire-pots, are preferable to those made wholly 
of cast iron; for the latter in very cold weather are kept 
constantly at a red heat, and impart a scorched and disa- 
greeable odor to the air, and probably noxious gases besides. 
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These deductions are based wholly on our own observa- 
tion and experience. 


DIRECTIONS TO JANITORS AND TEACHERS. 


The fire should be built early enough in the morning to 
have the whole house at a temperature of about 68° when 
school begins. Before school, and while the fire is low, 
the cold-air box may be partially, but never wholly, closed ; 
but during school-hours it should always be fully open. The 
temperature of the rooms should be regulated as much as 
possible by proper attention to the furnace, to avoid the 
necessity of closing the hot-air register or opening doors or 
windows in the school-room, on account of too high a tem- 
perature. Directions for the school-room are exceedingly 
simple. While a fire is continued in the furnace, the lower 
ventilator should be always open, and the upper one always 
shut. When the furnace-fire is out in spring and fall, and’ 
as long as a fire is continued in the stoves at the bottom 
of the chimney, the lower register should be always shut, 
and the upper ones always open. All anxiety as to the 
purity of the air in the room may be dismissed from the 
teacher’s mind, and she need only watch the thermometer 
to see that it stands within two degrees of 70°. If the room 
becomes too hot, she may shut the hot-air register partly, 
but not wholly, and open a door into the hall, or a window 
into some anteroom; for, if the inflow of air from the fur- 
nace be stopped, the only source of supply must be the 
crevices of doors and windows, and some other inlet for 
pure air must be sought. 

If, with these precautions on the part of the teacher, the 
air of the room should still become close and foul, it may be 
taken for granted that the janitor has been tampering with 
the cold-air box, and it should be looked to at once. 

In giving this minute account of what has been done to 
ventilate properly our school-houses, it is believed we have 
put on record, in an accessible form, such an illustration of 
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the true principles involved as may be a useful guide in the 
future in the construction of public buildings in this town at 
least; and we hope, also, that it will have the effect of calling 
public attention to this very important, but sadly neglected 
subject. 
_ By referring to last year’s report, and the account there 
given of the condition of the High School, it will be observed 
that the amount of ventilation in that building is scarcely 
above the minimum that is allowed for primary pupils by 
authorities who, according to our experience, place the vol- 
ume of pure air required far too low. In view of the further 
fact that no means of ventilation is provided for that build- 
ing when the furnaces are not in operation, we recommend 
that the sum of $575 be appropriated to ventilate the High- 
school building on the same plan as the others.

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If the Newton-street School, numbering at present only 
ten pupils, could be consolidated with the Heath-street 
School, a saving of the entire expense of the former would 
be effected, without adding to the cost of the latter, or im- 
pairing its efficiency. 

The school is composed of the following classes : —

It must be clear to any one at all familiar with school- 
work, that these could easily be incorporated into the cor- 
responding classes in the Heath-street School without adding 
perceptibly to the labors of the teachers, or making the 
classes burdensome in point of numbers. 

If we consider simply the educational interests of the 
pupils, the only question in this connection likely to arise is 
the following: Can children of that age be safely sent in 
all weathers so far to school ? 

The two schools are not more than a mile and a half : 
apart, and all the pupils but one live to the east of the 
Newton-street building. 

There will be occasionally in winter time days of severe 
storm, when children would not be sent even an eighth of 
a mile; but in ordinary weather, it seems to me, strong, 
healthy children can walk the distance without fatigue or 
- danger to health. 


SELECTION OF TEACHERS. 


As yacancies occur, we all know the difficulty in obtain- 
ing just the teachers we need; not that there is a scarcity 
of applicants with ample literary attainments, but teachers 
who are fitted by nature, as well as by education, for all the 
varied and responsible duties of training and guiding chil- 
dren intellectually, morally, and physically, are not so numer- 
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ous as at first thought might appear. The condition of our 
schools depends more upon the teachers, than upon all other 
aids or means combined, in the education of our children. 

We may provide buildings, heat, ventilate, and furnish 
them with all necessary appliances; supply the teacher with 
‘a faultless course of study, full of suggestions and the most 
minute details; put in the hands of the pupils the best text- 
books the market affords,—and still the school will be a 
failure, if, from faults of temperament, dislike for her work, 
defective judgment, or from ignorance of human nature, the 
teacher is unfitted for her vocation. 

No amount of book knowledge will compensate for natural 
_ defects in the character of the teacher. , 
It is a fact well known to educators, that teachers selected 
solely on the ground of literary attainments may fail from 
defects which cannot be discovered by any method of written 
examinations yet devised, and which appear only when the 
school-room test is applied. 

The supervisors of schools in Boston recognize this fact 
in refusing to examine candidates who have not taught at 
least one school-year, or graduated from some normal school. 

It will not do to rely wholly or mainly upou recommenda- 
tions brought by applicants from friends or kind-hearted 
school boards, as the standard of excellence differs so widely 
in different places. Then, again, the circumstances under 
which a teacher has had experience in one place may be so 
unlike those which she will find in some other place. 

I am satisfied the true policy for the Committee to adopt 
is, so far as practicable, to visit the schools of applicants, and 
ascertain from personal observation the following facts : — 

1. Method of conducting recitations. ' 

2. Skill in imparting instruction. 

8. Ability to discipline or control. 

4. Manners, whether calculated to win and attach pupils 
or to repel them. 

5. Ingenuity and inventiveness in presenting subjects so 
as to make them attractive to a class. 
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PRIMARY SCHOOTIS. 


How often we hear something like the following: “ Any- 
body can teach a primary school”! 

The remark could be made more truthfully with reference 
to any other grade, assuming, of course, that the teacher 
possesses the requisite knowledge of the branches taught. 

The very best teaching talent is needed in the first two 
years of school-work. If the foundation is poorly laid, the 
pupils will suffer more or less through their entire subsequent 
course. We can better afford to have an inefficient teacher 
a year or two in any other grade, as less harm would be 
done. 

In no other department of education has so striking and 
radical change been made, in a comparatively brief period, 
as in methods in primary instruction. 

The old plan of teaching the alphabet as a foundation on 
which to build has virtually fallen into disuse. 

The Commonwealth recognizes the school-going age at 
-from five to fifteen years; but the child’s education begins 
by observation when he first opens his eyes upon the world, 
and it never ceases, in the sense that no further growth is 
possible. 

To assume, then, that a child five years old knows nothing, 
or that he never had a thought, would be an absurdity. 

In preparing work for the youngest children, the question 
naturally arises, ‘* What does an average child of five know?” 

I have never found one who could not tell a cat froma 
dog, a chair from a table. In fact, children of that age 
-know the names of nearly all the objects in the school-room, 
and the names of the objects which they see on their way 
to and from school. They can tell the names of their brothers 
and sisters; and if they bring two apples to school, and eat 
one, can tell how many they will have left; and, if they 
have one cent, can usually tell how many more, they must 
get before they will have two cents. 
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We must avail ourselves of the knowledge they have; and, 
the nearer we can make our youngest grades of school like a 
well-regulated family, the better for the little children, that 
they may not, as was too frequently the case formerly, get an 
early distaste for school. 

When once in school, they can, without delay, commence 
to learn the written forms which represent the names of the 
many objects they already know; and from script they readily 
turn to print, and at the end of the first six months will 
have a vocabulary of from fifty to seventy-five words, which 
they will recognize wherever and whenever they see them. | 

I have seen pupils who, at the end of a year’s time, could 
write simple sentences on their slates, which other members 
of the same class could read, although they may never before 
have seen the same combination of words. 

This plan, systematically adhered to, interests children, and 
thus far has proved satisfactory. 


LANGUAGE. 


The study of language, so called, should be begun imme- 
diately on entering school, and continued through the pupils’ 
whole course. 

- At first the teacher must be on her guard, and present 
subjects within the pupils’ comprehension. 

A simple picture can be shown to the children. Some one 
(as the case may be) can tell that it is the picture of a cat; 
another can tell what the cat appears to be doing, whether 
asleep, or in the act of catching a mouse; still another can 
tell something else, and so on. The teacher will then briefly 
sum up all the facts mentioned, and embody them into a sen- 
tence. 

A year or two later the same children will, without ques- 
tioning, be able to write, on their slates many facts suggested 
by pictures or other objects. Still later on, proceeding sys- 
tematically, they will be able to classify, state the properties 
of parts of speech, and learn the syntax of the language; 
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the object in view being to enable the pupils “to speak and 
write the English language correctly.” 

In all school-work we should never forget that there is a 
natural growth of mind as well as of body; and a boy of 
seven years of age has no more the mental strength of a boy 
of twelve, than he has the bodily strength. | 

And while prudent parents are careful to supply proper 
food for the bodily wants, and are equally careful not to im- 
pose tasks too great for the bodily strength, they sometimes 
overestimate the mental capacity of their children, and seem 
too anxious to hurry them through the schools at the expense 
of thoroughness. 

Parents and-teachers can produce subjects or occasions for 
thought, remove obstacles as we remove weeds from our 
flower-beds, direct the thought into proper channels, keep 
the children from pernicious books and bad associates as far 
as possible; but it is just as impossible to develop the same 
degree of mental activity and strength in all, as it would be 
to make all pupils grow a certain number of inches in height 
in a given time. 

All we can do is to make circumstances favorable to growth, 
and then see that the child makes a wise use of his time and 
the faculties given him; and the child’s Maker will take care 
of the growth of his mind as of the growth of his body. 


READING. 


In order to read with expression, intelligence, and accepta- 
tion, the reader must understand the meaning of the author; 
and even then the effect upon those who listen will depend 
greatly on the quality of the voice, modulation, &. Much 
attention, especially in the lower classes, should be given to 
drill exercises, that the pupil may early get control of his 
voice, which in some cases is well-nigh impossible. 

A slovenly way of reading — consisting in clipping, hesitat- 
ing, repeating, stumbling, and even stopping to spell out the 
words — should never be tolerated. If allowed for any great* 
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length of time, the habit becomes so fixed as to be almost, = 
not entirely, past correction. 

The undivided attention of the class should be secured 
during the reading, that every pupil may be able to detect the 
excellencies as well as the defects in the exercise. And the 
pupils, under proper restriction, may be allowed to criticise: 

each other. 

The mental discipline acquired in connection with reading: 
will be of great value to pupils. 

It is well occasionally to require silent reading. Let the 
teacher designate some piece which the class have never read,. 
naming the page and title, and request them to read for ten: 
minutes or some other definite time. At the expiration of 
the time specified, with books closed, request each pupil to 
write out what he remembers of the piece just read. Teach- 
ers who have never tried it will be surprised to see how much: 
some pupils will remember, and how well they can state it, 
and. equally surprised to see how much others have forgotten. 

The reading in our schools is not altogether satisfactory, 
particularly in some of the lower grammar grades and pri~ 
mary schools, where it is too monotonous and lifeless, lacking 
in naturalness and clearness of enunciation. The teacher 
who is accustomed to the pupils’ voices, quite likely, can un- 
derstand what they are reading; but a stranger, listening: 
without book in hand, would get little information in many 
instances. ‘There are, however, notable exceptions to this 
statement. | 

We have now a fair supply of supplementary reading for: 
the primary schools, sufficient to give each school new and: 
fresh reading at the beginning of every month for the re~ 
mainder of the year; and, with the interest at present mani-: 
fested by teachers and pupils, I think we can safely predict: 
an improvement in this very important branch of study in 
these schools. 

I hope soon to see the grammar schools better supplied 
‘with supplementary reading; but I am not ready at present 
to make recommendations. 
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I wish here gratefully to acknowledge the interest taken 
by the Advisory Board in our schools. They have recently 
furnished, at their own expense, through their Secretary, 
Miss Guild, two copies of each of the following books :—

CONCLUSION. ‘ 


Sect. 6 calls not only for suggestions, but also for a gen- 
eral report of labors performed. 

I can briefly say that I have endeavored faithfully and 
conscientiously to discharge all the duties incumbent upon 
me as Superintendent. How far I have succeeded is for you 
to judge. 

All visits required by your regulations (with the exception 
of the Newton-street School, visited once a month) have been 
made. I have not apportioned off my time so as to allow an 
equal number of minutes to each room, but have used my 
judgment as to the necessity of extended or more frequent 
visits to some classes than to others. This, I assumed, would 
meet your approval. Some rooms I have felt obliged to visit 
nearly every day for weeks in succession. 

The schools, as a whole, are doing good work. Whenever 
I have found objectionable methods, either in discipline or 
instruction, I have frankly so stated to the teacher. 

It isnot to be supposed, nor is it desirable, that each 
teacher will proceed, step by step, like every other teacher. 
A method which will work well in the hands of one would 
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be a failure if attempted by some other teacher of a different 
temperament, or with a different class of scholars. 

Where teachers are proceeding systematically and success- 
fully in their own way, the less they are interfered with the 
better. 

‘The first question for every teacher to settle is, whether 
she has sufficient and reasonable control over her pupils, so 
that the school has a chance to succeed. Discipline, to many, 
is the most fatiguing and wearing of all labors. 

I have had correspondence and frequent interviews with 
superintendents and supervisors; visited schools as often as 
my other duties would allow, in order to keep myself informed 
of the progress of instruction and discipline in other places ; 
_ and I think it is not too much to say, that the schools of 
Brookline will compare very favorably with the best schools 
of this part of the State.

ADVISORY BOARD. 


The sewing, which falls naturally under the care of the 
Advisory Board, has this year been given to one teacher only, 
who has filled her place with her well-known faithfulness, to 
the satisfaction of the ladies. 

The ladies wish to congratulate the Committee and the 
town on the appointment of a superintendent who has helped 
to harmonize the work of the different schools, and lessen 
the pressure of too severe a system. 

The introduction of supplementary writing-books, — used 
for copying, writing abstracts of stories or history, or for 
letters, — and also of books for reading at sight, seems to us 
excellent, helping the children to express themselves more 
freely and properly. 

The resignation of Miss Woods in the spring, worn out 
and ill from her long and faithful service in the Brookline 
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schools, brought strongly before us the advantage and ne- 
cessity of a’ retiring pension, on the plan now in use in 
Canada, for teachers after such-a term of service as may be 
thought best. 
The Boston police are entitled to retire on a’pension after 
a service of fifteen years. The last report of the Boston 
School Committee recommends the formation of such a fund. 
It is short-sighted policy to continue a teacher who has 
outlived her (or his) usefulness, whatever the age may be, 
because it is hard to take the only means of support from a 
faithful servant. A good teacher does not spare her strength, 
and wears out in the service of the children, whose parents 
should see to it that she should not suffer in consequence. 
We wish to suggest the formation of “School Penny Sav- 
ings Banks;” for we believe that self-respect will grow by 
holding a bank deposit, and saving a cent at a time will teach 
the value of money, so much needed in our reckless and 
extravagant country. | 
Such savings banks have been established for several years 
in France, Belgium, and Italy. The following passage from — 
the “Statistics of Labor” will show the working of the 
plan : — 


‘¢ Given a teacher who feels it his duty to cultivate habits of 
economy in his scholars, he proposes to them that they shall, as 
many as wish, become savings bank depositors; that every morn- 
ing, or as often as may be, they shall bring to him the sous or 
even centimes they wish to put in the bank. He prepares for him- 
self a register properly arranged, and a small book similarly ar- 
ranged for each scholar. The children at morning roll-call pay 
in each his little sum; the teacher enters it in his own and the 
child’s book. On the first day of every month he deposits at the 
nearest bank, in the name of the scholar, what he has collected. 

‘The amount of savings thus accumulated is not known, but that 
it is considerable is shown by the fact, that the savings banks 
which at first objected to receiving their deposits, and discouraged 
their formation, are now everywhere anxious for their establish- 
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ment. Teachers who at first objected are now emulous in en- 
couraging it.’’ 


We wish to recommend that teachers of the upper grammar 
schools be asked to, interest themselves in the reading of their 
pupils out of school, and would suggest the pupils should 
be asked to bring a written list of the books they are read- 
ing, or have lately read, to be talked over with the teacher 
when possible; for we believe in the indirect influence of 
the higher tone over the lower, — the insensible growth of a. 
better taste, by which those who read only poor sensational 
stories will grow ashamed of such tastes. 

We earnestly wish some instruction could be provided for 
the upper classes, especially for those pupils who do not go on 
to the High School, in the foundation principles of law and 
government. 

Demagogues would lose half their dangerous power if 
boys at school were taught the duty of upholding and re- 
specting the laws of the town and State,— taught some- 
thing of the laws of trade and property, and the dishonoe of 
repudiation. 

If the teachers have not the time to give to such teaching, 
why could not some member of the School Committee talk to 
them about such matters? 

A truth strongly and tersely expressed, a quick ane 
sentence, stays in the memory, — becomes a living thought in 
the young mind to balance and protect against the careless 
generalities of shallow speakers.

CONCLUSION. 


Thosé interested in education know that a change in the 
methods and objects of teaching is working in the com- 
munity. This change is for the better. It is in the direction 
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of simplicity, naturalness, freedom, and thoroughness. Arti- 
ficial rules of teaching, built upon theories, but having no 
solid foundation in experience, are rapidly ee discarded 
from the public-school systems of the country. Col. Parker 
of Quincy has been connected with this movement, and has 
done much in our own vicinity to clear away the rubbish 
of dead formalities, useless requirements, and pernicious 
methods. 

Utility, in its broadest sense, should determine what should 
be attempted in education. We are preparing our boys and 
girls for no Utopia. Education should not be separated from 
the daily life, but should be conjoined with it. Education 
should directly prepare the young for business and profes- 
sional life, and help form moral, upright men and women. 

We have taught heretofore too much in the abstract. 

We have not thought enough of the application that was to 
be made of learning: consequently the connecting link be- 
tween use and knowledge has not been strengthened as it 
should be. 
- This community has suffered from the deficiencies and 
evils of an artificial system of education in common with 
other parts of the State and nation; but it is among the — 
first to recognize and adopt the new methods of simplicity. 
During the last few years our primary schools have wonder- 
fully improved. Any one visiting these schools will note 
the pleasure with which the little ones now learn. Variety 
has been introduced into the programme. Freedom exists 
without disorder; system, without stiff artificiality. 

These ideas, that have been applied so successfully in the 
lower grades, are gradually being brought to bear upon the 
higher; and, as the pupils pass from the lower to the higher 
grades, the influence will work its way throughout the whole 
system. 

The Committee have taken especial pains to secure the _ 
best teachers to embody these ideas. They inquire carefully 
into the standing, qualifications, and character of the candi- 
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date, and, in almost every case, visit him or her in the school- 
room. | 

Such has been the work that your Committee have been 

trying to accomplish. Its nature can only be indicated: it 
cannot be described in a brief report like this. 
- The responsibility that rests upon the School Committee 
is fully recognized by us. The education of a very large 
proportion of the youth of the town is a matter of very great 
importance. The success depends upon the means employed 
by the Committee. The selection of teachers, the use of 
text-books, the course of study, the methods of instruction, 
are all in our control. 

It must be understood, however, that we are not free from 
the influence of public opinion. We have not always felt at 
liberty to do as we wished. ‘Teachers are sometimes retained 
when a change would be beneficial, simply because this 
influence has been exercised. Several important changes 
have been made the past year, and we ask the support and 
co-operation of the public in what we shall deem to be wise 
for the continued welfare of the schools.

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ASSESSORS’ ANNUAL REPORT. 


InN presenting their annual report, the Assessors would 
respectfully state, that they have endeavored to discharge 
their duties with strict regard to the rules prescribed by the 
statutes, and in accordance with the vote of the town, where- 
by those duties have been increased to an onerous extent 
without any compensation for the increased labor. The 
usual routine of visitation, by which the number and names 
of the tax-payers and the condition of the real property are 
ascertained and all the elements of valuation and the sta- 
tistical information required by the statutes obtained, has 
been thoroughly performed. The daily sessions of the board 
in their labors of making up the full tax list in the large 
tax book, and in hearing applications for abatements, were 
continued far into the summer; and regular weekly sessions 
for the hearing of complaints, with occasional special ses- 
sions, have been held throughout the year. In view of the 
amount of the appropriation for the pay of the Assessors, this 
work would seem to be arduous and important enough of. 
itself, without the addition thereto of any thing beyond the 
line of their legal duties; yet they have been required to 
prepare the tax list for publication, and to examine the cor- 
poration returns at the State House (all of which have been 
hitherto considered as outside of their legal duties, and paid 
for as extra clerical work), without compensation. They 
would respectfully suggest that these extra services be rec- 


Ta 


ognized as such, and provided for by adequate appro- — 
priations. 

The Assessors are happy to be able to state, that, in their 
judgment, the shrinkage of values, which has been in prog- 
ress for several years, has reached its lowest point; and that 
_hereafter a steady increase in the resources of the town may 
be reasonably expected. 

The reduction in valuation of real estate from the previous 
year is $541,600. The increase in personal estate for the 
same period is $449,100, showing a decrease in the total of 
$92,500 only. 

Appended is a condensed statement of the taxation of the 
town, with a table of expenditures, debt, valuation, and rate 
of taxation extended to the present time.

CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Brookline GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Brookline, quali- 
fied to vote in elections, to meet at the TowN HALL, in said Town, on 
TUESDAY, THE THIRTIETH DAY OF MARCH current, at one of the clock 
in the afternoon, for the following purposes: to wit, — 

First, — To choose a Moderator. 

SEcoND, — To choose the usual Town Officers for the ensuing year. 

THIRD, — To accept Chapter 185 of the Acts of the year 1875, being an 
Act entitled ‘‘ An Act for the laying out of Public Parks -in or near the City 
of Boston,’”’ and to elect Park Commissioners under that Act. 

FourtuH, — To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to purchase 
from John Zecher, for a gravel-pit, a tract of land in Newton, containing 
about 19,490 square feet, as shown upon a plan on file in’ the office of the 
Selectmen, at the price of two hundred and fifty dollars. 

Firtu, — To see if the Town will provide six additional street-lamps upon 
High Street. 

SrxtH, — To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of one hundred and 
fifty dollars ($150) to lay three street-crossings, — one across Chestnut Street 
at the foot of High Street, one across Sewall Street running parallel with 
Chestnut Street, and one across Cypress Street at Chestnut Street. 

SEVENTH, — To see if the Town will fix the pay of its laborers at one 
dollar and seventy-five cents ($1.75) per diem, for the year commencing 
March 31, 1880, and ending March 31, 1881. 

E1gutTH, — To see if the Town will appropriate the sum of two hundred 
dollars ($200) to lay a plank sidewalk on Chestnut Street, from the foot of 
High Street to Cypress Street. 

Ninta, — To hear and act upon the Reports of Town Officers and Com- 
mittees, and especially to hear and act upon the Report of the Committee 
upon the Revision of the By-Laws of the Town; and, if the Town shall see 
fit, to repeal all existing by-laws, and substitute therefor the by-laws reported 
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by said committee, with such alterations and amendments as may be made 
by the Town. 

TENTH, — To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to license the 
City of Boston to use the main sewer and lateral sewers of the Town of 
Brookline, and to fix the terms upon which such license may be made, and 
the consideration to be paid by the city therefor. 

ELEVENTH, — To see if the Town will issue Brookline water scrip for the 
amount of the orders drawn by the Selectmen against water receipts during 
the year ending Feb. 1, 1880, after making such deductions therefrom as 
may be necessary or expedient. 

TWELFTH, — To-see whether the Town will rescind the vote passed on 
‘the twenty-ninth day of January last raising a committee to oppose the 
annexation of Brookline to the City of Boston. 

THIRTEENTH, — To see what action the Town will take with reference to 
the union of the Town with the City of Boston. 

FOURTEENTH, — To see what action the Town will take with fethranieey to 
its transfer from Norfolk to Suffolk County. 

FIFTEENTH, — To see if the Town will accept ‘‘ An Act to authorize cities 
and towns to erect and maintain public bath and wash houses,’”’ being Chap- 
ter 214 of the Acts of 1874, and take any action authorized thereby. 

SIXTEENTH, — To see if the Town will light Heath Street, from the gate- 
way of Mr. Walter C. Cabot to the Newton line. 

SEVENTEENTH, — To see if the Town will provide a street- -lamp on Free- 
man Street, opposite the foot of Ridgway Street. 

EIGHTEENTH, — To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
necessary for all or any of the purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles, 
or as may be required to defray the expenses of the town for the ensuing 
year, and especially to act upon all the appropriations asked for or proposed 
by the Auditors, or by any Town Officers or Committees. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your doings ~ 
thereon, to the Selectmen, four days at least before the day of said meeting.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will accept the pro- 
visions of stat. 1878, chap. 255, entitled ““An Act in 
Relation to the Election of Selectmen and Assessors 
of Towns. Approved May 15, 1878.” 


The town, at any annual meeting, may accept the provisions 
of this act, and choose Selectmen and Assessors for the term 
of three years. If the town shall see fit to choose five Select- 
men, as is usual, it should elect one person for one year, two 
persons for two years, and two persons for three years. If 
the town shall see fit to choose three Assessors, as is usual, 
it should elect one for one, one for two, and one for three 
years. 


Art. 3. Tochoose the usual town-officers for the 
ensuing year, and, if the town shall deem it expe- 
dient, to choose’ two women to serve as Overseers 
of the Poor, three women to serve on the School 
Committee, and three or more Assistant Assessors. 


We do not think there can be any doubt about the great 
value to the town of the services of Mrs. Cabot and Mrs. 
Codman as Overseers of the Poor, and cordially advise their 
renomination. 

We think it would also be well to add three women to the 
School Committee. Half the children are girls, and a large 
proportion of the teachers women. There is plenty of good 
material in town; and the women chosen can give the town 
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more time than men commonly can, and can also give much 
better service as members of the Committee itself than they 
can merely as an Advisory Board. An Advisory Board does 
not seem to work any better in town than it has in State 
affairs. 

The town elected Assistant Assessors once before. In 
resettling the values of property over the whole town, they 
may be a very useful addition to the Board of Assessors, for a 
year or two at least. 


Art. 5. To hear and act upon the report of the 
Selectmen as to the cost of extending Station Street 
fifty feet wide through Harrison Place to Harvard 
Square, and, if the town shall deem it expedient so 
to do, to accept and allow Station Street as laid out 
by the Selectmen. 


The plan hereto annexed shows Station Street as laid out 
by us, and reported to the town Feb. 11 last. 

The same plan also shows two schemes for the extension 
of the street through Mr. Twichell’s lot, and over Harrison 
Place, to Harvard Square, forty feet and fifty feet wide. The 
forty-foot plan is Mr. Twichell’s scheme. The fifty-foot plan 
is also his, except that we widen Harrison Place all on the 
north side, instead of one-half on the south side as he pro- 
posed. 

Mr. Twichell’s scheme varies from that we had at one time 
determined to present to the town, in that his proposed street 
cannot, as will be seen by looking at the plan, be extended 
northerly, without going through Mr. Jones’s house. Our 
plan laid out the road through the middle of his lot, so that 
it might be extended in future without interfering either with 
Mr. Jones’s house or that of Mr. Twichell. We do not 
understand, however, that Mr. Twichell makes it a condition 
to his present offer to sell land, that we shall adopt his plan. 
We presume he would now allow us to lay out the road as we 
then wished for the same price of fifty cents a foot. 
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In our report we estimated that to build Station Street 
forty feet wide up to Harrison Place, and stopping there, we 
should have to pay for

In making our estimates about Harrison Place, Dr. Lowe’s 
land, assessed in May, 1877, for about eighty cents a foot, we 
valued at one dollar. He charges a dollar and a half a foot. 
Capt. Candage’s land, assessed for about fifty cents a foot, we 
valued at eighty cents, and he offers to sell for seventy-five 
cents a foot. Mr. Jones’s land, assessed for fifty cents, we 
valued at seventy cents. Mr. Jones names no price now. 
We proposed to take a corner of Mr. Twichell’s homestead- 
lot, for which we were willing to pay sixty cents. He does 
not now propose to have this taken at all. 

The cost of constructing Harrison Place forty feet wide 
will therefore be more than we estimated. At least, one thou- 
sand dollars ought to be added to our previous estimate, 
unless we wish to invite a controversy with the land-owners. 

So that we report, Station Street forty feet wide, extending 
up to Harrison Place, and through Harrison Place to Harvard 
Square, can be built for about eighteen thousand dollars. 
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In order to extend Station Street forty feet wide as far as 
Mr. Twichell’s lot, and then fifty feet wide through his lot

The owners of the fee of Harrison Place, and the private 
way to Webster Place, make no charge therefor. 

The railroad corporation, Dr. Lowe, Mr. Twichell, and we 
presume Capt. Candage and Mr. Jones, will object to. the 
assessment of any betterments on their estates.

Panter, Mr. Hand, Mr. Twichell, and other parties might very 
properly be assessed, and this will reduce the cost of either 
of the proposed extensions of Station Street.

An inspection of the plan annexed shows plainly enough 
that it makes no sort of difference which of these schemes shall 
be finally adopted and carried out. Station Street as laid out 
by the Selectmen will necessarily form a part of either scheme, 
and will have to be built, whether we lay out a road to Harri- 
son Place and stop there, or whether we lay out Harrison 
Place forty feet or fifty feet wide. 

We think, therefore, that it will be expedient for the towh to 
accept Station Street as laid out, and build the same now at a 
cost of $2,200, and wait a year, and find out by actual experi- 
ence whether it will afford sufficient accommodation for the 
public travel to and from the station. If it does accomplish 
this result, we shall save the expenditure of $9,566, $15,800, 
or $22,964, according as we should otherwise adopt either of 
the other schemes. It will be quite time enough to incur 
these additional expenditures when it shall be found to be 
necessary or expedient. 

Station Street as laid out by us gives the railroad corpora- 
tion more than it originally asked for in 1877, and all that it 
now seeks to have. The town has no legal power to lay out 
a road at grade across the existing freight-tracks. To enable 
us to do this we must either have the consent of the railroad 
corporation or that of the County Commissioners (Gen. Stat. 
chap. 63,§ 59, 7 Allen, Rep. 523). The corporation have, 
however, ogce given their consent upon our proposing to 
take’a piece off the south end of Mr. Twichell’s lot, and 
throwing it also open for their use, which his plan does not 
contemplate. They may be willing to consent to Mr. Twich- 
ell’s present plan; but thus far we do not understand that 
they have done so. 

The prices demanded for land make the principal expense 
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in reference to these extensions. The cost of labor and 
materials are, comparatively speaking, small. The prices now 
asked by all the land-owners are in every case far beyond 
the assessed value of their lands, far beyond their present 
market value, and beyond what we think such value will be 
likely to be in the next year or two. We do not think, there- 
fore, that the town will run any risk of increase of land 
damages by delaying. If we have to pay a little more for 
labor a year hence, we ought not to regret it. 

We ought also to bear in mind the very large expenses we 
have got to incur this year, and which cannot be postponed 
as easily as this road, or cannot be postponed at all. 

We have got to pay this year for

There are also other expenses which are imminent, press- 


ing, and also costly, such as the drainage of School Street 
and vicinity, and of Thayer Place, the new channgl for Muddy 
River, the new school accommodations for Chestnut and 
Sewall Streets, &c. 

It is true that we may divide this large sum for extraor- 
dinary expenses between this and next year’s taxation, and 
perhaps borrow some of it, if we please: but it is far better 
for us to pay each year as we go; for, judging by our past 
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experience, each year will bring its own crop of expenses 
growing out of sewers and water, and for many years to come 
we shall have to tax ourselves far more than it is convenient 
for any of us to pay.

My dear Sir,— Referring to your favor of July 16, inquiring, for 
the board of selectmen, my opinion as to what salary ought to be con- 
sidered sufficient for a town-solicitor, I reply that I cannot answer the 
question without some further statement of the services which such an 
officer would be expected to render. 

The solicitors of the city of Boston, four or five in number, necessa- 
rily devote almost their whole time to their work; while those of the 
smaller cities discharge their duties in connection with their general 
practice of the law. 

The statutes do not now provide for the appointment of such officers 
in towns; and their duties would therefore depend entirely upon the 
terms of their employment, not being defined by law.

Dear Sir, —1 have to acknowledge the receipt of your note asking for 
my opinion “as to what salary ought to be considered sufficient for a 
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town-solicitor.” I do not believe that it is competent for the town to 
elect such an officer. Assuming, however, for the purpose of answering 
your question, that the town may do so, I will answer it as well as I can. 

Two ways of arriving at an approximately correct judgment upon the 
matter occur to me. One of these is, to ascertain the average annual 
sum paid by the town for several years last past, and deduct therefrom 
what has been paid to senior counsel, upon the average, during those 
years, and also a proper sum, perhaps one-fifth, to represent the allow- 
ance which the town might reasonably ask to have made in consideration 
of its giving its entire legal business to one person. No means are at 
hand for me to make this calculation, the town-reports not being availa- 
ble for this purpose by reason of the fact that it appears to have been 
the custom for many years for the published accounts of the town- 
treasurer to exhibit the charges for services rendered by attorneys to the 
town, and for cash disbursed by them in the course of their employment, 
under the single head of “legal services.” 

The other way of reaching a result which may be correct, or nearly 
so, is to ascertain the salaries paid to solicitors by cities the tax-valua- 
tion of which is about that of Brookline, and to fix upon the average 
sum paid by those cities as the salary fair for the town to pay its 
solicitor. This suggestion is based upon the assumption that commonly 
the amount of litigation, and the demand for the services of an attorney 
in the case of a given municipality, would depend rather upon the 
amount of property belonging to it than upon its population. 

Somerville and Salem have each an assessed valuation about the 
same as that of Brookline. The former city pays to its solicitor an an- 
nual salary of two thousand dollars. The latter city pays its solicitor a 
salary of two hundred and fifty dollars per annum for all services in con- 
sultations and the like, and a “reasonable compensation” in addition, 
for services in courts, together with all legal costs in cases in which the 
city recovers costs. Chelsea, which has a valuation about two-thirds that 
of Brookline, pays to its solicitor a salary of a thousand dollars per 
annum. The only other places in the Commonwealth the valuation of 
which is the same, or about the same, as that of Brookline, are Newton, 
Lawrence, Lynn, and New Bedford, the salaries of the solicitors of which 
I do not know. So far as the places first named can be taken as guides, 
I am inclined to the opinion that fifteen hundred dollars per annum 
would be a fair salary for Brookline to pay.

Gentlemen, — Your note requesting my “opinion as to what salary 
ought to be considered sufficient for a town-solicitor” has had my 
attention. 

Upon examination, I find that for the six years ending Feb. 1, 1878, 
the town has paid for professional legal services an average of more than 
three thousand dollars ($3,000) per year; which fact would, in my opinion, 
indicate two thousand dollars ($2,000) as not far from the proper salary 
to be paid to a town-solicitor. 

Such an officer would, of course, not be at liberty to act against the 
_ town in any matter, and thus would be cut off from a source of additional 
compensation which is open to counsellors employed by the town merely 
in specific matters.

TO THE SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


The town had better do just as little as possible which can 
lead to suits. When we take land for public uses, even those 
which are absolutely necessary, and rely on juries or commis- 
sioners to look at the value of these lands through our spec- 
tacles, we find our mistake very suddenly, sometimes very 
unpleasantly. In one of our small takings for the water- 
works, the award of our Water Commissioners (and it seemed 
liberal enough) was three hundred dollars, and this sum we 
paid into court in order to lessen the chances for costs. We 
have just had to pay $1,064.01 more to settle the executions 
issued for this claim. 

The true way, therefore, for us to economize on this subject 
is to avoid all occasions for suits which can possibly be 
avoided. 

If the town cannot appoint an attorney, it can limit the 
expenditure for counsel-fees, if it pleases, and order or advise 
the Selectmen, if it pleases, to place the suits in charge of a 
single individual. Whether this will accomplish a real saving 
to the town, or whether it will insure a more judicious man- 
agement of the suits, we cannot say. We are doubtful on 
both points.

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To THE TOWN OF BROOKLINE. 


The sub-committee appointed by the Board of School Committee to 
consider the desirability of establishing a school for the accommodation 
of the children residing on Sewall Street and vicinity, in accordance with 
the vote of the town beg leave to submit the following report: The 
place designated by the petitioners is a house on Chestnut Street, now 
vacant, and owned by Messrs. Foster & Candler. The Committee visited 
the premises, and find the locality a desirable one for school purposes. 
The house is situated upon high ground, surrounded by trees, and ample 
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space is afforded for play-ground. The building would require considera- 
ble alteration to adapt it to school purposes. If it is in good condition, 
probably the expense of fitting it would not exceed five hundred dollars. 
The price named to us for rent of house and one acre of land was eight 
hundred dollars, with the intimation that an offer of seven hundred would 
be entertained. The number of children attending school in this imme- 
diate vicinity is eighty-eight, including all ages. 

Probably the classification could be arranged so as to provide for 
about seventy pupils. Two teachers would be required, and two rooms 
must be furnished. We cannot recommend any plan that will not admit 
of proper grading of the pupils. Calling the rent $700, the salaries of 
two teachers $1,250, and sundry expenses (heating, care of rooms, &c.) 
$200, we have a total expense of $2,150 for seventy pupils: not included 
in this is the expense of alteration and the loss to the town of+taxes. It 
is true the expense is not excessive as compared with the cost of main- 
taining some schools, if the interest on the cost of the buildings and land 
is included. 

It is very important that some provision be promptly made, and 
especially to enable the Committee to transfer the pupils now occupying 
the engine-house. The present schoolhouse on Boylston Street was 
erected with a view to enlargement. This could be accomplished so as 
to meet present requirements for about five thousand dollars. The inter- 
est upon this would be, say, three hundred dollars, and it is an improve- 
ment that in our opinion the town should make, even should it be 
decided to rent the estate on Chestnut Street. The classification of the 
pupils would be made with less difficulty ; but, as an offset to this, a large 
number of the pupils will be obliged to travel a greater distance. 

While the Committee incline to the last-named plan, we have no 
objection to interpose if the town thinks it best to rent the house 
on Chestnut Street. We understand a lease for five years could be 
obtained.

TRAMPS. 


But few complaints have been made of tramps for the past 
year. 

Tramps can remain but a short time in town before they 
are recognized as such by officers, and they are either arrest- 
ed as vagrants, or sent out of town. 

Several cases of house-breaking and robbery have occurred 
in town the past year. — 

In one or two cases the losses were considerable, and were 
the work of professional burglars. 

Several cases of petty larceny have also occurred. 

From the best information I can obtain, the total loss by. 
theft will not exceed eight hundred dollars; but a small 
part of which has been recovered. 


LICENSE LAW. 


Twelve prosecutions have been made for the illegal sale 
or keeping for sale, and 158 gallons of liquors of various 
kinds have been seized, condemned, and disposed of 
according to law. 

The illicit sale of liquors has been confined mostly to 
dwelling-houses, and the difficulties attending the procuring 
of evidence sufficient for conviction are such as few unac- 
quainted with the business are aware of. 

The arrests for the crime of drunkenness for the last three 
' years have been as follows: In 1876, 197, in 1877, 119; in 
1878, 90. 

J am convinced from the best information obtainable, that 
one result of the granting of licenses, has been the increased 
consumption of malt liquors, and a corresponding decrease 
in the use of spirituous or alcoholic beverages. * * * 

One or more officers should be especially detailed to en- 
force the license law, but with our reduced force, I have 
found it impracticable todoso. The statutes seem to require 
that an officer shall be especially authorized by the Select- 
men, in order to efficiently perform his duty in this direc- 
tion. See chap. 99,sect. 11, Acts of 1875. 

Our thanks are due to the Ladies’ Temperance Union for 
valuable information and assistance the past year. 


MOUNTED POLICE. 


Two horses have been employed in the department the 
past year, and with the best results, and have proved to be 
a very useful and important part of the service. 

Valuable buildings have been saved from destruction by 
fire, by the quickness with which the alarm was given by the 
mounted officers. 
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In pursuing and stopping runaway horses, the services of 
the mounted officers have been invaluable, in several instan- 
ces doubtless preventing severe accidents, and loss of life. 


CONCLUSION. 


I have found it impossible with the small force at my dis- 
posal, to supply the demands of citizens for police service, 
especially during the summer months, when many citizens 
are out of town, and scores of houses are vacant in all parts 
of the town. , 

The great thoroughfares which pass through the town, 
leading from the large city on our borders, should be pa- 
trolled at all hours of the day and night. 

The record of sixty-eight buildings, mostly stores and 
shops, found open and secured by the night officers, and 
eighty-eight defects in streets and sidewalks, shows the im- 
portance of a strict attention to duty. * * * 

The discipline and conduct of the officers has been ex- 
cellent, and they have cheerfully performed all duties re- 
quired of them. And in concluding this report I desire to 
thank the officers who have performed their duties in a 
manner to render mine pleasant and agreeable. Our thanks 
are due to officers of Boston Police Department, for valuable 
assistance cheerfully rendered. Also to the Police Depart- 
ment of the city of Newton. 

I tender my sincere thanks to the Board of Selectmen fae 
the kind consideration extended to me.

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REPORT ON WATER SUPPLY. 


At the special town meeting holden Oct. 10, 1878, the 
third article of the warrant—viz., “To see if the town will 
examine the cause of the alleged impurity of the water sup- 
plied from Charles River”—being under consideration, it was 
“ Voted, That the subject-matter of this article be referred 
to a Committee, consisting of Messrs. Henry M. Whitney, 
Willard A. Humphrey, William H. Lincoln, and the Water 
Board, with a request that they report at the next annual 
meeting the full extent of the difficulty, and the best way to 
remedy it, and the cost of doing it, and that the Committee 
have power to consult experts.” 

The Committee appointed by the foregoing vote respect- 
fully submit the following Report :. 

The Committee find that ‘‘ the cause of the alleged impuri- 
ty of the water” is due to leakage of swamp-water into the 
conduit for carrying the filtered water from the filtering gal- 
leries to the pumping station. The conduit is made of wood, 
and the joints have shrunk; so that the swamp-water, in con- 
siderable quantities, leaks into the conduit, and is pumped 
with the filtered water into the reservoir, and is thence dis- 
tributed throughout the town. That section of the conduit 
connecting the eastern and western filtering galleries— 
about four hundred feet—is thought to be in sufficiently 
good condition to warrant its being left as it is for the pres- 
ent, and no estimates are therefore made for repairs upon

that section. Previous to the appointment of this Commit- 
tee the Water Board had given the subject much serious and . 
careful consideration. They had also caused an analysis of 
the water to be made by Dr. Hayes, which was submitted to 
the Committee, and which will be found in full in the ap- 
pendix to this Report marked “A.” They had at one time 
a portion of the conduit uncovered, and invited several en- 
gineers of note, residents and non-residents of the town, to 
examine the conduit. Relying upon the opinions of these 
engineers and the opinion of the Water Board, we assumed, 
early in our investigation, that the best, if not the only, way 
of repairing this damage is by entirely rebuilding the con- 
duit from the eastern end of the eastern filtering gallery to 
the pumping station,—a distance of 3,047 feet. It fur- 
thermore appeared to be desirable, that, in rebuilding the 
conduit, it should be placed in a lower level, to permit of 
drawing the water lower in the filtering gallery, thereby in- 
creasing the supply. 

At the time the works were built the Commissioners of 
the Water Works reported that the capacity of the filtering 
galleries was 1,500,000 gallons per day. (See Final Rape 
of Water Comm peniOdeak page 29; also Report of Engineer, 
pages 52and 71.) (Seealso Annual Report of Water Board 
for year ending Feb. 1, 1879.) (See also Letters of Mr. 
Philbrick in the Appendix.) An examination of these 
papers will show that if the test reported by the Engineer 
was correct, and the yield at that time was 1,600,000 gal- 
lons, there has been a loss in the capacity of the galleries of 
about 600,000 or 700,000 gallons, and some measures must 
now be taken to increase the supply of water if citizens de- 
sire to use it as freely as heretofore. 

Mr. E. S. Philbrick, under date Dec. 31, 1878, estimated 
the cost of rebuilding the conduit with iron pipe twenty-four 
inches in diameter, using the present level and foundation, 
at $6.75 per running foot, or, for

Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer estimated the cost of 

rebuilding the conduit one foot lower than 

the present, with twenty-four-inch iron pipe,

Mr. Ernest W. Bowditch believed that it was advisable to — 
drive piles for a foundation for the iron pipe. He examined 
personally the character of the ground, and gave the Com- 
mittee estimates for connecting the pipes by two different 
methods. By one of these methods the cost was estimated 
at about $10.25 per running foot, or, for

Without any increase of filtering gallery. 
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Finding these estimates so large, the Committee next in- 
vestigated the subject of moving the pumping station to 
Cow Siatoridi near the lower end ie the filtering galleries, 
connecting with the present force main by a new force main 
across dil marsh, in place of the present conduit, and caused 
_ estimates of the cost of removal to be made. The reason 

given by the Water Commissioners for locating the pump- 
ing station where it now is will be found on page 9 of their 
Final Report, and is as follows : — ‘‘ Immediately after, the 
subject of location of the pumping engine came under con- 
sideration. It was of course desirable to place this as near 
the town as possible, and it was therefore resolved to locate 
it on the land of Mr. James Smith, near Baker Street, and 
near the easterly edge of the swamp lying east of Cow 
Island, and connect the gallery with the pumping station by 
means of a conduit.” 

The reasons given by the engineer for the location are 
stated on pages 46-47 of the Final’ Report, as follows : — 
‘¢ After choosing the south side of Cow Island as a source, 
the question arose whether to locate the pumps at this spot, 
and force the water all the way to Brookline, or to take ad- 
vantage of the level meadows for three thousand feet, across 
which it could be taken by gravity. No good reason ap- 
peared for locating the pumps at the more remote point, 
except that the work could thereby be somewhat simplified 
by dispensing with the conduit, and laying a force main over 
the same ground. The cost of constructing a conduit of 
two feet dimmers subject to little pressure except that aris- 
ing from the earth filled over it, and the cost of a force main 
- of fourteen inches diameter, subject to the. necessary pres- 
sure of seventy pounds per square inch, would be about the 
same. But the cost of pushing the water through this ad- 
ditional length of force main would be considerable, being 
that of overcoming over three feet additional head in the 
shape of friction, while only stx inches of head. is lost by 
taking the water by gravity, owing to the larger size of pipe 
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made available at the same cost by the absence of hydro- 
static pressure in the conduit. Moreover, the maintenance 
of a force main in this swamp, subject as it would be to this 
high pressure and the unavoidable shocks of the pumping 
action, would be likely to prove much more troublesome 
than a conduit which would be subject to no disturbing in- 
fluences after once being put in place and surrounded by a 
material of about the same specific gravity with its own ma- 
terials and contents. If the pumps were located at Cow 
Island, all fuel for working them must be hauled for some 
three-fourths of a mile through private grounds, where some 
annoyance and expense would always be incurred in keep- 
ing the path in repair, while if located east of the meadows, 
there is a good public highway (Baker Street), always in 
order, up to within a few rods of the Engine-house. This 
eastern location was therefore chosen, as most appropriate.” 

The Committee found upon inquiry that “the cost of push- 
ing the water through this additional length of force main” 
supposing the town was using the full amount which they 
are permitted to take, 1,500,000 gallons per day, would be 
the cost of fourteen and a half tons of coal a year, or at 
present time, assuming our consumption to be 500,000 gal- 
lons a day, the cost to the town would be about five tons of 
coal or $25 a year. (See letter of Messrs. Shedd and Saw- 
yer—Appendix F.) 

The Committee believé that there is very little danger 
to be apprehended from laying the force main across the 
swamp. lLeakages in force mains, when laid by competent 
men, they find are extremely rare, and in case of leakage it 
could be repaired without great expense or delay. There 
are but afew days in the year when the water is above the 
level of the marsh along the whole line of the conduit, and 
it is not unusual for the pumps to be idle a week or ten days 
together there being sufficient water in the Reservoir to 
supply the town for that length of time. The chances of 
any accident occurring whereby the citizens would be in- 
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commoded, or property endangered from want of water, we 
think are exceedingly small. 

The estimate of the cost for moving the pumping ations 
including 175 feet additional length of filtering gallery, was 
$29,385, details of which were as follows:

This did not include the cost of new house for engin- 
eer, as it was estimated that the present engineer’s house 
and materials from old pumping station would sell for suffi- 
cient to pay for the new house; neither does it include the 
cost of auxiliary engine, which would be needed immediate- 
ly in case the pumping station were moved, but which is 
needed wherever the pumping station is located, and which 
the Water Board have already recommended the town to 
purchase, at a cost of about $3,000. 

It was intended in case the pumping station were removed, 
to have the pumps placed upon a lower level, thereby per- 
mitting the water to be drawn lower in the galleries than it 
can now: be done, which we consider would be an immediate 
and permanent advantage. 

The only objection that has been raised against pumping 
the water lower in the filtering galleries is that their stability 
may be endangered thereby. Our inquiries have led us to 
believe that this danger can be avoided by a system of dif- 
fusion frequently practised by engineers and referred to at 
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length in aletter of Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer—Appendix F. 

In addition to the estimates before given we have received 
a proposal from Mr. James Driscoll for doing all the work 
of repairs, excepting furnishing the pipes and connecting 
them, for $2.47 per foot.

Although the cost of moving the pumping station will be | 
from $12,000 to $15,000 more than the cost of a new con- 
duit in the present location, according to the proposal of | 
Mr. Driscoll and accompanying estimates, our judgment is 
that it will be for the best interest of the town to expend 
the larger sum, and move the pumping station to Cow 
Island. The additional annual expense for interest and 
sinking fund requirements upon the increased amount, sup- 
posing the money will be borrowed upon bonds of the town 
having twenty years to run, will be about $1,000 per year. 
We therefore recommend this course and offer the following 
vote: 


Voted, That the sum of $35,000 be appropriated for 
moving the pumping station to Cow Island, including new 
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house for engineer, new relief engine and force main to 
connect with the force main at the present location of the 
pumping station.

Oxiver Warts, Esq., Chairman Brookline Water Board: 


Sir, —I have analyzed three samples of water received from 
you, with the following results. 

These samples were received in clean demijohns from Mr. F. F. 
Forbes, September 30th, and I have not been informed where they 
were taken from.

Organic and volatile matters, 0.39 grains.

No appreciable weight of ammonia, and no perceptible organic 
matters not in solution. 
It is clear, odorless, colorless, tasteless, aerated, and a remark- 
ably pure water in every respect. 
*Taken from man-hole eastern end of eastern filtering gallery, 
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*Sample marked ** No. 2.”? 


One United States gallon contains, 


Organic and volatile matters, 3.66 grains.

This sample is colored, it has the odor and taste of decaying 
vegetable matter, it is slightly turbid from the presence of innumer- 
able minute organisms floating or suspended, and it deposits a 
comparatively large quantity of brownish-yellow flocculent sediment 
when allowed to remain quiet for a few hours. 

More than half the total weight of dried solid matter in this 
water being organic, and of a kind that is at least highly objec- 
tionable (a low order of water plants), it is evident that this 
water is unsuitable for the general supply of a town.

It is nearly colorless, with slight odor and taste, and it contains 
a very large number of the same minute floating and suspended 
vegetable organisms that are found in No. 2, but there is none of 
the brownish-yellow sediment. If waters like Nos. 1 and 2 were 
mixed and allowed te settle, with exposure to the air, the result 
- would probably be a water like this No. 3. 

Although not a bad water, it is not so pure and wholesome as it 
should be for household purposes, and it is not nearly so pure as 
sample No. 1. 

Having completed these analyses without knowing where the 
samples came from, perhaps I may be permitted to close this re- 
port with a brief reference to other analyses and examinations that 
- I have made of the Brookline water. 

As a resident of the town, I have observed the increasing im- 
purity of the water from month to month, and in the summer of 


1877, when I had occasion to take samples for analysis from the

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gallery near Charles River, and from the pump well, I noticed then: 
that the pump-well water was much more impure than that in the 
gallery. 

The source of impurity is principally in the small organisms, or 
‘marine plants, which are both growing and decaying in the water, 
especially in warm weather, and these same organisms are also 
plentiful in the water of fresh marshes. 

Many chemical analyses have demonstrated that we have in the 
Charles River gallery, a water of almost unequalled purity and ex- 
cellence, but by the time it reaches the pump well, from which it 
is delivered to the town, it has become seriously contaminated and 
changed.

Henry M. Wuitney, Esq., Chairman: 

Dear Str,— Yours of 28th inst. is before me. If I were 
obliged to state now what is the best method for joining your iron 
pipes for a conduit, I should have to say that none of the new 
methods referred to have been introduced here in practice. But 
the cost of doing the work with the old-fashioned lead joint will 
be about as follows, per lineal foot of conduit : 


A — For digging and filling new trench 5 1-2 feet wide, aan pumping

B— For new sheet piling id ook’ in Blots. ; : : . . 1 00 
C — For iron pipe 224 lbs.* per foot, at $25 per ton, . : , : 2 50

*Probably a lighter pipe may answer, but this does not affect this comparison, 
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Now, if it can be made to appear before next July that the ** hy- 
drostatic joint” is a proper one to be used, we shall be enabled to” 
save by adopting it the whole of item B, or $1 per foot, also from 
items A (digging extra width and pumping extra depth), and from 
item D for calking, at least $1.10 more, thereby reducing the cost 
$2.10 per foot, or for a length of 2,500 feet a saving of $5,250, 
besides a saving of at least $1,500 on the man-holes, making 
$6.750 in all. 

Now, it seems to me this is well worth waiting for, particularly 
as nothing is to be gained by acting earlier than August on the 
ground. I have strong hopes that this joint may prove a good one, 
and that the test to be made by the city of Boston may prove it. 

Tiere is doubtless no difficulty, except such as could be removed 
by this extra cost, in applying the old style of joint. But such a 
course would certainly require a wider. trench and new timbering 
of trench, as well as a considerable extra cost in pumping, as com- 
pared with either of the other methods which have been considered 
for working in the old trench. 

If Messrs. Shedd & Sawyer were as familiar as I am with the 
obstacles to be encountered in this particular spot, they would 
doubtless agree with me in the above estimate, and may do so 
now. I find Mr. Driscoll and his Sons, who probably know more 
about the actual cost of the work they have already done there 
than any one else, and the nature of these obstacles, fully agree 
with me in these estimates. 

As to the turned and bored joint, it has proved quite satisfac- 
tory in England and Scotland, where it has been largely used, but 
as our shops have had no experience in making it, it would be 
necessary to make some trials of it in the shops before proceeding 
to fit all the pipes, in order to ensure a proper application of the 
machinery to make a uniformly tight work. For the same reason 
a careful inspection by use of templates while the work is in the 

lathe would be needed, to avoid the cost of re-handling the heavy 
_ pipes to correct imperfections. 

If the ‘‘ hydrostatic joint” proves to be what it promises, we 
not only avoid the cost and annoyance of this lathe work, but we 
throw the burden of making tight joints on to the patentee, who 
offers to do the work for us without charge, and wait for a satisfac- 
tory test of the joints before getting his pay for the iron. 
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The only reasonable doubts as to the propriety of accepting 
such an offer as this would arise from the following considerations, 
Viz. : 

Ist. Whether the success is probable—a question which the 
trial to be made in the spring may settle for us. 

2d. Whether there is a chance of any depreciation or lack of 
permanence in the tightness of this joint, after a lapse of time, sub- 
sequent to the test. , 

The slight pressure existing within your conduit, which never 
can exceed three or four pounds per inch, and the perfect rest en- 
joyed by the pipes after being laid, will render this question: of 
little importance. 

3d. The possible lack of responsibility on the part of the guar- 
antors, a lack which is generally met in similar cases on public 
works by requiring personal sureties of the contractor on a penal 
bond. 

This course was adopted in all the contracts for the original con- 
struction of the Water Works. 

Hoping the above may be of some assistance to your committee, 
and trusting that you will seek always to avoid unnecessary expen-

C.—Letter of Ernest W. Bowditch. 


Henry M. Wuirney, EsQ., Chairman of the Special Committee 
on Water of the Town of Brookline: 


Dear Sir, — In accordance with the desire expressed by your 
committee at its meeting, December 28, 1878, I have examined 
in a general way the line of the present conduit from Cow Island 


_ to the pumping station, taken soundings on the south side of the 


conduit sufficient for preliminary work, and ascertained from 
reliable sources the comparative costs of various constructions of 
iron pipe. 
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Assuming that iron pipe, and that only, is suitable material to 
be used, the only two important considerations in connection there- 
with are foundation and joint. ‘Cast-iron pipe of twenty-four 
inches (24) inside diameter (3,000 Ibs. to the length of 12 feet) 
weighs, when full of water, it is well known, about the same as 
an equal bulk of sand saturated with water. If, therefore, the 
sand now underlying the conduit could surely be retained in po- 
sition, and proper water-tight joints made, there would be no need 
of additional foundation. 

Unfortunately there is no proof that this can be retained, but, 
‘on the contrary, at the only place where it has been attempted 
(at the man-hole nearest the pumping station) the bottom has 
apparently moved. Mr. Forbes, your Superintendent, tells. me 
that, at the man-hole in question, it was attempted to secure a 
better foundation by going deeper, and the pumping out of the 
water settled the wooden conduit perceptibly perhaps one hundred 
feet (100 ft.) each way. | 

This state of things appears perfectly possible, and since my 
investigations, even probable, and at once makes it imperative 
either to provide additional foundation or do away with the usual 
lead joint and substitute some other, or both. 

Soundings taken January 13, 1879, show-that the hard quick- 
sand, on which the conduit now rests, is from four to six feet (4 
to 6) in thickness, rarely more, when it is replaced by a mixture 
of soft sand and mud, or mud alone. That at a distance below 
the surface of from fifteen to twenty-eight feet (15 to 28) there is 
for a large part of the way a band or bands of gravel varying from 
six to eighteen inches (6 to 18) in thickness, and below that, soft 
mud again, even toa depth, in places, of over forty-three feet 
(43 ft.). 

That piles can be driven here, of suitable length, spats of 
supporting any weight they can, for such work, be called upon to 
carry, admits of no reasonable doubt, and that piles driven so as 
to support the ends of the pipes only, rendering the motion of the 
hard sand immediately under the pipes of no real consequence, is 
equally certain. 

In view of all possible contingencies, therefore, I would respect- 


fully suggest: 5 
First. That piles be driven, on either side of the proposed new 


a 
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pipe, in number not exceeding four (4) for each length of pipe, 
spaced so that each joint may be supported by a cluster of four 
piles, well braced, both underneath and over the pipe, so as to 
make, as it were, a sort of cage. 

Second. That either ordinary iron pipe, with usual lead joint, 
be laid, or that a double flanged, bolted pipe, with rubber gaskets, 
be substituted in its place, —the desirability of one over the other 
being dependent solely upon whether or not the extra flange, rub- 
ber gaskets and bolts would cost more than the lead joint, plus the 
necessary pumping, —a question capable of being answered better 
by your engineer, Mr. Philbrick, or the contractor who performed 
the work before, than any one else. 

The desirability of the hydraulic lead joint is not considered, 
because a cursory examination such as has been made at the 
agent's office is not sufficient to determine its actual worth, nor is 
any, save actual testing and examination of pipes laid for years 
with that joint. That the principle is good is not denied, but its 
practical value, in its present shape, may be questioned, and it 
does not seem worth while to try anything that can be classed 
under the head of an experiment in a place where so much trouble 
has already occurred. 

In addition to the simple line of pipe there should be neues 
at least three (3) gates, so that the total length can be cut in three 
places, in case of leaks and consequent necessary repairs. 

It is believed that the figures given, although only approximate 
estimates, are large enough to cover the entire cost of thoroughly 
renewing the line, in the very best manner. Whenever any ques- 
tion has arisen, an ample figure has been adopted, as being wiser 
than a low figure, that, in the event of certain unforeseen emer- 
gencies, might be overrun. i 

For instance, the pile work is figured for the entire distance of 
thirty-four hundred and thirty-six feet (3,436 ft.), and it probably 
will not be necessary on more than two-thirds (#) of that distance. 

Prices for materials have been obtained from reliable parties, — 
most of whom have already worked for the town, and are known 
to furnish the very best. | 

The plan is a copy of portion of one at the Town Hall, Brook- 
line, to show location of sounding taken January 13, 1878.

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It appears to have been a mistaken judgment that located the 
conduit and pumping station where they now are, instead of con- 
tinuing the force main around on the hard land, and placing the 
pumps at or near the filter-gallery ; but in view of the excessive 
cost attending any removal of the pumps, and the probable annoy- 
ance resulting from litigation in connection with any new right of 
way, it seems at this late day scarcely worth while to consider 


this part of the subject at all.

To Messrs. Whitney, Lincoln, Humphrey, Whyte, Hunnewell and 
Griggs, Special Committee on Water Works of the Town of 
Brookline : 


GENTLEMEN,—In accordance with your request, we have ex- 
amined and considered the state of things at the source of supply 
of the Water Works and now report our conclusions. 

It is evident that large quantities of swamp water with, ap- 
parently, some mud and sand, enter the wooden conduit. If the 
parts of it which were recently uncovered are an average sample 
of the whole, the total leakage at the joints must be large; and it 
is possible that there is some large leak not yet discovered. These 
openings are fully accounted for by the statement that the planks 
were put in green. Undoubtedly the planks have shrunk by water- 
seasoning and the joints have opened in consequence. Half- 
seasoned plank is commonly and very largely employed for mill- 
work, under like conditions, and with proper arrangements it 
seldom gives any trouble either by swelling and buckling or by 
shrinking and leaking. 

If the conduit were tight and well laid there would be no danger 
of its settling or getting out of line in consequence of its lying in 
quicksand 

We believe this wooden conduit can be relaid so as to remain 
substantially tight, but as it is desirable to have a conduit which 
the town will be satisfied is safe beyond any question, we recom- 
mend the substitution of a 24-inch cast-iron pipe, ? in. thick, tar 
coated, and laid with lead joints in the ordinary way. If the 
pump well were deeper, so as to give more fall from the filtering 
gallery, a smaller pipe would answer and would be more in keep- 
ing with the 14-inch force main, which carries the same water. 

The following heights, above mean high water, and lengths of 
gallery and conduit, will be useful in considering the subject.

From statements by the engineer, Mr. Flinn, it seems that the - 
normal yield in July, 1878, was about 1,160,000 gallons in 24 hours, 
with the water 2.30 above the bottom or at elevation 76.80, or 0.45 
foot lower than it was drawn in 1875. 

These results indicate a loss of capacity in the filter-gallery of 
about 28 per cent. in three years, if we make no account of the 
greater head attained in the latter case, which should cause a 
greater quantity of water to be supplied to the pump. It is be- 
yond doubt, also, that some of the water pumped in July last, 
came from the swamp. 

We understand it to be the opinion of the Water Couiineidaths 
that at times in a very dry season the present supply of water to 
takers is nearly equal to the present yield of the filter-gallery, but 
that, if occasion requires, the supply may be limited to 600,000 
gallons per day. 

These facts being taken into account, it appears to be very de- 
sirable to increase the available supply of water to the filter-gallery 
as soon as the conditions are favorable for doing so. As it is 
necessary to make a new conduit at the present time the oppor- 
tunity to increase the gallery seems favorable. 

It cannot be expected that the extension of the gallery will 
cause an increase in the flow of water in proportion to the increase 
in length. The capacity of the works, other than the filter-gal- 
lery, has been officially stated at two million gallons per day. We 
think the gallery should yield water at this rate if the cost of 
securing it is not too great, and that it would need to be extended 
to at least double its present leagth in order to do this. 

Between the east and west galleries there is an intermediate ~ 


conduit which needs to be removed, as the water suffers a marked _ 


deterioration in passing through it. The location is favorable for 
a gallery, skirting the hard land and connecting those at present 
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built, and the construction of one would add about 400 feet to the 
length of gallery. The gallery may be extended easterly for a 
distance of say 450 feet, in a favorable location, and we make the 
following estimate on the supposition that this is to be done. 

These proposed galleries will take the place of nearly the same 
length of conduit, and while their cost will not be very much greater 
they will add very largely to the supply of water. 

The excavations for the new filtering galleries should extend half 
a foot below finished grade. The side walls to start at the sub- 
grade and be built up with hydraulic mortar; the spaces between 
the walls should then be filled up to finished grade with good 
gravel. Otherwise the form and dimensions to be the same as 
those of the present galleries. 

In addition to an increase in the length of the gallery, we think 
it very desirable to place the conduit so that the water of the gal- 
lery may be drawn lower than is now possible, while the full ca- 
pacity of the conduit is kept up. The top of the conduit at the 
gallery is at elevation 77.00 above mean high tide. The elevation 
of low water in the river is taken at 80.50. In view of the ex- 
perience of other places it seems desirable to be able to draw the 
water inthe gallery so as to get a greater difference of level than ~ 
this between the river and the gallery, to increase the amount and 
certainty of the yield. Todo this we recommend that the new 
gallery be so constructed that the easterly end shall be one foot 
lower than the present gallery. The conduit should also be laid a 
foot lower than the present one. This may make necessary a 
change in the screen at the engine-house and the lengthening of 
the suction pipe, which is, however, a small matter. 

The elevation of the bottom of the conduit would then be from 
73.50 to 74.00. 

While the new conduit and gallery are building, the town must 
be supplied with water. We are informed that three days ina 
week, only, can water be shut off from the pumps. 

It is doubtful, under these circumstances, whether there would be 
any economy in laying the conduit in the present trench rather 
than in an entirely new location, even at the same grade, and the 
fact that it is desirable to lay the conduit a foot lower than the 
present one seems to settle with certainty that it should be laid in 
a new location. 
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It will probably be best to lay the new conduit just north of the 
present one excepting near the westerly end, where it would di- 
verge to meet the proposed extension of the gallery. 

Considering the location of the conduit, and all the conditions 
consequent upon it, we believe the best material to use will be cast- 
iron and that the present low price of iron pipes brings them with- 
in the limit of true economy. 

We believe it to be quite feasible to pump the ground water low 
enough, without disturbing the sand, to allow good lead joints of 
the ordinary kind to be made. 

We propose to place a 24-inch gate in the iron pipe near the gal- 
lery and a man-hole next east of it with suitable chamber, covered 
and locked. Three additional man-holes will be required in the 
new portions of gallery. 

We estimate the cost of doing all this work in the best manner 
at thirty-five thousand four hundred dollars.

E.—2. Letter of Edward S. Philbrick. 


Boston, March 15, 1878. 


To the Committee on ** Impurities in Water,” &c.. H. M. Wutr- 
NEY, Esq., Chairman: 


Dear Sir,—Being informed that you had under consideration 
the propriety of lowering the level of the water conduit and pump- 
ing well with a view to drawing the water in the filtering gallery 
to a lower level in time of drouth in order to increase the supply, 
I wish to present certain facts which came to my knowledge while 
the works were being constructed, which may have a bearing of 
some importance upon this question. 

There is no doubt that the supply at the filtering gallery will 
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soon be less than the demand, if the latter is to include the un- 
limited use of hose upon lawns in dry weather which was practised 
last July and August, 7. e., the town must either limit the use of 
such hose or supply more water for them. When constructing the 
works the probably early extension of the filteriag gallery was 
considered, as appears by the reports of the Commissioners, and 
land was purchased in a suitable location for the purpose. 

It would undoubtedly be practicable to increase the supply 
temporarily by pumping to a lower level; but it appeared when 
the gallery was open that this could not be done without great 
risk of its either becoming encumbered with sand drawn in with 
the water, or the walls undermined by drawing the sand into the 
gallery from under them. When the trench was opened it was 
observed that the water came into it much more rapidly in some 
places than others, boiling up from the bottom in some places near 
the east or nearer end so fast as to bring in fine sand which accu- 
mulated to a perceptible degree during the progress of the work, 
even though the water was not pumped more than eighteen inches 
lower than during the month of July last. That is, we rarely had 
less than a foot of water above the finished bottom during the con- 
struction for any length of time, while the ordinary service during 
July last, as Mr. Forbes tells me, held the water for many days 
and nights in succession at a level only two and a half feet above 
its bottom. The influx of sand as it actually took place when 
temporarily pumped down during construction could not continue 
for any length of time without destroying the usefulness of the 
structure. Its influx was definite in certain localities where the 
sand veins occurred, coming in through the side walls as well 
as up through the bottom to an extent which would in a few 
months cause the walls to cave in, or the gallery to fill, or perhaps 
both. It was this circumstance which governed us in fixing the 
engine and its pumping well at their present level. And in con- 
sidering this question we had recourse to the experience of others 
in similar situations, particularly that related by the late J. P. 
Kirkwood who has been considered one of the highest authorities 
on such subjects. 

Mr. Kirkwood describes many similar galleries, giving their 
dimensions and the quantity of water yielded by each, as fol- 
lows:

It thus appears that the average low water yield of our gallery, 
including the space occupied by its walls, is higher than the yield 
at Lyons, while some portions of our gallery actually yield for 
several rods of its length, to my certain knowledge, more than 
double the average. I should put the yield of a portion of the 
eastern gallery as high as three hundred and twenty gallons per 
square foot in twenty-four hours, as worked in July last. 

In relating the experience at Lyons, Mr. Kirkwood says: 
‘With the view of increasing the supply here without extending 
the filter basins, &c., a small engine was built at the suggestion 
of the engineer, and the original pump wells being cut off from 
the filter works, these wells were temporarily supplied by this new 
engine. . By this action the water in the filter beds was reduced 
below its ordinary level, the head of the inflow was correspond- 
ingly increased and the rate of delivery sensibly augmented. 
But this increase in the velocity of the inflow through the gravel 
proved in this case to be in excess of what the circumstances ad- 
mitted of. The water concentrated itself in springs and brought 
with it sand in sufficient quantity to risk the undermining of the 
vault foundations. The maximum for the situation had been 
overreached. This frank statement, &c., which I have gathered 
from Mr. Dumont’s report, is very honorable to the engineer and 
very valuable to the profession. The velocity into the filter basin 
must be very moderate to insure safety to the works and an un- 
varied purity of supply.” 

Now I would call your attention to the fact above stated in re- 
gard to the influx at the eastern portion of the Brookline gallery. 
When open to view during construction the inflow did actually 
* concentrate itself in springs and brought sand with it” as re. 
lated of the experiment at Lyons. 
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As this fact taken together with the fact of the present liberal 
average yield of our Brookline gallery as compared with others 
may be new to you, I have thought best to present it with some 
urgency. 

I would further remark in connection with the possible lowering 
of the pump well, that the influx of ground water at that point is 
so great that such a work could not be done without a considerable 
risk, apparently, to the stability of the walls of the building and 
the chimney eighty feet high, which can easily be undermined by 
using temporary pumps to draw water from the gravel and sand 
on which they are founded. The influx from the same bed of 
gravel into the well through the pipe left for the purpose does 
actually bring some sand and may cause trouble unless checked. 

As this is close to the exterior wall the water can be pumped 
down there, by an outside pump close to the spot, while the hole is 
refitted with pipe, with far less risk than for the lowering of bot- 
tom of the pump well itself, for this is some thirty feet distant 
from the nearest place where a temporary pump could be put in» 
requiring the water to be held at a level two or three feet lower 
during such change, than would be necessary to stop the present 
spring holes. I would further say that while pumping the water 
down in replacing the conduit when the wooden box was put in, 
more or less sand was drawn from under the foundation of the 
building, causing it to settle slightly, and great care will be need- 
ed in prosecuting any such work there in future to avoid such 
results. JI name this as one reason why a conduit pipe which 
could be put together under one or more feet of water would 
partly avoid this risk, by limiting the length of time during which 
such deep pumping need be done to the few hours needed for 
stopping the spring holes. 

If the subject of an extension of the filtering gallery comes 
under your consideration I would suggest that the digging of a 
few shallow wells next August would indicate the best position 
for such extension. 

The present gallery cost $8.44 per lineal foot, and at present 
prices could doubtless be constructed for less. I have no doubt 
that three hundred feet of new length, properly located, might 
add fifty per cent. to the present supply, at a cost of $3,000, or 
less, using the information gained while constructing the present 
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one as to the locality of the best material which does not lie 
directly beyond the further end ‘of the present work.

E'.—2. Letter of J. Herbert Shedd and Edward Sawyer. 


Providence, March 29, 1879. 


Messrs. Whitney, Lincoln, Humphrey, Whyte, Hunnewell, Griggs, 
Special Committee on Water Works of the Town of Brookline: 


GENTLEMEN,—Since our communication to you in regard to a 

new conduit for the supply of water to the engine, for the public 
Water Works, we have given attention to your request that we con- 
sider the question of a removal of the pumping station to Cow 
Island near the filter-gallery. 
_ At the first thought it seems unlikely that sufficient reason for a 
change could exist to warrant the abandonment of the expenditure 
already made at the present station, and the incurring of the ex- 
pense and inconvenience necessary to establish a new one. But 
the great cost of the proposed conduit, which is largely due to the 
need for increasing the supply of water to the engine, and the un- 
satisfactory condition, in some respects, of the present works, com- 
bine to make a change desirable. 

It is quite evident that a large expenditure for the improvement 
of the work in one way or another is necessary. And the impor- 
tance of the case calls for a careful consideration of the plan for 
improvement. The mere restoration of the present conduit would 
not be permanently satisfactory. 

The estimated cost of the plan already proposed is $35,400, but, 
while this would add more than its present length to the filter- 
gallery and allow a deeper draught of the water, it would also 
make necessary the lengthening of the suction pipe of the engine 
to fully avail of this advantage. It has been reported that the 
engine does not work up to its full speed, when the water in the

pump well is at its present low water level, with that smoothness 
which is desirable. 

A drain pipe laid near the foundations of the engine-house and 
pump well, and discharging into the pump well, delivers sand with 
the water in amount sufficient to cause large cavities, or settlements 
of the structure, in the course of time. The engine-house is crack- 
ed and the engine is out of position from this cause as is supposed. 
The permanence of the works here cannot be secured unless this 
flow of sand is effectually stopped. It is our belief that this can 
be done so as to stop any further escape of sand; but we cannot 
know to what extent cavities already caused may exist, nor the 
effect such possible cavities may have upon the foundations as the 
sand gradually changes its position around them. 

A remoyal of the pumping station to Cow Island would enable 
you to locate the engine and pump well at a level better suited to 
the required work. The foundation could also be made secure, 
whether it be in sand or gravel. 

If the engine is moved to the Island a force main, which can be 
laid near the surface of the ground, will be substituted for the con- 
duit which would need to be laid deep, and, for a large part of the 
distance, in quicksand. The present force main from the engine 
to the stand pipe is fourteen inches in interior diameter. At the 
present price of iron pipes this diameter is too small for economy. 
The velocity required for a discharge of water at the rate of two 
million gallons in twenty-four -hours is two and nine-tenths feet 
per second and the loss of head required for the passage of this 
amount of water for the distance between the present pumping 
station and the proposed new station will be about seven and one- 
quarter feet. We had not estimated this loss of head at the time 
of our oral discussion of the matter with you a few days ago, but 
assumed the statement of the constructing Engineer of the works 
to be correct when he reported it in his description of the works as 
‘‘over three feet,” in a connection indicating that it was very near 
three feet. The real loss of head, as now found, will require a 
much larger sum than we named as representing the extra cost of 
pumping at the new station, if a fourteen-inch force main is used. 
But the value of the saving in head against the engine, by the use 
of a force main sixteen inches in diameter is greater than the extra 
cost of the larger pipe, and we therefore estimate for a sixteen-inch 
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force main in the scheme we recommend. Such a main delivering 
at the rate of two million gallons in twenty-four hours, would pass 
the water at a velocity of 2.21 feet per second and the loss of head 
will be about 3.62 feet. There is not much choice between a six- 
teen-inch pipe and one eighteen inches in diameter for this place, 

but we give the perference, on the whole, to the sixteen-inch size. 
The loss of head through the proposed conduit would be about 0.47 
foot, so that the net loss from passing the water through the force 
main rather than through the conduit will be about 3.15 feet or an | 
increase of pressure against the engine of about one and one-third 
pounds when it is delivering at the rate of two million gallons of 
water per day. When the engine is run at a slower speed the — 
pressure will be less. At the present rate of pumping the pressure 

gauge at the engine shows about 75% pounds and the distance be- 
low the gauge to the water in the pump well is equivalent to about 

88 pounds more, so that the engine works against about 844 

pounds pressure. This pressure is somewhat greater than would 

appear to be necessary for the work done and there are indications 

that it has increased since the works were finished. While the 

data, upon which we estimate the present unnecessary resistance 

against the pump, are imperfect it seems likely that this may be 

sufficiently diminished to overbalance the increased pressure which 

would be caused by the removal of the pumping station to Cow 

Island. 

The low water level of Charles River opposite the filter-gallery 
has been stated at 80.50 feet above marsh level or mean high water 
about Boston. Without passing upon the question of the source of 
supply of water to the filter-gallery, it is evident that the level of» 
the water in the river is the most convenient guide to the level of that 
source and that it cannot be far from correct. The low water level 
of the filter-gallery, if taken at the top of the conduit leading from 
it, is at elevation 77.00 so that a difference of level of 3.50 feet is 
available to induce a supply of water to the gallery during the 
summer when the greatest demand for water exists. Your atten- 
tion has been called to the natural filter-gallery of Lyons, in France, 
for the purpose of drawing comparisons with the Brookline gallery. 
At Lyons the difference of level between the river and the gallery 
at the lowest stage of the river is 4.50 feet, and ordinarily it is 
6.50 feet. At Lyons the average distance of the gallery from the 
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river is about forty feet, thus allowing a much steeper slope of the 
ground water between the river and the gallery than is possible at 
the Brookline gallery. The floods at Lyons rise from 10 to 15 feet 
above the ordinary level, while in Charles River, at Cow Island 
the floods rise about 7 feet. Mr. Dumont, the Engineer of the 
Lyons works, states, as quoted by Mr. Kirkwood,—*‘ that of the 
two elements required in certain proportions for a free delivery of 
water in a filtering gallery, area and depth, the last is very much 
the most important.” By depth is meant ‘more particularly, 
head, or difference of level between the surface water of the under 
flow in its natural state and that water when drawn down in basins, 
or otherwise, by artificial means.” Mr. Kirkwood goes on to state 
that while this is true, the velocity of flow must not be so great as 
to carry sand into the basin. He then gives an instance, as has 
been quoted to you, of an effort to lower the water experimentally 
at Lyons, resulting in such inflow of sand. But itis not stated 
how much the water was lowered by this’ experiment nor what 
velocity was found sufficient to move the sand. The tenor of the 
whole story about the Lyons works, as we regard it, is to the effect 
that the pumping engines were located too high and the Engineer’s 
frank admissions are commended by Mr. Kirkwood. 

There are two common ways of estimating the yield of natural 
filter-galleries, neither of which is quite satisfactory, and as the 
two modes ordinarily diverge from the truth, in different direc- 
tions, both are used to aid a guess as to the supply. One mode of 
estimating the yield is by the square foot of open bottom. That 
this mode is inexact is evident from the fact that for the same lo- 
cation the wider the gallery the less the yield per square foot. 
This must be so from the nature of things, and it is proved by ex- 
perience. As the water of a gallery is drawn down the water in 
the ground nearest to the gallery runs in to supply its place, leav- 
ing a space to be filled by the water behind it until finally a slope 
is established toward the gallery, in the surface of the ground 
water, which may be considered permanent for a given supply and 
a given demand. The velocity of the water approaching the gal- 
lery in a given material depends upon this slope, and the slope de- 
pends upon the closeness of the material. Now as thesurface of 
the water on a cross section of the filter-gallery is level, and the 
ground water, in order to reach a square foot of open bottom in the 
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middle of the gallery, must pass through a greater distance of 
earth than to reach the sides of the gallery, it is evident that the 
velocity of the water entering the gallery in the middle must be 
less than at the sides. It follows from this that in a very wide 
gallery the average yield, per square foot of bottom area, may ap- 
pear to be moderate, and yet the velocity through the bottom, near 
the side walls, may exceed the safe limits of stability for the ma- 
terial through which it flows. 

From the records of experience, illustrating the fact that wide 
galleries deliver less water per square foot than narrow ones, we 
will cite the following :—At Lyons, the whole filtering area, having 
an aggregate width greater than the new gallery in the same 
bed of gravel, has a yield of about 101 gallons per day, per square 
foot of bottom, while the new gallery, which is 33 feet wide, has a 
yield of 147 gallons. It may be mentioned that the new gallery 
is nearer the river. At Toulouse the old galleries are higher and 
farther from the river than the new one, but they are narrower, be- 
ing only 1/8” wide, and they yielded at the rate of about 372 gal- 
lons per square foot of bottom area, while the new gallery in the 
same bed of gravel, and nearer the river, but 7’ 6" wide, is stated 
by Mr. Kirkwood to yield 288 gallons per square foot. As be- 
tween the new galleries at Lyons and Toulouse, the gallery at Ly- 
ons, 33 feet wide, yielded 147 gallons per square foot, and that at 
Toulouse, 74 feet wide, yielded 288 gallons per square foot. The 
gallery of the Brookline works, which is 4 feet wide, appears to 
have yielded, during last summer, at the rate of about 380 gallons 
per square foot of bottom area. According to the plan already 
reported to you we proposed to limit the maximum average yield to 
about 310 gallons per square foot. 

The other method of stating the yield of a natural filter-gallery 
is by the foot of length of the gallery. This is obviously inac- 
curate because the increase in width has a certain value, although 
that value lessens as the width increases. Mr. Kirkwood states 
the yield at Lyons, for the new gallery, 33 feet wide, at 4,833 gallons 
per foot of length. And at Toulouse he states the yield of the 
new gallery, 74 feet wide, to be 2,462 gallons per foot of length. 
The Brookline gallery yielded, last summer, at the rate of 1,522 
gallons per foot of length, and as proposed to be enlarged the 
maximum yield would be 1,241 gallons per foot in length. 
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Other instances of the yield of natural filter-galleries, both by 
the square foot of bottom and the foot in length, could be given 
but it seems unneeessary. We see nothing, in any case within our 
knowledge, to discourage the lowering of the Brookline gallery 
for the purpose of increasing its available supply, and certainly no 
one could object to its extension as we propose for that purpose. 
The increase of supply by lowering it can be secured for much less 
money expenditure, so far as the gallery is concerned, than an 
equal increase of supply by extension. 

Mention has been made to you of the tendency of the incoming 
water in a gallery to break into springs and thus to flow with great 
velocity in spots, when a gallery is heavily drawn upon. Such a 
tendency in water flowing through the ground is to be commonly 
observed, and we should not think of allowing work in our charge 
to go out of our hands without first providing ample and permanent 
safeguards against injury from such a cause. The average rate 
of velocity through the bottom of any gallery is extremely small, 
for instance: the maximum rate in the enlarged gallery already 
proposed to you would be about 0.00048 foot per second. This 
speed must be increased at least a thousand times, by concentration 
in spots, before the velocity through even fine sand would approach 
a condition dangerous to stability. It can be readily seen, there- 
fore, that a very moderate diffusion of such a spring.as is likely to 
arise in this gallery, would prevent the possibility of mischief. A 
perfect diffusion can be secured by excavating the sand around and 
in such a spring and filling the space with pebbles and gravel. This 
process can be extended over the bottom of the gallery to any de- 
sired extent, and even if the whole bottom should be covered in 
this way, the expense would not be great, while the remedy 
be perfect. The loealities where springs would tend to break out 
can be discovered by drawing upon the water of the gallery at a 
much more rapid rate than is to be allowed after the works are 
put into service. 

Mr. Kirkwood says, and.experts generally agree that ‘‘ the lower 
the gallery can be carried below the lowest stage of the river, the 
more safe and abundant it is said will be the supply.” 

To illustrate the value of greater depth in increasing the supply 
to a gallery, we will give a few facts observed during atrial of the 
natural filter at the Newton Water Works, in December, 1877. 
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The basin is situated on the bank of Charles River, between two 
and three miles below the Brookline works. During the trial, 
which was conducted with care, to provide against errors of any 
kind, the flow increased, as the water was drawn down, more rap- 
idly than the difference of level between the river and basin. The 
storage in the basin and in the ground adjoining the basin, is elim- 
inated. When the water in the basin averaged 3.50 feet below 
the level of the river, the inflow was 1,015,000 gallons in twenty- 
four hours. When the basin had been drawn to seven feet below 
the river, the inflow was 2,307,000 gallons; thus showing that 
doubling the head caused more than two and one-quarter times as 
much water to flow into the basin. The inflow, at other differences 
of elevation between the river and the basin, was as follows:

Tt will be noticed that the gain of inflow over the gain of head 
is greater as the head increases. Or, in other words, while the in- 
crease of head is regular, the increase of inflow is accelerated as 
the head increases. 

The new gallery may be built as low as proves judicious, on the 
whole. The old gallery need not be drawn lower than proves safe 
and advantageous, and no danger need be incurred in doing this. 
It is not claimed, as we understand it, that danger may exist ex- 
cept in the eastern portion of the eastern gallery, and, although we 
cannot foresee occasion for it, this can probably be rebuilt to be 
made quite safe for about sixteen hundred dollars. 

We conclude upon a review of the whole matter, that the Brook- 
line gallery can be safely and advantageously lowered, and we ad- 
vise that course. 

By removing the pumping station to Cow Island you will be 
able to secure the greatest economy in the location of such new 
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gallery as it is now necessary to build, and. you can postpone, un- 
til actually needed, extensions which should otherwise be construct- 
ed immediately. It will be unnecessary to draw the water in the 
present gallery as low as will be profitable in the new, while the 
lowering of the water-table and a partial supply of the demand by 
the new gallery, will lessen the pressure upon the old. 

It has been suggested that the force main laid across the 
meadow is likely to be under water about three months of the 
year and would therefore be difficult of access. This is equally 
true of the conduit, and we think the probability of need arising 
for getting access to either pipe at such times is almost infinitely 
small. If access to the force main, when it is under water, 
should become necessary, a cofferdam can be built about the spot, 
and the pipe examined or repaired. 

The location which seems most favorable for the new pumping 
station lies easterly from the easterly end of the present gallery, 
and the gallery may be extended about one hundred and seventy- 
five feet to a point convenient of access for a pipe from the pump 
well. This extension would lie in ground apparently most 
favorable for a large yield of water, and a further branch gallery 
could run from it, in other favorable ground, when a further sup- 
ply is needed. 

We estimate the cost of the proposed new work as follows: 


Engine house, including drainage, heating, etc., pump well, 





conduit, and screen chamber, $15,000 00 
Grading, including roadway, 900 00 
Remoying engine, and boiler, etc., 1,400 00 
Force main, 16!/,diameter, 8,385 00 
Gallery 175 feet long with man-hole and dam, 2,250 00 
Engineering, 1,500 00 

Total, $29,385 00 


This estimate does not provide for the construction of a gallery 
between the two galleries now built; if that is done, the additional 
cost is estimated at about four thousand eight hundred dollars. 

The cost of a new engine and boiler which will soon be needed 
will not be affected by the location, as the sum to be expended 
would be about the same whether at the present station or at Cow 
Island. 

The estimates provide for substantial and creditable work with 
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ample room for the engines, boilers and coal. The driveway will 
be in continuation of Grove Street, and the coal may either be run 
jnto the top of the coal-bin from the higher portion of the drive- 
way, or hoisted, so far 4s may be necessary, froma pit near the 
building, and alongside the lower portion of the driveway. 

It is supposed that the present engineer’s house, with a small 
jot of land, may be sold for a thousand dollars, and perhaps more. 
This sum, together with such bricks and other materials as may be 
used from the present pumping station, will, it is believed, be suffi- _ 
cient to build a house equally good at the new location. 

We make no definite estimate of the value to be gained by a 
removal from the present quicksand foundation, nor for the gain 
from the lower level of the engine. Against these advantages 
must be set the extra cost of pumping the water to the higher head 
required by the new location, estimated to require about. fourteen 
and one-half tons of coal per annum when the full legal quantity 
of water is pumped every day in the year. 

Our estimate of the cost of constructing a substantial iron con- 
duit, and sufficient new filtering gallery to supply water to the 
present station, is $35,400. This does not provide for stopping the 
flow of quicksand from the ‘present foundations, nor for repairs 
which may become necessary from the escape of the sand. Our 
estimate of the cost of removing the station to Cow Island is 
$29,385. This does not provide for so much extension of filtering 
gallery as proposed by the other plan, but it is intended to place 
the gallery deeper, and we think the supply of water from the gal- 
lery now proposed will be sufficient for many years to come. 

Reviewing carefully the advantages and disadvantages of the 
proposed plan, we conclude, upon the whole, that it will be for the 
best interests of the town to remove the pumping station to Cow 
Island.

To the Brookline Water Committee: 


The undersigned hereby proposes to do the work described below 
during the months of July, August and September next, beginning 
when called upon, for the following prices named below, to be paid 
for on completion of the work to the satisfaction of the Water 
Board. | 

To excavate the water conduit from the filtering gallery on Cow 
Island to the pumping well near Baker Street, West Roxbury, taking 
out the wooden box in sections, and to refill around the new pipe 
to be put in in sections as required ; to furnish all plank found nec- 
essary for bracing the trench as dug out, and to move the old sheet 
piling back wherever it is too narrow to allow the new pipe to be 
put in proper line and calked; to do all the pumping of water 
from trench that may be needed to keep the water as low as three 
inches on the floor of trench when the joints are being calked; to 
leave the trench every night in a reasonably clean state to enable 
a water supply to be drawn through it during the nights and on 


such days as the work may be interrupted from other causes ; to re- 


move to the pumping station, after completion of the above, all 
the plank from the old box conduit which may not be used for 
blocking, etc. All for the price of two dollars ($2.00) per running 
foot. It being understood that from 2,500 to 3,000 feet of such 
work wil] be done. 

Also, if’ required, during same season, to extend the present 
filtering gallery from its present eastern end eastward, in the place 
of the present conduit, about 200 feet, making tight brick ends of 
12 inches thickness, and building the work essentially as before as 
to form and depth; also to pack clean gravel behind the walls, 
to keep sand from working in, and to connect with an iron flange 
pipe at the eastern wall, extending brickwork for three feet along 
said pipe and 18 inches thick all around it; also to build one brick 
man-hole over an iron gate near west end of conduit, similar to 
those now built over conduit and put‘on one of the old covers, all 
for the price of six and one-half dollars per running foot of gallery, 
measured from outside to outside of end walls, and seventy-five 
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dollars for the man-hole. Also to haul from some wharf in Boston 
where they may be delivered, and to deliver along the work, and 
to lower into the trench and put in line, and block up ready for 
calking as directed, the 24-inch iron pipes weighing about a ton 
each, including the iron gate and special castings which may be re- 
quired, all for forty-seven cents per running foot. It being under- 
stood that this work on conduit will be begun at both ends and 
connected where convenient. 

Also to construct a branch filtering gallery similar to the old 
one, with bottom five feet below low water of 1874, or one foot 
higher than foundation of old one, from the eastern end of the 
old western gallery, branching out nearly at right angles with the 
old one and following along northwestern side of the high ridge of 
gravel towards the river, at the rate of six and one-half dollars 
per running foot, including two frames for stop plank and plank 
for same three feet long, with man-holes over them with stone curbs 
like old ones, for access, at one hundred dollars each, without the 
arched passage, but planked underneath with 4-inch plank. If 
same level at bottom as original gallery, price per foot will be 
seven and one-half dollars.

The cost of replacing conduit one foot deeper than before is 
rather uncertain. No offer can now be had for doing the work for 
less than $4 per foot additional, costing about $11,200 more 
than to replace it at the present level. Such an increase of depth 
would avail nothing unless the pump well were also lowered two feet. 
This could hardly be done without an unwarrantable risk to the 
stability of the buildings and chimney, owing to the large influx 
of ground water. In short, if it were necessary to get such in- 
crease, such a plan would appear to involve a change in the loca- 
on of the pumping station. In considering the propriety of such 
a step the following reasons are suggested : 

First. Securing a better foundation for the pumps. 

Second. Securing an additional water supply from the present 
gallery, by pumping the water to a lower level. 

The first reason is not justified by facts, 7. ¢., the material on 
which the present buildings and pump stand is a coarse, pebbly 
gravel, superior to the gravel on Cow Island, which contains a 
larger proportion of sand. 

The difficulties arising from sand in such a case are that it is 
likely to work its way into the pump well, and leave voids, causing 
the walls to settle. The influx of ground water at the present 
pump well fs an example of this, but it can be readily stopped out 
by 300 brick, to replace the small chamber floor where the floor 
was broken up two years ago by pounding it. The deeper we 
pump, the more difficult to keep out such ground water and sand, 
Witness the pump well at Newton, where the sand is said to have 
come in through the bottom of the well in such quantity as to ren- 
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der it unstable, while the pump had settled after two years’ use 
so it had to be levelled up last year, and now needs to be levelled 
up again, and while the sides of the filtering basin are caving in 
and causing much trouble and annual cost. * J . 

The replacing of the sand now in bottom of the Cow Island 
filtering gallery by gravel will be very costly, while its liability to 
come in again if pumped low would involve repeated cleaning out. 
This could not be done without two portable steam pumps, work- 
ing night and day, to hold the water down, for the stationary 
pump could not, without injury, pump the water filled with grit 
while the sand is being removed. The gallery being only four 
feet high inside, no fair chance is to be had for workmen to use 
ordinary tools or to use their limbs to advantage. In short, the 
work was not built for such a purpose. 

The additional volume of water to be obtained by pumping 
deeper is at least problematical after the first few days. The pres- 
ent gallery is too far from the river to allow the additional head 
to operate sensibly in bringing water from the river itself directly. 
Even at Newton, where the gallery is but. forty or fifty feet from 
the river throughout its whole length, I am informed by men in 
charge that they now pump the water all out of the basin in a few 
hours, after which it fails to supply their pump fully. 

It has been estimated by our Water Board that the present gal- 
leries on Cow Island can be relied on for about 900,000 gallons per 
day in dry weather. 

If. 600 feet of new gallery were judiciously located, it would 
bring in a new supply of over a million gallons per day for the 
material where such work would be done. ) 

West of the present work and opposite the east end of the 
present western gallery, appears more favorable than any we now 
draw from, 7. e., the gravel is coarser, and being near the river 
and far from our old gallery, the supply so obtained would not be 
likely to come from the same springs which now supply us. 

The estimates above submitted are bona fide proposals for all 
the principal items. 

The estimates for erecting a new pumping station are subject to 
increase by the arising of unforeseen contingencies, and are at 
best based on opinions, not offers. ‘ 

‘The cost of putting in reliable foundations in a sandy soil, some 
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ten feet below the ground water, is always uncertain, and these 
foundations sometimes fail as they have at Newton, involving 
much vexation and subsequent cost. 

It is doubtless advisable to furnish water in quantity sufficient 
to run one engine at full speed, say two million gallons per day 
for short periods for the sake of emergencies ; but it must be borne 
in mind that the town is limited to an average quantity of only 
one and a half millions, and that the present lavish use of the 
water in July and August last, if not checked, will soon be found 
to exceed our legal rights to draw the water. In short the works 
were never designed to supply water for purposes of irrigation, 
but for domestic wants. ‘The methods of using the water should 
be kept within the genuine domestic uses. We should not now ex- 
ceed a half million gallons per day, as the records will show. 

It becomes a serious question, then, whether it is worth while 
to spend money to provide water for other purposes than were 
intended when the act was obtained by which the town draw the 
water. If so limited, the proposed extension of the filtering gal- 
lery will be adequate for the full amount now authorized to be 
taken, with an ample margin for irregularity in the rate of pump- 
ing, while, by limiting, as heretofore, the level to which water is 
drawn in the gallery to three feet below the river at low water, no 
risk will be incurred of the influx of sand and the consequent cost 
of removing it or impairing the stability of the work. 

Quantity of water to be got from present gallery depends more 
on recent rains, and whether ground is soaked or dry, than upon 
relative level in river and gallery. 

Proof. After pumping several days last July, the gallery was 
reduced to a level of 77.00 or 3.8 feet below the river, 
yielding only 1,010,000 gallons during the last day; while on 
March 26th and 27th, 1879, the pump was run for several days in 
succession, the gallery yielding 1,470,000 gallons in twenty-four 
hours, with a difference between river and gallery level of only 
3.2 feet. (See Records.) 

In fact we draw from a great gravel bed as from a reservoir and 
if any from the river it must be in a very remote way. 

Tendency of all such filtering basins to fill up their pores where 
remote from the rivers. _ If we branch out and go nearer river, we 
- get more reliable supply than if we pump the gallery down. 


j/ 
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As to settlement of engine: 

After reading Mr. Flinn’s report I was prepared to find the 
brick walls under the pump cracked and showing settlement. But 
no such cracks exist and no appearance of settlement. In fact 
no evidence of it, except from supposed increase of friction. Mr. 
Flinn says it is possibly 1-8 inch out of line. 

No dangerous settlement can occur without cracking foundation. 

Pump can be levelled up in line for an outlay of $25, and ten 
days’ time. Flinn can do this himself, having set up the engine 
when it came there, and says he can ae it in ten days, judging 
from experience at Newton. 

Mr. Johnson Worthington’s agent at Boston agrees to this. 

If reckless consumption is not checked next summer the new 
gallery should be made before taking up conduit. So the engine 
can pump more water in a limited time than last summer. 

New boiler and possibly spare engine should also be supplied 
early in the season to meet contingencies.

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REPORT ON WATER SUPPLY. 


The Committee appointed “to examine the cause 
of the alleged impurity of the Water from Charles 
River” beg leave further to report, that, in accordance 
with the following vote of the town, viz.: 


“Voted, That the report be referred back to the Committee, with 
instructions to secure engineering advice other than that of those 
whom they have already.consulted ; and that the sum of five hundred 
($500) dollars be appropriated for that purpose,’’— 


they have consulted General George S. Greene, of 
New York, and herewith submit his 


REPORT. 


To the Special Committee on the Supply of Water 4 
the Town of Brookline,— 


Str: At your request I have the honor to 
present the following Report: 

From the printed reports which you have placed 
in my hands, the conversations with your Committee 
and Messrs. Philbrick, Shedd and Sawyer, Civil En- 
gineers, and from an external examination of the 
water works and the sites for any additions or im- 
provements, I have gathered the following facts, viz: 

(1) That the supply has diminished and is now 
inadequate to your wants. 

(2) That the conduit or induction pipe requires 
renewal. 

(3) That there has beena considerable washing 
out of sand from below the masonry of the pump 
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wells, and probably of the masonry supporting sthe 
engine and pumps. 
(4) That there has been a slight settlement of 


the masonry supporting the pumps, causing a small 
derangement in the machinery. 


(5) That at the lowest stage of water in the 
pump well (2.3 feet above the floor) there is a lift of 
about 21 feet to the pumps by atmospheric pressure, 
by which the engine loses slightly in efficiency. 


(6) That a suitable position is found on Cow 
Island for the pumping station and accessories. 


Two suggestions or plans have been presented 
by which the existing defects may be remedied. 

First, by enlarging the filtering galleries by 
replacing the wooden conduit by a 24-inches iron pipe, 
and by closing the hole in the pump well to prevent 
any further washing of sand from the foundation of 
the pump wells, etc. 
The estimate for this work, exclusive of enlarging the Filtering Gal- 


leries, as presented by Mr. Philbrick, is as follows, viz. : 
2800 feet of 24-inches iron conduit pipe laid, $13,580

Second, to remove the pumps Pedal roan to Cow 
Island and rebuild the engine-house, etc., there; re- 
place the conduit by a 16-inches force main from the 
pumps in their new position to the 14-inches force main 
at the existing pumping station, the new force main 
to be laid on the existing conduit. The engine and 
pumps to be placed at a lower level, sufficiently high 
to be out of the floods on Charles River, and the new 
filtering galleries to be at a lower level. 
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The estimate of the cost of this work, exclusive of Filtering Galleries

Either of these plans is feasible so far as con- 
struction is in question. 


The 24-inches conduit pipe could be laid in the 
position occupied by the wooden conduit, with leaded 
joints, without any increased expense beyond lower- 
ing the water so that the workmen could get at the 
pipes in position. ‘The pipes could be laid in water 
with the ring lead joints, the pipes being laid to their 
level and forced into connection by hydraulic presses. 
The 16-inches forcing main could be laid over the 
conduit, and only sufficiently low to secure it from 
frost; the water could be drawn down by the conduit 
to lead the joints of the pipe in position. A plan pro- 
. posed by W. E. Worthen, Esq., Civil Engineer, by 
inserting a circular iron wedge in the lead, would 
enable the caulkers to work under.water for any re- 
caulking which may be required. The laying either 
pipe on the line of the conduit presents no difficulties | 
not readily surmounted. The prospect of increased 
contingent expense in laying the 24-inches pipe is much 
ereater than for the 16-inches pipe, in consequence of 
the greater depth below the normal water surface at 
which it is to be laid. 
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In any plan for increasing your supply and 
its permanency, the main point to be considered is, 
where does the water comie from. In your case, un- 
doubtedly from two sources; from the permeable 
gravel of Cow Island and that which lays below the 
-level of the plane of the surface of Charles River; 
the first source, being at a greater height, is first 
available. This water, from the limited extent of the 
high ground on Cow Island, is soon exhausted and 
your supply consequently reduced; while the other 
source, the permeable gravel below the level of thé 
surface of Charles River, is inexhaustible for your 
wants, and the practical question is, how extensive 
the filtering galleries must be to supply your wants. 
To ensure this supply I think your pumps should be — 
placed as low as the floods of Charles River will 
admit, and that the bottom of the pump well should 
be as low as 72.25 feet of the high water datum, and 
that all new galleries should be 72.5, or 2 feet lower 
than those now built. ‘This, with the opportunity of 
extending the galleries toward the river, will, I feel 
confident, ensure a permanent supply. How much 
extent of gallery should be built will: be deter- 
mined by experiment. ‘The extension of the eastern 
gallery eastward may be first made and other additions 
as required. 

These considerations bring us to the conclusion 
that the pumping station should be moved to Cow 
Island, by which change only the lower level of the 
filtering galleries could advantageously be obtained. 
I think that the additional cost of this plan as esti- 
mated (less than $12,000) will be well laid out, when 
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thereby you place your works in a position for obtain- 
ing with certainty an abundant permanent supply of 
water; while it is doubtful if this can be obtained 
permanently with the pumps in their present position 
and elevation. And you will also get rid of whatever 
danger there is of settlement of the foundations of 
your pumping station, which, though apparently not 
great, will always be a cause for anxiety for the per- 
manency of the works. 

In extending the galleries, the ground east ofthe 
eastern gallery, extending towards the new position 
for the pumping station, will properly be first occu- 
pied. ‘This eastern gallery was observed to furnish 
water most abundantly, which may have been due to 
a more permeable gravel; but was, I think, mostly 
due to its nearer position to the river and the fact that. 
the gravel bank at that place extends to the river 
without any intervening marsh or peat. In this case, 
as in all others, the filtering gallery should be kept in 
the free gravel, and all peat or vegetable matter 
removed for a distance of twenty-five or thirty feet 
and refilled with clean gravel or sand. In placing the 
bottom of the new galleries at 72.5, or 2 feet below the 
old galleries, the deposition to be made of the exist- 
ing eastern gallery is to be determined by experi- 
menting further on its condition at a low stage of 
water, whether it shall be rebuilt or lowered, or 
remain in its present position and height and a con- 
duit built around it to carry the water from the new 
galleries which may be required to be built at a lower 
level between the existing galleries or on the gravelly 
ridge south of the conduit between the galleries, or 
south of the western gallery and nearer the river, 
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which are sites for the future extension of the gal- 
leries as they may be required. ‘The western gallery 
may very well remain as it is; but if it should be 
found to be a proper economy, it is preferable to lower 
the eastern gallery and make it the conduit from the 
other galleries west of it. It would be very advan- 
tageous to have the galleries built six feet high, so that 
they could be entered at low stages of the water, and 
the effect of the springs examined and the proper and 
safe height of the water determined, a point of much 
interest to you in determining the future extensions. of 
your works. for increasing the discharge of the fil- 
tering galleries, which may be built in the gravelly 
ridges near the river, should such increase be neces- 
sary, canals can be made in the gravel, connecting 
with the river and parallel, or nearly so, with the gal- 
leries by which water can be brought directly to the 
filtering gravel. ‘These canals can be readily cleaned 
and thus the filtering medium always kept in good 
condition. I do not think resort to this plan will be 
necessary for long a time; but it. is well to consider 
the means of obtaining an ample permanent supply. 
As to the precise site for the Pumping Station, it is 
not material to this discussion. Sufficient has been 
shown by the investigation to determine that a proper 
site as to foundation and convenience can be found 
near the end of the conduit on Cow Island. 


I will report concisely the above conclusions: 

That you can obtain all the water you desire by 
extending your galleries at a lower level on the avail- 
able filtering ground on Charles River near Cow Bay. 
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That it is desirable to build the new galleries at 
a lower level, viz.: 72.5 feet of the high water datum. 


That it is necessary for the certainty of the sup- 
ply to place the Pumping Station on Cow Island near 
the filtering galleries, and at as low a level as will 
place it in safety from the flood water of Charles River. 


The difference of the cost of the twenty-four- 
inches and sixteen-inches pipes makes the balance for 
moving the Pumping Station as estimated, $11,590 
as before stated.

‘seven days before said time appointed for the hearing: pur- 
suant to such notices, we met at the time and place appointed, 
and, after hearing the parties and their remarks and objec- 
tions, and the route of the street as hereinafter described 
having been viewed and examined by us, after fully consider- 
ing the subject, do adjudge that it is necessary for the public 
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safety and convenience that a street, called by us Station 
Street, should be laid out and maintained by the town, leading 
from Harvard Square or Washington Street to the new station 
as hereinafter described. The street takes in all the land 
lying west of the faces of Panter’s brick block, called Colon- 
nade Building, and the present lines of Harvard Square, Wash- 
ington Street, and the stone abutment of Washington Street 
(this strip of land being of varying width) ; and also a strip of 
land, forty feet wide throughout, lying south of the south , 
face of said building, and the line of said south face extended 
south-westerly to said abutment, and north-easterly through 
the stone wall of said corporation, near the east end of the 
new station. This line crosses the boundary-line between 
the corporation and land of Archbishop Williams at a point 
twenty-five feet from the north line of the location of said 
railroad, measuring on such boundary-line. And, for further 
description of said proposed street, reference is hereby made 
to Walter Shepard’s plan of said proposed street, dated Dec. 
10, 1878, verified by our signatures, and which is to be con- 
sidered as part of this record. | 

And we take land for the construction of said street, as 
hereinafter described : — | | 

From the Boston and Albany Railroad Corporation 14,120 
square feet of land, bounded west by Harvard Square, Wash- 
ington Street, and said stone abutment by several lines as 
shown on said plan; south by land of said corporation about 
two hundred and sixty feet; east by the same, forty feet; 
north in part by the same, in part by land of the Most Rev. 
John J.. Williams, or whoever may be proprietors of St. 
Mary’s Church, and in part by the land of said corporation ; 
west by land of John Panter, north by the same, and east by 
the same: and the corporation waives all claims for damages 
growing out of, or in any way connected with, the location or 
construction of the street over this land. 

From John Panter we take 1323,3; square feet of land, 
bounded north by Andem Place, west and south by land of 
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said corporation, north-east, east, and south-east by the faces 
of his brick building known as Colonnade Building. 

From John Panter we also take 714 square feet of land, 
bounded north by the south face of said brick building, east 
and south by land of said corporation ; and Mr. Panter waives 
all claim for damages growing out of, or in any way connected 
with, the location or construction of the street over this lot of 
714 square feet. 

From the Most Rev. John J. Williams, or whoever may be 
proprietor of St. Mary’s Church, we take 1,260 square feet of 
land, bounded north by the north line of said proposed street, 
east and south by land of said corporation. 

The present grade of the land around the station cannot be 
materially changed if we are to have a street that may be 
conveniently used in connection with the remaining vacant 
land of the corporation about the station; and therefore we 
have agreed with the corporation that neither party shall 
erect a fence either on the south side or east end of the pro- 
posed street. ‘ 

We have estimated the damages sustained by the owners 
of land, rights, and interests, caused by the laying out and 
construction of this street in manner aforesaid, whether by 
taking property or by injuring property in any manner what- 
soever, and also estimate and determine the amounts to be 
paid to said parties respectively as follows :— 

We take from John Panter 1323.3, square feet of land in 
front of Colonnade Building so called, being land which is 
believed to be unencumbered with restrictions, and which he 
‘can build on or otherwise use at his discretion, and we award 
him as damages for the land thus taken the sum of $1,000, 

We take from the Most Rev. John J. Williams, or whoever 
may be proprietor of St. Mary’s Church, 1,260 square feet of 
land. | 

The corporation agrees to release to the town in fee-simple, 
and for a nominal consideration, the triangular piece of land 
containing fifty square feet lying north of the proposed street, 
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and bounded south by the same, west by land of Panter, 
and north-east by other land of said Williams ; and we agree 
to convey this piece of land to said Williams in part satisfac- 
tion of his damages, and we award to him as damages for the 
land thus taken (after deducting the value of the land thus to 
be conveyed to him) the sum of $297. 

We also agree to replace, at the expense of the town, the 
bank-wall along the front of the church estate on the line of 
the new street, to make good the privy and well on said estate, | 
and to repair or rebuild the fences that may be injured in the 
construction of the road; and we propose to lay a brick side- 
walk along the north side of said street. 

And we have given the owners of the lands through which 
this street is laid out thirty days from the date of the accept- 
ance of this Report by the town in which to remove struc- 
tures, buildings, walls, fences, or trees standing on said land. 

And said street, as so laid out, located, and described, is 
hereby reported to the town for acceptance, and, when so 
accepted, allowed, and recorded, is to be known as a town way: 

The said plan and this record have been this day filed by 
us in the Town Clerk's office. 

We can build this street, lay the sidewalk and 
edgestones on the north side, two crossing- 
stones at two new places, and relay the pres- »

REPORT. 


ArT. 2. To see if the town will accept and allow Station 
Street, as laid out by the Selectmen Jan. 17, 1879. 

The petition of John W. Candler to the County Com- 
missioners for the laying out of Kent Street through Harri- 
son Place to Harvard Square, and the laying out of a street 
from Harrison Place to the new station, was dismissed by 
the County Commissioners Nov. 12 last. He had previously 
directed his counsel to withdraw the petition; but, until the 
petition was actually dismissed, we felt unwilling to take any 
formal action about laying out the road from Harrison Place 
to the station, even if we had jurisdiction so to do. 

We had, however, an informal hearing, and laid before the 
parties interested Aspinwall and Lincoln’s plan of a pro- 
posed street leading from Harvard Square along the west 
side of Panter’s building, the north side of the station, and 
through Mr. Twichell’s lot to Harrison Place. 

At this hearing, which was quite fully attended, all parties 
present seemed to favor the scheme. Mr. William Aspinwall, 
however, objected to it, because we proposed to open a town 
road on to a private way, and thereby impose an additional 
burden on the owners of that part of the fee of Harrison 
Place, which, in travelling to and from the station, the public 
would naturally use. 

Mr. Twichell also objected to our laying out ‘tile road 
through the middle of his lot. He was willing to let us 
have his land at fifty cents a foot, provided we put the road 
either on the west or east side of his lot; but he opposed 
laying it out through the middle of his lot. He also objected 
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to our rounding the corner of the street at the foot of the 
bank, and desired us to have an obtuse angle. 

We thought it highly objectionable to have any thing other 
than a round corner; and we objected to laying out the street 
on the west side of his lot, because if we did so, when the 
town wished to continue the street northerly, it would render 
necessary the going through the house of Justin Jones. For 
the same reason, we thought it undesirable to lay out the 
street on the east side of his lot, because it could not be 
. extended in future on this line without cutting off some of Mr. 
Twichell’s house. 

The main objection urged against the scheme seemed, 
therefore, to be that the town had no just right to impose on 
the owners of the fee of Harrison Place a burden which they 
had not contemplated. To obviate this objection all parties 
seemed to think it best for us to lay out that part of Harri- 
son Place which leads from Harrison Square to the east side 
of this proposed street to the station, and leave the town to 
accept or reject the street at its pleasure. 

Accordingly, Nov. 20, 1878, we issued notices for a formal 
hearing, to be held Dec. 2, on the laying out-of both these 
streets ; and the notices were duly served, according to law, 
on the parties interested. We proposed to lay out both under 
the law authorizing an assessment for betterments ; and the 
locations of both roads were drawn up, and made ready for 
signature. We supposed the meeting would be merely formal. 

At the hearing we explained Station Street. We thought 
the construction would cost $2,600; we estimated the land 
damages at $8,766, and engineering expenses and contingen- 
cies at $400, — making a total probable cost of $11,766. From 
this sum_ would, however, finally be deducted what the town 
would receive from assessments for betterments. 

The only objections in our minds to this street were the 
expense, and the steepness of the grade up to Harrison Place, 
amounting to over eight feet in one hundred part of the way; 
But to carry out our intention as stated by us to the town, and 
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our understanding with Mr. Candler, we were willing to waive 
these points, supposing at the time that the parties in interest 
really wished the road to. be built, and knowing that the town 
could finally pass on the matter as it thought best. 

We then explained the proposed laying out of part of Har- 
rison Place forty feet wide from Harvard Square to the east line 
of Station Street, the widening for which (ten feet) was to be 
all on the north side; and, besides the fee of the place, we 
proposed .to take land from Messrs. Lowe, Candage, Jones, 
and Twichell, and the owners of the fee of the way leading 
from Harrison Place to Webster Place. 

Dr. Lowe appeared by counsel, and claimed damages. No 
one of the owners of the fee of the place (except Mr. Driscoll) 
cared enough about a way to the station to be willing to waive 
damages even for this land, which he could not possibly use 
except for a street. 

We were informed that the land-owners were restricted by 
the terms of their deeds from building upon the ten-feet strip 
of land we proposed to take. Still no one of them was willing 
even to hame a price at which the town might have his land. 

Not only this, but not a single person could be found to 
express himself in favor of a road to the station, or laying out 
any part of Harrison Place forty feet wide on any terms. Mr. 
Candler was not present at either of our hearings. 

We were greatly surprised at this seeming change of opin- 
ion on the part of those whom we had up to that time consid- 
ered as principally interested in having a road to the station 
carried out. From being apparently in favor of the scheme 
at the former meeting, at this meeting no one could be found 
to favor it. One or two persons desired us to lay out Harri- 
son Place fifty feet wide to Brook Street ; and with this great 
and expensive change of plan, which we had never agreed to 
favor, but had strenuously resisted, our scheme of a road to 
the station would, they thought, become acceptable. 

Our estimate of the land damages that would be occasioned 
by laying out Harrison Place forty feet wide as far as Station 
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Street was $3,782; Aspinwall and Lincoln’s estimate of the 
cost of construction was $1,756, making the whole cost 
$5,538. | . 

The scheme we presented for both roads would therefore 
have cost the town $17,304. This amount would, however, 
have been reduced by assessments for betterments. We pro- 
posed to lay out these streets, and to waive our objection to 
the heavy grade. We proposed to do more than we told the » 
town we had intended to do, and more than we had agreed to 
do, in order to effect a manifest public improvement about 
the new station; but we supposed that the land-owners in 
Harrison Place really wished easier access to the station. 
When, therefore, we found that no one seemed to care any 
thing at all about access to the station, unless we would also 
lay out Harrison Place to Brook Street at a very great and 
wholly useless expense, we concluded we were mistaken in 
thinking the public really cared for any road from Harrison 
Place to the station. We may be wrong; but it seemed to us 
that certain parties were willing to use this scheme of a road 
to the station to bring about the extension of Harrison Place 
to Brook Street, and that this latter road was really all they 
cared about. . 

Under these circumstances we called on Mr. Lincoln, the 
president of the railroad, to know if he really wished a road 
up to Harrison Place. We had supposed that he insisted on 
this outlet; but either he had never really cared about it, or 
he also. had undergone a remarkable change of opinion: for, 
under his auspices, the plan of Station Street by Walter Shep- 
ard, as actually laid out by us, has been prepared. It gives 
the corporation all that it now seeks, and it affords the public 
all the convenience that it now needs in our judgment, and at’ 
about one-eighth of the cost of the other scheme. Under 
these circumstances we advise the town to accept the loca- 
tion. | 

If, at any future time, it shall’be thought desirable to extend 
the street up to Harrison Place, and a satisfactory arrangement

can be made with the land-owners, the town can do so easily 
enough ; for the street, as laid out, is in substantially the same 
direction as it would be if we had laid it out to Harrison Place: 
and, if it shall be so extended, the town may, if it pleases, act 
under the betterment law, and assess a just betterment on ole 
owners of all estates benefited.

The Boston and Albany Railroad Corporation hereby approves the 
plan of a street from Harvard Square or Washington Street, in Brook- 
line, to the railroad station, made by Walter Shepard, an engineer now 
in its employ, dated Dec. 10, 1878, whereby 14,120 square feet of land 
belonging to said corporation is proposed to be taken for the purposes 
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of said street; and hereby waives all claim for damages growing out of, or 
in any way connected with, the laying out or the construction of said 
street, as shown on said plan, if the town shall accept and build said street 
within six months from this date. 

The south and east lines of the street shall not be fenced out, either 
by the town or the railroad corporation, without the consent of the other 
party; and no sidewalk shall be built on either of these lines, in order 
that there may be easy access to and from the street, to and from the 
station, and the adjacent land and tracks of the corporation. This is not, 
however, intended to prevent the laying of crossing-stones anywhere 
across the street that may be found convenient. 

The town agrees, at its own expense, to keep in repair the steps now 
leading up to Washington Street, the same falling within the limits of 
said new street; provided the steps can be retained and kept in repair, 
without exposing the town to any claims for damages for allowing such 
encroachment on the highway. 

The corporation agrees, within a reasonable time, and, at any rate, 
within two months from the time of the completion of the street, to build 
a flight of steps, leading from the present platform or a continuation 
thereof, west of the station to Washington Street; provided the work can 
be done without exposing the corporation to any claims for damages for 
so doing. 

The corporation also agrees to continue the crossing-stones, which 
now lead south from Panter’s sidewalk, from the south line of the pro- 
posed street to the platform of the station, as soon as the street shall be 
made fit for travel. 

The corporation agrees to give to the town, on demand, and for a 
nominal consideration, a deed of release in fee-simple of the small trian- 
gular lot of land on the north side of the proposed street, bounded west 
by land of Panter, and north by the estate of St. Mary’s Church. 

It is understood and agreed that the grade of the new street will con- 
form essentially to the present surface as the public use will require it to 
do so.

The following letter gives approximately the area in Boston 
and Brookline which can be drained into our main sewer : —

Dear Sir, — In response to the request of Mr. C. D. Lincoln, Clerk of 
the Selectmen, I forward to you the following information : — 

The area in Boston which would naturally drain into the main sewer 
in Brookline cannot be accurately ascertained without more information 
than I am able to obtain without a survey; but, as taken from the maps, 
with the best checks I can make, the area appears to be about 300 acres, 
on which there are now about 140 buildings, mostly houses. 

The area in Brookline which would eventually be drained into the main 
sewer, above the‘junction of Beacon and Carlton Streets, is about 842 
acres, on which there are about 711 dwellings or principal buildings, and 
about 208 other buildings. The area which will drain into the main 
sewer below Carlton Street is about 293 acres. The number of dwellings 
or principal buildings now on this area is about go, and the number of 
other buildings about 55. 

In addition to the area in Boston, given above as naturally draining 
into the Brookline main sewer, and which I suppose includes the terri- 
tory in the minds of the Selectmen when the question was asked, there . 
is another area roughly estimated at 50 acres, lying in the Brighton dis- 
trict, which will Naturally drain through the Brookline territory into the 
Aspinwall Brook branch of the main sewer. I have made no examina- 
tion of this area for the purpose of learning the number of buildings on 
it.

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We requested "Mr. Shedd to confer with the Boston authori- 
ties, and see if he could come to some understanding with 
them on this subject. 

The following letter explains the result of such confer- 
ences : —

Dear Sir, —... My consultations with Mr. Bradley have finally re 
sulted in the following propositions, which we agree to be equitable and 
proper: 1. In case permission is given to Boston to enter lateral sewers 
into the Brookline main sewer, then Boston shall pay at the rate of $135 
per acre drained by the connecting sewer, with interest at six per cent 
from Jan. 1, 1878. The total area which might drain into the particular 
sewer to be estimated when connected, and any extensions to be esti- . 
mated and paid for when such extensions are made. 2. Boston to reim- 
burse Brookline annually for such portion of the expenses of mainte- 
nance as may correspond to the ratio of area drained in Boston with the 
area drained in Brookline. 

In estimating the rate per acre to, be paid by Boston, it is assumed that 
a cost upon the main sewer of $141,000 may properly be applied to 1,042 
acres, to be finally drained in the territories of Brookline and Boston to- 
gether. ' Yours respectfully,

The city objected to paying a round sum for draining the 
whole territory which might finally use our sewer, but pro- 
fessed willingness to pay for all the territory which now 
drains into Muddy River, so that the contamination of the 
river, on the part of the city, may be put an end to.

Articles 4-7 have been inserted at the request of the Com- 
mittee on Sewer Assessments. 

It is very important that this whole subject should be acted 
upon by the town. Almost any scheme that can be presented 
is better than none. 

The committee will doubtless offer the votes they wish the 
town to act upon. 

Art. 8. To hearand act upon the report of the committee 
in reference to uniting with Boston in making a new channel 
for Muddy River. 

The committee having this subject specially in charge will 
doubtless have some report to make, though probably not a 
final one. 

This subject is quite an important one to have settled, as 
already an encroachment on the present water-channel north 
of Brookline Avenue is in contemplation. 

The following letter from Mr. Shedd explains itself. We 
cannot feel the importance of having so wide a channel as he 
seems to think necessary. 

PROVIDENCE, Nov. 22, 1878. 
Wo. I. Bownpitcu, Esa. s 

Dear Sir, — 1 examined the bridge and road now building on land of 
Mr. Aspinwall, north of Aspinwall Avenue. The water way is newly cut 
- through the marsh, and is about ten feet wide at the top, two feet wide at 
the bottom, and four and one-half feet deep. The bridge covers this 
trench at about the level of the marsh. 

The water-way of the culvert through Aspinwall Avenue is about six 
and one-half feet_wide, and six and one-fourth feet deep, the upper por- 
tion being an arch. 

The area of the new trench is less than that of the culvert; but the 
culvert is obstructed by centring, so that the discharge of water might 


be no more than the trench would discharge. 
To discharge the volume of water which may in very heavy storms 
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reach this point, without flooding the territory, would require, I think, a 
channel twenty-four feet wide, with the bottom below grade four. The 
insufficiency of the trench or the culvert to discharge such a volume of 
water is obvious. 

The attention of Mr. Aspinwall was called to this matter, and I under- 
stand his view of it, in brief, to be as follows: That the town has not 
‘established the dimensions of the channel of Muddy River, and, in the 
absence of that, he is not obliged to construct a water-way larger than 
that provided by the town through Aspinwall Avenue; and that he is 
unwilling to incur an expense greater than he is obliged to do. He 
thinks the channel alongside of Brookline Avenue, which, I understand, 
he intends to fill, cannot be taken as establishing the size of the Muddy 
River Channel.

Art. 11. To see if the town will take any action calculated 
to reduce the cost of printing the annual report. 

Our annual reports seems to us needlessly long, and there- 
fore needlessly expensive. If the town can effect a remedy, 
it will be well to do so. 

Art. 12. To see if the town will appropriate the sum of 
$1,100 for improvement in school-buildings, according to the 
request of the School Committee. 

The following letter and certificate explain the necessity 
for this article : — 


BROOKLINE, Nov. 11, 1878. 
Ws. I. BowpiTcu, Esq., Chairman Board of Selectmen. 


Dear Sir, — The School Committee desire the insertion of the enclosed 
article in the next warrant calling a town meeting, and for the following 
reasons : — } 

At present the children are obliged to pass directly from the school- 
room to the open air in order to reach the out-buildings. Some of these 
are at quite a distance from the school-buildings.~ In winter, and espe- 
cially during storms, this must be attended with great risk to health; 
and, there is no doubt, many colds and frequent sicknesses can be traced 
to this cause. 

In the case of primary children especially, we feel it is a hardship they 
should not be obliged to endure; and many parents are not aware to 
what dangers their little ones are exposed. They go at all hours of the 
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session from a warm room into an atmosphere sometimes at zero, and 
usually without any additional clothing. In stormy weather the danger 
is greatly increased. 

It seems to us that our schoolhouses should at least be furnished 
with the conveniences that are found in all our other public buildings ; 
viz., Town Hall, police-station, and engine-houses. It may be urged 
that the same accommodations are afforded that have always existed, 
and that what was sufficient for the children for the past fifty years is 
good enough for those of the present day. But circumstances are greatly 
changed. More regard is paid to the laws of health, children*are reared 
in a different way, houses are more thoroughly warmed, and the harden- 
ing process which has sent manya child to the grave is not adopted from 
choice. Now that the water is introduced into the town, and sewers are 
provided in some districts, we feel that, where the opportunity is afforded, 
the school-children should receive the benefit of the same. 

We propose, therefore, to construct water-closets in the Longwood 
and Pierce Primary Schools, as these are the only schools that are located 
so as to communicate easily with the sewers. For the other school- 
buildings, we desire to provide covered ways leading to the out-buildings, 
thus not only protecting the children from the cold winds and wintry 
_ storms, but affording a dry pavement. We have carefully prepared 
estimates, and the entire cost will not exceed eleven hundred dollars. 

We consider the expense as small in comparison with the benefit that 
will accrue, and trust the town will concur in these views.

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Art. 13. To see if the town will make an appropriation 
to pay Aaron D. Weld, Hannah D. Richards, and Mrs. Lucy 
Kingsbury, for damages occasioned by taking their land for 
the construction of the water-works. | 

Charles H. Drew, Esq., in his note of Dec. 1 last, informs 
-us that the commissioners in the suits of Aaron D. Weld - 
have: filed their report assessing damages at $1,025, with 
interest from time of taking the land. To this sum costs 
will have to be added. 

The Water Commissioners awarded him $300, 

In view of the expense of defending all lawsuits, and the 
uncertainty of the final results in these being more favorable, 
we have advised Mr. Drew that the cases had better be set- 
tled without further litigation. He agrees with us in opinion. 
From the sum awarded will, of course, be deducted the sum 
we have paid into court, or $300 and costs, up to the time of 
payment, Feb. 1, 1877. The net amount due is $1,405.96. 

The Water Commissioners awarded each of the other par- 
ties named in this article $300. Hitherto they have declined 
to receive the awards. They have no legal claim on the town, 
in the opinion of Mr. Drew, not having brought suit. Still 
the town has the use of their land, and they are willing to 
receive the amounts now. 

We therefore offer for your consideration the following 
vote :— 

Voted, That the claims of Aaron D. Weld, Hannah D. Richards, and 
Mrs. Lucy Kingsbury, mentioned in this article, be paid out of the water 


receipts now in the treasury. But no interest shall be paid to Richards 
or Kingsbury. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will instruct their Selectmen 
to appear before the present Legislature, and urge the amend- 
ment of the school laws, so as to limit the powers of the 
school committees, and provide such other checks as will 
make them accountable to some competent authority for the 
exercise of their office. 

This article was inserted pursuant to the following re-

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Believing that the public interest requires that the school laws should 
be amended so as to limit the powers of school committees, especially 
in regard to their authority to exceed the amount appropriated by the 
town for the support of schools, we request that an article be inserted in 
the warrant for the next town meeting to this effect: to wit [as in the 
article].

The following statement has been prepared by Col. Fisher 
in behalf of the petitioners :— 

This article involves the relation of the School Committee 
to the town, and the question whether the powers of the 
School Committee under the present statute, as decided by 
the Supreme Court, do not infringe the corporate rights of 
the town and the private rights of individuals, and should not 
be limited for the true interests of the community. 

Chief-Justice Shaw, in 1845, stating the powers of towns 
in relation to town schools, said (10 Met., 508) :— 


“In general the corporate powers of towns have originated in this 
way: they have been required to provide for certain wants of the com- 
munity, or to perform certain duties for the common benefit; such as, 
making roads, relieving the poor, supporting schools, and the like, —and 
then, either in express terms or by necessary implications, they are in- 
vested with all the powers necessary to the performance of such duties.” 


The Revised Statutes state the powers and duties of towns 
in regard to town schools as follows :— 


[Chap. 18, § 10.] 


“They may, at legal meetings, grant and vote such sums as ¢hey judge 
necessary for the following purposes : — 
“For the support of town schools.” ... 
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[Chap. 38, § 12.] 
“The several towns shall... raise such sums of money for the 
support of schools as they judge necessary.” . : 


[Chap. 38, § 16.] 


“‘ Every town shall, at its annual meeting, choose by written ballot a 
board of school committee, which shall have the general charge and 
superintendence of all the public schools of the town.” .. . 


[Chap. 38, § 23.] 
“ The school committee, unless the town at its annual meeting deter- 
mines that the duty may be performed by the prudential committee, shall 
select and contract with the teachers of the public schools.” ... 


The Supreme Court of Massachusetts has decided (98 
Mass., 587) that “the power given to the school committee 
to contract with teachers necessarily implies the power to 

determine their salaries; and, in so doing, they are not re- 
stricted to the amount appropriated for the purpose by the 
city council. . . . The city council have no control over the 
school committee in this respect, except by voting to close 
a school after it has been kept open the length of time re- 
quired by law.” : 

In the case above cited, the School Committee of Charles- 
town asked for $66,000. The City Council decided that 
$60,000 was all that was necessary and proper to appropriate. 
The School Committee deliberately proceeded to contract 
with teachers on the basis of $66,000, though notified by the 
unanimous vote of the City Council that no bills would be 
paid in excess of the school appropriation. The Supreme 
Court decided that the School Committee had the power, 
under the statute, to exceed the appropriation. 

As is well known, the city council of a city corresponds 
to the voters of a town in town meeting assembled. Conse- 
quently, it would seem, that, as the law now stands, the school 
committee of this or any other town in the State are not 
restricted to the amount decided by the town to be all that is 
necessary or proper for the support of town schools, but may 
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incur such additional expenses as they may elect, which the 
town will be compelled to provide for by additional taxation. 

This seems to be a dangerous power in the hands of any 
town officer, — an infringement upon the corporate rights of 
towns which are expressly directed by law “¢o raise such 
tig of money for the support of schools as ge judge neces- 
sary.” 

Moreover, the School Committee are executive officers of 
the town ; and their exceeding the school appropriation com- 
pels the town to levy an additional school tax. Such preten- 
sion seems contrary to the spirit of our institutions as 
defined in the 30th Article of the Bill of Rights, which de- 
clares that “in the government of this Commonwealth... 
the executive shall never exercise the legislative and judicial 
powers, or either of them, . . . to the end that it may be a 
government of laws and not of men.” If there is any one 
thing peculiarly a legislative power, it is the right to regulate 
taxation. This power, under the present school laws, has been 
decided by our highest court to belong to the School Com- 
mittee, so far as concerns school appropriations. 

Wherefore it seems that the town would do well to consider 
whether such pretensions are not in conflict with the corporate 
rights of this town, and to adopt such measures as may seem 
to it proper for its own protection. 

In addition to corporate rights of towns apparently endan- 
gered by the discretionary powers of the School Committee, 
the rights of individuals living in the town seem not to be 
sufficiently protected. The School Committee are vested by 
the present law with a plenary authority in regard to teachers 
and pupils: the decision of the committee must be deemed 
conclusive. 

Chief-Justice Shaw (23 Pickering, 227) said, that “the law 
will not presume that the committee, who are invested with 
the power of superintendence and management, will act arbi- 
trarily and unjustly in a matter submitted to their judgment. 
If, after all, there should be found practically any danger of 
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an encroachment upon private rights in a matter in which 
the whole community have so deep an interest, it is for the 
Legislature to provide more ample and specific remedy against 
such danger.” ; 

Under the present’ law, if the town should enact school 
regulations fixing the school year at ten months, the School 
Committee may close the schools earlier if they so decide, 
notwithstanding the vote of the town or the provisions of the 
town by-laws and ordinances. If the town decides to abolish 
corporal punishment, or passes any other similar general order, 
the School Committee may at pleasure act in defiance of the 
town. 

As these things affect the harmony and prosperity of the 
town, it is proper that the School Committee, as well as the 
other executive officers of the town, should be amenable to 
the by-laws and regulations which the town may enact from 
time to time. 

But at present, as the committee is vested with plenary 
power, to be exercised according to their discretion, their 
decisions are conclusive ; and there exists apparently no judi- 
cial or civil tribunal which can review or reverse their de- 
cision, no matter how great a wrong may be committed, 
whether to the public rights of the town or to the private 
rights of individuals. 

In like manner the teachers of our schools are without re- 
dress for wrongs which may seriously affect them; for, as 
they require the certificate of the committee to continue their 
calling, they are absolutely at the mercy of the committee, 
who from real cause, or from caprice or prejudice, may with- 
hold this to them necessary testimonial. There should be 
some tribunal empowered with authority to review and re- 
verse the decisions of the School Committee in matters affect- 
ing the public rights of towns, and the private rights of 
individuals within the town. 

There is a third point which seems worthy: of the consid- 
eration of the town; namely, supervision of our town schools. 
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At present there seems no limit to the powers of the school 
committee of a town to adopt and change text-books, to mul- 
tiply studies or abandon them, whereby it has happened that 
much time is frittered away in a multiplicity of studies at the 
expense of a thorough knowledge and a sound mental disci- 
pline. Parents have a right to complain of the frequent. and 
vexatious change of text-books, and may well question the 
discretion of the committee in regard to multiplicity of studies, 
many of them ornamental rather than useful; and especially 
when, in addition to the regular school hours, their children 
are required to study several hours daily out of school, where- 
by they are either deprived of out-of-door exercise necessary 
for their physical health and growth, or compelled to study 
by lamp-light : in consequence of which evil practice of our 
public-school system, parents have not unfrequently taken 
their children from public schools, and placed them at private 
schools, acting under advice of competent physicians. 

To obviate the evils above stated, and to promote sound 
learning, it seems worthy of the consideration of the town 
whether a supervision of schools by county superintendents 
would not be advisable as a method of securing a greater 
uniformity of studies and text-books, and a better-considered 
system of instruction. 

ArT. 15. To see what action the town will take, if any, on 
the petition of C. A. Richards and others, to the Legislature, 
for a charter for an “Elevated Railroad” in the town of 
Brookline.

The subject of “ Elevated Railroads” is one with which the 
public have but a very slight acquaintance. The only one in 
operation at present is in the city of New York, where the 
damage to real estate on the line of it has been very great ; 
so great that the dwellings and stores where it passes are 
occupied only with the greatest discomfort. When we reflect 
that if the petition is granted that the company will have a 
right to erect a trellis-work ten to twelve feet high in our 
streets where it is located, darkening the lower floors of the 
houses on either hand and obstructing the view, destroying 
the value of the vacant lots for building purposes, all without 
the payment of damages to the abutters, it seems to us that 
the town should oppose the petition. 

We offer for your consideration the following vote : — 

- Voted, That the selectmen be instructed to appear before the Com- 
mittee of the Legislature, to whom shall be committed the petition of 
C. A. Richards and others for a charter for an “ Elevated Railroad” in 
Boston and neighboring towns, and oppose the same, with permission to 
employ counsel. 

ArT. 16. To choose three auditors, |

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


ON 


ADDITIONAL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


To the Town of Brookline: 


The School Committee respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report upon the matter of school accommoda- 
tions in the vicinity of Sewall and Chestnut streets, 
which was referred to them by the town at its last 
Meeting. 


They have granted a hearing to the petitioners, 
at their request. 


If it were only necessary to provide for the over- 
flow of the Boylston and Ward schools, for which we 
now have temporary provision of a very unsatisfac- 
tory character in the engine house, the cheapest. 
method by which the want could be permanently met 
would undoubtedly be the enlargement of the Boyl- 
ston street school house, as several times suggested 
in reports of the Board. It is believed this enlarge- , 
ment can be made for the sum of five thousand dollars, 
the interest of which would be less than what would — 
be required for the rent of any suitable building. 
This plan would not however, meet the special want 
of the petitioners from Sewall and Chestnut streets, 
who urge with much force that primary school accom- 
modation should be provided for their children as near 
to their homes as practicable. 


The use of the house on Chestnut street, owned by 
Messrs. Foster and Candler, for the classes now taught 


by two teachers in the engine house would satisfy the 
petitioners. 


Whether the town should lease or buy the Chestnut 
street property, the Committee express no opinion; 
perhaps this could be better determined when it is 
known what are the best terms for each that can be 
obtained. 


The Committee recommend that they be. author- 
ized to provide additional school facilities in the 
vicinity of Sewall street, and that authority be given 
for the lease or purchase of such portion of the Cand- 
ler and Foster estate on Chestnut street as the town 
shall deem expedient; or any other property in that 
vicinity, suitable for the purpose.

FOR PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


To THe Town oF BROOKLINE : 

Upon the petition of James Quinn and 
others for school-house accommodations in the 
vicinity of Chestnut and Sewall Streets, the 
School Committee respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing Report. 


The Grammar and Primary School accom- 
modations for the locality to which the peti- 
tion refers, have heretofore been provided in 
the Ward and Boylston Schools, and the dis- 
tance to either school varies from half to 
three-fourths of a mile. For children of ten 
years and upwards, this distance cannot be 
regarded a hardship. It is a more serious’ 
matter for children of the age to attend the 


+ 


primary schools, particularly the youngest 
classes; and it is desirable that primary 
schools should be located as near to the homes 
of the children as practicable, If, however, 
the accommodations at the Ward and Boyl- 
ston Schools were sufficient, the Committee 
would not feel justified in recommending any 
considerable outlay, in the present financial 
condition of the Town, to remedy the distance 
only ; but both these schools have been for a 
long time crowded, more particularly in the 
lower classes. 

The overflow has been provided for, first, 
by a building hired for the purpose near the 
foot of Boylston Street, and more recently by 
occupying two rooms over the engine house, 
which have proved very unsatisfactory, by rea- 
son of stable odors which it has been found 
impossible to avoid. It is the unanimous 
opinion of the School Committee and the Ad- 
visory Board that the use of these rooms for 
school purposes ought not to be continued. 
Permanent provision, for the scholars thus | 
temporarily provided for, should not be de- 
layed, and various plans and locations have 


been considered. 


Considerations of economy have seemed to 
indicate the enlargement of the Boylston 
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Street School House as the most feasible, and 
this has been several times recommended. 
This plan, however, does not so well carry 
out the policy of locating primary schools near 
the homes of the pupils, as would the erection 
of a school-house in the vicinity of Sewall 
Street; and from this consideration the Com- 
mittee were led to recommend, in a former 
report, that authority be given to make tempo- 
rary or permanent provision in that locality, 
as upon further study should be found most 
advantageous. 

It was not then thought that permanent 
provision could be made there at as_ small 
cost as by the enlargement of the Boylston 
Street building. 


The Committee had supposed, from evi- 
dence given at the public hearing, that the 
vacant land owned by the town on Sewall 
Street was an unsuitable and unhealthy loca- 
tion for a school-house; but since the subject 
was recommitted to the Board, a sub-commit- 
tee have carefully examined the lot, and the 
Board are satisfied that something more than 
an acre of land can be had, and which the 
town now owns, in the most central position 
practicable for the children to be accommo- 
dated, sufficiently remote from the stable to 
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be unobjectionable, with drainage all that 
could be desired for surface water, and that 
with proper grading this land will be entirely 
satisfactory for school purposes. The distance 
of the lot from the Boylston School, as meas- 
ured upon the map, is a little more than half 
a mile; and from the Ward School, a little 
less than three-fourths of a mile. 


The Committee recommend the erection of 
a good frame building, of two stories, finished 
for two school rooms, to accommodate about 
fifty scholars each. Hstimates have been ob- 
tained from an experienced builder that such a 
building, with slated roof, thoroughly finished, 
ready for furniture,— including cellar, furnace, 
and cesspool,—-can be built for four thousand 
dollars. 

The Committee have also obtained estimates 
for the grading required, from which it appears 
that about one-third of the lot, covering all the 
space between the proposed building and. the 
street on two sides, and sufficient space on 
the other sides for immediate use, can be graded 
as desired for one thousand dollars; and it is 
believed that the raising of the remainder of 
the lot to the same grade can be secured from 
time to time, as opportunity offers, at slight 
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There is sufficient furniture on hand for 
both rooms, and the entire expenditure re- 
quired for the building and grading will not, 
in the opinion of the Committee, exceed five 
thousand dollars. The adoption of the accom- 
panying vote is recommended.

The third vote recommended to the Town at its 
Meeting, February 11th, 1879, contained a proviso in 
respect to estates not capable of drainage into the 
sewer laid in front of such estates. ‘This vote, includ- 
ing the proviso, was adopted by the Town. It seemed 
to the Committee that this proviso was of such impor- 
tance that it should be made a general law instead of 
being simply a vote of the Town of Brookline. 
Accordingly, the Committee caused an order to be 
introduced in the House of Representatives, looking 
to an amendment of the two hundred and thirty-sec- 
ond chapter of the Acts of 1878. This order was 
referred to the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House. The Committee appeared before both the

House and the Senate Committees on the Judiciary, 
and urged the passage of a general law of the same 
tenor as the vote of the Town. ‘The result has been 
the passage of a law in the precise language of the 
vote adopted by the Town, being chapter fifty-five of 
the Acts of 1879.

CHAPTER FIFTY-FIVE. 


An Acr to amend chapter two hundred and thirty-two of the Acts of 
the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, relating to sewers 
and drains. 


Be it enacted by the Senateand House of Representatives, in General cet 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows :— 


SECTION 1. Section three of chapter two hundred and thirty-two 
of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following words: “ Pro- 
vided, however, that in respect to any estate fronting upon such street 
or way which, by reason of its grade or level, or for any other cause, 
cannot be drained into such sewer, the Selectmen shall not ascertain, 
assess and certify the assessment thereon or give notice of such assess- 
ment to the owner of such estate, until the incapacity of such estate 
to be drained into such sewer has been removed.” 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 

Approved February 21, 1879. 
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At the Annual Town Meeting holden March 26th, 
1878, the following vote was passed under the ninth 


article in the Warrant: 


“Voted, Yhat William Aspinwall, John W. Candler, Charles U. 
Cotting, Francis W. Lawrence and Robert Amory be a committee 
with authority to negotiate with the City of Boston, in reference to 
constructing a new channel for Muddy River from near Pond Avenue 
to Charles River, so that the same may be kept free from sewage ;

Immediately after their appointment, the Commit- 
tee notified His Honor, the Mayor of Boston, of the 
fact, and he communicated it to both branches of the 
City Government. The City Council referred the sub- 
ject to the Joint Special Committee on Stony Brook 
Improvement. Repeated efforts were made by the 
chairman of this Committee to obtain a conference 
between this Committce and the Joint Special Com- 
mittee of Boston. But the year of Mr. Pierce’s may- 
oralty expired without any interview between the two 
Committees. 

In his inagural address, His Honor Mayor Prince 
called the attention of the City Council to the impor- 
tance of the diversion of Muddy River at this time, 


_._ and the subject was again referred to the Joint Special 


Committee on Stony Brook Improvement. A confer- ~ 
ence between the two Committees was held February 
14th, 1879, at which the Boston Park Commissioners 
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were present. After a free interchange of views, and 
a substantial agreement by all parties as to the impor- 
tance of early action, it was decided that the chairman 
of the Boston Committee (Alderman Robinson) should ~ 
appoint a day for the two Committees to meet and 
view the territory to be affected by the diversion of 
Muddy River. Up to this time no such appointment 
has been made. 
The Committee therefore respectfully report pro- 
gress, and ask leave to sit again.

All the members of the Committee attended at 
the hearing before the Committee on ‘Towns, Febru- 
ary 20th, 1879. The petitioners were represented by 
George Griggs, Esq., and Messrs. B. F. Adams and 
George ee rapson. 

It appeared that the yeh otia was circulated in 
October, 1876, and at that time was signed by Mr. 
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Alonzo Farrar and eighteen other citizens of Brook- — 
line; that it was presented to the Legislature May rst, 
1877, and referred to the next General Court; that it 
was taken from the files May 8th, 1878, and again 
referred to the next General Court; that it was again 
taken from the files February 6th, 1879, and referred 
to the Committee on Towns. The three gentlemen 
named were the only ones who testified in behalf of 
the petition, and so far as appeared, were the only 
persons who desired that an Act for the annexation of 
Brookline to Boston should be passed at this time. 
The City of Boston, though notified, was not repre- 
sented at the hearing. 

Immediately after the petitioners had closed their 
case, the Committee reported that “they have leave 
to withdraw.” ‘This report has been accepted by the 
Legislature, and the petition has been thus finally dis-

_ BROOKLINE, February 11, 1879. 


The Committee to whom was committed the 
subject of the second article in the Warrant calling 
the town meeting holden on the second day of July, 
1878, to wit:—“ To see if the Town will adopt a sys- 
tem of sewerage; establish a mode of assessment for 
the right to enter and use the sewers; adopt the Act 
relating to the apportionment of sewer and sidewalk 
assessments, approved May 15, 1878, [Stat. 1878, 
Chap. 249;| and generally to hear and act upon the 
reports of the Committee on the mode of laying 
assessments,” respectfully recommend the adoption 
of the following votes:— 


(1) Voted, That the Town of Brookline hereby — 
adopts the system of sewerage to be applied to the 
whole of the territory of said Town, of which the 
intercepting sewer emptying into Charles River, and 
built according to the plans and under the superin- 
tendence of J. Herbert Shedd, Civil Engineer, forms 
a part, and which embraces all the sewers heretofore 
built and hereafter to be built in said Town. 


(2) Voted, That the Town of Brookline hereby 
estimates that the average cost of all the sewers con- 
structed and to be eONSHUCIEC: and embraced in the 
system of sewerage now adopted, is four dollars and 
sixty-two cents per running foot of sewer. 


(3) Voted, That the assessment authorized to be 
made by the Selectmen by the fourth section of chap- 
ter 48 of the General Statutes, shall be made upon 
the owners of the estates in said Town embraced in 
the system of sewerage adopted by the Town, by the 
following fixed uniform rate, based upon said esti- 


mated average cost of all the sewers therein, to wit: 
seventy-five cents per foot of frontage which such 
estates have on any street or way where a sewer is 
constructed, and three-fourths of one cent per square 
foot of area such estates contain within one hundred 
feet of depth from such street or way. 

Provided, however, that in respect to any estate 
fronting upon such street or way which, by reason of 
its grade or level, or for any other cause, cannot be 
drained into such sewer, the Selectmen shall not 
ascertain, assess and certify the assesment thereon or 
give notice of such assessment to the owner of such 
estate until the incapacity of such estate to be drained 
into such sewer has been removed. 


(4) Voted, That when any owner of an estate 
fronting upon any street or way in which a sewer is 
already built has paid any assessment heretofore laid 
for such sewer, the amount of such assessment shall 
be deducted from the assessment to be paid in pursu- 
ance of the votes passed at this meeting. 


(5) Voted, That the Town hereby adopts the 
“Act relating to the Apportionment of Sewer and 
Sidewalk Assessments,” being Chapter 249 of the 


Acts of 1878. 5

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ACT RELATING TO THE APPORTIONMENT OF 
SEWER AND SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


(Stat. 1878, Chap. 249.) 


“SECTION 1. At any time within sixty days after 
notice is given of a sewer or sidewalk assessment on 
any real estate, if the owner thereof shall in writing 
notify the board making the same that he desires to. 
have the amount due on said assessment apportioned, 
said board shall apportion the.same into three equal 
parts, and certify such apportionment to the assessors 
of the city or town where such real estate is situate; 
and said assessors shall add one of said equal parts 
with the interest due theron from the date of the ap- 
portionment, to the annual tax of said real estate for 
each of the three years next ensuing. And all liens 
for the collection of such assessments shall continue 
in force until the expiration of two years fromthe 
time the last instalment thereof is committed to the 
tax-collector; and all sewer and sidewalk assessments 
upon real estate which remain unpaid after the time 
stated in the order making the same for payment 
thereof, shall draw interest from such time until 


paid.” 


VOTES OF THE TOWN RELATING TO SEWER 
ASSESSMENTS. 


The Town at a meeting held February 11, 1879, 


passed the following votes, viz:— 


(1) Voted, That the Town of Brookline hereby 
adopts the system of sewerage to be applied to the 
whole of the territory of said Town, of which the 
intercepting sewer emptying into Charles River, and 
built according to the plans and under the superin- 
tendence of J. Herbert Shedd, Civil Engineer, forms 
a part, and which embraces all the sewers heretofore 
built and hereafter to be built in said ‘Town. 


(2) Voted, That the Town of Brookline hereby 
estimates that the average cost of all the sewers con- 
structed and to be constructed, and embraced in the 
system of sewerage now adopted, is four dollars and 
sixty-two cents per running foot of sewer.

foot of area such estates contain within one hundred 
feet of depth from such street or way. 

| Provided, however, that in respect to any estate 
fronting upon such street or way which, by reason 
of its grade or level, or for any other cause, cannot 
be drained into such sewer, the Selectmen shall not 
ascertain, assess and certify the assessment thereon or 
give notice of such assessment to the owner of such 
estate until the incapacity of such estate to be drained 
into such sewer has beeen removed. 


(4) Voted, That when any owner of an estate 
fronting upon any street or way in which a sewer is 
already built has paid any assessment heretofore laid 
for such sewer, the amount of such assessment shall 
be deducted from the assessment to be paid in pursu- 
ance of the votes passed at this meeting. 


(5) Voted, That the Town hereby adopts the 
“Act relating to the Apportionment of: Sewer and 
Sidewalk Assessments,” being Chapter 249 of the 
Acts of 1878. 


The sixty (60) days specified in Section I of 
the Act above: quoted, within which application may 
be made to the Selectmen for an apportionment of 
the sewer assessment levied by the Board, will expire .. 


on the 18th day of August next.

MINORITY REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The undersigned members of the Committee on sewer 
assessments, while agreeing with much of the reasoning of 
the foregoing report, believe the relations of the building 
lands in Brookline with similar lands in Boston to be so 
close, that itis important that the system of sewer assessments 
should be the same in both municipalities. And while they 
do not consider the Boston system free from objectionable 
features, they do not consider these so serious as to make it 
inexpedient for the town to adopt it. Every system of as- 
sessment must be more or less arbitrary, and probably no 
system could be devised to which there would not be objec- 
tions both theoretical and practical. 

They therefore recommend the Town of Brookline to 
adopt the plan for assessments for sewers which is now in 
force in the City of Boston.
